. MEMORIAL DAY. 


Observance of the Day 
by Grand Army. 


Remarks by Mayor Fairbanks and Ex- 
Mayor Porter 


The Programme in Detail—The Order 
Of Procession—Incidents of the Day. 


“Strew all the graves with flowers, 
They for their country died; 

And freely gave their lives for ours, 
Their country’s hope and pride.” 

Saturday was observed in Quincy, in 
common with other cities and towns, by 
the members of the Grand Army, of the 
Republic as Memorial day; a day when the 
members of that noble organization put 
aside the pursuits of daily life and with 
tender and loving hands *place simple but 
none the less beautiful flowers upon the 
graves of those of their comrades who have 
gone ta join the grand army above. 

The weather was rather dubious and 
threatening until late in the afternoon, 
although the sun made its appearance 
at intervals. Asno rain fell however, it 
was about as favorable a day as could have 
been desired. The rain of Friday had 
laid the dust, and although it was rather 
muddy in some places, the veterans did 
not mind that as it was much better 
marching than if there had been several 
inches of dust upon the streets. 

The Post assembled at headquarters in 
the early morning in accordance with the 
general orders when Sergeant- 
Major Penniman and one comrade pro- 
ceeded to Mount Auburn and decorated the 
grave of Col. Paul J. Revere. 

Senior Vice Commander Curtis with a 
detail of comrades and chaplain of the day, 
Rev. J. H. Humphrey, visited the National 
Sailors’ Home, where appropriate services 
were held and the graves of fifty-three 
comrades who are buried in the cemetery 
there decorated. 

A delegation

of ten members of the 
Naval Veterans joined the 
delegation of the Post in the exercises. 
They brought a beautiful floral tribute, an 
anchor of Scotch thistles. 

Junior Vice Commander DeForest, with 
twenty-five comrades visited Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery and deposited beautiful flowers 
on the last resting place of one hundred 
and forty-five deceased comrades. 

Officer of the day, Dunbar, with a detail 
of ten comrades decorated sixteen graves 
at the Hancock cemetery and one at the 
English cemetery. 

Comrade Cleverly visited the grave of 
Comrade Colyer at North Weymouth, and 
Comrade Leavitt that of Comrade Cole at

bond of Fraternity. Let our soldierly de- 
portment be such that we may honor the 
graves we decorate, the memories we 
cherish, the flags we salute, and the G. A. 
R., to which we belong. In closing he ad- 
dressed a few remarks to the Sons of 
Veterans and the Woman’s Relief Corps. 

His Honor Mayor Fairbanks 


Was introduced and spoke as follows : 

With mingled feelings of joy and sadness, 
you have again cheerfully answered the 
summons of your Commander and with 
loyal hearts Lave been engaged in dis- 
charging the duties of true comradeship, 
placing upon the sacred mounds these 
beautiful mementoes of your affection. 

Shoulder to shoulder you have marched 
today, with the dear old flag waving above 
you, the beautiful emblem bringing to your 
hearts, thoughts of those comrades who 
gave their lives, that it might float over 
one undivided nation. 

They were of you and with you engaged 
in maintaining the principles of freedom, 
and writing that eventful history, on every 
page of which is inscribed forever, the 
records of the noble heroic deeds of those 
who braved the perils of those dark days. 
And so it is with feelings of joy in one 
sense, that has inspired your loyal hearts 
to reverence this day, for you have reason 
to be proud of your brotherhood, the mem- 
bers of which are cemented together by the 
strong ties of loyalty and fidelity. 

But these feelings are also tinged by 


sadness, for the emblem vecalis to you, the! 


weary marches, the sufferings and the 
sacrifices shared by all, and Bien at last 
the glad tidings of victory and peace 
sounded o’er the land, many of your brave 
comrades had answered their last roll call, 
and were sleeping the sleep of our honored 
dead. Thoughts also will come today of 
the vacant homes, of those left dependent 
upon charity, and rising still higher in true 
manhood, you at once took upon yourselves 
the still nobler duty of guarding the inter- 
ests of those, who were still with you and 
of you in spirit. 

These beautiful embiems so feelingly 
laid upon this sacred ground will soon 
wither and fade away, the fragrance of the 
flowers can be with us, but for an instant, 
but the sentiment which prompts your 
noble action, which bids us all to reverence 
this hour, speaks to us in the deepest tones 
bidding us to ever keep in remembrance 
the memory of those who sacrificed so 
much for their country’s honor, and that 
will have its influence, long 


brave soldiers who saved the Union. 
In the little villages that nestle on the 
hill sides, or in the valleys, in the busy 


cities, all. over this great country, the 
beautiful flag of freedom is waving, all toil 


is stopped, and loving hands are engaged 
in reverencing the memory of our heroes. 
The lesson of loyalty and fidelity to ones 


country is again before us, stamping its 
silent influence upon our hearts, telling us 
the duty that is before us as true loyal 
citizens in the future. 


Nobly have you 
performed your duties, but with those 
principles still in your hearts, your life’s

your Country’s honor still, against foes 
without and foes within, still must you by 
your example continue to prove yourselves 
worthy of a nation’s gratitude. And may 
this silent monument fashioned and erected 
by human genius, ever inspire within you 
the true motto,—‘‘On guard always for the 
right.”

But there was 
but one sentiment today, that of a free 
country united under one flag. It should 
be maintained unsullied as many lives had 
been laid down in its defence. It was the 
last time so many members of the Grand 


Army would perform the duties of Mem- 
orial day ; they were rapidly joining the 
Grand Army above. Let us all live in 
Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty to per- 
petuate their memories.

“Learn to condense” is a bit of com- 
monplace advice often given to students 
of literary composition, but the lesson of 
the great field marshal’s life shows the 
valne of the admonition in every form of 
work, from the management of an army 
to the writing of a letter. There was no 
waste in Moltke, not even a waste of 
words, and men said of him that he 
could be silent in many languages. The 
reason was that he had learned to com- 
bine his faculties and direct them all in 
harmony to the purpose of the hour. 

He needed all his energies for action, 
and because even talk must draw for 
sustenance upon the nervous forces, he 
said little. He had brought his own 
faculties under drill and discipline, and 
in like manner he could condense the 
energies of a kingdom into a cannon 
ball, compact and irresistible. He drew 
eight corps of the Prussian army from 
divergent points and converged them 
upon Sadowa in the critical moment of 
battle, as alens concentrates the sun- 
beams. The center of the Austrian army 
melted under the heat, and when the sun 
went down upon the field Austria had 
no longer either voice or vote in the poli- 
tics of Germany. 

By his infallible mathematics he 
worked out the doom of the French em- 
pire long before the challenge of Napo- 
leon came, so that when the proclama- 
tion of war was made he had nothing to 
do but touch the little button that set in 
motion all the complex machinery of the 
German army, and move it like the 
sweep of a sword across France to the 
field of destiny by the ramparts of Se- 
dan.—M. M. Trumbull in Open Court.

Death of Dr. Fordyce Barker, 
the Famous Obstetrician. 


PRENTICE MULFORD DEAD, 


His Lifeless Body Found Drifting About 


in a Canoe—Death of Ex-Lieutenant 


Governor Littlefield of Rhode Island, 
Inventor Brooks and Other Notables. 


New York, June 1.—Dr. Fordyce Bar- 
ker, one of the most eminent physicians in 
the United States, died Saturday after- 
noon at his residence, 24 East ‘Thirty 
eighth street, aged 73 years. On Wednes- 
day morning Dr. Barker sent for Dz. A. A. 
Smith, who had been his associate for 
twenty years, and told him he was not 
feeling well. Dr. Smith advised him to 
keep to the house. 


DR. FORDYCE BARKER. 


On Thursday Dr. Barker came down 
from his bedroom to his on the 
ground floor. While there, at 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, he had an apoplectic stroke. 
He was carried to his bedroom and Dr. 
Smith was summoned. Dr. Barker was 
conscious when his associate arrived. Dr. 
Smith made an examination and found 
that a blood vessel at the base of the 
brain had been ruptured. 

“Ts it apoplexy?” asked Dr. Barker. 

Dr. Smith told him that it was, 

“Well, I guess this will be the end,” 
said Dr. Barker. 

He remained conscious for forty hours— 
until 7 o’clock Saturday morning—and 
avas unconscious from that time until his 
death. Inthe room where he died were 
his wife, his only son Fordyce, and Drs. 
Smith and Anderton, his associates. Two 
days before his death Dr. Barker was out 
attending patients, and during his short 
sickness many people who were under his 
care came to his office. The funeral will 
be held to-morrow afternoon at St. 
Thomas’ Episcopal church, of which Dr, 
Barker had been a member for nearly forty 
years.

Dr. Barker was born at Wilton, Me., on May 
2,1818. He was of English descent, and the 
son of a physician. In 1837 he was graduated 
at Bowdoin. He studied medicine with Dr. 
Henry I. Bowditch of Boston, and with Dr. 
Charles H. Steadman at the Chelsea hospital. 
Then he went to Edinburgh and Paris, and re- 
ceived the degree of M. D. at Paris in 1841. 

At Norwich, Conn., he began the practice of 
his profession. In 1845, when but 27 years old, 
he was made professor of midwifery in Bow- 
doin medical college. Obstetrics he made a 
special study, and in this branch of medicine 
he won rare distinction. In 1850 he was elected 
professor of midwifery and the diseases of 
women in the New York medical college. 

Dr. Barker was consulting physician to 
Bellevue hospital, the Nursery and Child’s 
hospital, St. Elizabeth's hospital, the Cancer 
hospital, and surgeon to the Woman's hos- 
pital. He was a member of many medical 
associations, notably the New York Academy 
of Medicine, of which he was president from 
i878 to 1884, the New York County Medieal so- 
ciety, the New York Obstetrical society, the 
New York Pathological society, the New York 
Medical and Surgical society, the Medical 
Society of the State of New York, of which he 
was formerly president, and the American 
Gynecological society, of which he was the 
first president in 1876. He was also honorary 
fellow of the Royal Medical society of Athens, 
and amember of the obstetrical societies of 
Edinburgh, London, Philadelphia and Louis- 
ville. and of the Philadelphia College of 
Physicians. 

He contributed to medical literature many 
lectures and papers, and was the author ofa 
work on puerperal diseases, which was pub- 
lished in 1874, and was translated into Italian, 
French, German and Spanish. He was also 
the author of a treatise on seasickness, 


PRENTICE MULFORD. 


His Body Found Drifting About in a 
Canoe in Sheepshead Bay. 

New York, June 1.—Prentice Mulford, 
well-known in New York and California 
as a newspaper man and philosophical 
writer, was found dead in a canoe in the 
lower part of Sheepshead bay on Saturday 
afternoon. For several days the canoe, 
which was covered by a white canvass 
awning, had been noticed drifting about 
aimlessly, and on Saturday afternoon’ a 
boatman, impelled by curiosity, rowed to- 
ward it and found it, to all appearances, 
deserted. The canoe had its name, White 
Cross,”’ painted on the bow. On closer ex- 
amination the body of a man, lying at full 
length on the bottom of the little craft, 
was discovered, life evidently having been 
extinct for several days, In the boat were 
a complete outfit for camping, a banjo, 
writing materials, an empty cigar case, 
and some pages of brown paper covered 
with writing. Last June Mulford re- 
turned from California and assumed the 
editorship of The White Cross Library, a 
monthly magazine. Last Monday ‘ie an- 
nounced that he was about to spend a 
month or two in his canoe, cruising about 
New York bay and gradually working his 
way along Long Island Sound to Sag Har- 
bor, his birthplace, which he expected to 
reach by July 1. 


Daniel G. Littlefield. 

PROVIDENCE, June 1.—Ex-Lieutenant 
Governor Daniel G. Littlefield died in 
Pawtucket yesterday. He was born in 
North Kingstown, Noy. 23, 1822. In 1846 
he went to Florence, Mass., and assistedin 
starting acotton mill. In 1856 he became 
president of the Florence Sewing Machine 
company. In 1863 he came to Pawtucket 
and engaged inthe manufacture of hair 
cloth. In theinterest of thisindustry he 
visited Europe five times. In 1878 he went 
to France as honorary commissioner from 
Rhode Island to the Paris exhibition. He 
was there appointed .by Commissioner 
General McCormick an American juror on 
fine machinery and mechanism. In 1861-2 
he was a representative from Northampton

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Dayid Brooks, 
electrician and inventor of electrical ap- 
p iauces, died at his residence in German- 
town of pneumonia, aged 72 years. 

Mr. Brooks was born in Brookvale, 
Conn., Jan. 26, 1820. In 1845 he engaged 
in the construction of telegraph lines, and 
with James D. Reid put into operation the 
first commercial line in America. In 1851 
he went to Mexico where he built a tele- 
graph line between Vera Cruz and 
Mexico, the first in that country. Since 
1862 Mr. Brooks has devoted himself to the 
development of his inventions. 

An Honorable Record. 

New York, June 1.—Col. W. G. Rankin 
died here from lung troubles. He was born 
in Mercer, Pa., in 1822, and served through 
the Mexican war. At the outbreak of the 
rebellion he was appointed from Washing- 
ton territory as captain of the Thirteenth 
infantry. After his discharge he received 
the rank of brevet major and brevet lieu- 
tenant colonel for faithful service during 
the war. 

Worcester’s Oldest Merchant. 

Worcester, June 1.—Henry W. Miller, 
the oldest merchant in this city, died yes- 
terday of apoplexy, aged 90 years, He was 
a native of Westminster, but had lived 
here eizhty-six years. He kept a hard- 
ware store for sixty-five years. He leaves 
two daughters, one the wife of Senator 
George F, Hoar and the other the wife of 
ex-Congressman W. W. Rice.

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 
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Four Men Hurled Into Eternity by an 
Explosion of Dynamite. 

GEORGETOWN, Colo., June 1.—A terrible 
accident bappened at the east end of the 
Atlantic-Pacific tunnel on Kelso mountain, 
by which four men lost their lives They 
were employed at the breast of the tunnel 
in loading poles. The tunnel is very long 
and is worked by power drills, so they 
carricl with them about seventy-five 
pounds of dynamite to complete the load- 
ing. 


From the breast of the tunnel is a drift 


on one of the lodes, in’ which Moritz Far- 
ton was working. It was customary for 
the boysin the shaft to come back and 
warn Farton of a coming blast. Yester- 
day a sudden and unusual explosion threw 
him off his feet and stunned him. After he 
recovered he made his way to the engine 
room and told the engineer that the boys 
had set off the blast without warning him. 
A search party was organized and found 
all four men named had been literally 
blown to fragments by a premature ex- 
plosion of nearly 100 pounds of dynamite. 
How the blast was fired and what peculiar 
circumstances caused the awful fatality 
will never be known. The accident took 
place about 3,500 feet from the mouth of 
the tunnel. The force of the explosion 
tore a great hole in the wall of the tunnel 
and a great quantity of rock blocked the 
way of the rescuing party for a time. 


DESERVED ALL THEY GOT. 


Dastardly Attack by Roughs, in Which 
They Get the Worst of It. 


OWENSBORO, Ky., June 1.—A riot oc- 
curred Saturday at Whitesville, on the oc- 
caison of Decoration day exercises bya 
Grand Army post at the cemetery. One 
hundred Grand Army men were proceed- 
ing when a gang of roughs from Taylor 
fields came in, dragged the’ speakers from 
the stand, tore the flower emblems to 
pieces and dispersed the assembly. The 
veterans went to Whitesville to take the 
train, and here the roughs renewed thej 
attack, cutting two men seriously. Citi- 
zens hurried to their rescue and a battle 
ensued. Burrell Taylor, the leader of the 
roughs, was stabbed in the side and back 
and was carried away dying. Wild Dave 
Smith was stabbed in the abdomen, The 
roughs got the worst of it and retreated. 
The people of the town armed themselves 
and sent a posse after ‘he roughs. Whites- 
ville is fifteen miles from here and is not a 
telegraph station. There was no political 
signifigance in the attack. 


HIS CONSCIENCE PRICKED HIM. 


A California Farmer Confesses That He 
Murdered Two Wives, 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., June 1.—Justice of 
the Peace W. A. Henry was sitting in his 
office when twomen drove upin a cart, 
and one of them, aboat 55 years old, asked 
to see the judge privately. He said his 
name was John Sewald, and that he lived 
on arauch a few miles south of here, near 
Sutterville. We said his conscience had 
been torturing bim for two years, and he 
had decided to make a confession and take 
the consequences. 

He said he livedin Ohio with his wife 
Catherine and four children, His wife 
began to drink. He took two of the chil- 
dren and fled to Anoka, Minn. His wife 
followed him, and he put arsenic in her 
whisky. Three years later he moved to 
Wayne, Neb., and married another woman, 
whom he smothered with bed clothes, 
Sheriff Stanley took Sewald in custody at 
the latter’s own request, until the case 
could be investigated.

DEAD T0 THE WORLD. 


Women Who Will Spend Their 
Lives in Worshiping God 


SEALED UP IN A CONVENT, 


_—_ 


Awe-Inspiring Scenes at the Ceremony-- 
Recluses Will Never Gaze Upon & 
Face, Living or Dead, Outside of the 
Convent in Which They Live. 


New YorK, June g»at the Corpus 
Christi nunnery of the Moninican Nuns of 
the Perpetual Adoration, at Hunt’s Point, 
a community of women were yesterday 
sealed in a cloister which they will never 
leave alive, There was little or no cere- 
mony, but there was an impressiveness 
in the event that every one felt. Thenuns, 
many of whom gave up bright worldly 
prospects, are to devote their lives to 
prayer, adoration of the blessed sacrament, 
and fasting. 

Last Thursday the monastery, with its 
beautiful chapel, was blessed by Arch- 
bishep Corrigan. From Thursday until 
yesterday the monastery had been open to 
the public and thousands visited it during 
the four days. The is not in New York an 
institution similar to it. Yesterday’s 
crowd was the largest. From noon until 
sunset the monastery was thronged. The 
visitors, nearly all of whom were from 
New York, went through every part of the 
structure. 

The Nuns’ Cloister 

was the point of interest. Its little cells, 
in which the nuns are to sleep, attracted 
the most attention. They are furnished 
with a board, which serves for a bed and 
which is covered with a scanty supply of 
bed clothing, a table, a wooden chairanda 
few devotional articles. 

Here and there in the monastery girlish 
white-robed figures were met, They were 
some of the nuns. Signs on the walls told 
visitors not to speak to the nuns. 

Among the crowds were many relatives 
and friends of the inmates. According to 
a rule of the place, they should have asked 
permission to see any nun they wished to 
speak to, and she would have been sent to 
the community room to meet them. This 
rule was broken more than once. When a 
father or mother met in the corridors a 
duughter who had forsaken the world, and 
whose hand the parent would never have 
a chance to clasp again, orders were for- 
gotten. 

The Sealing of the Cloister 
took place at 6 o’clock. All the visitors 
‘eft that part of the monastery and assem- 
bled in the chapel. A heavy wooden door 
leads from the cloister to it. This has two 
locks, one on the inside and the other on 
the outside. 

The mother prioress turned the key in 
the inside lock, and one of the out sisters— 
that is members of the community who 
look after the outside affairs of the mon- 
astery, such as receiving visitors—locked 
the othe” one. 

As longas the monastry stands and is 
used by the nuns, no visitors will be al- 
lowed to pass through that door. It will 
be opened to receive a new member of the 
community. 

Even Archbishop Corrigan will go into 
the cloister only once a year, when he 
makes his annuzl visitation, and then he 
must be accompanied .by two or more 
priests. 

Whenever any of the nuns are taken 
sick the physician, who is to attend the 
patient, in order to enter the cloister, must 
have a permit from the archbishop and the 
superioress. Even when anun is on her 
deathbed her relatives will not be allowed 
to go into the cloister to see her. 

After the sealing of the cloister Arch- 
bishop Corrigan gave benediction in the 
chapel.

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WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


The Season is Now a Little Behind the 
Average—Corn Being Replanted—This 
Will Be a Good “ Growing ” Week. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 1.—The New 
England Metervlogical society co-operating 
with the United States signal service, 
issues the following bulletin: 

As the greater number of the corre- 
spondents make up their reports on Thurs- 
day night or Friday morning very few 
mention the rain which began Friday 
morning, but all unite in saying that crops 
were greatly suffering from drought. They 
say that the hay crop, especially on old 
lands is much injured and the prospect 
good fora very light crop, and that other 
crops are being much injured. But as 
considerable rain has fallen, and as it 
seems, at the time of writing, likely to be 
followed by warmer Weather, we predict 
that a different story will be told in the 
next reports. 

The cool, dry weather has retarded the 
Season till it is from a week to ten days be- 
hind the average inthe northern states, 
and probably a little behind the average in 
the south. Planting has been pushed in 
the north during the week, but crops are 
coming slowly. With such weather it takes 
alongtime to germinate, and the crops 
comeup thin and of poor color. Some 
early planted corn is being replanted in 
Vermont and in some sections of New 
Hampshire. The frost during the week 
has injured the fruit at Burlington, Vt. 

Hooing has begun in the south, and in 
that section cropsare putting forward a 
little faster than in the north. Tobacco 
setting has begun in Connecticut and is 
progressing rapidly; the setting will be 
begun soon in central Massachusetts. In 
“central Connecticut high winds during the 
week have injured all crops. In this 
section, also, the fruit trees prove to have 
been much injured by the recent “freeze,” 
butin Rhode [sland and most of Massa- 
chusetts the prospect is very good for a 
large yield. The indications are that this 
week will be the best “growing” week of 
the season. 


THEY HELD UP A TRAIN. 


A New Species of Insects for Naturalists 
to Puzzle Over. 

SyRAcusE, N. Y., June 1.—South of 
Drighton Corners, between this place and 
Jamesville, on the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railroad, are extensive lime- 
stone quarries, which have been in opera- 
tion*for many years, and have penetrated 
deep into the rock, Through the cut thus 
made and into the quarries, a branch track 
has been laid from the Lackawanna road 
for the accommodation of the hewn stone. 
Night work being necessary a large part of 
thetime, an arc light has been placed high 
over the track at the darkest part of the 
cut. Several cars were loaded with stone 
for shipment on Friday and left on the 
switch, pendin; the observance of Me- 
morial day. Last night, in prepara+ 
tion for drawing the cars _ out, 
the electric light was cut in, and 
an engine with the necessary crew 
left the city for the quarries. Upon reach- 
ing the cut the track was found to be cov- 
ered for sixty feet on either side with 
strange insects of immense proportions. 
The swarm was so great that the engine 
became stalled, the rails having become 
slippery from the crushed insects. 

Examination of the new iusects shows a 
resemblance to what is known as the elec- 
tric light bug, though the new comer is 
much larger. The outer shell of the back 
is about the size and shape of half an egg- 
= ell, which when crushed by the 
ensine wheels gave out a crackling 
svund like the explosion of a toy torpedo 
The shell is black,of a slatey structure, and 
very brittle. It is supposed to be a species 
of lithodome—a rovk-boring mollusk— 
crossed with some kind of a predatory in- 

ct. 


LIFE IS FADING AWAY. 


The Death of Canada’s Greatest States- 
man Cannot Be Far Off. 

OTTAWA, June 1.—Sir John Macdonald’s 
condition is practically unchanged, except 
that his vital powers seem to be gradually 
weakening. Sir John’s life hangs only on 
islender thread. Heis fighting, with his 
characteristic tenacity, against death; but 
the unequal struggle cannot be much 
longer maintained. Deprived of the power 
of speech since Friday afternoon, he has 
maintained the cheerfuiness for which he 
has always been so noted. 

Though still conscious, he realizes that 
his doom is approaching, and seems pre- 
pared for the final call. Whenever Lady 
Macdonald enters the sick room, his face, 
which has assumed an ashen hue, lights 
up. Nothing can describe the attachment 
he entertains for the talented woman 
who for many years has been his wife. 

Queen Victoria, Lord Salisbury, Lord 
Lorne, Lord Lansdowne, viceroy of India, 
und scores of distinguished people have 
sept cablegrams of inquiry, coupled with 
regret at the premier’s condition. 

At 1lo’clock last evening the physicians 
attending him held a consultation, and at 
its conclusion issued this bulletin: 

The premicr has passed a quiet day, and we 
find no marked alteration in his general symp- 
toms. He retains consciousness much as in 
the first two days, and is free from suffering. 


STILL THEY COME. 


lussian Jews Flocking Into Germany on 
Their Way to America, 
BERLIN, June 1.—The Jewish relief com- 
mittee here state that the daily average 
number of expelled Russian Jews passing 


through Charlottenburg is 600, most of 
whom are going to America. Relatives 


are waiting ready to provide for some of 
them in Paris and for a fewin London, 
The'police will not permit them to enter 
Berlin, so they spend one night at the 
Charlottenburg station and then proceed 
by train toward their destinations. Herr 
Isaak, the director of the relief committee, 
says the committee suffers from no lack of 
funds, money and goods being freely given, 
while a number of the exiles are already 
supplied with money. The expulsions con- 
tinue in St. Petersburg, where groups of 
Jews, including well dressed women, are 
to be seen in the streets,under t he escort of 
gen d’armes, going to the police stations 
before they are started for the frontier.

COLLEGE CUP GARES. 


Harvard is Easily First with 
Forty-five Points. 


YALE COMES iN SECOND, 


With Princeton Close Behind—Swarth- 
more and Cornell Get One Point Each 
—A World’s Record Broken and One 
Tied—Saturday’s Ball Games. 


New York, June 1,—For thirty-six 
hours the college athlete had been in a 
state of despair. The time was fast ap- 

roaching for the historic event of the col- 
lege athletic season. The athletes were in 
the pink of condition and eager for the 
battle. Berkeley Oval, the queen of ath- 
letic grounds, was royally arrayed for the 
oceasion. In the face of this highly pleas- 
ing state of affairs the elements had the ef- 
frontery to sigh, weep, and sulk in an in- 
explicable manner. x 

The open stand was deserted, the reason 
being the rather steep price put upona 
seat in the stands. The majority of the 
spectators were outside the enclosure. It 
is probable that when the first heat in the 
100-yar1 dash was called 3000 persons were 
there to sve the sport. 

From an athletic standpoint, the meet- 
ing was the most successful in the history 
of the association. College athletes never 
appeared on the track and field in as fine 
trim as those who competed in Saturday’s 
games. It was a superb exhibition of 
muscle and skill, and the Intercollegiate 
association have reason to feel proud. The 
way in which they smashed records was 
astonishing. 

Fourteen Records 
went by the board. They included one 


world’s record, that of 16 seconds for the 
120-yard hurdle race, H. L. Williams re- 
ducing it to 15 4-5 seconds; one American 
record that of 22 seconds for the 220-yard 
dash, 


which Carey cut down to 2145 
, thus equalling th® world’s record; 
three collegiate records, and nine inter- 
collegiate records, An intercollegiate rec- 
ord is held to be one made at any annual 
meeting of the Intercollegiate association 
and a colleziate record is one by a college 
athlete in games sanctioned by the Inter- 
collegiate association. 

For the tenth time since the college 
boys have met at their intercollegiate 
mectings Harvard was the winner, and 
this time her points counted up for riore 
than in any previous year. Harvard was 
jubilant throughout, though some of her 
favorites did not get the places they 
wanted. Harvard’s points numbered 45, 
The blue of Yale struggled to the front for 
second place with 25 points. Princeton 
eame in third, with 21. points. Columbia 
was only two behind her, with 19, and 
Amherst got 6. Swarthmore and Cornell 
brought up the rear, with one point each, 

Considering the fact that the track was 
a trifle slow the work of the runners was 
remarkable. In the sprints Princeton was 
invincible, and the orange and black 
gained enough points in the other events 
tocrowd Yale hard for second honors. 
Harvard showed strength in the distance 
runs, and inthe field events the crimson 
waived trinmphant over nearly all, Colum- 
bia made a very creditable showing. The 
management of the games was excel- 
lent, and every event was run off ina 
satisfactory manner, 

The Result. 

When it came to figuring the points it 
was found that Harvard had won the day 
with 45, Yale second with 25, Princeton 
third with 23, and Columbia fourth with 
19. Ambherst scored € points. Points are 
reckoned on the basis of 5 for a first, 2 for 
a second, and 1 fora third.

A RIDE ON A MULE, 


There were two men in Company A, 
Seventeenth regiment, Connecticut vol- 
unteers, that were very intimate chums, 
They were Jim Hurlbut and Ed Malo- 
ney. ‘Their intimacy resulted from a 
fight that they had had while the regi- 
ment was stationed in Baltimore in 
September, 1862. The captain, after sep- 
arating them, ordered them to load their 
knapsacks with bricks, and turned 
them over to the officer of the guard, 
with orders for them to march the guard 
line four hours asa punishment. They 
were ever aftertvards the firmest of 
friends. 

Shortly after Maloney’s release from 
arrest, on account of his ‘“‘raid on the 
commissary” at Brooks’ Station, 1863, he 
was detailed as a teamster on the am- 
munition train of the Eleventh corps. The 
train was parked at Stafford Court 
House, some two miles from our camp. 
Ed got lonesome sometimes, and, obtain- 
ing permission, would ride his ‘‘wheel” 
mule to our camp to visit the boys of 
Company A, and especially his old chum 
Hurlbut. One day Jim was on the sick 
list, and was lying in his bunk in a half 
dressed condition, only his shirt and 
drawers on. It was about 2:30 p. m., 
and the battalion was forming on the 
parade ground for drill, when Ed rode 
up to his tent on his mule, calling for 
Jim. He got up and asked Maloney to 
give him a vide on his mule. ‘He'll 
throw youina minute; he knows when 
a stranger mounts him,” was Ed’s reply. 
“Till risk that,” says Jim. ‘I won't go 
any further than the end of our company 
street and back.” 

So Ed dismounted and Jim got in the 
saddle. Allsvent well enough until the 
mule got to the’ intersection of the com- 
pany with the battalion street, and find- 
ing that he had a stranger on his back, 
he took the bitin his mouth, and, turn- 
ing his head toward the parade ground 
and home, he struck a full gallop in that 
direction. Jim got scared and lost his 
footing in the stirrups, which flapped 
against the sides of the mule, making 
him more unmanageable, and they came 
tearing down the battalion street ata 
fearful rate. Presently we heard a shout 
of “whoa, whoa,” and, looking around, 
saw Jim and the mule coming like mad, 
and Jim holding on to the bridle for 
dear life, his hair standing on end, his 
eyes like two peeled onions, and looking 
scared out of his wits. 

On came the mule. There was just 
room enough at the right of the line 
for him to pass without running into 
the woods, and among the stumps, 
but he shot through like an express 
train and on toward the camp of the 
train. He had not gone far when he 
gave a snort and elevated his heels, laid 
back his ears and sent Jim flying over 
his head alongside a big stump, while 
the mule went on to the train camp. 
Hurlbut picked himself up and struck a 
bee line for his tent, but he had to pass 
in full view of the whole regiment on 
his way, and he got a good salute as he 
ran. Maloney had to walk back to the 
train, and as the company marched up 
the street on its return from drill the 
captain struck’ his head in Jim’s tent 
and said to him, “Say, Jim, the next 
time you ure sick take a ride on a mule!”

‘These facts suggested 
to Dr. Babchinski the idea of inoculating 
diphtheria cases with blood taken from 
patients suffering from erysipelas, and he 
states that in several cases in which he em- 
ployed this procedure cure resulted. Later 
on he practiced inoculation of other cases 
of diphtheria with cultures of the microbe 
of erysipelas in agar-agar, and likewise no- 
ticed the disappearance of the symptoms 
of diphtheria. He further adds that when 
the inoculations were made all special 
treatment was suspended, and in no case 
did the erysipelas present any sufficient 
gravity to cause uneasiness. He concludes 
by stating thatif his observations and ex- 
periences are confirmed this treatment 
should rob diphtheria of all its dangers. 


. Hot or Cold Applications. 


When in certain painful affections the 
physician advises the use of cold applica- 
tions, and, if the effect from them is not 
pleasing, then that hot should be tried, the 
patient is likely to consider it rather an 
uncertain sort of treatment, of doubtful 
value either way. It is, indeed, rather a 
curious thing that beat and cold can ofien 
be used interchangeably with like effects. 
Extreme heat will destroy the skin, and 
extreme cold will do the same. Now, head- 
ache is sometimes relieved by hot applica- 
tions, and yet in some instances it aggra- 
vates the trouble. In case of the latter, 
oftentimes the cold applications will effect 
a& cure. As a general rule a throbbing 
headache, with tendéfness and soreness of 
the scalp, can best be relieved by hot appli- 
cations. Whereas, when the head feels full 
and “bursting,” ifgold be applied to the 
head and heat to the neck and spine the 
effect is most agreeable. 


The Effects of Overwork. 


The Lancet, commenting upon the effects 
of mental overwork, declares that “over- 
work, both mental and bodily, is at once 
the most general and the least regarded 
form of illness to which we are subject in 
the present age.” We do not pay sufficient 
attention to the two great essentials of 
timely rest and wholesome diet. The 
signs of overwork are easily recognized, 
They are went of appetite and inability to 
sleep. Unfortunately, however, we are 
not always in a position to act upon the 
warning afforded by this simple test. 


The Baby’s Thumb in Mischief.

PAUL J. REVERE. 


A Sketch of the Hero for Whom the Local 
Post Was Named. 

The Saturday Globe had tne following 
sketch of Paul J. Revere, for whom the 
local Post was named. It might have 
added that he married a daughter of the 
late Rev. Dr. Lunt of Quincy: 

Paul J. Revere was born in Boston, Sept. 
10, 1832, and was a grandson of the Paul 
Revere of the revolution. He graduated 
from Harvard in 1852. When the call for 
volunteers was made, he said to his mother: 

“T shall feel humbled to stay at home.” 

She replied,—‘‘Do as you think right.” 

He was commissioned major of the 2ist, 
and was in the fight at Ball’s bluff. When 
taken prisoner he had refused to leave his 
commander, although he could easily have 
escaped by swimming across the river to 
the Maryland side. 

He was one of seven hostages selected by 
order of the Confederate secretary of war 
to answer with their lives for the safety of 
the privatesmen, held by the United States 
under a charge of piracy on the high seas. 

The authorities at Washington repriey- 
ing the privateersmen and retaining them 
as prisoners of war, Major Revere was 
parolled, Feb. 22, 1862, and returned home. 

Anxious to be at the front before the 
expiration of his- parole, he arranged, 
through the influence of Secretary Stanton, 
for an exchange with a Confederate pris- 
oner at Fort Warren, and in May was again 
with his regiment. 

He was in the contests at Chickahominy 
and Fair Oaks and was wounded at Antie- 
tam and obliged to return home.

Want Taxes Refunded. 


The Mayor forwarded claims of William 
B. Rice and L. V. Titus for the refunding

The First Veto. 


Mayor Fairbanks returned without his 


approval Order 52, granting Charles Lor- 


endo a common victualler’s license, giving 
as his reason that the applicant had not 


complied with the statute requirements. 

After some discussion, during which the 
Mayor was sent for and reiterated his ob- 
jection, the veto was sustained by a vote of 
5 to 17, viz: 

Yeas—Fallon, Hammond, Little, Powers 
and Warner—5. 

Nays—Bass, Bryant, Drake, Duffield, 
Gray, Hayward, Holden, Jones, Morton, 
Moxon, Newcomb, Pope, Pratt, Rinn, 
Roberts, Sherman and Wilde—17. 

Two Other Licenses. 

The Mayor also vetoed the orders grant- 
ing common victualler’s licenses to James 
F, Kane and Edward Haverhan, for like 
reasop, basing his action on the report of 
the Deputy Manager of the Police Force. 

Councilman Powers thought Mr. Kane 
had complied with the requirements since 
the first visit of the Deputy. 

This was corroborated by the Deputy. 

The Mayor would offer no objection to 
granting Mr, Kane a license in that case, 
but as he could not withdraw ‘is veto, it 
was passed ‘‘notwithstanding the objection 
of the Mayor.” 

That portion of the veto relating to 
granting Mr. Haverhen a license was, upon 
motion of Councilman Powers, laid on the 
table. 

Grove Street Vetoed. 

Mayor Fairbanks also vetoed Order 43, 
authorizing a loan of $500 for the repair of 
Grove street. 

The Mayor said: ‘In my judgment, if 
the city is to use any portion of its borrow- 
ing capacity in repairing streets, the money 
should be expended on our main thorough- 
fares, putting the same in safe condition 
for public travel for the general good of all. 

“On all other streets I believe that all 
needs should be classed as current ex- 
penses, and the expenditure of any money 
for repairs be charged to the appropriation 
for miscellaneous highways. This is under 
the control of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who must endeavor with the means 
at his disposal to pursue a well defined 
policy of remedying the worse defects on 
our streets first. 

“T therefore do not consider it a safe or 
wise policy to borrow money for these 
minor reparirs, leaving to other adminis- 
trations the burden of paying for the same.”’ 

Councilman Powers believed the street 
needed repair, and the Commissioner had 
said he could not spare money from the 
general appropriation. Did not think it 
a minor street. 

The vote on passing the order over the 
veto was 14 yeas and § nays, not the 
necessary two-thirds, and the order was 
declared rejected. The vote: 

Yeas—Councilmen Bryant, Drake Duf- 
field, Fallon, Hammond, Holden, Jones, 
Little, Morton, Newcomb, Pope, Powers, 
Sherman and Warner—14. 

Nays—Councilman Bass, Gray, Hay- 
ward, Moxon, Pratt, Rinn, Roberts and 
Wilde—8.

Councilman Jones spoke of the worse 
spots and said he would have included 
them in the report had he thought they 
were needed.

Councilman Bryant offered an amend- 
ment making it 40 feet. 

Councilman Jones thought it might be 
better to fix the width after the hearing, 
That it was necessary to state some width, 
and while it might be laid out of less 
width, it could not be made wider. 

Councilman Bryant believed if the street 
was to be paved from curb to curb that 40 
feet would.be sufficient. For quite a dis- 
tance on Hancock street, only about thirty- 
three feet was in condition for travel yet it 
accommodated the immense traffic, much 
larger than Water street was expected to. 

Councilman Warner wished it to stand 
forty-five feet in the order, and was of the 
opinion it should be laid out forty-five feet.

A Reconsideration Will be Moved 
Tomorrow in the House. 


The Second of Mr. Burke's Amendments 
Relating to Purity Adopted, 


(Special to the DaAILty LEDGER}. 


The question of ordering to a third 
reading the Quincy Public Water Supply 
Bill, as reported by Representative John- 
son, came up in the Legislature this 
morning. As soon as the bill was before 
the House, Representative Burke moved to 
amend as follows: 


In lines 5 to 10 of section 1, strike out 
the words ‘‘after the purchase of the 
franchise, corporate property, rights and 
privileges of the Quincy Water Company, 
as provided in section 9 of chapter 162 of 
the Acts of the year 1883.”’ 


Also by adding at the end of section 1 
the words “or for preserving the purity of 
said waters: provided, however, that any 
lands taken for preserving the purity of 
said waters or water supply shall not be 
more than 1,000 feet distant from the 
same. 


The question then was on the adoption 
of the amendment. 

Representative Johnson immediately 
took the floor and said: ‘The Water Com- 
pany baving the general welfare of the city 
obtained a charter and then offered it for 
sale when the citizens poo-hooed it, but 
with the assistance of outside capital they 
were enabled to establish a company. 
They have furnished a supply of water 
which at first was not of the best, but has 
been improved. They are willing to sell, 
the price being determined by three disin- 
terested parties appointed by the Supreme 
Court, They invested their money, built 
the works, and sold the bonds, which were 
purchased throughout the Commonwealth 
because it was understood they were a good 
investment. 

If the amendment is carried the result 
will be death to one or the other, a loss to 
Quincy or the Water Company. He would 
leave it to the House to say whether they 
wanted to annihilate and ruin the invest- 
ments of the Savings Banks, and citizens. 

Representative Finney of Plymouth said 
the amendment put the bill in the form the 
City Council of Quincy wanted it. This is 
one of the corporations which applied to 
the Legislature before they began to stop 
granting of charters to private corpora- 
tions. The corporation has the charter 
and has establis hed a water supply which 
any company aught to be indicted for 
maintaining. The City Council of Quincy 
has petitioned the Legislature. The first 
thing the company did after establishing 
their plant was to double up its stock, and 
he did not believe the Legislature gave 
them the franchise to speculate on, but to 
supply the city with pure water. The water 
supply which Company wants Quincy to 
purchase has been condemned by the State 
Board of Health. In closing Mr. Finney 
hoped the House would pass the amend- 
ment and give the citizens what they want. 

Representative Burke was the next 
gentleman to speak, and he did himself 
proud, as he worked hard for the interests 
of his constituents. He said the bill was 
reported by a majority. but five members 
dissenting. Through a slight technicality 
the bill was recommitted. I ask the mem- 
bers of the House to consider a petition 
signed by 1700 citizens and taxpayers of 
Quincy. They ask for the right to supply 
themselves with water. Your Committee 
on Water Supply sat in session for seven 
long hearings listening to testimony from 
citizens and fromthe Water company, and 
it was not denied that the city had a 
grievance. 

The city put on seventeen witnesses. It 
could have put on seventeen hundred. 
They testified tothe quality of the water, 
was bad to smell, bad to taste and bad to 
health. The State Board of, Health say the 
present supply is unfit for use, it is good 
enough for washing purposes but very un- 
palatable. 

The city of Quincy asks to supply itself 
with pure water from natural resources. 

What evidence did the Water Company 
put on to substantiate their claim? They 
put on five witnesses outside of their offi- 
cers. They said the water was good 
but three of the witnesses have business 
in Boston, where they can obtain Belmont 
or Everett spring water to drink, or if 
preferred, stimulants, which cannot be had 
in Quincy. 

Mr. H. H. Faxon had testified that the 
water was good yet he further testified he 
had not drank a gallon for five years, he 
drank appolonaris. Everybody can not 
afford to buy that and this is why this 
petition has been presented, that they may 
have something palatable. 

Mr. Johnson tells about bonds held 
about the State.

Touching Upon Seal Fishing 
in Alaskan Waters. 


SEALS MUST BE KILLED, 


The Number to Be Limited by che Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, in the Interest 
of Humanity—Contract With the North 
American Combany Outlined by Mr. 
Blaine—Mr. Pauncefote’s View of the 
Matter—Behring Sea Bill in the House 


of Commons. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Additional cor- 
respondence relative to the taking of seals 
in Behring sea has been made public, as a 
result of its disclosurein London. Ina 
letter to the British minister dated May 4, 
Secretary Blaine’ says: 

During the month of March last, a few days 
after the adjournment of congress, acting un- 
der the instructions of the president, I pro- 
posed that a modss vivendi be agreed upon 
touching the seal fisheries, pending the result 
of arbitration of the questions between the 
twogovernments. The president's first pro- 
posal which Isubmitted to you, was that no 
Canadian sealer should be allowed to come 
within a certain number of miles of the Priby- 
loffislands. It was, however, the conclusion 
of the president after reading Lord Salisbury 's 
dispatch of Feb. 21, that this modus 
vivend! might possibly provoke conflict in the 
Behring sea,and to avoid that result, he in- 
structed me to propose that sealing. both on 
land and sea, should be suspended by both na- 
tions during the progress of arbitration or 
during the season of 1891" e 

Mr. Blaine then says the president was 
desirous of a prompt response from Lord 
Salisbury to his second proposition, but 
when he left Washington on his western 
trip, a full month afterward, no reply had 
been received, and the only probable in- 
ference was that Lord Salisbury would 
not agree to his proposal. Mr. Blaine con- 
tinues: 

The Silence of Lord Salisbury 
fmplied,as seemed not improbable, that he 
would not restrain the Canadian sealers from 
entering Behring sea, and as all intelligence 
from British Columbia showed that the seal- 
ers were getting ready to sail in large num- 
bers the president found that he could not 
with justice prevent the lessees from taking 
seals on the Pribyloff islands. fhe president 
therefore instructed the secretary of the 
treasury, who has official charge of the sub- 
ject, to issue to the lessees the privilege of 
killing on the Pribyloff island the coming season 
the maximum number of 60,000 seals, subject, 
however, to the absolute discretion and power 
of an agent, appointed by the secretary of the 
treasury, tolimit the killing to as small a 
number as the condition of the herd might, in 
his opinion, demand. 

On April 2, eight days after the president 
had left Washington, you notified me, when I 
was absent from the capital, that Lord Salis- 
bury was ready to agree that all sealing should 
be suspended, pending the result of arbitra- 
tion. On April 23 I telegraphed Lord Salis- 
bury’s proposition to the president. He re- 
plied, April 25, expressing great satisfaction 
with Lord Salisbury’s message, but instructing 
me to inform you that some seals must be 
kilied by the natives for food; that the lessees 
are bound, under their lease from the govern- 
ment, to feed and carefor the natives, making 
it necessary to send a ship to the Pribyloff 
islands each season at their expense, and that 
for this service, a very expensive one, the 
lessees should find their compensation in 
taking a moderate number of seals under the 
lease. The president expressed his belief that 
this allowance would be readily agreed to by 
Lord Salisbury, because 

The Necessity is Absolute. 

You will remember that when’'I communi- 
cated this proposition from the president to 
you, April 27, you did not agree with the presi- 
dent's suggestion. On the contrary, you ex- 
pressed yourself as confident that Lord Salis- 
bury would not accept it; that in your judg- 
ment the killing of seals must be cut off abso- 
lutely on the land and in the water, and that 
it could not be stopped on either unless stopped 
on both. * * * The president refuses to be- 
lieve that Lord Salisbury can possibly main- 
tain the position you have taken, when his 
lordship is placed in full possession of the 
facts. 

When the privilege of killing seals on the 
Islands of St. George and St. Paul was leased 
to the North American company for a certain 
gum per skin to be paid to the government, 
other duties of an enormous, costly and re- 
sponsible character were imposed upon the 
company. 

Mr. Blaine then states that under their 
lease the company is obliged to furnish the 
inhabitants on the islands of St. George 
and St. Paul,.annually, such amount of 
dried salmon, salt and barrels for preserv- 
ing their supply of meat, as the secretary 
of the treasury shall determine. The com- 
pany is further obliged to furnish the in- 
habitants eighty tons of coal annually; and 
also comfortable dwellings, suitable school- 
houses and teachers for the children for 
eight months of the year. The company 
is further obliged to maintain a church 
edifice, to provide physicians and medical 
supplies; to provide necessaries of life for 
widows and orphans, and aged and infirm 
inhabitants, and to give employment to 
the inhabitants ata just recompensation. 
The company also agrees to contribute as 
far as in its power all reasonable efforts to 
secure the comfort health, education and 
promote the morals amd civilization of said 
native inhabitants. The native inhabi- 
tants number over 300. Mr. Blaine then 
says: 

Human Life First, Seals Afterward. 

The comfort, possibly the safety, of all these 
buman beings, peculiarly helpless when left to 
themselves, is dependent upon the company 
under the lease, and the lessees are paid there- 
for by the government in the sealskins which 
the company receives for the service. If the 
company shall, as you say Lord Salisbury re- 
quests, be deprived of all privilege of taking 
seals, they certainly could not be compelled to 
minister to the wants of these 300 inhabitants 
for an entire year. No appropriation of money 
has been by made congress for the purpose,and 
the president cannot leave these worthy and 
innocent people to the hazard of starvation, 
evento secure any form of agreement with 
Lord Salisbury touching seal life. Seal life 
may be valuable, but the first duty of the gov- 
ment of the United States in this matter, is to 
protect human life. 

In this exigency the president instructs me 
to propose to Lord Salisbury that ke concede 
to the North American company the right to 
take sufficient number of seals, and no more 
than sufficient, to recompense them for their 
outlay in taking care of the natives; and that, 
in the phase of the president, all “commercial 
killing of seals be prohibited pending the re- 
sult of arbitration.” The secretary of the 
treasury has the right to fix the number 
necessary to the end desired. After full cone 
sideration he has limited the number to 7500 
to be killed by the company to repay them for 
the outlay demanded for the support%of the 300 
people on the Pribyloff islands. He further 
directs that no females be killed, and that 
‘thus the productive capacity of the herd shall 
not in the slightest degree be impaired. This 
;point being fixed and agreed to 

The Proposed Arrangement 
between the two countries would be as follows: 
. The government of the United States limits 
the number of seals to be killed on the islands 
for purposes just described to 7500. 

The government of the United States guar- 
antees that no shall be killed in the open 


waters of the Behring se2 by any person or by 
any vessel sailing under the American (lag, or 
by any American citizen sailing under any 


other flag. - 

The sorerament of Great Britain guarantees 
that no seals shall be killed in the open waters 
of the Behring sea by any person on any vessel 
sailing under the British flag, and that no 
British subject shall engage in killing seals for 
the time agreed upon any vessel sailing under 


any other flag. > 
These prohibitions shall continue until the 


first day of May, 182, within which time the 
arbitrators shall render final award or awards 
to both governments. These several proposi- 
tions are submitted for the consideration of 
Lord Salisbury. The president believes that 
they are calculated to producea result at once 
fair and honorable to both governments, and 
thus lead tothe permanent adjustment of a 
controversy Which has already been left too 
long at issue, 
Mr. Pauncefote’s Reply- 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, replying to the 
above letter on May 5, explains his action 
in the matter and seeks to remove the im- 
pression that there has been any delay on 
his part in 6Xpediting consideration of the 
modus vivendi proposed by Mr. Blaine. 
He says that in his note of April 20 he in- 
formed Mr. Blaine that Lord Salisbury 
was disposed to consider favoraby the 
proposition for a cessation of seal killing 
at sea and on land. He reminds Mr. 
Blaine that the latter on April 27 informed 
him (Sir Julian) that the president desired 
that the modus vivendi should contain a 
reservation of the right to kill a certain 
number of seals for the support of the 
natives of the Pribyloff islands. He says: 

At first sight this reservation caused me 
some disappointment. It certainly appeared 
to me open to exceptions as detracting from 
the principle of equality which was a feature 
of the original proposal. But I was more con- 
cerned ut your stating thatit never was the 
intention of the president or of yourself that 
the modus vivendi should be put in force until 
the terms of arbitration had been settled. 
This I feared would prevent the timely avpli- 
cation of the modus vivendi, and I soinformed 
Lord Salisbury by telegram on the same day. 
I notice with satisfaction that no such condi- 
tion is affixed to your present proposal, 
although the reservation as to the killing of a 
limited number of seals on the islands is muin- 
tained. Iamglad tothink that there is yet 
time to carry out for this fishery season any 
arrangement which 

May Promptly Be Agreed To. 

During the interval between the above 
and the next note, Secretary Blaine fell 
sick in New York, and the correspondence 
was taken up in behalf of this government 
by Acting Secretary Adee. The revenue 
cutters were waiting for sailing orders, 
and Mr. Adee on May 20 wrote Sir Julian 
a note, saying that the president was de- 
sirous to learn the reply of her majesty’s 
government to the proposition submitted 
in the department’s note of May 4. As the 
above note failed to secure an official and 
formal reply, Mr. Adee renewed his in- 
quiry in a note dated Muy 26, in which he 
paid: 

In several interviews with you since the 20th 
inst. the desire ofthe president for an early 
response to the note of May 4has been re- 
affirmed. The situation evidently 

Calls for Prompt Action, 

Each day’s delay increases the existing differ- 
ence inthe ability of the respective govern- 
ments to make the proposed limitation of seal 
taking effective. It is reported that a large 
fleet of Canadian sealers has been for some 
weeks or months on the seas. They are daily 
going further out of reach. The revenue 
cruisers have awaited definite orders. Their 
presence is urgently needed in the Behring 
sea. Any further delay tends to defeat the 
very purpose for which the agreement is 
sought. 

It is quite incompatible with fairness and 
justice to our citizens that this should be per- 
mitted to continue. Ample opportunity has 
been afforded to her majesty’s government to 
bring this condition to a close by an effective 
agreement; but the result is still uncertain 
and to all appearances remote. The president 


“would be glad to know that itis near at hand 


and certain; but he can no longer hold back,in 
furtherance of a vague hope, to the detriment 
of the legitimate interests of the government 
and citizens of the United States. I am there- 
fore directed by the president to inform you 
that orders have been given to the revenue 
steamer Rush 
To Proceed to the Sealing Islands. 

Another revenue steamer, the Corwin, is at 
San Francisco nearly ready to sail, and will 
very shortly put tosea, Should an agreement 
be reached before her departure appropriate 
orders may still be sent by her to the islands, 

I mention this order that you may compre. 
hend how fully this government desires to 
effect an arrangement for this season, and 
that you may realize how each day’s delay 
lessens the ability of her majesty’s govern- 
ment to effectively co-operate with regard te 
British subjects and tends to destroy the prac- 
tical utility of an agreement to limit the seal 
catch. 

Sir Julian's answer to this is dated May 
27. Hesays he has telegraphed the sub- 
stance of the note to Lord Salisbury and 
feels assured the latter will regret any in- 
convenience caused to this government by 
the impracticability of returning an imme- 
diate reply to Mr. Blaine’s note of May 4. 
Lord Salisbury, he declares, is using the 
utmost expedition, but the lateness of the 
proposal and the conditions attached to it 
have given rise to grave difficulties as to 
which his lordship has necessarily been in 
communication with the Canadian govern- 
ment. His reply, however, may arrive at 
any moment. 


IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Bill Providing for a Close Season Read 
a Second Time. 


LONDON, June 2.—The first lord of the 
treasury, William Henry Smith, in the 
house of commons yesterday, moved that 
the Behring sea bill be read a second time. 
Great Britain, he said, had endeavored to 
arrive at a friendly conclusion with a kin- 
dred power and had, practically, succeeded 
in so doing. If they were not able to obtain 
assurances that the conditions for arbitra- 
tion were satisfactory, and also that seal 
fishing was to be prevented except to the 
extent of the 7500 seals necessary for the 
maintenance of the natives, the govern- 
ment would not issue an order in council 
prohibiting seal catching for a period, 
upon the part of British sealers. The posi- 
tion, Mr. Smith added, was “hard for this 
country,’’ but the arrangement appeared 
to be the best that could be obtained. 

Sir James Fergusson said that no kind 
of agreement had been arrived at in regard 
to the matters which were to be referred 
to arbitration; but the two governments 
interested had steadily approached points 
of agreement, and he believed that a reply 
which was about to be addressed to the 
United States government would bring 
them so closely together that a harmonious 
reference would soon be obtained. 

The Behring sea bill was then read for 
the second time. 


_ Rhody’s Town Elections. 

PROVIDENCE, June 2,—Results of town 
elections held throughout the state are 
mixed. In North Smithfield a citizens’ 
ticket defeated an election for the fourth 
time in two years. The Australian ballot 
for town elections was adopted.

Great Change in the Appear- 
ance of Mr. Blaine. 


HIS JOURNEY TO BOSTON 


Was Made in Bed in a Private Car—No 
Indication of His Gaining Strength— 
Evidence That He is Suffering from 
Great Physical Weakness. 


Boston, June 2,—Says The Herald: 

Hon. James G. Blaine isin Boston. He 
is stopping at Young’s hotel, quietly rest- 
ing there recuperating his strength suffi- 
ciently to proceed upon his journey toward 
his destination, which is Bar Harbor. So 
many sensational stories have been printed 
recently in regard to Mr. Blaine’s meatal 
and physical condition that the announce- 
ment that he would arrive in Boston yes- 
terday afternoon was sufficient to warrant 
the presence ofa Herald reporter at the 
Providence station of the Old Colony rail- 
road, upon the arrival of the Shore line 
express from New York. 

It was stated that the very critical sick- 
ness through which Mr. Blaiue had re- 
cently passed had left him ina greatly 
shattered condition physically, and as he 
stepped from the train at the depot he 
gave every indication that not more than 
half the truth had been told. He certainly 
walked like a very, very sick man, leaning 
upon the arms of the conductor and an- 
other person, almost carried, from the pri- 
vate car in which he had traveled from 
New York. 

There may be sicker men in Boston than 
Secretary Blaine, but certainly one who 
saw him would believe that he was hardly 
in a fit condition to be anywhere but in 
bed, and that nothing but the most urgent 
necessity would ever induce a skilful doc- 
tor, such as Mr. Blaine’s family physician 
undoubtedly is, to allow such a patient to 
make the long and, under the best of con- 
ditions, so tiresome a journey as it in 
volved in a trip to Bar Harbor. That the 

Urgent Necessity of the Transfer 
to the seaside does exist is evident, ae the 
journey is being accomplished in ‘as quiet 
and restful a manner as possible, with the 
fullest co-operation of the railroad officials 
and others. 

The car was darkened during the whole 
of the eventful journey, the curtains being 
tightly drawn. Refreshments were par- 
taken of by Mr. Blaine during the journey, 
served by the attendant from the private 
buffet, but only of the lightest description 
and very sparingly. All the preparations 
and arrangements during the journey in- 
dicated the exceedingly critical condition 
of Mr. Blaine’s health, and the great care 
which was considered necessary to ward 
off any possible collapse. 

Upon the arrival of the train, a carriage 
was in waiting at the side entrance to the 
station, to which Mr. Blaine was assisted. 
He walked with the greatest of difficulty, 
his tottering steps being very marked. He 
was very feeble, his features quite thin, 
and he bore every appearance of one who 
had been through along and serious ill- 
ness and had not yet, by any means, 
passed out of danger and back to real con- 
valescence. 

The usual pallor of his face seemed in- 
tensified by the darkness of his clothes, 
though the almost deathly whiteness of 
his cheeks required no contrast to show in 
all their terror. The lines of the features 

Were Drawn and Deepened, 
and altogether the change in his appear- 
ance was startlingly apparent. Mrs. Blaine 
seemed quite well, walking with a light 
step, though apparently with much mental 
worry. 

In spite of the fact that Secretary Blaine’s 
family take a hopeful view of his present 
condition of health, and of his speedy re- 
covery, one who saw him, though only for 
a few minutes, could scarcely feel that the 
distinguished secretary of state will be 
able to return to the active discharge of 
his arduous duties in Washington for 
many months, or even that he will be able 
pay much attention tot heir guidance from 
Bar Harbor. That great anxiety is felt 
for him is shown by the extreme precau- 
tions and care which have been taken by 
the family during his sickness, and there 
is not yet any very great indication of his 
growing strong. 

He gaye every indication of being 

Dangerously Near a Collapse, 

but there were no indications of the 
famous and much-written-about gout. 
“Overwork”’ seeined written all over his 
physical being. His mind seemed clear 
enough, so far as giving brief directions 
clearly, though his voice was very low, in- 
deed, and tremulous. 

As the party alighted from the train in 
the depot, a Herald reporter stepped up to 
him andasked whether the party was go- 
ing to continue the journey to Bar Harbor 
or to remain overnight in Boston. 

Mr. Blaine looked startled at first, and 
then smiled and remarked that he was not 
in condition to be interviewed just then. 
The truth of this being obvious to every- 
body, the newspaper man assured Mr, 
Blaine that he did not then desire an in- 
terview at all, but simply wished to know 
whether or not he would. continue his 
journey through to Bar Harbor then or 
{n the morning. 

“Not to-night, at least,” Mr. Blaine an- 
swered, with a courteous smile. ‘I shall 
stay at Young's to-night.” 

“And continue your journey to Bar Har- 
bor in the morning, I presume,” added the

SEVERE BLOW TO LISBON. 


New Hampshire Town Suffers $100,000 
Damage by Fire. 

Lisbon, N. H., June 2.—Fire broke out 
in the Parker & Young Manufacturing 
company’s saw mili yesterday afternoon. 
In thirty minutes the whole establish- 
ment, machinery, box shop, piano sound- 
ing board and chair stock mills, the im- 
mense lumber yard, with millions of manu- 
factured lumber, situated directly north 
of the mills, together with the company’s 
office, blacksmith shop, barns and out- 
buildings were one mass of flames. 

Dwelling houses adjacent soon followed, 
and the whole village seemed doomed. 
Assistance by special trains from Woods- 
ville and Littleton reached the scene, and 
to their prompt response to the summons 
the citizens are indebted for the salvation 
of the greater part of the village. By 
their aid the fire was under control about 
5 o’clock. 

The fire destroys the leading industry of 
the town, giving employment to 100 men, 
and the loss i is a severe blow to the town. 


STUDENTS’ IDEA OF “FUN,” 


Yale Men Responsible for a Stampede 
During a Circus Parade. 


NEw HAVEN, June 2.—While Barnum & 
Bailey’s circus was. passing Yale college 
the students’ opened with a fusilade of 
torpedoes. Several of the six-horse teams 
became almost unmanageable and the per- 
formers dismounted from the chariot in 
haste. The horses ridden by the jockeys 
also began to rear and plunge. When the 
elephants came along they too were pep 
pered with the missiles. The keepers had 
their hands full, and one of the largest 
elephants, becoming enraged, made a dash 
for a group of the Yale men. The side- 
walk was crowded with speatators, who 
stampeded in great fright, several women 
and children getting badly jammed. The 
elephants were finally quieted before any 
damage was done. 


THE FINE ON THE ALTON. 


A Refusal to Pay It Will Probably Wind 
Up the Passenger Association, 


CuHIcAGo, June 2.—What will be the out- 
come of the dispute caused by Chairman 
Finley's decision against the Chicago and 
Alton railroad is just now the all-absorb- 
ing question in Western passenger circles. 
The situation is regarded as critical when 
viewed in the light of General Manager 
Chappell’s emphatic announcement that 
the Aiton will not pay $1 of the fine 
imposed by Mr. Finley. There is no reason 
to suppose that the chairman will rescind 
or modify his ruling. Ifhis judgment in 
this case is confirmed by the association, 
and the Alton still refuses to pay the 
fine, the association will probably go to 
pieces.

OTTAWA, June 2.—Sir John Macdonald’s 
physician at midnight issued the following 
bulletin:

Consciousness re- 
mains much the same a3 during the past two 
days. He suffers no pain. There is every 
prospect of passing through the night. 


Good News for Convict French. 

HAniForD, June 2.—The board of par- 
dons met yesterday. Edward Harland of 
Norwich and Morris W. Seymour of 
Bridgeport, whose terms expired yester- 
day, were reappointed. The only pardon 
granted was to George C. French, con- 
victed at Waterbury of murder in the sec- 
ond degree. He was sentenced in 1881 for 
lie. The board agreed that the crime was 
really manslaughter,and as the maximum 
penalty for this is ten years, the man was 
pardoned, to take effect Oct. 1. 


Connecticut Judicial Appointments. 

HARTFORD, June 2.—The judges of the 
supreme and superior courts at the annual 
meeting yesterday reappointed all the 
county clerks and assistant clerks for one 
year and elected Wheaton F. Dowd of 
Litchfield an additional assistant clerk of 
Litchfield cpunty. The state attorneys in 
New Haven, New London, Middlesex and 
Tolland counties, whose terms expire this 
year, were reappointed for two years. 


Marsh is Much Wanted. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—The finance 
committee of councils has agreed to offer 
$5000 for the arrest of Gideon W. Marsh, 
the fugitive president of the Keystone Nat- 
ional bank. It is hinted that the state may 
also offer a $10,000 reward. The citizens’ 
committee of fifty, apparently not satis- 
fied with the efforts being made to appre- 
hend him, have asked President Harrison,

Miller to assist in Marsh’s capture. 


Chinese Punishment for Debt. 

Paris, June 2.—The Soleil says that at 
several foreign embassies, a telexram has 
been received, referring to Gen. Tehengki 
Tong, formerly repre senting the Chinese 
government in this city, whose financial 
troubles latély have been the talk of the 
town. It happens that on arriving in 
China, he was arrested and conde:mned to 
decapitation. From this decision the ex- 
ambassador has appealed. 


Loss Will Reach a Million. 

New York, June 2 —Early this morning 
fire broke out in the four-story building of 
the Brooklyn cooperage in Williamsburg. 
The fire extended to a bagging factory. It 
also extended to the tenements in the rear 
of the bagging factory. There was a large 
amount of machinery inthe bagging fac- 
tory which was destroyed by the fire and 
water. The loss will amount to about 
$1,000,000. 


Fleeced by Brigands. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 2.—A party of 
thirty brigands near Tcheresskoi yesterday 
derailed an express train, robbed all the 
passengers and held several German and 
English tourists for $40,000 ransom. One 
of the captives was a Berlin banker, 
Chancellor Von Caprivi has telegraphed to 
Herr Von Radowitz, the German ambassa- 
dor here, authorizing him to advance the 
amount. 


An Oatmeal Trust. 

Akron, O., June 2.—Incorporation pa- 
pers were filed for the Consolidated 
Oat Meal company, with a eapital stock of 
$3,500,000. All the oatmeal mills of the 
country are thus brought under one man- 
agement, with headquarters in this city.

Councilman Moxon was not clear that 
the street could be laid out 40 feet, if 45 
stood in the order. 

Councilman Jones had the opinion of 
Ex-Solicitor Pattee that the street might 
be laid out narrower but not wider. 
Favored 45 in the order. After the hear- 
ing it might be reduced if thought advis- 
able. Personally he favored 45 feet, which 
was the width of Copeland street from 
Water to the Willard Schoolhouse.

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JOSIAH @. ABBOTT. 


Death of Une of the Bay State’s Most 
Able Jurists—Enjoyed Honorable Dis- 
tinction as a Statesman and Scholar. 


Boston, June 3.—Hon. Josiah G. Ab- 
bott died at Wellesley Hills yesterday 
after a brief illness. Mr. Abbott was born 
at Chelmsford, Mass., Nov. 1, 1815. Here 
ceived a classical education, graduated 
from Harvard University in 1882, aftér 
which he entered upon the study of law, 
and in 1835 was admitted to the dar, sipce 
which time he has been engaged in prac- 
tice, except while serving as one of 
judges of the superior court in 1853, and 
is safe to say that the demand for his pro- 
fessional services has been as great as for 
those of any member of the Suffolk bar. 
In 1836 he was elected to the Massachu- 
setts house of representatives, and in 1841 
and ’42 he was chosen to the senate, serv- 
ing in both houses with marked ability, 

Tn 1874 he was the Democratic candidate 
for congress in the Fourth district, but 
the certificate of election was awarded to 
Hon. Rufus S. Frost, his Republican com- 
petitor. Mr. Abbott, however, contes 
the seat, and after a close fight, the major- 
ity of the investigating committee re- 
ported that Mr. Abbott was entitled to the 
seat, and he was accordingly sworn in 
July 26, 1876. 

He was a life-long Democrat, his first 
vote being cast for Van Buren in 1836, and 
he always voted the Democratic ticket, 
with the single exception of 1848, when he 
cast his ballot again for Van Buren, then 
the Free Soil candidate for the presidency. 

Judge Abbott was a man of spotless 
character and unimpeachable integrity; 
very just and generous in all dealings 
with his fellow men; a most eloquent ora- 
tor. a profound thinker and thorough 
scholar, with some literary tastes, and one 
of the ablest jurors in the country. 


GRANITE STATERS PROTEST 


DEAD IN A CLOSET. 


An Aged Lady Strangled by 
Some Person Unknown. 


A FARM HAND SUSPECTED, 


But He Cannot Be Found—The Dead 
Body Found by a Former Employe of 
the Murdered Woman—Evidence of a 
Desperate Struggle. 


DEDHAM, Mass., June 3,—A foul murder 
was discovered in the western portion of 
this town at a late hour last night. Miss 
Mary Emmerson’s dead body was found 
inacloset of her house on High Rock 
street, she having been strangled. The 
corpse of the murdered woman was discov- 
ered bya boarder named Philip Hoffman, 
a German,who boarded with Miss Emmer- 
son. 

Hoffman formerly worked for Miss Em- 
mersop, but for the past few weeks has 
worked in Boston at the Children’s hospi- 
tal. He would leave the house early in 
the morning and ride over the road to his 
work. About a week ago a German who 
was only known by the name of August 
came to work for Miss Emmerson. Yes+ 
terday morning Hoffman arose as usual, 
leaving the new man, with whom he 
roomed, in bed. Miss Emmerson was astir 
and gave him his breakfast. 

When Hoffman, according to his story 
of the finding of the body, arrived home 
last night 

He Found No One In. 
He noticed the table in the kitchen tum- 
bled over, and the dishes smashed upon 
the floor, and then made search for Miss 
Emmerson, finding her dead in the closet, 
which is off the kitchen. Her body was 
all doubled up, and considerable trouble 
must have been exercised by the murderer 
in jamming her into the small space, 
which is four feet long and two feet wide. 

That she had been strangled was plainly 
apparent, the marks upon her throat show- 
ing plainly the impress of a strong hand. 
Considerable blood was also found upon 
her clothes and upon the floor of the 
house.

Against Commissioner Linehan’s Action 
Regarding Endowment Orders. 


ConcorD, N. H., June 8.—The indigna- 
tion meeting held in Concord last evening 
by opponents of the Barber insurance law 
was a well attended demonstration. The 
Third regiment band which had been en- 
gaged by the projectors of the meeting 
marched down Main street, went to the 
Eagle, and after playing several airs, es- 
corted the speakers from that hotel to 
White’s opera house. They and other 
prominent men officially connected with 
various endowment orders took seats on 
the platform. 

After Music A. W. Devis of Concord, 
who had charge of the gathering,called the 
meeting to order and made an earnest ad- 
dress. He paid his respects to the recent 
legislature in an emphatic and sarcastic 
manner. He declared the Barber bill un- 
constitutional on the ground that it im- 
pairs contracts, and he was opposed to the 
manner in which the Barber bill is en- 
forced for the reason that it combines in 
the insurance commissioner both execu- 
tive and judicial functions, there being no 
way of appeal from his decisions. 

The next speaker was Edw. J. Lyle of 
East Concord, who was followed by sev- 
eral other representatives of endowment 
orders. The mass meeting resolutions 
adopted at Manchester were read and 
unanimously indorsed. While signatures 
to these resolutions were being obtained 
in the andience, Dr. George N. Johnson of 
Philadelphia made some stirring remarks. 


SERIOUS RESULTS FEARED. 


Rain, Wind and Electrical Disturbances 
All Over the Union. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—over half the United 
States was simultaneously soused by 
water last night, and the edge of the great 
spot of wet was made ragged witha cy- 
clone. The condition of telegraph wires 
north, south, east and west from this city 
showed a state of affairs seldom, if ever, 
equalled. Soaking rains were in pro- 
gress, accompanied with driving winds to 
New York on the one side, to New Orleans 
on the other, stretching heyond St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to the north, and in the 
west for an indefinite distance. Milwau- 
kee reported a severe electrical disturb- 
ance. Further northwest, in the Dakotas, 
many towns were cut off, and the fact that 
acyclone had ravaged the country about 
Watertown, raised the question if there 
had not been serious loss of life and prop- 
erty in the district temporarily isolated. 


SEEKING HARMONY. 


International Shoe Workers Want to 
Make Friends with Knights of Labor. 


Boston, June 3.—Yesterday afternoon’s 
session of the convention of the Interna- 
tional Boot and Shoe Workers’ union was 
devoted chiefly toa discussion of differ- 
ences existing between the union and the 
Knights of Labor. 

It was the almost unanimous sentiment 
thata policy of reconcilliation was ad- 
visable, but on the question of sending a 
letter which should contain such overtures 
to National Trade assembly 216, K. of L., 
in session in Haverhill, there was a long 
and heated debate. The convention finally 
voted to send the letter. 


The Czar’s Plaint. 

Lonpon, June 3.—It is reported that the 
czar, in responding to a personal appeal 
made by an exalted personage on behalf of 
the Jews in Russia, said he was deter- 
mined to continue his measure of Jewish 
repression with a view to a solution of the 
Jewish question. The Jews, themselves, 
declared the czar, had forced this policy. 
There had never been a Nihilist plot 
hatched in which they were not concerned 
and they would actively engage in propa- 
gating subversive movements. 


Improper Uses of the Mails. 

Boston, June 3.—August Lehman, the 
Springfield newspaper man, charged with 
using the mailsin aid of ascheme to de 
fraud, was before the United States com- 
missicner, and waiving examination was 
held in £1000 for trial in the district court. 
Lebman is the man who, it is charged, 
sent out and sold tickets fora fair to be 
held in Springfield, June 7, which, it is al- 
leged,is a swindle. 


The Famous Sawtell Case. 

Coxcorp, N.H., June 3.—In the law 
term of the supreme court, which opened 
here yesterday, a bill of exceptions, which 
had been allowed at the trial term of the 
court in the case of Sawtell, the condemned 
murderer, was filed, and upon it the court 
ordered briefs to be furnished in thirty 
days. The exceptions taken refer to the 
admission of certain telegrams, the testi- 
mony of Marion Sawtell and the identifica- 
tion of Hiram Sawtell’s body. 


Had Been Drinking Too Much, 

New York, June 3.—Charies W. Harris, 
special partner of Herman A. Tyler, mane 
ufacturiug stationer of Hartford, cut his 
throat with a pocket knife some time dur- 
ing the night at the Prower house. He 
was dead when found. He had been 
drinking heavily for some days. An empty 
package of bromide of potassium was 
found in his room. 


Looking for a Fight. 

DUBLIN, June 3.—The National Press ac- 
cuses Mr. Parnell of misapplying certain 
funds and announces its intention of reit 
erating the charge in order to compel him 
him to take legal proceedings against the 
publishers of The National Press. The 
paper adds: ‘Our secretary waits in his 
office to receive service of a writ from Mr. 
Parnell.” 

Quite a Youngster, 

LONDON, June 3.—At an election in the 
westerp division of Derbyshire to fill the 
vacancy ip the house of commons caused 
by the death of Lord Edward Cavendish 
(Liberal- Unionist), Lord Victor Cavendish, 
eldest son of the late incumbent and the 
Liberal-Unionist candidate, was elected 
without opposition. He is only 28 years 


old. 


Can't Recover Damages. 

New York, June 3.—Judge Dugro of 
the superior court decided adversely to 
William Palm in his suit against the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
company to recover & penalty of $50 for 
charging him 14 cents inexcess of the 
legal excursion rates to the Morris park 
race track. His was a testcase, and there 
are many hundreds of similar cases pend- 


ing. 
From the Jaws of Death. 
QUEBEC, June 3.—Two American fisher- 
men from Gloucester, Mass.,who lost their 
schooner in a fog and who were picked up 
by the bark Agatha 100 miles east of Scat- 
terie on May 23, have been landed here.

Shielded well by sorrow's pall, I laughed skeptically; most people 


would have done the same; but most 
would also have been struck, as I was, 
by these prophetic words. Bat, con- 
script though I was, I felt tha¢ I could 
trust my thoughts to no one, and that it 
was my duty toseem always calm and 
bold. 

At the end of half an hour the Russian 
fire had sensibly diminished. We left 
our cover to advance on the redoubt. 

Our regiment was composed of three 
battalions. The second had to take the 
enemy in flank; the two others formed 
the storming party. I was in the third. 

On issuing from behind the cover we 
were received by several volleys, which 
did but little harm. The whistling of 
the balls amazed me. ‘But after all,” 1 
thought, ‘‘a battle 1s less terrible than I 
expected.” 

We advanced at a sinart run, our mus- 
keteers in front. 

All at once the Russians uttered three 
hurrahs—three distinct hurrahs—and 
then stood silent, without firing. 

“I don't like that silence,” said the 
captain. ‘It bodes no good.” 

I began to think our people were too 
eager. I could not help comparing, 
mentally, their shouts and clamor with 
the striking silence of the enemy. 

We quickly reached the foot of the re- 
doubt. The palisades were broken and 
the earthworks shattered by our balls. 
With a roar of ‘“‘Vive l’empereur!” our 
soldiers rushed across the ruins. 

I raised my eyes. Never shall I forget 
the sight which met my view. The 
smoke had mostly lifted, and remained 
suspended like a canopy, at twenty feet 
above the redoubt. Through a bluish 
mist could be perceived, behind their 
shattered parapet, the Russian grena- 
diers, with rifles lifted, as motionless as 
statues. I can see them still—the left 
eye of every soldier glaring at us, the 
right hidden by his lifted gun. In an 
embrasure at a few feet distant, a man 
with a fuse stood by a cannon. 

Ishuddered. I believed that my last 
hour had come. 

“Now for the dance to open!” cried 
the captain. These were the last words 
I heard him speak. 

There came from the redoubt a roll of 
drums. Isaw the muzzles lowered. I 
shut my eyes; I heard a most appalling 
crash of sound, to which succeeded 
groans and cries. Then I looked up, 
amazed to find myself still living. The 
redoubt was once more wrapped in 
smoke. I was surrounded by the dead 
and wounded. The captain was extend- 
ed at my feet; a ball bad carried off his 
head, and I was covered with his blood. 
Of all the company only six men, except 
myself, remained crect. 

This carnage wus succeeded by a kind 
of stupor. The next instant the colonel, 
with his hat on his sword’s point, had 
scaled the parapet with a cry of ‘‘Vive 
Yempereur!” The survivors followed 
him. All that succeeded is to me a 
kind of dream. We rushed into the re- 
doubt I know not how. We fought 
hand to hand in the midst of smoke so 
thick that no man could perceive his 
enemy. I found my saber dripping 
blood. I heard a shout of **Victory!” and 
in the clearing smoke I saw the earth- 
works piled with dead and dying. The 
cannons were covered with a heap of 
corpses. About 200 men in the French 
uniform were standing without order, 
loading their muskets or wiping their 
bayonets. Eleven Russian prisoners 
were with them. 

The colonel was lying, bathed in blood, 
upon a broken cannon. A group of sol- 
diers crowded round him. I approached 
them. 

“Who is the oldest captain?’ he was 
asking of a sergeant. 

The sergeant shrugged his shoulders 
most expressively. 

*‘Who is tke oldest lieutenant?” 

“This gentleman, who came last 
night,” replied the sergeant calmly. 

The colonel smiled bitterly. 

“Come, sir,” he said to me, ‘‘you are 
now in chief command.

TAKING THE FORT. 


A friend of mine, a soldier, who died 
in Greece of fever some years since, de- 
scribed to me one day his first engage- 
ment. His story so impressed me that 1 
wrote it down from memory. It was as 
follows: 

I joined my regiment on Sept. 4. It 
was evening. I found the colonel in the 
camp. He received me rather brusquely, 
but having read the general's introduc- 
tory letter he changed his manner, and 
addressed me courteously. 

By him I was presented to my captain, 
who had just come in from reconnoiter- 
ing. This captain, whose acquaintance 
I had scarcely time to make, was a tall, 
dark man, of harsh, repelling aspect. 
He had been a private soldier, and had 
won his cross and epaulets upon the 
field of battle. His voice, which was 
hoarse and feeble, contrasted strangely 
with his gigantic stature. This voice of 
his he owed, as I was told, to a bullet 
which had passed completely through 
his body at the battle of Jena. 

On learning that I had just come from 
college at Fontainebleau, he remarked 
with a wry face, ‘My lieutenant died 
last night.” 

I understood what he implied—“It is 
for you to take his place, and you are 
good for nothing.” 

A sharp retort was on my tongue, but 
I restrained it. 

The moon was rising behind the re- 
doubt of Cheverino, which stood two 
cannon shots from our encampment. 
The moon was large and red, as is com- 
mon at her rising; but that night she 
seemed to me of extraordinary size. For 
an instant the redoubt stood out coal 
black against the glittering disk. It re- 
sembled the cone of a volcano at the 
moment of eruption. 

An old soldier, at whose side I found 
myself, observed the color of the moon. 

“She is very red,” he said. “Itisa 
sign that it will cost us dear to win this 
wonderful redoubt.” 

Iwas always superstitions, and this 
piece of augury, coming at that mo- 
ment, troubled me. I sought my couch, 
but could not sleep. I rose and walked 
about awhile, watching the long line of 
fires upon the heights beyond the village 
of Cheverino. 

When the sharp night air had thor- 
oughly refreshed my blood I went back 
to the fire. I rolled my mantle round 
me, and I shut my eyes, trusting not to 
open them till daybreak. But sleep re- 
fused to visitine. Insensibly my thoughts 
grew doleful. I told myself that I had 
not a friend among the hundred thou- 
sand men who filled that plain. If I 
were wounded I should be placed in hos- 
pital in the hands of ignorant and care- 
less surgeons. I called to mind what I 
had heard of operations. My heart beat 
violently, and I mechanically arranged 
asakind of rude cuirass. my handker- 
chief and pocketbook upon my breast. 
Then, overpowered with weariness, my 
eyes closed drowsily, only to open the 
next instant with a start at some new 
thought of horror. 

Fatigue, however, at last gained the 
day. When the drums beat at daybreak 
I was fast asleep. We were drawn upin 
rank. The roll was called, then we 
stacked our arms, and everything an- 
nounced that we should pass another 
uneventful day. 

But abont 3 o'clock an aid-de-camp 
arrived with orders. We were com- 
manded to take arms. 

Our sbarpshooters marched into the 
plain. We followed slowly, and in 
twenty minutes we saw the outposts of 
the Russians falling back and entering 
the redoubt. Wehad a battery of ar- 
tillery on our right, another on our left, 
but both some distance in advance of us, 
They opened asharp fire upon the enemy, 
who returned it briskly, and the redoubt 
of Cheverino was soon concealed by vol- 
umes of thick smoke. 

Our regiment was almost covered from 
the Russians’ fire by a piece of rising 
ground. Their bullets (which besides 
were rarely aimed at us, for they pre- 
ferred to fire upon our cannoneers) whis- 
tled over us, or at worst knocked up a 
shower of earth and stones, 

Just as the order to advance was given, 
the captain looked at me intently. I 
stroked my sprouting mustache with an 
air of unconcern—in truth, 1 was not 
frightened, and only dreaded lest I might 
be thought so. These passing bullets 
aided my heroic coolness, while my self 
respect assured me thut the danger was 
areal one, since 1 was veritably under 
fire. I was delighted at my self posses- 
sion, and already looked forward to the 
pleasure of describing in Parisian draw- 
ing rooms the capture of the redoubt of 
Cheverino. 

The colonel passed before our company. 
“Well,” he said to me, ‘you are going to 
see warm work in your first action.” 

I gave a martial smile and brushed my 
cnff, on which a bullet which had struck 
the earth at thirty paces distant had cast 
a little dust. 

It appeared that the Russians had dis- 
covered that their bullets did no harm, 
for they replaced them by a fire of shells 
which began to reach us in the hollows 
where we lay. One of these in its ex- 
plosion knocked off my shako and killed 
a man beside me. 

“I congratulate you,” said the captain 
as I picked up my shako. ‘‘Youare safe 
now for the day.” 

I knew the military superstition which 
believes that the axiom “‘non bis in idem” 
is as applicable to the battlefield as to 
courts of justice. [replaced my shako 
with a swagger.

Literature in Uruguay. 

The book stores of Montevideo present 
the same phenomena as those of Buenos 
Ayres. The windows are filled with the 
latest productions of Gyp, Maupassant, 
Goncourt, Tolstoi, Maizeroy, Delpit, Be-_ 
lot, Theuriet, Coppee, and the inevitable 
Georges Ohnet, all fresh from Paris; the 
shelves inside are packed with Spanish 
translations of the same talented authors, 
together with endless series of transla- 
tions of Jules Verne, Xavier de Monte- 
pin and Paul de Kock. One must go 
outside of France in order to realize the 
immensity of the public to which these 
latter three writers appeal, and at the 
same time to comprehend the absolute 
indifference of humanity in general to- 
ward those qualities which constitute 
the joy and the torture of the literary 
artist. 

In the book stores of Montevideo I no- 
ticed a fair number of translations of 
European scientific and historical works, 
but I hunted in vain for a copy of Cal- 
deron, Lope de Vega or Francisco de 
Quevedo. Even copies of Don Quixote 
are few and far between. This neglect 
of the great Spanish classics and of the 
lighter picaresque writers struck me as 
being worthy of remark. The newspa- 
pers of Montevideo, like those of Buenos 
Ayres, depend upon the French for their 
novels and literary articles. There is no 
local literature worth speaking about, 
except that which produces political 
leaders and financial and statistical re- 
ports.—Theodore Child in Harper's.

The following figures of 
the Nashua assessors for 1891, will there- 
fore be a surprise, as the valuation is some 
three millions less : Total valuation, $11,- 
195,514 ; increase, $756,476 ; amount to be 
raised by taxation, $200,636.28 ; appropri- 
ations, $197,981.40; whole number of 
polls, 5120 ; increase, 436 ; dogs, 642 ; in- 
creased valuation real estate, $534,304 ; 
factory buildings and machinery, $111,900; 
stock in trade, $114,238; decreased valuation 
bank stock, $4890; money at hand on interest 
$42,782 ; stock in corporation outside of 
State, $26,800 ; stock in public funds, $18,- 
580; rate of tax, $17.80 per thousand. - 


Ir MAy be good policy for the city to 
build all new schoolhouses of brick, but we 
are sure it is not the unanimous opinion of 
the taxpayers. The representatives of 
Ward Three in the City Council said they 
did not ask for a brick building and did 
not expect or want one, that it would not 
be in keeping with the locality. 

One objection to the enlargement of the 
present John Hancock building was that it 
was of brick. A wooden building can be 
erected for about one-half the cost, and 
can be painted to look more attractive than 
abrick one. It is possible that there is 
more danger of a wooden building being 
destroyed by fire, but as enough would be 
saved in twenty years, by building of wood 
to erect another, the risk would be very 
slight. The question should be, is it 
economy for the city to build of brick ? 


WE THINK we voice the sentiment of 
our citizens when we say that the city of 
Quincy has no interest in the water bill as 
it now reads, and cares little whether it 
passes the Senate or not. The only hope 
is that it may be reconsidered in the House 
today and the objectionable clause, that the 
city shall first purchase the present works, 
stricken out. Should the bill as it now 
reads, be enacted, we doubt if the City 
Council will ever submit it to the people. 
The defeat of the measure is laid at the 
door of Representative Quincy, who came 
forward at a very inopportune time with 
his unfriendly amendments, and who by 
his attitude in the House Tuesday, clearly 
showed that he was not willing to carry 
out the wishes of his constituents. As the 
Herald said, ‘‘ Mr, Burke of Quincy, made 
an able effort in the House to amend the 
bill” and came near overthrowing the 
committee’s recommendation.

BRAINTREE. 


Water Matters and Electricity Considered 
at Special Town Meeting. 

Hon. F. A. Hobart was moderator at the 
special town meeting Tuesday evening. 
The following business was transacted : 

The Town Treasurer was authorized to 
issue water bonds to the amount of $50,000, 
at 4 per cent., to run not exceeding thirty 
years. $2000 was appropriated for interest. 

The vote of March 24 to issue $100,000 
water bonds was ratified, and it was voted 
to establish a sinking fund. 

It was voted to borrow $15,000 in antici- 
pation of the sale of water bonds. 

The following committee was appointed 
to investigate the status of any corpora- 
tions, firms or individuals authorized or 
seeking authority to light the town by 
electricity, and also to consider the matter 
of electric lighting in general, as far as it 
relates to the town and report at a subse- 
quent meeting. 

Appropriations were made for new seats 
and a new floor in the Town Hall. 

James S. Holbrook, formerly a boot and 
shoe manufacturer, and for many years a 
surveyor of highways, died Tuesday at the 
age of 86. He leaves a widow and two 
children. 

James M. Morton, justice of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, has filed in the 
office of the clerk of courts at Dedham the 
following decree in the case of Braintree 
Water Supply Company vs. inhabitants of 
Braintree: 


It is ordered that there be allowed and 
paid to each of the commissioners and 


referees $15 per day for each day’s service, 
to wit: $1732.50 in all, the same to be paid 
| by the county of Norfolk; and that as said 


amount has been advanced and paid by 
plaintiffs, said payments shall be made by 
the county of Norfolk to the plaintiffs. 

It is further ordered that judgment be en- 
tered for the plaintiffs for the amount of the 
award of the commissioners and referees, 
with interest thereon from the date named 
in the award and for the taxable costs and 
for the fees of the commissioners and referees 
and fixcd by them with interest thereon 
from the date when paid by the plaintiffs, 
less the amount allowed by this order, to be 
paid by the county of Norfolk for the fees 
of the referees. 

It is further ordered that execution may 
issue for the amount of said judgment, pro- 
vided that the bonds and mortgages issued 
by the plaintiff company be cancelled and 
discharged, and that the deeds and other in- 
struments referred to in the award of the 
referees be executed and delivered as therein 
ordered.

the taking of any water rights, or for any 
injury thereto, until the water is actually 
withdrawn or diverted by said city under the 
authority of this act. 

Section 8 provides that the city may 
make a tender in settlement of claims for 
damages. : 

Sect. 9. For the purpose of defraying the 
cost of such property, land, easements, water 
and water rights as may be purchased, taken 
or held for the purpose aforesaid, and of 
constructing the works ‘authorized by this 
act, and paying all expenses incident thereto, 
the city of Quincy shall have the authority 
to issue notes, scrip or bonds, to be denomi- 
nated on the face thereof Quincy Public 
Water Supply Loan, to an amount not ex- 
ceeding four hundred thousand dollars, 
bearing interest not exceeding five per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, 
the principal to be payable at periods of not 
more than thirty years from the issuing of 
such notes, scrip or bonds respectively. Said 
city may sell the same, or any part thereof, 
from time to time, or pledge the same for 
money borrowed for the above purposes; but 
the same shall not be sold or pledged for less 
than the par value thereof. Said city shall 
pay the interest as it accrues on said loan, 
and shall establish a sinking fund and shall 
contribute thereto annually a sum sufficient 
with its accumulations to pay the principal 
of said loan at maturity ; and said sinking 
fund shall remain sacred and inviolate and 
pledged to the payment of said principal and 
shall be used for no other purpose. The 
provisions of Sections ten and eleven of 
chapter twenty-nine of the Public Statutes 
shall so far as applicable, apply to said sink- 
ing fund. 

Secr. 10. The said city of Quincy instead 
of establishing a sinking fund may, at the 
time of authorizing said loan, provide for 
the payment thereof in such annual pro- 
portionate payments as will extinguish the 
same within the time prescribed in this act ; 
and when such vote has been passed by the 
city council, and approved by the mayor of 
said city, the amount required thereby shall 
without further vete be assessed by the 
assessors of said city in each year thereafter, 
until the debt incurred by said loan shall be 
extinguished, in the same manner as other 
taxes are assessed under the provisions of 
Section thirty-four of chapter eleven of the 
Public Statutes. 

Sect. 11. A board consisting of three 
Commissioners, who shall be citizens of said 
city, shall be appointed by the Mayor, as soon 
as practicable after this act shall have been 
accepted by the citizens of said city as here- 
inafter provided; they shall hold their oftices 
respectively until the expiration of one, two 
and three years from the first Monday of 
February next preceding their appointment, 
and until their respective successors have 
been appointed and qualified, unless they 
shall sooner resigu or be removed for cause 
as hereinafter provided, and thereafter in 
January in each succeeding municipal year 
one person shall be so appointed a member 
of said Board, who shall hold office for three 
years from the first Monday of February 
next ensuing and until his successor has been 
appointed and qualified, unless his duties are 
sooner terminated as hereinafter provided. 
Appointments to fill vacancies which may 
occur by death, resignation or otherwise, 
shall be made without delay by the Mayor, 
and he may remove any Water Commis- 
sioner from office for the causes and in the 
manner provided in Section 27 of Chapter 
347, of the acts of the year 1888. Said Com- 
missioners shall have such office room and 
clerical assistance, and shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council from time 
to time may determine. 

Secr.12. The said Commissioners shall su- 
perintend and direct the construction, execu- 
tion and performance of all the works, matters 
and things mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tions ; they shall be subject to such ordinances, 
rules and regulations in the execution of 
such duties, as the City Council may 
from time to time ordain and establish, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act 
and the laws of this Commonwealth, pro- 
vided however that whenever a system of 
water works under the provisions of this act 
shall be substantially completed and put in 
successful operation, said Commissioners, 
upon written request of the Mayor, shall 
transfer the same to the Commissioner of 
Public Works of said City, and thereupon 
the powers of said Board of Water Commis- 
sioners shall cease, and all of its powers shall 
be vested in and all of its duties imposed 
upon said Commissioner of Public Works. 
Said Water Commissioners shall make all 
contracts for the above purposes in the name 
and behalf of the city, but no contract shall 
be made by them which involves the expen- 
diture of money not already appropriated for 
the purpose by the City Council of 
said Quincy. A majority of said Commis- 
sioners shall be a quorum for the exercise of 
the powers and the performance of the duties 
of the commission. 

Secr. 13. The occupant of any tenement 
shall be liable for the payment of the rent 
for the use of the water in such tenement, 
and the owner thereof shall also be liable, 
in case of non-payment by the occupant, 
and all sums due for the use of water under 
this act shall constitute a lien upon the real 
estate using or being supplied with water to 
be collected in the same manner as taxes 
upon real estate, or in an action of contract 
in the name of the city of Quincy. 

Sxcr. 14. Whoever wantonly or malici- 
ously diverts the water, or any part thereof, 
taken or held by said city pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, or corrupts the same, 
or renders it impure, or destroys or injures 
any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, 
machinery or other works or propeity held, 
owned or used by said city under the author- 
ity and for the purposes of this act, shall 
forfeit and pay to said city three times the 
amount of the damages assessed therefor, to 
be recovered in an action of tort; and on con- 
viction of either of the wanton or malicious 
acts aforesaid may also be punished by fine 
not exceeding three hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one year in the 
house of correction in said county of Norfolk.

A SINGULAR EXPLOSION. 


Four Quarry Charges Ignited in a Thun- 
der Storm. 

A sipgular and suggestive electric phe- 
nomenon is reported from Cape Ann. On 
Tuesday afternoon the workmen of the 
Pigeon Hill Granite Company had com- 
pleted and charged four holes, 14 feet 
deep and 3} inches in diameter, ready for 
blasting. No connection had been made 
with the battery, and the nearest wire was 
10 feet away. While the workmen were 
engaged in preparing two other holes, the 
four were discharged by atmospheric elec- 
tricity, displacing 600 tons of rock and im- 
periling the lives of the workmen, but none 
were injured. Electricians are wondering 
whether the two derricks near by attraeted 
the electricity from the clouds, or whether 
the whole atmosphere was so charged as to 
explode the charges. The incident sug- 
gests a new peril in quarrying during a 
thunder storm.—Herald. 


The Milford Quarry Difficulty. 


The labor difficulty in the Milford 
quarries still threatens the business of that 
town. The bill of the Quarrymen’s Union 
submitted May 29, which the contractors 
refuse to grant, reads: 

1. Thatthe rate of wages for average 
quarrymen shall be 223 cents per hour. 

2. Drillers to receive 20 cents per hour. 

3. Steam drillers to be paid 25 cents per 
hour for time worked on the drill, and the 
remainder of the same time to be paid the 
same as quarrymen. 

4, Breakers to be paid 25 cents per hour. 

5. Lewisers to be paid the same as 
quarrymen. 

6. Only two apprentices to be allowed 
to every gang of quarrymen and drillers, 

7. This bill to remain in force until 
May 1, 1892. 

LATER.—Through the efforts of the 
Business Men’s Association the quarrymen 
ratified on Wednesday the agreement of 
their committee accepting the ten per cent. 
rise which the firms had previously offered.

Floating Prairies of Louisiana. 

Accurious phenomenon is to be wit- 
messed at the Ames’ crevasse, and, in 
deed, is one of the causes of the great 
damageit hasdone. Under any circum- 
stances the water from this crevasse 
would overflow the rich country lying be- 
tween it and the galf of Mexico, causing 
damage to the amount of several million 
“ollars; but to the surprise of many, not 
content with running down stream and 
overfiowing the country below, it has 
taken to running apparently up stream. 

Some curiosity was felt over this phe- 
nomenon, and the case on examination 
shows it to be due to the prairies trem- 
blantes—the floating or trembling prai- 
ries of southern Louisiana. Allalong the 
gulf coast the large border of land floats 
on the surface of the water. The landis 
made by fallen timber and grasses. It 
gradually accumulates dirt and becomes 
in the course of time sufficiently firm to 
support brushes and even trees, but the 
soil is only three inches or little less thick, 
and below it is the water, upon which it 
floats on account of its lightness. Occa- 
sionally pieces of trembling prairie are 
detached and become floating islands. 

There are quite a number of these in 
Salvador, these lands, floating from side 
to side, being frequently carried at a 
mpid rate by the breeze, trees acting as 
sails to catch the wind, The current 
from the Ames crevasse has carried these 
floating islands down stream and torn a 
number of others from tke trembling 
prairies.—Cor.St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The case will soon be 
argued before the New York court of 
appeals, which will finally decide wheth- 
er New York is to have the $5,000,000 
library or whether Tilden’s great bequest 
is to be absorbed by his nephews. 

No man doubts that it was Mr. Til- 
den’s purpose and intention to found a 
great public library with his money. 
He carefully executed a trust for that 
purpose, and died in the belief that the 
bequest was so well guarded that his 
heirs could not have it set aside by any 
quibble of the law. And yet a purpose 
so plain and unmistakable has been de- 
clared invalid by two judges, who inter- 
pret a law which is described as “‘the 
perfection of common sense.” 

It is this extremely technical interpre- 
tation of the laws’ provisions on the part 
of law judges that justifies the presence 
of lay judges on the bench of New Jer- 
sey. Among the lay judges of the New 
Jersey court of appeals there would not 
be two opinions regarding the intentions 
of Mr. Tilden in the testament he exe- 
cuted prior to his death. They would 

unanimously decide in favor of the will. 
And so, in fact, would our law judges, 
who have on some notable occasions 
demonstrated that with them law is, in- 
deed, the perfection of common sense.— 
Newark Journal.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The secretary 
ofthe treasury yesterday addressed the 
following circular letter to the steamship 
companies and others engaged in bringing 
alien immigrants into the United States: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
SECRETARY'S OFFICE, 
WASHINGTON, June 3. 1891. } 

The attention of corporations and others en- 
gaged in bringing alien immigrants into the 
United States is invited to the accompanying 
copy of the general laws of congress designed 
to regulate immigration. It will be observed 
that thé law asamended March 35, 1891, pro- 
hibits the landing in the United States of the 
following classes of aliens: 

1, Idiots. 

2. Insane persons. 

3. Paupers and persons likely to become a 
public charge. 

4. Persons suffering from a loathsome ora 
dangerous contagious disease. 

5. Persons who have been convicted of 
felony or other infamous crimes or misdé- 
meanor involving moral turpitude—not in- 


eluding persons convicted of political offenses 


only. 
6. Polygamists. 


7. Persons coming under contract to labor. 
All corporations and others bringing intothe 


United States aliens falling within any of the 
prohibited classes are required by law, under 
heavy penalties, to return them, at their own 


cost, to -the parts or countries whence they 


came, and this requirement holds good for one 


year after any such prohibited alien may have 


entered the United States.

BALLOTS ARE LEGAL. 


Political Parties are Entitled 
to Use the Word “For.” 


DISPUTED ELECTION CASE 


Decided by the Connecticut Supreme 
Court—It Will Bring Joy to Republi- 
cans, as It Indicates Their Victory in 
the Great Gubernatorial Fight. 


New HAVEN, June 4.—The decision of 
the supreme court in the suit of C. Wilbor 
Fields vs. Sidney J. Osborne, et. al., better 
known as the contested Branford case, 
Wis announced yesterday, and with the 
announcement was filed the written opin- 
ion of the court, which was divided. The 
opinion was written by Judge Semour 
(Dem.) and concurred in throughout by 
Judges Carpenter and Loomis. Chief 
Justice Andrews and Judge Torrance con- 
curin the judgment, which advises that 
the plaintiff was not elected selectman of 
Branford, and dismisses his petition, 
which prayed that he be declared elected, 
but on the other parts of the opinion they 
concurred because they felt bound by the 
case of Talcott vs. Philbrick, and did not 
intend to change or modify what was said 
by them in their dissenting opinion in that 
case. The decision is 

Of the Greatest Importance 
aud has been awaited with anxiety. It in- 
volved the opinion of the court on the 
question of the so-called “for’’ ballots, 
which question is first and foremost in the 
disputed gubernatorial controversy, and a 
judicial opinion of which practically de- 
cided the governorship. The decision 
called for a construction of those provk 
sions of the secret-hallot act, which pre- 
scribed that the ballots shall contain noth- 
ingon them but the names of the candi- 
dates for office, and the office voted for and 
the name of the party issuing it. 

The court decides the case on grounds 
other than the question of the legality or 
illegality of the ‘for’ ballots, but makes 
observations on those questions, saying in 
effect that the ‘for’ ballots might be legal 
under other circumstances. The decision 
is a moral 

Victory for the Republican Claims, 
inasmuch as it holds that if all the ballots 
of a party contained the word “‘for’’ there 
would be no ground on which to raise the 
question of fraud. As all the Prohibition 
tickets contained the word “for” the court 
practically says that all should have been 
counted, and if those that were not 
counted are counted the twenty-six major- 
ity of Judge Morris will be wiped out. 

Lawyers Lynde Harrison and Edmund 
Zacher and Chairman Benton on the Re- 
publican state central committee are 
elated because of the decision. The Demo- 
crats must rely upon the claim that the 
house could not go behind the returns,and 
Bulkeley’s successor will take his seat 
upon the court’s decision on that point, 
which point had been raised in the quo 
warranto suits. 

Another Important Matter 
decided by the court is, “‘what is a legal 
political party?’ The “for” ballots in dis- 
pute were issued by a so-called “citizens,” 
party which was formed under circum- 
stances like third parties are ordinarily 
formed. On the question of the ‘‘for’’ bal- 
lots the court saysthey are legal under 
some circumstances and illegal under 
others. It does not decide the case before 
them on the question of the “for’’ ballots. 

The court defines the existence of a Citi- 
zens’ party in these words: 

The element of time is not essential to the 
formation of a legal party; it may spring into 
existence from the exigencies of a particular 
election, and with no intention of continuing 
after the exigency has passed. To hold the 
contrary wonld be to strike a blow at that in- 
dependence in political action upon which the 
good government of a locality muy depend. 
Nor can the numberof voters that must unite 
in order to form a legal party be prescribed by 
law without violating one of the fundamental 
theories of popular government. 

If it is shown, as it is in this case, that an in- 
dependent political party was formed, that it 
assumed a distinctive name and that the bal- 
lots which it issued subject the suffrages of the 
people under no false title, but bore the name 
of the political party issuing them, it is 
enough, so far as the point now being consid- 
ered is concerned. To hold otherwise would be 
to abridge rights which are not only generally 

held to be sacred, but which it is of the ut- 
most importance to preserve. 

Regarding the point raised that the 
party was organized and the Citizens’ 
ticket put in the field to defeat a certain 
candidate for selectman, the court says that 
it cannot inquire into the motives which 
underlie the formation of political parties. 
Having decided that the so-called 
‘Citizens’ party” had a legal existence it 
decides that candidates were nominated 
and a ticket issued. 


Spaulding, Secretary Pro Tem. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—The president 
has designated Assistant Secretary O. L 
Spaulding to act as secretary of the treas- 
ury in the absence of Secretary Foster for 
a period of six months. Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton Tuesday completed a 
similar period, and at the expiration of 
Assistant Secretary Spaulding’s term of 
six months the honor of acting as secre- 
tary, in the absence of Foster, will be 
passed over to Assistant Secretary Crounse 
to again revert to Mr. Nettleton. There is 
no ranking assistant Secretary of the 
treasury, all being equal, and to distribute 
the honor of acting as secretary the desig-

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Savings Bank Deposits—House Passes 
the Cape Cod Canal  Bill—More 
Amendments to the Redistricting Bill. 
Boston, June 4.—In the senate Mr. 

Cook moved to amend the house resolve 

providing for the payment of current ex- 

penses and for the erection of a new laun- 
dry aud boiler house at the Westborough 
insane hospital, by making the appropria- 
tion $35,000 instead of $30,000, the addi- 
tional $5000 being for the new building. 

The amendment was adopted and the bill 

passed to be engrossed. 

In the house Mr. Buckley moved to re- 
consider the rejection of the bill to allow 
Savings banks to put deposits on interest 
monthly, and the full half hour for recon- 
sideration was occupied by speeches. The 
rising vote was 65 yeas to 85 nays and the 
roll call 85 yeas and 104 nays. 

Mr. Gillett moved amendments to the 
redistricting bill. He takes districts One 
and Two of the committee's bill and makes 
district Oné the same as by the Lodge bill 
(the old Twelfth district, less Palmer), and 
district Two the remainder of the terri- 
tory west of the eastern line of the com- 
mittee’s district Two. 

When the Cape Cod canal bill was taken 
up, at 11:38, the house voted on motion of 
Mr. Mott, to close debate at 12:30. Mr. 
Shaw spoke in favor of the old company, 
saying that the members of the committee 
coming trom: the vicinity were very desir- 
ous that the old company should have an 
extension of its charter He said that the 
old company had $875,000 at stake. against 
$400,000 by the new company. Mr. Quincy 
moved an amendment that the Fox com- 
pany shal! pay the old company for land 
taken, and right of way, and for work 
done within its location, used by the Fox 
company; also to release to the old com- 
pany its deposit in the state treasury when 
the Fox company has prt up its deposit. 
He gave strong assurance to the house, in 
behalf of the old company, that the canal 
would be finished, and that all their pro- 
posals were in gvood faith. After further 
debate, the Quincy amendments were 
adopted with little opposition and the bill 
was passed to be engrossed by viva voce 
vote. A roll call was ordered and there 


| were 124 yeas to 59 nays. 


Mr. Bill opposed the bill relating to the 
punishment of drunkenness. If drunken- 
hess is a crime, it ought to be punished; if 
not -a crime, no notice should be taken of 
it. The bill would encourage lying by an- 
rested persons and inefficiency by the 
police. Mr. McEttrick did not agree with 
Mr. Bill, and quoted statistics to show how 
unsatisfactory is the working of the pres- 
ent law. The bill was passed to be en- 
grossed almost unanimously.

’rehistoriec Vault. 

Some rude masonry was disclosed to 
view while cutting the lot of D. A. Pur- 
viance, on North Jefferson street, Hunt- 
ington, Ind., to a proper level. About 
six feet below the natural surface of the 
earth a pile of stones was encountered 
which seemed to have been laid with a 
purpose. They formed an irregular 
hemispherical mass about 6 feet in diam- 
eter and 3 feet high, beneath which were 
formed layers of flagging, each layer 
formed by a flagstone 6 inches thick, 6 
feet wide and 8 feet long. Below the 
mass of masonry and the flagstones was 
an empty vault. The stones were of the 
limestone variety, and were a kind that 
is never found in this vicinity unless 
they have been brought here. What the 
structure had been intended for is a 
mystery, but itis thought to have been 
the work of the mound builders.—Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Gazette. 


Kare Vestments for the Archbishop. 

Aset of vestments at the Cathedral 
that have attracted general attention 
from admirers of artistic embroidery 
were quite recently presented to Arch- 
bishop Corrigan.

The Council Committee 
Visit Brockton. 


And Are Pleased with Its Well 
Appointed Engine Houses, 


A Description of the Campello House— 
Committee Royally Entertained, 


The Fire Department Committee of this 
city was royally entertained at Brockton, 
Thursday by Assistant Engineer Porter of 
the Brockton Fire Department. 

The committee, Messrs. Bass (chairman) 
Roberts, Drake, Little, and Rinn were met 
at the Brockton depot by Engineer Porter 
with two barouches and driven first to the 
Campello engine house, which the LEDGER 
has described in its editorial columns and 
repeatedly urged the Council to build. 

The party alighted and made a thorough 
inspection of the house. The committee 
was convinced that for thuroughness of 
construction, and completeness of arrange- 
ment for the use of which it is intended, 
this house could not be improved upon, 

It is a two-story building with a front- 
age of fifty-five and a depth of sixty-five 
feet, is built of brick with freestone trim- 
mings and galvanized iron cornices, finished 
in natural wood with maple floors, with a 
truss roof, leaving the entire first floor free 
from posts or partitions, A brick parting 
wall separates the dormitories from the 
stable and the hay loft, thus avoiding all 
odors which arise from the stables. 

The apparatus room extends the whole 
front of the building and has three doors 
for the various pieces to pass out. In this 
room there is a steamer, hose, hook and 
ladder, and chemical engine. Leading 
from the apparatus-room is a sink-room 
and water-closet. 

In the rear of the apparatus-room is the 
stable with stalls for elght horses. 

Adjoining the stable is the repair shop 
where a steamer can be driven in and with 
the aid of tackles be hoisted up and with 
trap doors underneath the boiler flues can 
be cleaned and other repairs made where 
it is almost impossible to reach from the 
outside of the machine. This shop is also 
fitted with a work-bench and supplied with 
all necessary tools for steamer work. 

The dormitories consisting of three 
large rooms are located on the second 
floor, at the front of the building, directly 
over the apparatus room, and are connected 
with that room by two sliding poles. 
These rooms are carpeted and handsomely 
furnished. 

In the rear of the dormitories are the 
smoking and reception rooms, furnished 
with card tables, easy chairs and a piano. 
There is also on this floor a large bath- 
room. The hay loft is at the rear of the 
building. 

The entire building is heated by hot 
water and there is also a small heater in 
the basement, for heating the water in the 
boiler of the steamer at all times. In the 
basement there is a room fitted up, and 
used asa dining-room, it having a stove 
and a complete set of crockery. 

In the rear of the engine house there is 
a small wooden building which was built 
by the members of the company, in which 
is kept the supply wagon, coal and other 
supplies. 

Beside this house, and forming a part of 
it, there is a police station. This station 
contains an assembly room, and three cells 
in the rear, and there are also three cells in 
the basement of the engine house to be 
used in case of an overflow from the police 
station. 

After the committee had thoroughly 
inspected the house, the horses were 
trotted out and the apparatus was hitched 
up. 

This building cost, with the lot of land 
which it is situated (100 feet by 5 feet), 
and including the police station, hose 
tower, and heating apparatus, $13,927; 
$2,600 of this amount was for land, and 
over $900 for heating apparatus. 

The committee after the inspection was 
then driven to the new Montello engine 
house, and from there to the central fire 
station at Brockton. 

Before leaving for home, the committee 
called at the Brockton City Hall, and 
Engineer Porter gave each a copy of the 
chief engineer's annual report, the running 
ecard of the department, and the last 
annual city report. 


Runaway Accident. 

Thursday evening about 7 o’clock as Mr. 
H, M. Faxon was driving through the 
Square the cross-bar of his team broke and 
fell onto the horse’s heels, causing him to 
kick and run. Mr. Faxon held on to the 
animal and finely stopped him near the 
Academy boarding-house. The team was 
quite badly smashed.

GRANITE QUARRYING. 


Massachusetts Leads with an Annual 
Product of $2,503,503. 


A few days ago the LEDGER quoted an 
article from the Monumental News relative 
to the granite quarries as shown by the 
11th United States census. The Knowledge 
Magazine touches on the same subject this 
month, and treats it a little differently, 
and we reproduce it: 

The report of the 11th U. 8S. census shows 
that granite quarries were worked in 28 
states and territories in 1880-90,and that the 
total value of output (1889) was $14,4¢4,- 
095, a gain of $9,275,097, or 179 per cent., 
on the output of 1879. 

In 1879 the 4 states having the largest 
product of granite were: 


Massachusetts $1,329,315 
Maine $1,175,286 
Rhode Island $623,000 
Connecticut $407,225 > 


The 4 states having the largest output 
in 1889 were: 


Massachusetts $2,503,503 
Maine $2,225,839 
California $1,329,018 
Connecticut $1,061,202 


Rhode Island being now the 5th, with 
product valued at $931,216, 

The total wages paid to all kinds of 
employes in the calendar year 1889 
amounted to $9,620,485; value of supplies 
and materials consumed, $1,446,485; all 
other expenditures for the quarry, as rent, 
taxes, interest, insurance, etc., $437,051; 
grand total of expenses, $11,504,021. 

The total capital invested in working 
granite quarries was $19,115,449—viz., in 
land $10,897,417; buildings and fixtures 


$1,580,784; tools, live-stock, machinery, 
and supplies on hand $5,731,078; cash 
$2,906,170. 


Atlantic Methodists. 


The Methodist meeting which experi- 
enced some vicissitude at first are now 
settled upon a solidibasis. The Methodist 
church extension society of Boston re- 
organized some two montls ago with a 
number of the heavy business men of 
Boston at its head, and with Rey. David H.

Dr. Ela will for the present take personal 
charge of this work assisted by neighboring 
ministers as may be desired. Rey. Luther 
Freeman, of Wollaston preached last Sun- 
day a sermon of great interest. The hall 
under the Music hall has been engaged and 
fitted up for services which will be held 
every Sunday at three and half past seven 
and every Thursday evening. The first 
prayer meeting held this week was a meet- 
ing of great power—a real Methodist Love 
Feast. Next Sunday Dr. *!2 will preach 
at three and will conduct a Methodist 
prayer meeting at half past seven.

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MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. 


The Bill Passed by the Legislature Be- 
comes a Law—Its Requirements. 


Quincy can now go into the electric 
lighting business if it wishes, Gov. Russell 
having signed the municipal lighting bill 
passed by the Legislature. Mayor Fair- 
banks in his inaugural, it will be remem- 
bered, said: 

‘*The proper method to be employed in 
lighting our streets, is a question that we 
must carefully consider in the near future. 
Under the new contracts, the expense will 
be the coming year over $13,000. Many 
petitions will be received for additional 
sg but they cannot be granted. Light 

has become a necessity, and there is no 
true business reason why a city should not 
have the right of pean light as a pro- 
tection to travel over its highways, as an 
aid to the police service, also to supply its 
surplus to private citizens. A city sbould 
have the right to benefit its taxpayers by 
saving their monies. 1am aware of the 
many obstacles apparently in the Way, but 
I think the Council can render the city im- 
portant service by studying this problem 
and becoming acquainted with the steps 
now being taken by other cities and towns, 
to accomplish this object of properly light- 
ing of the city.”’ 

Before Quincy can take advantage of the 
act, a vote that it is expedient to exercise 
the authority which is confered must have 
passed the Council by a two-thirds vote 
and received the approval of the Mayor in 
each of two consecutive municipal years, 
and then be ratified by a majority of the 
voters on the subject at an annual munici- 
pal election. If the vote of the City Coun- 
cildoes not thus receive ratification, no 
similar yote shall be submitted for ratifica- 
tion until after the expiration of five years. 
There can certainly be no objection to the 
Council making a study of the problem as 
the Mayor suggests.

The lady consented, and the doctor 
hypnotized her in Mr. Robert's operating 
room. When she was under the influ- 
ence she was asked to walk to the den- 
tal chair and did so. Mr. Roberts then 
asked her to open her mouth, and told 
her that the tooth would be extracted 
without any pain. She obeyed, and did 
not evidence the slightest pain while the 
tooth was being pulled up. The patient 
was then awakened. She said she had 
not felt the removal of the tooth, neither 
had she experienced any discomfort 
since.—Philadelphia Ledger. 
Antlers Imbedded in a Tree Trunk. 
A couple of weeks ago Mr. Van Man, 
a farmer near Zena, in Polk county, was 
engaged in cutting cord wood on his 
place. He chopped down an oak tree of 
about three feet in diameter at the butt, 
and after sawing it into the proper 
lengths proceeded to split it in the usual 
manner. In the section about five feet 
from the ground he struck his ax into 
what he supposed was a bunch of knots, 
but as the chips immediately crumbled 
he made closer examination, and discoy- 
ered the right side of a pair of deer horns 
imbedded into the very heart of the oak 
tree. There are evidences that it had 
five prongs, and from the growth “rings” 
of the tree has been in that position for 
at least a century and a half. The tree 
is thought to be at least 200 years old.~

IMPORTANT PAPERS 


Concerning Canadian Recip- 
rocity Negotiations 


LAID BEFORE PARLIAMENT. 


Sir Charles Tupper Presents His Report 


ef the Washington Conference—Post- 


ponement of the Agreement with New- 


foundland Explained—Canada’s Atti- 


tude Has Been One of Friendliness 


Throughout. 


OTTAWA, June5—The first instalment 
ofa paper dealing with the Washington 
reciprocity negotiations has been Jaid be- 
fore the Dominion parliament. Sir John 
Thompson expects to make the remaining 
correspondence public within a few days. 
The documents presented include the pro- 
test of the Canadian government against 
the projected United States treaty with 
Newfoundland. The result of the protest 
was the postponement of the Newfoundland 
treaty and the endeavor to make a bargain 
for Canada. The letters which indicate 
the attitude of Mr. Blaine toward Canada’s 
proposal are not yet made public. Lord 
Knutsford, colonial secretary, wrote as 
follows on Jan. 23: 

Lord Knutsford’s Letter. 

Her majesty’s government has given the 
fullest consideration to the representations of 
Canada against the proposed Newfoundland 
convention. As Canadian negotiations with 
the United States could not, even in spite of 
the absence of the further delay arising from 
the dissolution of the Dominion government, 
be commenced before March and may not be 
carried this year, Newfoundland interests 
should not be indefinitely postponed. The 
Newfoundland ministers inform me _ they 
are willing to negotiate for an arrangement 
with Canada on a basis similar to that of the 
proposed conventiga with the United States. 
Her majesty’s government strongly hopes that 
your government will, on this understanding, 
withdraw its opposition to the ratification of 
a convention between Newfoundland and the 
United States. 

No reply to this is given. The documents 
then deal with the missions to Washing- 
ton last April. 

Sir Charles Tupper’s Report. 

Sir Charles Tupper, in a report to Sir 
John Macdonald of his first interview with 
Mr. Blaiue, in company with Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, says: 

Mr. Blaine received me very cordially and 
proceeded to remind me of the opening 
of the International railway, connecting.-Maine 
and New Brunswick. I told him I had always 
had a most agreeable recollection of that inci- 
dent, and that I was very glad to have an op- 
portunity of renewing pleasant acquaintances 
I had at that time formed. I told Mr. Blaine 
that I wished at the outset to recognize the 
accuracy of the statement contained in his let- 
ler to Sir Julian Pauncefote which I had seen, 
in reference to the invitation to open negotia- 
tions regarding reciprocal trade arrangements 
between the two countries; that I believed it 
arose from negotiations which had recently 
taken place between the United States and 
Newfoundland and a desire expressed by Can- 
ada to be included in any arrangements such 
as had‘been understood to have been contem- 
plated by the United States and Newfound- 
land, and that, upon that being com- 
municated to him bySir Julian Pauncefote, 
he had expressed a willingness to open nego- 
tiations 

For Reciprocal Trade Arrangements 
between Canada and the United States, as- 
sisted by delegates from the Dominion gov- 
ernment, the neg®iafions to be informal and, 
to acertain{extent, of a confidential nature, 
until they could assume a more formal char- 
acter, if any result were arrived at. Mr. 
Blaine said he had understood Canada had 
taken some exception tothe proposed arrange- 
ment with the United States by Newfound- 
land. I admitted that such wasthe case and 
that I had explained to her majesty’s govern- 
ment that, in connection with the question of 
Atlantic fishery, the interest of Canada and of 
Newfoundland had always been regarded as 
inseparable, and that the treaties of 1854and 
1871 provided for the participation of New- 
foundland by the action of its legislature; that 
the ratification of the treaty of 1888 d®pended 
upon the approval of NewfoundJand, and that 
there appeared to be great objections on many 
accounts to the interests involved being dealt 
with separately. 

Mr. Blaine asked me what was the reason 
Newfoundland had not become part of the 
Canadian confederation. I replied that in ad- 
dition to its being somewlat more remote, the 
difficulty was that which had been experi- 
ence notably in the United States and British 
North American provinces, of the reluctance 
of a small, autonomous government to giving 
up its affairs to a larger body when it 

Might Possibly Be Overruled. 
lIinstanced the strong feeling which was ex- 
hibited by the province of Nova Scotia in op- 
position to becoming a part of our confedera- 
tion, but which happily had been removed by 
experience. ladded that but for the abroga- 
tion of the treaty of 1854 I did not believe that 
it would have been possible to have carried the 
confederation in Nova Scotia. I then told Mr. 
Blaine that I wished to remove the idea, if he 
entertained it, which had been promulgated in 
Canada and the United States that the present 
government of the Dominion was not warmly 
in favor of the most friendly relations with 
the United States. 

In an article which I had recently sent over 
my signature to The North American Review, 
I had undertaken to give conclusive evidence 
upon that point and that I need further only 
refer him to the fact that when Sir John Mac- 
donald, who was one of her majesty’s high 
commissioners, submitted to parliament for 
apvroval the Alabama treaty,which settled all 
the then pending questions between Canada 
andthe United States, he was fiercely de- 
nounced by the leaders and press of the 
Liberal party for haying basely sacrificed the 
interests of Canada in his endeavors to 
promote friendly relations between Canada 
and the United States. I added that I had ex- 
perienced the same treatment from the same 
party when I submitted for the approval of 
parliament the treaty of Washington of 
1888. * * * 

Mr. Blaine desired to assure me that outside 
of an individual difference of opinion there 
was no interest taken by the members of con- 
gress of the United States in the recent Cana- 
dian election, and that they had taken no ac- 
tive part toinfluence the result of the elec- 
tion. Ithen wenton to say that in an article 
Thad written for The North American Re- 
view he would find I had said that, * 

Greatly to the Honor of Congress, 

it refused to pass a resolution which was 
urgei upon it by Mr. Wiman for the avowed 
purpose of influencing our election, and that 
although I, myself, had formed the opinion 
that both the great parties in the United 
States would be glad to have Canada in the 
Union, I regarded the feeling, if it existed, as 
more of a compliment to Canada than other- 
wise. I said that Canada was most anxious to 
have the freest and most friendly relation 
with the United States consistent with the in- 
terest of both countries, and that I should re- 
gret very much if Canada and the large num- 
ber of (:nidiansin the United States were 
driven to iLe conclusion that they could only 
look toone party in the United States for 
freer commercial intercourse between the two 
countries. 

1 said it was difficult tosay why the treaty 
of 1854 shouid have been abrogated, as the 
statistics of both countries proved that. al- 
though there was a great expansion of trade 
between the United States and Canada, more 
advantage had accrued to the United States 
than to Canada under the treaty, the balance 


of trade being $95,000,000 in favor of the United 
States. 

Mr. Bleine said that he was free to admit 
that the treaty was not abrogated on a com- 
mercial ground, but in consequence of a feel- 
ing which had grown up that Canada had 
Sympathized with the Southern States 
in their conflict. I replied that it was difficult 
to see upon what basis that opinion could be 
entertnined: that it was admitted that no less 
than 40,000 Canadians had fought in the north- 
ern arniy to maintain the Union of the Uniteé 
States, while I did not suppose forty had been 
found on the other side. Mr. Blaine admitted 
that, but he supposed that avery large bounty 
had had a good Ceal of influence in the matter. 

‘Yen 3aid that that ughappy conflict had 
t ke place previous to the confederation of 
Cauada, but I could speak with some accuracy 
of the province of Nova Scotia, with which I 
was then connected; that the legtslature - of 
Nova Scotia had passed a resolution deploring 
the war, and that one of the sharpest of inter- 
national questions arose, as he would remem- 
ber, in connection with the Chesapeake inci- 
dent in the harbor of Halifax, and that it was 
my duty, as premier of the province, to advise 
the lieutenant governor, who was also com- 
mander-in-chief, as to what course the govern- 
ment of Nova Scotia should pursue, and that 
the President of the United States had sent an 
autograph letter thanking him for the action 
of the government of Nova Scotia on that oc- 
casion. Ihad only to repeat that Sir John 
Macdonald and the party which sustained 
him had the strongest desire 

To Promote Reciprocal Trade 


between the two countries, and their hopes in 
that direction were greatly strengthened by 
the derided measures which Mr. Blaine had 
taken to promote reciprocal trade with other 
countries, and that I could not see why he 
could not, with great advantage to the United 
States as well as to Canada, extend to the 
north the same policy he had pursued with 
the countries south, whose trade was very 
much smaller than that between the Dominion 
and the United States. I said that the fact 
that he had expressed his readiness to receive 
the representations that Canada wished to 
make would show that he was quite open to 
consider that question. I was further strength- 
ened in my views by the disposition he had 
shown to make reciprocal arrangements with 
the colony of Newfoundland. After the modus 
vivendi, an arrangement was made by which 
licenses given in Canada or Newfoundland 
covered the waters of both 

Thefact that a large number of licenses 
were taken out in Canada led to the conclu- 
sion that Canada was the best base of supplies 
for the fishermen of the Uuited States who, 
in going to the Grand Banks of Newfoundland 
from Gloucester naturally passed near the 
coast of Nova Scotia, where they were en- 
titled to obtain not only all the bait and other 
commercial privileges they required, but in 
addition were entitled to ship crews and to 
tranship by rail their fish in bond through 
Canada to the markets of the United States, 
Some question then arose between Sir Julian 
-auncefote and Mr. Blaine as to the Bond ne- 
gotiations. Sir Julian explained that Mr. Bond 
had no authority to negotiate in any other 
way than through him, and that Mr. Bond's 
last negotiations were entirely 

Irregular and Without Autbority. 

Mr. Blaine said that it did not appear neces- 
sary to negotiate any treaty with Newfound- 
land,as that colony had expressed its readi- 
ness togive the United States the privileges 
they enjoyed by their own action and that they 
propesed not only to give bait to United States 
fishermen, but to refuse to give the same 
privilege to Canada. I told Mr. Blaine that 
the bait act in Newfoundland had received the 
assent of her majesty upon the distinct pledge 
of Sir Ambrose Shea, then premierof New- 
foundland. ‘that Canadian vessels would not 
be affected by it. Then, I understand, the 
courts of Newfoundland had declared action 
taken under that act was not legal. I added 
that her majesty had power to disallow any 
bill that might be passed upon the subject by 
the colony. I told Mr. Blaine that Sir John 
Macdonald had understood that Mr. Blaine had 
not been well and that Sir John had suggested 
that it might be more convenient to Mr. 
Blaine to take up consideration of these ques- 
tions at a later period, and that, pending con- 
sideration of these questions at a later period, 
the Dominion parliament would be asked to 
continue the modus vivendi to avoid friction 
in the meanwhile.

WAGES MUST BE PAID 


For Cloth on the Loom When a Weaver 
is Discharged or Quits Work. 

FALL River, June 5.—A matter of con- 
siderable interest to weavers was decided 
in court yesterday before Judge Blaisdell. 
James Walsh, backed up by the Cotton 
Weavers’ Protective association, sued the 
Chase mills to recover wages due for cloth 
woven and allowed to remain on his loom 
after he had been discharged from the em 
ploy of the company. The testimony 
showed that it is the custom in all local 
mills to pay the help for full length pieces 
only, although parts of full length pieces 
may have been on the looms when work 
was commenced, or remained on the looms 
when the weaver left or was discharged. 
Notices to this effect were not posted, be- 
cause such an understanding between the 
corporations and operatives was supposed 
to be mutual. 

The weavers took up Walsh’s case fora 
test and the corporation was ordered to pay 
him for the cloth left on his looms, a sum 
of $2.87, or for ten pieces at the rate of 28.7 
cents each. The judgment of the court 
will cause much annoyance to manufacture 
ers, as there is at present no form of 
measuring cloth left on looms at the time 
of discharge, or remaining on when a new 
weaver begins work. 


CREW’S FATE UNKNOWN. 
Schooner Sunk by a Propeller on Lake 
Erie During a Gale. 

BUFFALO, June 5.—The gale and thick 
weather at the farthest end of Lake Erie 
occasioned another serious accident. The 
propeller Northern Queen, Capt. Smith, 
bound up from Buffalo, ran into the 
shooner Fayette Brown ata point eight 
miles east-southeast of the Dummy light, 
and sunk herin nine fathoms of water.

Hon. William D. Owen Appointed Super- 
intendent of Immigration.

She Surrenders to American 
Warships at lugique. 


NEW QUESTIONS COME UP 


As to What Shall Be Done with the 
Vessel—Legal Questions Involved in 
the Situation Being Considered by 
Government Lawyers. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—Secretary Tracy 
last night reccived the following dispatch 
from Admiral McCann, dated Iquique, 
Chili, June 2. 

The Itata arrived at Iquique, from Tocopilla 
last night and was placed at the disposal of 
Rear Admiral McCann this morning. She had 
on board 5000 rifles and ammunition taken 
from the Robert and Minnie off the port of 
San Diego, Cal. She hasno other munitions of 
war than those belonging to the ship, and 
transferred nothing to the Esmeralda, with 
whom she communicated off Acapulco, Mex. 
She then went direct to Tocopilla. The 
Charleston arrived at Iquique to-day and the 
Pensacola is expected here to-day. 

As soon as the Itata takes on coal and 
prepares for the return trip, Admiral Mc- 
Cann will send her back to San Diego, 
probably under convoy of one of his 
cruisers.. She will be delivered to the 
United States officers at San Diego and the 
proceedings against her for violation of the 
neutrality laws will be resumed at the 
point where they were interrupted by the 
unlawful departure of the steamer, and the 
responsible parties will likely be called 
upon to answer the charge of contempt of 
court for running away while under in- 
junction. 

The Chilian insurgents, it seems, upon 
hearing of the escape of the Itata, while 
under injunction, disapproved of this ac- 
tion, and at once determined to surrender 
the vessel, and a proposition was made by 
the insurgentsthrough Admiral McCann 
to surrender the vessel as soon as she 
reached a South American port. 

The commander of the Itata states that 
the arms were not embarked at San Diego, 
but many miles out tosea. The insurgent 
government of Iquique claims that this 
modifies the situation, and will probably 
result in a speedy solution of difficulties. 


A WHITE ELEPHANT? 


Now That the Itata Has Surrendered, 
What Shall We Do With Her ? 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—The arrival of 
the Itata in the waters of Chili and the 
surrender of the vessel to the United 
States calls attention to the reports which 
came here from Paris three weeks ago,and 
which were so vigorously denied in official 
quarters. Those reports were that an ar- 
rangement had been made in Paris by 
which the Itata was to be surrendered,and 
that the agents of the insurgents had di- 
rectly communicated with Minister Reid 
at Paris upon the subject. 

Mr. Reid denied that he had had any 
dealings with the representatives of 
the insurgents. There is reason to 
be believe, however, that the United 
States government, at least two 
weeks ago, had information upon 
which it depended that the Itata would be 
surrendered. At that time W. R. Grace 
of New York, the American merchant 
who is largely interested in Chilian mat- 
ters, and who is the successful manager of 
the syndicate which has such valuable 
concessions from the Chilian government, 
was here in Washington. It has been 
charged, and has never been successfully 
denied, that the firm of 

Grake & Co. Furnished the Arms 
which were placed upon the Itata. At all 
events it has not escaped the notice of 
those who have been watching the ‘matter 
here that the confidence of the government 
that the Itata would besurrendered and that 
there would be notrouble about it dates 
from that period. It was from that time 
that Secretary Tracy began to make the 
confident public statements that the gov- 
ernment would gain possession of the 
Itata without contest with the Charleston. 
But Secretary Tracy was very careful not 
to state the basis of his confidence. Those 
newspapers which claimed to have gone to 
such expeuse to secure full details of the 
transfer of the arms and coal of the Itata 
to the Esmeralda off Acapulco are now 
called upon to settle with their readers for 
having imposed upon their credulity. 

The Practical Question 

which the United States will now have to 
decide is, having obtained the Itata, what 
shall be done with her? The veasel is 
without provisions and without coal. It 
will cost at least $1000 to supply her 
with the coal necessary to make the voy- 
age to San Diego, Cal., where any proceed- 
ings which the United States might take 
must be initiated to secure the jurisdic- 
tion. And what kind of proceedings shall 
be instituted? Who is responsible? The 
United Staies is certainly not responsible, 
and the government of Chili is not re- 
sponsible, and Chilian insurgents have no 
standing in the courts of the nations. 

So much has been decided by the inter- 
national lawyers, and further they have 
not been able togo. The relative rights of 
nations in cases where insurgents are in- 
volved have never yet been settled. The 
point which the United States desired to 
establish by making such diligent efforts 
to capture the Itata was to show due dili- 
gence, and to cover the position upon 
which it insisted so strenuously at Geneva, 
the adjudication apon which was the basic 
of the Geneva award. 

The lawyers in the service of the govern- 
ment who are specially charged with the 
consideratior of international matters have 
been engaged in 

Considering the Legal Questions 
involved in the situation, and it is said 
that they are not quite prepared to state 
what it is expedient to recommend to the 
president. It will, of course, be possible 
for the United States to proceed against 
the Itata for violation of the neutrality 
laws, but it is not yet discovered what per- 
sons can be proceeded against on this ac- 
count. The owners of the vessel, or the re- 
sponsible parties, if they shall be made 
known and appesr in court, will also be 
proceeded against for contempt of court.

THE MURDER IN DEDHAM. 


It is Now Known That August Langner 
Was Not Killed Under a Drawbridge— 
Rewar.1 Offered for His Capture. 


Bostox, June 5.—It is now positively 
certain that the mangled body found un- 
der the Charles river drawbridge is not 
that of August Langner, the suspected 
murderer of Miss Mary Emerson of Ded- 
ham. Such is the purport of a message 
from Chairman Coburn of the Dedham 
selectmen to Chief Wade of the state pelice. 
The police have no trace of the missing 
murderer, but in his stead they have 
Philip Hoffman, one of the Germans who 
boarded at Miss Emerson’s. Hoffman was 
arraigned before Trial Justice Wakefield, 
and though almost everbody believes him 
innocent, he was formally charged with 
the murder—as a matter of precaution, the 
police say. He pleaded not guilty and was 
remanded to jail without bail, to await 
further examination on June 11. The 
police have found a man working in 
Wellesley who was a friend of Langner. 
The name of this manis Huege. He has 
been in America about three weeks, and, 
like Langner, came from Westphalia. He 
says that Langner has tattoo marks that 
may lead to an easy identification. Both 
Huege and Langner got work through the 
German Aid society of Boston.

JUDGE WILLIAM ALLEN. 


Another of the Bay State's Famous Jur- 
ists Passes Away. 


NoRTHAMPTON, Mass., June 5.—William 
Allen, judge of the Massachusetts supreme 
court, died suddenly here of neuralgia of 
the heart, aged 69. He was around the 
house as usual yesterday morning, but 
died in a few minutes after the disease 
seized him, He had been somewhat ailing 
for a week or two. 

He was born in Brunswick, Me., in 
1822. His father, William. was president 
of Dartmouth college in 1816 and 
of Bowdoin in 1816. The family came 
to Northampton in 1836° The de 
ceased was graduated at Amherst college 
in 1842, and at New Haven law school. 
Justice Allen received his preparation for 
collegiate instruction at Phillips academy, 
Andover, Mass. In 1836 he entered Bow- 
doin college, and spent a portion of- the 


year in that institution; thence go- 
ing to Ambherst college the follow- 
ing year, he completed there his 
clerical course, and was graduated 


with the class of 1842.- He began his law 
studies at the Yale law school, and sub- 
sequently completed them at Northamp- 
ton; was admitted to the practice of his 
profession during 1845, and immediately 
entered upon its duties. During 187 
Justice Scudder was forced by ill-health 
to resign his seaton the superior court 
bench, and for a season to seek its restora- 
tionin travel. Governor Washburn se- 
lected Mr. Allen to fill the vacancy, which 
position he held until promoted by Gover- 
nor Long to the bench of the supreme 
judicial court, which position he held at 
the time of his death.

HOME DECORATION. 


New Embroidery Designs, Washable Cush- 
ion Covers, Effective Spreads, Etc. 

The small floral designs known as Dres- 
jen are in great vogue at present for all 
kinds of fancy work. They are embroid- 
ared on tea cloths, plate doilies, bureau 
3ets, and even on pillow shams. These 
minute sprigs are scattered with irregular 
regularity over the surface they are to 
decorate, and are embroidered in natural 
colors. A favorite combination is the rose, 
pansy and forget-me-not. This style of 
decoration is sometimes called “powder- 
ing,” says The Decorator and Furnisher, 
in which are found also the following notes 
on decorative matters: 

An effective batkground for the dressing 
table is made by filling the wall space be- 
tween windows witb a panel of India silk 
gathered full, on two rods, one just below 
the frieze, the other even with the top of 
the baseboard. The silk should be strained 
tightly from rod to rod. 

Washable duck covers for sofa cushions 
are new. They are embroidered in white 
and furnished with huge eyelets for inch 
ribbon lacings. The tendency of all fancy 
work is toward materials that can resist 
the hard usage of the laundry. 

Bedspreads are seen in the coarse honey- 
2zomb material now so fashionable. Large 
patterned figures are stamped upon them 
and are left in the white, while the ground 
is darned in solid with coarse silk or rope 
linen. An ordinary honeycomb spread, 
such as may be bought fora dollarand a 
half, becomes a thing of beauty when the 
ground is darned in yellow rope linen, leav- 
ing the woven figures in relief. 

The use of candles in dining rooms and 
parlors is increasing. The soft light of 
candles is more agreeable to the complexion 
of ladies than any other light. 

Rich and beautiful foot cushions are 
made of dyed chamois skins, embroidered 
with silks and tinsels. These cushions are 
softly stuffed with curled hair or fiber. 


To Wash Lace or White Madras Curtains. 

After taking the draperies down shake 
and brush the dust from them, then soak 
for half an hourin warm suds. Heat half 
a boilerful of water, shave into it half a bar 
of good white soap, and add three table- 
spoonfuls of clear kerosene oil. When the 
soap has dissolved put in the curtains. 
Occasionally turn them over carefully with 
a clothes stick. When they seem clean re- 
move to a rinsing water. After rinsing 
thoroughly dip them in another water, to 
which has been added a little boiled starch. 
This will not stiffen them much, but will 
give them just a little body, such as new 
curtains possess. In case a creamy tint is 
desired strain a little coffee into this last 
water. If one is so fortunate as to possess 
curtain frames the remainder of the work 
is simple enough. In lieu of these, 
however, sheets may be fastened to the car 
pet, and the curtains carefully pinned to 
these A writer in Good Housekeeping 
recommends the foregoing process, and says 
that Madras curtains do very well if ironed 
upon the wrong side while damp. They 
must first be stretched, however, and are 
much more liable to tear than when pinned 
to a she€t and allowed to dry without iron. 
ing. Madrascurtains containing colored 
figures frequently launder quite as well as 
plain ones. It will be-well to test a small 
piece when possible beforehand, so that in 
case the colors run you can take them to a 
professional cleaner who understands the 
dry cleaning process. 


French Pancakes. 

Make a very smooth batter with half a 
pound of fine flour, six eggs beaten till 
light, tyvo teaspoonfuls of brandy, one of 
good salad oil, a pinch of salt, a grate of 
lemon rind (orafew drops of vanilla, if 
preferred), and a pint anda half of milk, 
mixing it till of the consistency of good 
cream. Meltatiny piece of butter in the 
frying pan, then pour in the batter till it 
covers the bottom of the panthinly. The 
under side will be done in a minute or so; 
then shake the pan to loosen the pancake, 
and toss it lightly overon to the other side. 
The batter should stand for a couple of 
hours before it is used. This is a French 
recipe, and, though a little troublesome, is 
pronounced by an experienced cook to be 
very good.

up some of your 
old strawberry 
boxes, and turn 
them into pretty 
hanging baskets 
for your porch or 
arbor.

Rhubarb Tartlets. 

Make a short paste with one white and 
three yelks of egg, one ounce of sugar, one 
ounce of butter, a pinch of salt and as 
much flour as is needed; work it lightly, 
roll it out to the thickness of a quarter of 
aninch. Line some patty pans with it, fill 
them with uncooked rice to keep their 
shape and bake them in a moderate oven 
till done. Remove the rice and fill the 
tartletswith rhubarb, stewed with plenty 
of sugar, and a dash of lemon juice, and at 
the top put a heaped spoonful of whipped 
cream. 


Cream Pudding. 

Cream a piece of butter the size of a wal. 
nut, and whisk in the yelks of four eggs 
singly, adding with each a large table- 
spoonful of thick cream; then stir in three 
tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, and the 
same quantity of fine flour sifted. Add, 
lastly, the whites of the eggs beaten stiff. 
Butter a tin mold and dredge it with flour. 
Turn in the pudding and bake or steam it. 
Sérve with sirup or fruit sauce.

HEZEKIAH A GOOD KING. 


LESSON X, SECOND QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, JUNE 7. 


Text of the Lesson, II Chron. xxix, 1-11. 
Commit Verses, 10, 11—Golden Text, I 
Sam. ii, 30—Commentary by the Rev. 
D. M. Stearns.

1. “Hezekiah began to reign when he 
was five-and-twenty years old, and he 
reigned nine-and-twenty years in Jeru- 
salem.” 

Having in the last lesson stepped back 
about 100 years to consider the revival in 
the days of Joash, we now return to about 
the time of the lesson of two weeks ago, 
for it was in the beginning of the reign of 
Hezekiah that the ten tribes were carried 
into captivity (II Kings, xviii, 10). Hewas 
the last but one of the good kings of Ju- 
dah. His father Ahaz was a wicked king, 
and his son Manasseh was the worst of 
all (xxviii, 19, 22; xxxiii, 9,10). 

“And his mother’s name was Abijah, the 
daughter of Zechariah.” 

2. “And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all that 
David, his father, had done.” 

8. “He, in the first year of his reign, in 
the first month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and repaired them.” 

What a grand beginning he makes, and 
how promptly! He does not allow a month 
to pass after he becomes king without at- 
tending to the house of the Lord. Ahaz, 
his father, had destroyed the vessels, shut 
up the doors, and made altars in every cor- 
ner of Jerusalem (xxviii, 24). Hezekiah 
now seeks to undo his father’s sin, and he 
loses no time about it. 

4. “And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them together 
into the east street.” 

There was a time when the head of each 
family acted as the priest of the household, 
offering sacrifice unto the Lord (Job i, 5; 
Gen. viii, 20; xii, 7,8). But since the build- 
ing of the tabernacle at Sinai the house of 
Aaron and the tribe of Levi were set apart 
to stand between the people and God and 
to offer sacrifice. 

5. “And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites; sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of your 
fathers, and carry forth the filthiness out 
of the holy place.” 

It took them sixteen days to cleanse 
the temple on this occasion (vs. 15-17), 
but it takes much longer than that to 
cleanse some believers from the filthiness 
of flesh and spirit which clings so closely. 

6. “For our fathers have trespassed, and 
done evil in the eyes of the Lord our God, 
and have forsaken him, and have turned 
away their faces from the habitation of 
the Lord, and turned their backs.” 

So, also, said Jeremiah a little later in 
their history (Jer. ii, 13, 17), and sosaid 
Moses ere the nation was yet forty years 
old (Deut. ix, 8, 24). Their history might 
be called a continued forsaking of the Lord 
who redeemed them. 

7. “Also they have shut up the doors of 
the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense, nor offered burnt 
offerings in the holy place, unto the God 
of Israel.” 

8. “‘Wherefore the wrath of the Lord was 
upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he hath 
delivered them to trouble, to astonish- 
ment, and to hissing, as ye see with your 
eyes.” 

In Lev. xxvi and Deut. xxviii it was 
clearly foretold that the wrath of the Lord 
would thus come upon them if they were 
disobedient, and Muses added, “I call 
heaven and earth to record thisday against 
you, that I have set before you life and 
death, blessing and cursing; therefore 
choose life that both thou and thy seed may 
live (Deut. xxx, 19). As God by His ser- 
vant foretold so it came to pass. 

9. “For, lo, our fathers have fallen by 
the sword; and our sons and our daughters 
and our wives are in captivity for this.” 

One hundred and twenty thousand fell 
in one day, and 200,000 women, sons and 
daughters were carried captive because 
they had forsaken the Lord God of their 
fathers (chap. xxviii, 6, 8). This also had 
been plainly foretold (Deut. xxviii, 25, 32), 
and so it came to pass. Think for a moment 
at the more than 100,000 who in heathen- 
dom are dying every day, without a knowl- 
edge of God, besides all in Christendom 
who have heard, but do not believe. 

10. ‘‘Now it is in mine heart to makes 
covenant with the Lord God of Israel that 
his fierce wrath may turn away from us.” 

So did Asa, and at a later period Nehe- 
miah (chap. xv, 12; Neh. x, 29), and each 
obtained blessing from the Lord. See the 
encouragement to act thus in II Chron. vii, 
14. David found comfort in the unchange- 
ableness and fullness of God’s covenant 
with him, and God’s faithfulness should 
ever be our resting place (II Sam. xxiii, 5; 
Ps. Ixxxix, 1, 2; 1 Cor. i, 9; x, 13). Yet let 
us do as Hezekiah did, and enter intoa 
covenant with the Lord to present our 
bodies a living sacrifice, with all we are 
and have, that, like the lad’s loaves in the 
hands of Jesus, we may be blessed, broken, 
multiplied and made to feed hungry souls 
with the bread of life, that so the Gospel 
may be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness, the body of Christ hastened to com- 
pletion and the kingdom come. Let us 
covenant to be wholly His for His service, 

11. “My sons, be not now negligent.” 

Cursed be he that doeth the work of the 
Lord negligently (Jer. xlviii, 10, margin). 
Whatever we do in His service should be 
done most thoroughly as unto Him, and if 
we live as in His sight how can we be 
negligent or deceitful? 

“For the Lord hath chosen you to stand 
before him.” 

Not before men, to please them or rely on 
them, but before God, in humble and whole 
hearted

consciously to stand before God is the great 
secret of strength for fearless service.

the national holiday of the Norwegian 
people. What happened on that day that 
the people of Norway should hold it in 
such honor? 

A well informed Norwegian boy will 
answer that on May 17, 1814, the people of 
Norway ‘‘declared their independence.” 
During the Bonaparte wars an attempt 
was made to unite Norway and Sweden 
on terms that would have been degrading 
to Norway, reducing her to the rank of 
a subject province. The people rose 
against this threatened indignity, and 
“declared their independente.” 

It happened that the king of Sweden 
was Bernadotte, one of the Bonaparte 
marshals, a man of much ability and 
some real insight into the nature of 
things. He proposed to Norway a kind 
of union that shecould accept without 
loss of self respect; a union under one 
king, indeed, but also under one consti- 
tution, each state being soverign within 
itself, and each governing itself in all 
matters, local and domestic. 

This constitution expressly declared 
that Norway should remain forever “‘free, 
independent, indivisible and inalienable.” 
The union was, in fact, an application 
of the federal or home rule principle. 

This constitution was adopted Nov. 4, 
i814, but the day celebrated and beloved 
by Norwegians is May 17, when they de- 
clared that they would not be joined to 
Sweden except in an equal and honorable 
union.— Youth’s Companion.

Why Thirty are Expected to go From 
the Soldiers’ Home at Chelsea.

Until, therefore, they actually 
receive the money there is no way of tell- 
ing exactly how many will leave, but Gen. 
Cunningham, Superintendent of the 
home, thinks, from what he has heard of 
the talk among the men, that about 30 out 
of the 38 men in the home now receiving 
pensions will leave it.—Boston Journal.

MASSACHUSETTS LCGISLATURE. 


Senate Orders a fesavy Taxation Gill te 
a Third Reading —the House Proposes 
Prorogation Next Wednesday. 

Boston, June 6.— Mr. Bennett ex- 
plained his amendments to the house bill 
imposing a tax on legecies and successions. 
He declared himself in favor of the under- 
lying principle of the bill, but he did not 
believe in requiring a tax on direct suc- 
cessions, Torequire atax Ogglirect suc- 
cessions would be in accord with the pro- 
position of Adam Smith that every man 
should be taxed according to his ability to 
pay. Mr. West was opposed to the 
further taxation of personal property, the 
taxes thereon already impose bearing un- 
equally. Asarule, he was opposed to all 
taxution of personal property. In the 
state of New Hampshire, a bill im: o Inga 
tax on collateral inheritanee and exempt- 
ing direct legacies had been declared un- 
constitutional in the fact that it made dis- 
crimination.

Mr. Gillett said that six of 
the judiciary committee were against any 
legislation and that the three dissenters 
could not agree on a bill. The house re-

Mr. Dewey opposed the bill to regulate 
mercantile agencies, saying it made an un- 
fair discrimination against them under the 
law of libel. Mr. Mellen retorted that it 
was a lawyer’s plea. Agencies should be 
put under the law, not above it, as now. 
They should not be entitled to privileged 
communications. 

Mr. Mellen repeated his arguments that 
the agencies are irresponsible and injure 
honest reputations. Mr. Lane held that 
the bill would compel the agencies to go 
out of business and that they are indis- 
pensible to business men. Mr. Monk de- 
fended the agencies asa business necessity. 
A lengthy debate took place and on order- 
ing to a third reading there were 72 yeas 
to 95 nays on a roll call.

It was adopted under suspension of the 
rules. 


ISAAC SAWTELL’S PLEA. 


Was Present at the Murder of His 
Brother, But Denies Doing the Deed. 


Pepetewours, N. H., June 6.—Isaac B, 
Sawtell has put on record with the gov- 
ernor and council of this state the story of 
how his brother Hiram was killed. He 
has also made a plea to the same officials 
that he is not guilty of the crime for which 
he is now under sentence of death, has 
cited circumstances and facts to show that 
the jury which convicted him was preju- 
diced against him, and submits that the 
evidence on which they found him guilty 
did not prove him so beyonda reasonable 
doubt. 

He has presented a declaration to the ex- 
ecutive powers of the state which can but 
attract the attention of the thousands of 
persons of New England who took so much 
interest in the crime at thetime it was 
committed. Not only does the document 
invite serious attention,but it has been the 
subject of much thought by those who 
have read it, and it has to some extent in- 
fluenced their opinion of the convicted 
man’s guilt. 

Whether the statements in general 
which are-made in the paper are true or 
not Isaat Sawtell alone knows, but,looked 
atin whatever light it may be, the whole 
argument is a well prepared document. 

This declaration—for it is more that than 
a statement or confession,.even—is now in 
the hands of acouncillor from one of the 
northern district of the state. It is guarded 
with great care. Nota soul except those 
most vitally intereste| are allowed to see 
it, and the number up to last evening was 
certainly not more than half a dozen. 

Perhaps the most interesting point in 
the tale is Isaac’s explanation of the 
whereabouts of his brother’s head. He 
says that it was thrown into the Atlantic 
ocean from the deck of one of the Portland 
boats by the man who shot Hiram, on the 
night of the next Gay after the murder was 
committed. 


BACK TO SAN DIEGO. 


The Itata is in Charge of the Charleston. 
Her Proceedure Defended. 

[QUIQUE, June 6.—The insurgent war- 
ship Itata has been delivered to the Amer 
ican admiral, with 5000 rifles and 2,000,000 
rounds of ammunition. The Itata will re- 
turn to San Diego soon, under convoy. 

The machinery of the Itata is in a bad 
state and it will reqire some days to put 
it in order again. When the necessary re- 
pairs are completed the Itata will leave for 
San Diego, Cala., convoyed by the U.S. 
S. Charleston. The junta alleges that 
arms and ammunition were transferred 
from the sailing vessel Robert and Minnie 
tothe Itata near the island of San Cle- 
ment, and therefore claims that the 
American law was not violated, and is 
making strong representatations to the 
United States government with a view of 
getting possession of the munition. Pub-

STABBED HIS STEPSON. 


Christopher Humphrey May Have to 
Answer to the Charge of Murder. 


BIRMINGHAM, Conn., June 6.—Patrick 
Rawley and his stepfather, Christopher 
Humphrey, had a row while at dinner yes- 
terday and as a result Rawley was stabbed 
back of the ear and will probably die. 
Rawley overslept and did not go to work 
in the morning. When his stepfather 
came home to dinner a war of words en- 
sued, during which Rawley slapped 
Humphrey’s face. Humphrey picked up 
a knife and stabbed Rawley, severing two 
arteries. Humphrey fled to the woods, 
but was soon captured. Rawley’s wounds 
were dressed by physicians, who state that 
his condition is critical,

SUMMONS OF DEATH 


Momentarily Expected at Sir 
John’s Bedside. 


— 


IN A COMATOSE CONDITION. 


Faint Spark of Life Compared to the 
Dying Flickering of a Burned-Out 
Candle—Story of the Very Long and 
Brilliant Career of Canada’s Premier. 


OrTawa, June 6.—The premier took a 
serious turn for the worse about midnight, 
and for a time life seemed to have departed, 
but with astruggle the dying statesman 
seemed to rally, and partook of some 
nourishment in the shape of a mouthful of 
champagne. Dr. Wright attributed the 
change for the worse to failure of both 
brain and heart. Sir James Grant likened 
the premier’s condition to the dying flick- 
ering of a burned-out candle, which might 
go out at any moment. “I don’t see,” 
said he, “how he can last more than a few 
hours. His condition is as bad as can be, 
and the thread between life and death may 
be severed at any moment.” 


SiR JOHN MACDONALD, [ae 


Sir John Alexander Macdonald was born in 
Glasow, Jan. 11, 1814, and was the eldest son 
of Hugh Macdonald, a member of a respecta- 
ble family in Sutherlandshire, and for many 
years a manufacturer in Glasgow. When Sir 
John was 6 years of age his father emigrated 
with his family to Canada, and Sir John re- 
ceived his education at the royal grammar 
school in Kingston, under the tutorship of Dr, 
Wilson. After graduating from this school he 
began the study of law, and, in 1835, at the 
earliest age possible, was admitted to the bar 
at Osgoode hall. 

He made rapid progress in his profession,and 
at an early stage of his career as a barrister 
had many celebrated cases placed in his hands. 
His first great case was in 1838, when he suc- 
cessfully defended a large number of prisoners 
who were implicated in the famous rebellion 
of 1837-38. In 1839 he was engaged to defend 
the so-called Gen. Van Schulz. who, with ten 
of his followers, forfeited their lives in the at- 
tempt to revolutionize Canada. During this 
period, and the next few years following, he 
gave great promise of being a 

Man of Fine Debating Powers, 
and when, early in 1844, his name was pro” 
posed as the Conservative candidate for par- 
liament from Kingston, it was received with 
great applause, and he was elected to the 
position by an overwhelming majority, taking 
his seat in December, 1884. 

Within a very few months he had so estab- 
lished his reputation that he was appointed 
first a member of the executive council and 
immediately after receiver general. He held 
these honors until December, 1847, when, in 
addition to his other duties, he became com- 
missioner of crown lands. He carried all the 
honors which had been thrust upon him easily, 
until March, i850, when the cabinet, of which 
he was a member, resigned, and the reins of 
power passed into the hands of the reformers, 
under the leadership of Messrs. Lafontaine, 
Baldwin and Hincks. Ftom that time to the 
autumn of ISM he sat on the opposition 
benches. 

Government affairs remained in this state 
until 1854, when difficulties connected with the 
lands reserved for Protestant clergy, together 
with other state questions, caused a coalition, 
and Mr. Macdonald 

Again Joined the Government, 

this time as attorney general in the cabinet of 
Sir Allan N. McNab, Bart,, and continued to 
hold the position after Sir Allah retired, and 
was succeeded by Hon. T. E. Tache, until 1856. 
On the death of Tache in July, 1865. Mr. Mac- 
donald became minister of militia, which 
office, with that of attorney general of Upper 
Canada, he continued to hold until the confed- 
eration. 

Mr. Macdonald was delegate to the confer- 
ence in Charlottetown in 1864, and also to the 
one held at Quebec later in the same year, and 
he was always considered to have been mainly 
instrumental in bringing about the union of 
the provinces of British North America. He 
was chairman of the London colonial confer- 
ence in 1866-67, during which period the act of 
union, known as the “British North American 
act,” was passed by the imperial parliament

To a woman a bargain means the pur- 
chase of something for half its price o; 
less. What is this but gambling? If th, 
article is up to the standard it must jb. 
worth a certain price, and if less is pajj 
for it either the thing itself is a cheat o; 
some one has lost by the transaction, 

Bargains are deleterious in another 
way. They cause by their delusive cheap. 
ness a careless and reckless expenditure, 
and engender a spirit of dishonesty. This 
is the tendency, with an ever increasing 
greed for more and greater bargains 

Nearly all women agree that men ara 
extravagant. Men will pay seven do). 
lars for shoes, when three dollars yi] 
buy a pair which “look just as well 
five dollars for a hat, when a woman 
can “‘bunch up” her best Sunday hat for 
a dollar or two; and as for man’s clothes, 
why, one suit costs as much as a woman’s 
three best dresses, bonnets thrown in. 

This doessound extravagant when you 
‘apply the ‘deadly parallel” to it, but if 
there is one thing I admire about a nny 
it is the decent and self respecting price 
he pays for things. 

A woman goes out to buya pair of 
shoes; she fritters away a whole day buy- 
ing bargains which could not be resisted, 
and comes home loaded withthem. But 
the shoes? Oh, yes, she has the shoes— 

ins, also, of course. ‘Regular four 
dollar boots,” she will explain, with an 
accent of proud certainty. Then sheer. 
hibits her bargain laces and her summer 
goods bought in winter, and stows them 
away with a smile of satisfaction, just as 
though there would come ere long a bar- 
gain famine. 

Again she congratulates herself as she 
thrusts her dainty foot into the bargain 
boot. But see the result: The pretty 
looking shoes have lost their shape wit!

Wood was arrested several months ago at 
the Eastern railroad station,on the charge 
of being in conspiracy with the Pell street 
firm of Chinese merchants in New York, 
who were supposed to be carrying on ex- 
tensive smuggling operations in opium. 
After his arrest he was taken onto New 
York, and testified for the government in 
the case brought against Lee Yu Pine and 
others,and this fact was referred to by 
Lawyer Hall, his counsel, when the court 
was asked to impose a fine without im- 
prisonment. As Wood has given evidence 
for the government, District Attorney Al- 
len was not desirous that a severe sentence 
should be imposed, and a comparatively 
light one was given. 

Wood's method of smuggling the opium 
into the states was to enter a train in Can- 
ada when it was empty and secrete under 
the cushions of a seat two thin flat boxes 
made for the purpose and containing the 
opium. He would then leave the seat and 
take another in a remote part of the car, 
and allow the customs officials to investi- 
gate as much as they liked. When the car 
reached Boston he would wait till all the 
passengers had gone, and then take the 
boxes out. He was never discovered by the 
customs officers.

Counting Chickens Before They Hatch. 

As a rule it is considered rather a rash 
undertaking to count chickens before they 
are hatched, but the good folks in Scotland 
have entirely overcome this difficulty.

“A Teacher's Authority.” 


To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

It must be a decidedly weak case when 
the defence makes its plea before there is 
any prosecution, but as some one has seen 
fit to publicly attack the citizens of Wollas- 
ton unjustly, at the same time giving to 
the public but avery dim outline of the 
actual facts in this ‘blood curdling’’ drama 
(a very applicable name considering blood 
was drawn), we propose to present the 
other side of the story without trying to 
shield master or pupil. We venture the 
assertion, that there is not a parent in 
Wollaston who is 3,0t in entire accord with 
every teacher in his or her efforts, by the 
use of any “wise and judicious treatment” 
in the preservation of order in the school. 

Had every act during the past year been 
“severely criticised,” or half the acts half 
criticised by the parents, the sign ‘‘master 
wanted,’’ would have graced the side of the 
building long ago. 

There is a vast difference between ‘‘judi- 
cious treatment” and brutality. There is 
no question but that the boy referred to 
did not get into the line, or left the line 
before the school was dismissed (as did 
several other boys at the same time) and 
went to the depot as was his custom to get 
the papers to carry on his route. In the 
meantime the schoo] had been dismissed. 

The master, seizing hat and cane, goes 
to the depot, finds the boy at his work, 
uses such rough language that a lady who 
is buying tickets in the other room is very 
much frightened, grabs the offender by the 
collar and undertakes to march him back 
to the school-room. In this he is success- 
ful, but not until a woman living on the 
jline of march goes to her door and asks 
the ‘‘judicious’’ master to refrain from 
using the boy so roughly. Several wit- 
nesses of the affair state that he was struck 
with the cane as well as the hand, and the 
blood flowing from the side of the face 
bore witness to the boy’s story, that “the 
master’s cane did it.”’ 

There is no question but that the boy 
did wrong in leaving the line before the 
school was dismissed, but other scholars 
had done the same thing many times before 
and no special notice taken of such acts. 
Whether the master had “ authority’ over 
the boy or not, no man has any right to 
abuse even a dumb beast. The citizens 
have winked at the “ discipline’ that has 
been meted out to some of the scholars, 
entirely too long. After the boy was 
returned to the schoolhouse, he was very 
severely punished, and threatened with 
still greater punishment unless he promised 
to say that he (the master) had not struck 
him with his cane, at the same time, 
under threats, compelling him to sign a 
paper in the master’s favor. 

Your correspondent made several, far 
from the fact, assertions. Every act of the 
teacher is not ‘‘ severely criticised.”” No 
“blood curdling story’? was fabricated,” 
neither was the *‘ whole ward up in arms,” 

As the master of the school, in the 
devotional exercises, seem very partial to 
Proverbs, we would respectfully call his 
attention to the sixteenth chapter, and 
thirty-second verse. 

Meanwhile the school committee cannot 
afford to do other than take immediate 
action.

THE END WAS PEACEFUL, 


The Great Premier Dying Almost in 


Accordance with an Oft-Expressed 
Wish—Consciousness Retained to the 
Last--Lady Macdonald Prostrated with 


Grief—Signs of Mourning Everywhere. 


Faneral Arrangements. 


OTTAWA, June 8.—Sir John Macdonald | 
died at 10:15 Saturday night. He had been | 
sinking rapidly since noon. Before 4 | 
o’clock in the afternoon he became uncon- | 
scious, and his death was momentarily ex: 
pected from that time until the end. 

Toward that sick chamber at Earns- | 
cliffe public thought had been directed for | 
the past ten days, and the sympathy of the | 
nation has gone out in a greater degree as | 
the picture presented grew darker and | 
more pathetic. From all parts of the | 
Dominion, and from the sovereign her- 
self, came tender messages of condolence 
and anxious inquiries as to the aged ! 
statesman’s condition. To all but one 
answer could be given—the end might be | 
delayed, but was inevitable. 5 

The beginning of the end came Friday 
morning. The premier had slept the 
greater part of the night, and his 
restlessnes had given place to quiet that 
was significant. Throughout the day this 
somnolence continued. The afternoon 
bulletin from the physicians at the bed- 
side announced that the premier’s strength 
was rapidly diminishing, and then alkhope 
fled. As the afternoon slowly waned 

Profound Stillness Reigned 
at Earnscliffe. No sounds were permitted 
to enter the sick room where the struggle 
with death was going on. 

The scene at Earnscliffe after nightfall 
was impressive in its solemnity. There 
were more lights in the window, but no 
sound broke the stillness of the night. Up 
to midnight anxious groups gathered upon 
the lawn and spoke in whispers of the dy- 
ing patient’s condition. 

At 9 o'clock Friday evening Sir Jolin’s 
heart failed in its work, and he sank so 
low that for some time he seemed to have 
ceased to live. He rallied feebly, and 
fought his way back to the weakest hold 
on life a man could have. His stupendous 
vitality was making a grand struggle. 

At midnight the callers had all departed 
and correspondents were left to watch the 
night out alone. The hours wore slowly on. 

The light of anew day brought with it 
nothing to relieve the anxious suspense. 
There was no change in the patient’s con- 
dition. A little more frail, a little more 
slender, had grown the thread that bound 
the spirit toits earthly tabernacle. That 
was all. 

The Premier Was Unconscious. 
His limbs were numb, and there was noth- 
ing to mark that life was not extinct, save 
the feeble flutterings of the pulse and the 
almost imperceptible breathing. The fam- 
ily had been gathered about the beside all 
night. 

There was no bulletin from the physi- 
cians Saturday morning. Nothing could 
be said beyond what had already been 
given out. It wasa matter of time, per- 
haps moments, perhaps hours. The scenes 
of the morning and the afternoon were but 
counterparts of Friday. The same hushed 
stillness, the same anxiety, the same sus- 
pense. 

At 2 o’clock the physicians concurred in 
the opinion that the premier could not 
live until 4 o’clock, and again did they err. 
The action of the patient’s heart at times 
during the evening was so feeble that Sir 
John was believed to be dead. Once the 
family gathered at the bedside under the 
impression that the end had come, but it 
proved to be another of the dreaded sink- 
ing spells which in succession had left the 
aged statesman with less and less vitality. 
Not since 5 o’clock Friday afternoon had 
any substantial liquid nourishment passed 
his lips. 

Death came to the aged premier almost 
in accordance with his desire. He fre- 
quently expressed 

A Wish to Die Like Chatham, 

who fell in an apopletic fit in the house of 
lords on April 7, 1778, at the conclusion of 
a great speech on a motion to acknowledge 
the independence of the United States,and 
was borne home todie a few weeks after- 
ward. While the stroke came to Sir John 
with less of dramatic effect, it nevertheless 
came when he was fulfilling his duties, for 
he was working and diseussing affairs up 
to the moment that the blow fell. 

It has been leafed that Sir John hadan 
attack of what appeared to be paralysis a 
week before the fatal stroke. Only the 
day before the tast attack Sir John Thomp- 
son remonstrated with him, and asked 
him to give up his arduous duties, and 
take the portfolio of president of the coun- 
cil, which was vacant. The premier re- 
plied: “Ill let you know to-morrow what 
I wil! do.” When that to-morrow came 
the premier was in the midst of 

A Struggle with the Grim Reaper. 

It was very evident at 10 o’clock Satur- 
day night that the end was near at hand. 
The household was summoned to the death 
ehamber. Lady Macdonald stood by the 
side of her noble husband, and around her 
gathered the members of the family. Her 
face showed traces of weary watching and 
long suspense. She bore up bravely. Bells 
of the city were tolled to convey the intel- 
ligence to the thousonds who were 
awaiting this signal that the beloved 
premier was no more. 

Lady Macdonald is now prostrated with 
grief. 

Death Came Peacefully 
at 10:15 o’clock. The premier was conscious 
to the last. The pulse fluttered, the breath 
came shorter, then all was still. 

The cabinet ministers are reluctant to be 
interviewed on the subject of the premier’s 
death, They are grief-stricken at the loss 
of their chieftain. Nowhere is this grief 
more real than among the members of the 
opposition. No one has anything but the 
kindest words for the dead statesman, 
greatest admiration for his abilities and 
the deepest regret at his death. 

Deep Sympathy is Expressed 

for Lady Macdonald and messages of con- 
dolence are pouring in from every quarter 
of the globe. In every church in the city 
yesterday lengthy references were made to 
the deceased statesman. Arrangements 
have been made to fire minute guns here 
and in every city in Canada on Wednesday 
during the progress of the funeral. 

The ex-cavinet ministers met yesterday 
afternoon when Sir John Thomson arrived 
from Montreal, whither he had gone to 
visit his little daugher,who is seriously ill. 
Tt was decided to give the premier a state 


funeral, Lady Micdonald, on being com- 
muuicrted with, cave her consent to this 
arrangement. ‘The governor general has 
not sent for any of Sir John’s colleagues to 
forma ministry.

Signs of the General Sorrow 

felt at the loss the nation has sustained in 
the death of Sir John Macdonald, one of 
her greatest sous. Flags are flying at half- 
mast from the parliament and other pub- 
lic buildings and also many paijvate houses, 
some of which are draped with crape. The 
United States flag is floating at half-mast 
over the United States consulate. 

The remains of the dead leader were 
embalmed yesterday. The embalmer says 
Sir John’s body is less emaciated than was 
generally supposed. The case to the 
casket in which the remains will be in- 
terred is of rolled steel, and is painted a 
beautiful rose color. The massive handles 
are solid bars of oxidized silver, and ex- 
tend along both sides of the coffin. On 
the lid are three large silver figures, em- 
blematic of the flight of time. The casket 
itself is of solid oak, and is lined with 
heavy white silk. The inscription on the 
silver plate has not yet been engrossed. 

Funeral Program. 

The official program of the funeral ar- 
rangements is as follows: The body will 
be privately moved from Earnscliffe to the 
parliament buildings, and will iie in state 
there from 10 o’clock Tuesday morning till 
the hour of the funeral. The state funeral 
wiil leave the parliament buildings at 1 
o’clock p.m. Wednesday for St. Albans 
church and thence to the Canadian Pacific 
railway station, whence the body will be 
conveyed to Kingston. The body will lie 
in state at the city hall, Kingston, until 
Thursday noon, when the interment will 
take place. 

The Future. 

Already there is much discussion as to 
the future, The general opinion is that 
parliament will be adjourned for several 
weeks, while the new ministry goes to the 
country for re-election. Sir John Thomp- 
son is the most probable successor to the 
dead premier. Other names are mentioned, 
but the general belief is that Lord 
Stanley will intrust Sir John Thompson 
with the formation of a new cabinet. 


VISITED BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Lives Lost and Buildings Destroyed in 
Portions of Italy. 

RoE, June §.—The cities of Verona and 
Mantua were shaken by an earthquake 
yesterday. Many houses were damaged. 
Lombardy, Venetia and part of Tuscany 
were visited yesterday morning by re- 
peated shocks. The worst shocks occurred 
about 2 o’clock in the morning. Shocks 
were also felt in Venice and Milan. 

The center of the disturbance was at 
Verona. A subterranean noise was heard 
like the roar of artillery, which was fol- 
lowed by three strong shocks. The in- 
habitants rushed into the streets in terror. 
At Marcenigo three persons were killed, 
and at Badia, Calavena, seventeen were 
badly injured by falling houses and chim- 
neys. Atthe latter place another shock 
was felt at 6 o’clockin the morning and 
much additional damage was done. The 
movements were undulating in character 
and were more or less over the whole of 
north of Italy. 


AN HONORABLE RECORD 


Was That Attained by George M. Ches- 
ter, Who Has Died at Detroit. 

DETROIT, June §.—Capt. George M. Ches- 
ter, one of the best kn6dwn newspaper men 
of Michigan, died here yesterday. aged 52 
years. He was from 1861 to 1863 clerk in 
the officeof Maj. Rucker at Washington. 
While there he prepared the forms of char- 
ter parties in contracts now in the United 
States quartermaster’s department. He 
was ordered as quartermaster to Elmira, 
N. Y., for the great draft, Landled, clothed 
and sent tothe front all of the troops 
raised in western New York. In 1864 Presi- 
dert Lincoln promoted him to be captain 
and assistant quartermaster of volunteers. 
After the war he was city editor of The 
St. Paul Press and then wentto New 
York, where he was subsequently enguged 
in different capacities on almost all of the 
large New York dailies, but finally re- 
turned to Detroitand The Free Press in 
1878, and continued in its service until his 
death. 


THE SAWTELL MURDER. 


Dr. Blood Places No Confidence’ in 
Isaac's Latest Statement. 
Worcester, June 8.—Regarding the 
latest statement of Isaac Sawtell, Dr. 
Charles T. Blood, whose name has been so 
prominent in connection with the case, 
was interviewed. He pronounces false 
Isaac’s story that Hiram Sawtell was 

killed by his paid agent. 

He denied all connection with the case, 
said he had not seen Isaac Sawtell since 
Dec. 21, 1889, and had not seen Hiram for 
a long time previous to his death. He de- 
clared that he positively believed that 
Isaac killed his brother. 


Water Unfit for Baptisms. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 8.—A large 
number of candidates of Dr. Dardis of the 
Loring Street church were expecting to be 
baptized in the Connecticut river yester- 
day, but they refused to be immersed in 
the stream because of its rank state of 
pollution. The baptism in the sewer- 
laden stream was therefore abandoned by 
the clergyman, who took his converted 
flock to the watershop pond, where the 
ceremony was carried out without inci- 
dent in undefiled aqua pura. 


Pawned a Bible and Killed Himself. 

RocuEster, N. Y., June 8.—Thomas 
Bellhouse, an insurance agent, committed 
suicide Saturday night by jumping into 
the canal. The last thing he did before 
suiciding was to pawn his wife’s Bible and 
take the proceeds to pay up an insurance 
policy.

Archbishop Corrigan Preaches 
on the Pope’s Encyclical. 


HENRY GEORGE DOCTRINES 


Meet with a Set-Back from His Holi- 
ness—‘“‘Right of Private Property Alone 
Comes to Us from the Hand of Nature."’ 


Text of the Archbishop’s Sermon. 


New York, June 8.—The encyclical let- 
terfrom Pope Leo XIII arrived on this 
side the water by the Etruria Saturday, as 
well as an authorized translation into Eng- 
lish. The document, which is fourteen 
newspaper columns in length, was for- 
warded to Cardinal Gibbons at Baltimore, 
and transcripts were sent to the archbish- 
ops of the various dioceses in the country. 

Archbishop Corrigan ‘yesterday made 
the encyclical letter the text for his sermon 
at the cathedral. It has been the most im- 
portant document issued by the present 
pope, and exhausts in his scholarly man- 
ner the relation of masses to capital, and 
judging from the remarks made by the 
archbishop it will be a great surprise to 
the friends of Dr. McGlynn, who have all 
along believed that this document would 
be in a measure a certain indorsement of 
their acts by the hierarchy of the church. 

Although no allusions are made to any 
individuals there is all through the docu- 
ment numerous condemnatory passages 

Against the Single Tax Theory. 

Archbishop Corrigan said: ‘ Many 
causes, the holy father says, have brought 
about the seething conflict now existing 
between capital and labor, and many 
efforts have been made to solve the knotty 
question. 

“The Socialists maintain the remedy is 
to be soughtin the abolition of private 
property and the substitution of common 
ownership, the change to be brought about 
by legislative methods. 

“They are of the opinion that by trans- 
ferring property from individuals to the 
community all citizens sharing alike in 
the allotment of wealth and comforts, the 
present evil can be remedied. 

“Now, the holy father says this solution, 
in the first place, does not benefit the 
working classes, Secondly, it is very un- 
just, because it offers violence to the 
legitimate owners and disturbs social or 
der. The aim of the workingman in hir- 
ing his services to another is to obtain 
wages which he disposes of at his pleasure. 

“Now, if by economizing he sets aside a 
portion of his daily earnings, he certainly 
has a full and perfect right to employ it in 
any lawful way he thinks proper. ~* 

“If for the sake of greater security, he 
invested in real estate, he simply : 

Puts His Savings in Another Shape 
to be convertible, if he so desires, into 
money. 

“The land so purchased’ is clearly as 
much his property as the wages were with 
which he bought it, 

“He can dispose of one as he did the 
other, but this is neither more nor less than 
the right of private property. 

‘To deprive the working classes of an op- 
portunity of safe-guarding and of increas- 
ing their little hoards and thereby provid- 
ing for theirfuture comforts is not a ben- 
efit to them, but an injury. The Socialists 
are, therefore, making the condition of the 
meee classes worse than itis at pres- 
ent. 

“The right of private property alone 
comes to us from the very hand of nature, 


aul to deprive man of it isto do him grave 
injustice.”

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 8.—Secret 
Service agents arrested Reuben Palmer 
near Troy, Pa., yesterday.

IMMIGRATION LAWS. 


A Needful Demand for Their 
Stricter Enforcement. 


THE SHIPMENT OF CATTLE, 


Secretary Rusk Issues Humane Regula- 
tions, Which Must Re Followed—Cen- 
sus Funds are Running Low and a 
Thousand Persons Will Be Discharged. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—A stricter en- 
forcement of the immigration laws is one 
of the certainties of the near future. The 
treasury officials are fully in sympathy 
with the sentiment of the country in this 
regard, and from this time it will become 
more and more difficult for undesirable 
foreigners to find alodgment in the United 
States. Assistant Secretary Nettleton, 
who has the immediate control of immi- 
gration matters, is alive to their import- 
ance. Hehas giventhem careful and in- 
telligent study. He has gone abont his 
work in the belief that all Americans, 
native born and naturalized, are equally 
interested in keeping the idle, the vicious, 
the pauper and the unproductive immi- 
grant from our shores. 

The newly appointed commissioner of 
immigration, W. D. Owen, will have to 
deal, as his first workin his new office, 
with one of those periodical floods of im- 
migration which from time to time sweep 
in upon this country. For the past two 
fiscal years, 1889 and 1890, the number of 
immigrants was substantially the same,or 
444,427 for one year, and 455,302 for the 
next. In the first six months of the fiscal 
year, or the half ending Dec. 31, 1890, there 
was, however, an increase of 39,807 over 
the same half year in 1889, and in the same 
four months there has been an increase of 
42,816, making an entire increase for the 
year of 81,623. 

This makes an immigration for the first 
ten months of the present year of 401,258. 
The immigration of the last two months 
of the last fiscal year (1890) was 136,697. It 
will not be short of 180,000 for May and 
June this year. The total for the year will 
be about 480,000. These are large figures, 
but they are not remarkable. In the last 
eleven fiscal years this number 

Has Been Exceeded in Six Years, 
or more than half thetime. The wave of 
immigration is rising, but for the past 
year it is below the average. It is custom- 
ary to direct attention to the immigration 
from Huaogary, Poland and Italy as in- 
creasing. It undoubtedly is, but just at 
present Germany, Sweden and Norway are 
displaying a large increase. In the four 
monthk ending with Aprilour total im- 


| migration arose one-third (33 per cent.), 


but the share coming from Germany rose 
55 percent, and from the Scandinavian 
peninsula 40 per cent. On the other hand, 
Hungary rose 35 per cent., Italy 31 per 
cent. and Russia 33 per cent. The present 


| rush comes chiefly. therefore, from regions 
| that have furnished us some of the best of 


our foreign stock. ; 
Mr. Owen will soon enter upon his work. 


It has pleased a number of persons and 
some newspapers recently to make un- 
truthful statements as to the great mass 
of immigrants to this country, and to dis- 
parage the United States on that account. 
It is true that stringent measures have re- 
cently been enacted to exclude undesirable 
immigrants; but no steps have been taken, 
and none are likely to be, to restrict 
The Flow of Desirable Immigrants, 

who have contributed so much to the na- 
tional prosperity of this republic. Itisa 


| curious fact that these representative meas- 


ures are directed in part against some of 
the British charitable institutions, from 
whose efforts to impose the burden of their 
helpless poor. with idiots and criminals, 
upon other countries, the municipalities of 
the Dominion in recent years, as well as 
that of the United States, have greatly 
suffered. 

In fact, Canada has been selected by the 
different countries of Europe as one of the 
sluice gates through which the human re- 
fuse of the Old World shall be forced to 
pass on its way to the United States; but 
it fairly can be said,as to the great body of 
immigrants to the United States, that 
only an extremely small percentage of the 
great body of immigrants is undesirable. 
The hospitulity of the country has been 
abused, and the thrifty and prosperous 
immigrants are even more eager than the 
native-born citizens for the adoption of 
stringent measures to keep the stream of 
immigration pure. 


IN HUMANITY’S INTEREST. 
Stringent Rules for the Transportation 
of Export Cattle. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—In accordance 
with the act of congress of March 3 last, 
for the-safe transportation and humane 
treatment of export cattle from the 
United States to foreign countries, Secre- 
tary Rusk has issucd a series of regula- 
tions for vessels engaged in such trans- 
portation. Vessels desiring to export 
cattle from the United States will be re- 
quired to first obtain from the secretary 
if agriculture 4 registered certificate, good 
for one year. This certificate will, among 
other things, state the number of 
cattle which the vessel may transport. 
Provision is made for a cancellation of the 
certificate upon the violation of any of the 
regulations, and also for such changes in 
the deck fittings of the vessel as the veterin- 
ary inspector at the port may think neces- 
sary at any time. Cattle carried on the 
upper or spar deck must be given space 
oft. Gin. in width by 8ft. in depth. ; Those 
loaded between decks 2ft. 8in. in width, by 
8ft.in depth. Only four head will be al- 
lowed in each pen, except at the end ofa 
row, where five will be allowed together. 
Vessels will be allowed to carry three 
deckioads of cattle, but where a vessel de- 
sires to carry cattle on the lower or steer- 
age decks special permission must be ob- 
tained. The regulations for the upper and 
under deck fittings prescribe in great de- 
tail just how these fittings shall be con- 
structed, with a view to the comfort and 
safety of the cattle. No vessel will be al- 
lowed to take on board any cattle unless 
they have been at port twenty-four hours 
at least before sailing time, except in 
special cases. 

THE AXE WILL FALL 


And Many Employes of the Census Office 
Will Soon Be Out of a Job. 


WAcHINGTON, June 8.—There is conster- 
nation in the various branches of the cen- 
sus office. It grows out of the fact sr 
the money appropriated to carry on t 
work is running so low that it is neccessary 
to reduce the force. It is hinted that be- 
tween now and July 1 the force is to be re- 
duced 1000, which takesin quite 4 large 


nearly all of those who were recently given 
& three months’ appointment. T iis infor- 
mation was imparted Saturday by Chief 
Clerk Childs, on being asked to transfer a 
number of the clerks to the regular list, or 
teappoint them for another three months’ 
term. He replied that it was impossible 
to do so, and that on the expiration of the 
time there would not be any new ones ap- 
pointed. This state of affairs will delay 
the work of the office considerably, and 
will necessitate an extra appropriation to 
complete it. 


TRAVELING IN INDIANA. 


Between Tramps and Lawless Mobs It is 
Decidedly Unpleasant. 


CoLumBus, Ind., June 8.—As a south 
bound freight train on the Louisville divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania line was leaving 
Indianapolis it was boarded at the belt 
crossing by twenty-eight tramps, who, 
when ordered off, overpowered the train- 
men and run the train to suit themselves. 
‘The officers here were notified by wire, and 
were at the depot when the train arrived. 
The tramps had congregated in a box car, 
and when the officers attempted to raid it 
they were met with a volley of shots, 
which they immediately returned. Finally 
the tramps were routed, and nine of them 
are now in jail. 

The north bound train on the Pennsyl- 
vania lines was taken by a drunken mob 
just after it pulled out at Seymour at 9 
o'clock Saturday night. Knives were 
drawn and used freely. Charles Cuttinger 
was badly used up, as were also two 
strangers. The train was in charge of 
Harry Smith, conductor, who placed four 
men under arrest here and lodged them in 
jail. 

HYDROPHOBIA’S RAVAGES. 


A Herd of Cattle Becomes Affected and 
Communicates It to Human Beings. 


KAnsas City, Mo., June 8.—Some two 
weeks ago a mad dog bit a steer, one of a 
herd of cattle belonging to the Vanderburg 
Bros,, living in the western portion of 
Atchison county, Kansas, The steer was 
soon afflicted with hydrophobia, which 
spread to other members of the herd. 
There were three of the Vanderburg broth- 
ers, and each of them was bitten by the 
afflicted animals. They did not know the 
terrible nature of the disease with which 
their cattle were afflicted, and paid no par- 
ticular attention to their injuries until 
Friday, when one of the brothers became 
violently ill with hydrophobia. Saturday 
night he diedin the most excruciating ag- 
ony. Yesterday another of the brothers, 
died, and the third was brought to this 
city by asurgeon of the Missouri Pacific 
corps, where he was placed in the Missouri 
Pacific hospitai. He has all of the terrible 
symptoms of hydrophobia,and it is not 
believed that medical skill can save him.

WORLD’S FAiR NOTES. 


Mr. George W. Childs, of Philadelphia, 
has consented to exhibit his fine art and 
souvenir collection at the Chicago fair. 


The Chicago society of’ the Sons of New 
York are deeply chagrined at the failure of 
the Empire state to make an appropriation 
for a World’s fair exhibit. 


It has been determined to send to the 
World’s fair as a feature of the govern- 
ment exhibit the largest specimen that can

Thomas M. WaHer, of Connecticut, ex- 
consul general to London, will be the per- 
manent European representative of the 
foreign exhibits committee of the Colum- 
bian exposition in England. 

Thomas A. Edison’s exhibition at the 
World’s fair will be the ‘‘Kinetograph,” a 
combination of photography and phonog- 
raphy, by which an opera, a prize fight or 
a drama can be accurately reproduced, 

The construction of the caravel, which is 
to be built for the World’s fair in exact 
fac simile of that in which Columbus sailed 
for the New World 400 years ago, is under 
the direction of Lientenant McCarthy Lit- 
tle, a retired officer of the navy. It is to 
be equipped exactly as was the caravel of 
Columbus, and manned by sailors in the 
costume of that age.

Plenty of Air at Night. 

It is reallw remarkable the prejudice 
which exists among persons afferwise 
sensible and intelligent against night air. 
They consider z breath of it while sleep- 
ing as something to be carefully guarded 
against. Yet science has announced and 
experience justified the fact that at no 
time in the twenty-four hours is the air 
of a crowded city so wholesome and pure 
as after 11 o'clock. This is specially true 
during the warm spring and summer 
months, when the setting of the sun and 
the consequent cooling process which the 
earth immediately begins sends gff 
vapors and exhalations in vitiating quan- 
tities. After two or three hours the at- 
mosphere is rid of its impurities and 
clear to a noticeable degree. 

This air should come into our sleeping 
rooms copiously, not in a direct draught 
upon the bed, but for free circulation 
through the apartment. Happily nowa- 
days most private houses are built with 
transoms to the bedrooms and it is easy 
to set the air moving. Such, however, 
as are obliged to occupy a one windowed 
sleeping room without a transom will 
find good air circulation got by lowering 
the window from the top and raising it 
from the bottom. ‘ 

The ventilation of the sick room is an- 
other subject in which most persons have 
not advanced from the old fashioned 
notion that air direct from the outer at- 
mosphere is to be avoided. A trained 
nurse will tell you that she fights this 
obstinately-clung-to tenet in nine fami- 
lies out of ten to which she goes. Yet 
who so much needs the vitality and 
strengthening qualities of fresh air as a 
patient struggling with disease? 

It was refreshing. to encounter a sensi- 
ble mother the other day who has recent- 
ly brought her two boys through scarlet 
fever, and hear her tell how every two 
or three hours she covered them up, 
leaving just breathing space, and filled 
the room with fresh air. It was doubt- 
less an important factor in their easy 
convalescene and entire freedom from 
the too often serious aftermath of this 
dread disease.—Her Point of View in 
New York Times. 


The Care of Gloves. 

A glove tree is a new fancy. Thisisa 
plaster cast of the hand of the owner on 
which she stretches her gloves when not 
in use, so that they are molded to the 
hand when worn, and do not get out of 
shape lying in the glove box or drawer. 
Very few people take proper care of a 
kid glove after removing it from the 
hand. Nothing is moreslovenly than to 
roll it up in a hard little wad, in the way 
it is sometimes disposed of when not in 
use. Remove it from the hand carefully; 
do not strip it off, turning it inside out 
and straining all the seams, but take it 
off gently, pulling each of the fingers 
into shape. 

Lay it lengthwise stretched out in a 
glove box of sufficient length so that it 
need not be folded over at the wrist. A 
glove that is properly cared for will last 
longer and fit far better all the time it 
lasts than one that is carelessly treated. 
A silk glove should fit the hand as snug- 
ly as one of kid, and should be taken 
care of as thoroughly. As silk is very 
elastic, it is necessary to purchase a silk 
glove a size or two smaller than the size 
of the kid glove worn in order to have 
it fit the hand properly. 

The very best pure silk glove with 
seams will stretch so much after it has 
been worn that it will get out of shape 
if the seamsare not taken up. Thisisa 
simple matter. Turn the glove inside 
out and sew up each seam a mere trifle, 
but enough to make the glove fit smooth- 
ly. Try the glove on after this, and be- 
hold! it is as snug fitting and perfectly 
molded to the hands as could be desired. 
It will not need taking upa second time. 
—New York Tribune. 


Claremont Teas. 


What are known as ‘‘Claremont teas” 


are entertainments of unusual beauty 
and attractiveness to visitors to New 
York.

Quincy Loses 11 Inward and 7 
Outward Trains, 


Trains to Run Half Hourly in the Busy 
Part of Day—Otherwise Hourly, 


The Dairy LEDGER has already noted 
the fact that the Old Colony Railroad con- 
templated a very radical change in the 
suburban time-table, but what could have 
induced the management to treat the city 
of Quincy so shabbily we cannot tell. 
Quincy now has thirty-two inward trains 
and generally expects a few additional 
ones inthe summer arrapgement, but on 
and after Monday next it will have but 
twenty-one as follows:

It will be noticed that they are run half 
hourly from 6.13 to 9.13 A. M. and then 
hourly the remainder of the day until 10.36 
P.M. Where Quincy had ten trains be- 
tween 6 and 9.18 A. m. it will in the future 
have but seven, and should a patron miss 
his train he must wait half an hour while 
in the past in three instances trains were 
but six minutes apart. Trains should run 
oftener than once an hour between 9 A. M. 
and 2 Pp. m.; in fact there should be half 
hourly service all day. 

The following summary shows the 
present and proposed service. Where two 
trains are close together in the left hand 
column there were run between the trains 
of the new timetable, and it will be noticed 
they are bunched more in the left hand 
column than in the right, while in other 
place they alternate favorably:

Wollaston will undoubtedly be benefitted 
by the new time-table, for it will have the 
same number of trains as at present only 
run at regular intervals. They will get 
exactly the same service as will Quincy, 
where heretofore they have had one-third 
less trains. 

Quincy Adams, the LEDGER is informed, 
will also have the same service as Quincy 
and Wollaston. If this is a fact it will be 
a great boon to this station, which has 
always had to put up with inferior service. 

Atlantic will be accommodated by West 
Quincy trains, and it is reported that an 
increased number of trains will be run over 
the branch. 

The LepGer does not claim to be an 
expert at making timetables. It recog- 
nizes that many other places besides 
Quincy must be considered, yet it thinks 
that Quincy a city of 17,000 inhabitants, 
and one of the best paying stations on the 
road, is to be slighted. Could not many of 
the express trains which it is rumored are 
to be run express between Braintree and 
Boston, stop at Quincy without seriously 
interfering with the proposed train service ? 
They should.

WILLIAM FIELD. 


Quincy's Oldest Granite 
Manufacturer 


Dies at the Advanced Age of 
84 Years, 


His Partner in Life for 62 Years Still 
Living—a Busy Life, 


The LEDGER today records the death of 
William Field, the last of Quincy’s pioneer 
quarrymen at his residence on Adams 
street, Monday afternoon. 

Mr, Field was taken sick with pneumonia 
a year ago, from which he never fully re- 
covered, although he has been able to be 
about. Three months ago he had an at- 
tack of heart failure and has had several 
attacks since that time, although he has 
not been confined but a few days. 

He has been very hopeful all through his 
illness and was ready to die, but desired to 


live for his wife and family, and during all}, 


his illness he never wanted his aged partner 
in life to leave him. He was conscious up 
to the last moment when he called for his 
wife and then sank into a peaceful sicep. 

He was a kind father, a loving husband 
and an honest dnd upright man, and his 
death will be lamented by all, 

The Norfolk County History has the fol- 
lowing sketch of his busy life, with slight 
modifications: 

William Field, son of Guilford and 
Nancy (Howard) Field, was born on Com- 
mon street, Quincy, Mass., July 11, 1807. 
The Field family is an early colonial one 
of well-established standing in old New 
England days. The various branches of 
this family are occupying positions of 
responsibility, trust and honor in many 
localities at the present day. 

Guilford Pield, born probably in Quincy, 
died suddenly in August, 1819, when 
William was but twelve years’old. He 
married Nancy Howard, of Braintree, 
whose parents died when she was young, 
leaving her to be brought up by her grand- 
parents. On her mother’s side she was 
descended from Nathaniel Wales, who 
settled in Dorchester in 1635. Her grand- 
father once offered her a bag of gold if she 
would lift it, which she conld not do. She 
died at the advanced age of eighty-two, 
Nov. 3, 1852. 

William was early inured to labor, his 
parents being poor, and used to work ata 
very early age, ‘doing chores’’ at differ- 
ent places. After his father’s death he 
lived with Jonathan Beals, on Adams 
street, for one year; then in 1821 he began 
to 

Work in the Granite Quarries 
Then commencing lo attract attention, and 
has from that time until his death been 
identified with every step of the develop- 
ment and growth of this truly gigantic 
industry. 

For over seventy years has Mr. Field 
been connected with the ledges, the men, 
the machinery, the labors and the suc- 
cesses of the granite industry. He saw 
the associates of his early toil fall one by 
one into the long sleep of death, to which 
at last he has been summoned. 

He was hale and vigorous despite his 
years, the oldest granite man in Quincy, 
and the last of the pioneer quarrymen. 
He learned stone cutting, which he 
followed for eight years, working during 
the period on the 

Stone for Bunker Hill 
Monument, New York Exchange (from 
‘“ Wigwam quarry”) and for various other 
places of note. The last seven years of 
this time he was engaged as foreman in the 
cutting and quarrying departments for 
William Packard, and was also his pay- 
master. 

Having a thorough familiarity with all 
departments of the granite business and 
having accumulated some property, in 1839 
he, with others, formed the Franklin 
Granite Company, he to superintend the 
work which was done in Quincy and send 
it to their yard which was in New York 
city. After 18 months Mr. Field formed a 
partnership with the late Eleazer Frederick 
(the company ceasing to do business), and 
purchased its Quincy works, and the firm 
of Frederick & Field is today among the 
most prosperous in this city. 

They did a large amount of building in 
Boston for fifteen or twenty years, and 
afterward made a specialty of monumental 
work, This partnership continued until 
the death of Mr. Frederick in 1879. It 
was then organized with the following 
members, William Field, Mrs. Frederick, 
E. Fred Carr and William A. Eield.

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ACCARAT CHEATING 


The Prince of Wales is Severely 
Scored by 


COUNSEL EDWARD CLARKE. 


The Closing Proceedings in the Great 
Trial—Arguments Pro and Con, Amid 
Great Sensation in the Court Room— 
Demeanor of the Prince. 


Lonpboy, June 9.—The trial of the suit 
brought by Sir William Gordon Cumming 
against Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Wilson, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lycett Green and Mr. Berkeley 
Levett, for damages was resumed yes- 
terday. 

Sir Charles Russell upon the opening of 
the court resumed his address for the de- 
fense. He began by calling attention to 
Sir William Gordon Cumming’s methods 
of playing baccarat. The evidence for the 
defense had given a variety of detail which 
pointed out the the truth rather than a 
parrot-like repetition of the alleged events, 

Sir Edward Clarke, leading counsel for 
the plaintiff, then began his plea. He 
commenced by saying that it had been the 
“common talk” that the Prince of Wales’ 
continual presence in court during the 
trial of this suit had been for the purpose 
of restraining the tongues of the lawyers 
engaged in the case from commenting 
upon the Prince of Wales’ connection 
with it. This remark caused a sensation. 

His opponents, he continued, has always 
been careful to allude to him as the 
“solicitor general,’ and, he added, “‘while 
Iam proud of that title, I must remind the 
jury that I appear in this case simply as an 
English barrister, and I am obliged to dis- 
regard frienaships, and even my own in- 
terests, and comment on the conduct and 
evidence of one of the highest in the land.” 

Sir Edward, as he uttered these last 
words, turned squarely around until he 
faced the Prince of Wales, upon whom 
every eye in court was then fixed and who 
nervously crossed his legs; while the audi- 
ence was utterly aghast at what was con- 
sidered to be the audacity of the solicitor 
general. 

Continuing, the solicitor general re- 
marked that Sir Charles Russell, for the 
defendants, had said that ‘‘even if the jury 
found for the plaintiff and disregarded tne 
document the latter had gignad

“T wish tosay in unmistakable terms,” 
exclaimed Sir Edward Clarke, raising his 
his voice until it echoed telling through 
the court, ‘that it would be impossible 
for the authorities to do any such thing 
and to leave on that list the names of 
Field Marshal the Prince of Wales and 
Gen. Owen Williams.” 

“Yes,”’ exclaimed the solicitor general at 
a certain portion of his address, referring 
tothe Wilsons, “they undoubtedly have 
money, buteven if Sir William Gordon 
Cumming would condescend to take it 
from such 2 source I shall not ask the jury 
to fix the damages beyond a nominal 
sum.” 

When the court adjourned for luncheon 
the Prince of Wales hurriedly left his seat 
on the bench, and, contrary to his usual 
habits of politeness,completely disregarded 
the humble courtesies of several dames 
who were seated in his immediate vicinity. 

After luncheon Sir Edward Clarke re- 
sumed his address to the jury, saying that 
there was nothing ia the accusations 
against the plaintiff that could not be ex- 
plained by thesystem of play which Sir 
William Gordon Cumming adopted, 
though the jury were asked to believe that 
the plaintiff had descended to adopting the 
tricks of the lowest sharper. 

“What was Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming’s reason for signiug the document 
about which so muclg has been said?” 
asked the solicitor general,looking straight 
into the Prince of Wales’s eyes. “It was,’ 
he said, after an effective pause, 

To Save the Prince of Wales. 

“Among the masses of the people,” Sir 
Edward continued, uttering each word 
with startling distinctness, “it is known 
that a club or inn could be prosecuted for 
playing baccarat, and ina great part of the 
community there was a feeling that this 
unhappy incident ought never to have 
been allowed to become known, because 
the circumstances were those which were 
at variance with the feeling, with the con- 
science of the people. 

Sir Edward Clarke’s plain language 
throughout, when he referred to the 
Prince of Wales, and when he made the 
assertion that the afternoon precis was 
prepared by Lord Coventry and signed by 
Sir William Gordon Cumming solely in 
order to shield the Prince of Wales from 
scandal, caused one of the greatest sensa- 
tions of this sensational trial. 

The solicitor-general quoted as the basis 
of these startling allegations, an extract 
from the Earl of Coventry’sdiary in which 
the following words occur; ‘We were in- 
duced to recommend this course because 
we desired to avoid scandal, and in order 
to keep the name of the Prince of Wales 
out of it.’’ 

The solicitor general then said slowly to 
the jury: “It is too late to undo much of 
the mischief which has been done,” and 
then facing the Prince of Wales and look- 
ing the latter directly in the face for about 
the space of a minute, he continued, in a 
voice apparently shaken with emotion, 
“and it may be too late to save the reputa- 
tion of some people mentioned in this case; 
but,” again turning to the jury, “‘it is not 
too late for you to prevent the completion 
of the sacrifice of this gallant officer.”’ 

Again, as Sir William Gordon Cumming 
rose from fhis seat a minute later, and 
while the Prince of Wales and Lord 
Coleridge were still on the bench, there 
was a renewal of the cheers and hand 
clapping, of which the plaintiff appeared 
to take no notice. 

The jury, it was plainly evident, was 
greatly impressed wita the speech of the 
solicitor general. : 

The court was then adjvarned until to- 
day wher the lord chief justice will sum 
up and tie case will be give: to the 
jury.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Redistricting Bill is Advanced One 
Stage—The Senate Cleaning Up Its 
Docket—Miscellaneous Matters. 


Bostoy, June 9.—The house bill to re- 
quire railroad corporations to maintain 
crossings in certain cases was laid over. 

The house redistricting bill was ad- 
vanced one stage by general consent. Mr. 
Reade will move to amend by placing ward 
1 of Boston and Winthrop in the Seventh 
district instead of the Ninth, and trans- 
ferring wards 4and 5 of Boston from the 
Ninth to the Seventh. Mr. Sguthwick 
will move to transfer Lynnfield and Pea- 
body from the Fifth to the Seventh dis- 
trict, and Stoneham and Wakefield from 
the Seventh to the Fifth. Mr. Pinkerton 
will move to transfer Boylston, Princeton 
and Sterling from the Fourth to the Third, 
aud Hopkinton from the Third to the 
Fourth. 

The house voted to insist that the tuber- 
culosis investigation should be by the 
state board of health, on motion of Mr, 
Stevens, and asked for a committee of con- 
ference. Messrs. Stevens, Appleton and 
Reid were appointed. 

The individual municipal bills for gas 
and electric lighting, which had become 
unnecessury by the passage of the general 

| bill, were taken from the table on motion 
| of Mr. Moriarty and placed on file. 

On motion of Mr. Murray each session 
is to be a legislative day. 

Reference to the next legislature was re- 
| ported by the joint judiciary committee on 
| the governor’s message relating to the 

topographical survey commission. 

On motion of Mr. Barrett the petition of 
the town of Concord for the incorporation 
of trustees of town donations was referred 
to the next legislature. 

Ought to pass was reported by the judi- 
ciary committee on the senate bill relating 
to affidavits in poor debtor cases. The 
committee reported inexpedient to legis- 
late on trials of speed of horses. They re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the petition 
of the town of Webster for legislation of 
the acts of a town meeting. 

Ought to pass was reported by the treas- 
ury committee on the house bill making 
an appropriation for the extermination 
of the gypsy moth, and it was passed to be 
engrossed. 

Mr. Champlin introduced a bill estab- 
lishing the salary of the governor’s pri- 
vate secretary at $2500, and of the clerk 
of the executive council at #2000, each 
from Jan. 1, 1891. 


THE LONDON STRIKE. 


Wh he Decided to 


Do in the Premises. 


LONDON, June 9.—The Road Car com- 
pany decided yesterday to determine 
twelve hours work from July 13, drivers to 
be paid 6 shillings a day and after a year’s 
service 6 shillings and 6 pense a day, and 
conductors to receive 4 shillings and 6 
pense a day, and after a year’s service 5 
shillingsa day. If these terms are not 
accepted a lock-out is certain. The com- 
pany is refusing the demands of the 
strikers to dismiss employes who have re- 
mained faithful to their work. Last even- 
ing the strikers held an enthusiastic meet- 
ing, which was addressed by Messrs. 
Mann and Burns. It was unanimously 
decided to reject the company’s offer and 
it was resolved to stick to the original de- 
mands of the strikers. If the demands are 
not conceded to-day the ostlers will be for- 
bidden to attend the horses. The execu- 
tive of the London ‘Trades council has 
issued a manifesto appealing to the public 
to support the strike. The magistrate be- 
fore whom complaint was made against 
Burns in connection with the latter’s in- 
terference with a driver, has refused to 
grant asummons against Burns. 


CROPS IN NEW YORK. 


Reports from the Western Portion of 
the State are Very Discouraging. 


RocueEstTer, N. Y., June 9,—The Demo- 
cratand Chronicle has authentic reports 
from forty-eight fruit-growing districts of 
western New York, which gives a most 
discouraging outlook for fruit this 
season. The apple crop is again, for the 
third successive year, almost a complete 
failure. Of 6000 trees in one Wayne 
county orchard only 800 blossomed. Re- 
ports from Lockport, Medina, Albion, 
Batavia, Attica and Mt. Morris all tell the 
same story of short crop. In the Tona- 
wanda valley frosts have destroyed the 
entire crop. Niagara county will not have 
a fifth of an average crop because of frosts 
and apparent exhaustion of the trees. The 
crop of Bartlett pears will be insignificant. 
A fair yield of Duchesse d’Angouteme 
pears and a good crop of white cherries in 
some localities may be looked for. The 
only fruit of which a large yield is as- 
sured is the quince, which has blossomed 
fully and late. Raspberries are looking 
well and a full crop is certain. ‘But al- 
together, the prospect is bad and fruit 
farming in western New York seems to be 
a pretty profitless business. 


Eighteen Specific Charges, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—The grand jury 
yesterday found eighteen bills of indict- 
ment against ex-City Treasurer John 
Bardsley, charging him with appropriat- 
ing to his own use city and state funds. 
Bardsley is now in prison in default of 
$50,000 bail to answer the charge of em- 
bezzlement of $39,000. The eighteen bills 
of indictment were found on that number 
of specific charges under the three separ- 
ate heads of ‘“‘money loaned by a public 
officer; “deriving gain from deposit of 
public money; and “converting public 
money to his own use by investment.” 


A Stream of Lava. 

NAPLES, June 9.—A large stream of lava 
is issuing from a crater of Mt. Vesuvius at 
the base of the central cone. Sig. Pal- 
mieri, the director of the observatory, 
states that the flow is directly connected 
with Sunday’s earthquake in Lombardy, 
and that the seismic disturbance generally 
stops when an eruption commences. He 
did not consider the lava stream danger- 
ous. 


Statement from Chairman Yonng. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—N. E. Young, 
chairman of the National Base Ball 
board, makes public the following: 

In view of the current report that certain 
players in the Western association have 
jumped their contracts, the National board 
have unanimously agreed that any player in 
any association under the National agree- 
ment who has, or may hereafter do so, shall be 
forever ineligible to play with any club under 
the protection of the National agreement.

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MURDER 1S RAMPANT 


Rumors {of a Revolt Against 
Hypolite. 


ABOUT 100 PERSONS KILLED. 


Eighty Suspected Persons Arrested 


and Put in Irons—Gen. Sully’s Wife 
Thrown Inte Prison — Assassinations 
Unequalled — Executions Take Place 
in Streets in a Cold-Blooded Manner, 


PoRT-AU-PRINCE, June 9.—For the last 
two or three weeks there have been rumors 
that a revolution against President Hypo- 
lite was imminent in this capital. The 
chief executive caused the arrest of about 
eighty suspected persons, and put them in 
irons in prison. Among the suspected was 
a Gen. Scully, who, hearing that he was 
wanted, hid himself. The general’s wife 
was then thrown in prison. aS 

Thursday, May 28, (Corpus Christi), was 
the national holiday, and it was reported 
that on that date Hypolite, in order to ef- 
fectually terrify the populace, had ordered 
aGatling gun to be taken down to the 
prison and the eighty prisoners summarily 
executed. The friends of the prisoners, 
among whom was Gen. Sully,met in coun- 
cil, and while the president was in the 
Cathedral, forced open the prison doors 
and freed all the prisoners, about 250 in 
all. Then, by order of the president, began 
a series of assassinations perhaps un- 
equalled in the annals of civilization. 

The first victim was Ernest Rigaud, a 
respected merchant, who occupied him- 
self exclusively with his business, and was 
positively known to have been perfectly 
innocent of conspiracy of any kind. He 
was sitting on the balcony with his wife, 
when the president passed, ordered him 
out, and sent him to the cemetery to be 
shot. He asked to be allowed to take his 
hat and the president replied: ‘You won’t 
require a hat long.”” His nephew, a boy of 
15 or 16, followed him to the place of exe- 
cution, and returned with the news to the 
afflicted wife, who was still hoping to 
bring influence to bear to save her hus- 
band. He told her, “It is useless; my poor 
uncle has been foully murdered,” 2 

These words were reported to the presi- 
dent, and twenty minutes later the boy 
was brought before him. He'dia-zet deny 
the words, but said: ‘President, I have 
never conspired against you by word or 
deed.’’ The boy was shot at once. 

About the same time Alexis Rossignol, 
an inoffensive and much esteemed man, 
was executed in the streets; afother man 
was put up against the cathedral wall and 
shot; seventeen were executed in a batch; 
and even at this date, an occasional volley 
tells that another poor wretch has been 
sent tohisdoom. There is no fighting in 
the streets to excuse this massacre. Every 
execution is carried out in the most cold- 
blooded way, the executioners being sol- 
diers belonging to the most degraded type 
of men, who seem to enjoy the bloody task. 
It is impossible to enumerate in detail all 
the murders that have been perpetrated 
under the color of law. It is estimated 
that from May 28 to May 31 at least fifty 
persons were put to death and the figures 
are placed by some as high as 100.

NEw HAVEN, June 9.—The races of the 
New Haven Bicycle club at the Elm City 
park yesterday were very successful, the 
weather being pleasant, the track in good 
condition, the attendance large and the 
races fast and exciting.

This race 
was won by Fred Catlin of the New Haven 
club, with a handicap of 200 yards in 
2:25 2-5, with Fred Herman of Hartford, 
180 yards, a close second, and Alf Murphy 
of New York, scratch, two yards behind 
the winner. Murphy’s time, however, is 
the fastest ever made in open competition. 
All of the events were close and created a 
good deal of enthusiasm. 

The prizes for the best appearance in the 
parade were awarded to the Hartford 
Wheel club, the Colt club of Hartford and 
the Bridgeport Wheel club.

The tracks are 4 feet 10 inches 
apart. There are eleven tracks in con- 
secutive order, leading up hill. Each 
track is imbedded in thestone ten inches. 
They are very perfect; even the toe nails 
are distinct. Several Easthampton men 
have tried to buy them. The owner has 
offered to get them out in good shape 
and deliver them for $1,000. Other 
tracks were found near by, but they are 
not as perfect as these eleven.—Green- 
field (Mass.) Gazette. 


Black China. 

At an afternoon tea last week the tea 
service showed the latest combination of 
colors. The teapot and milk jug were 
both black, with handles that showed 
lavender and turquoise blue, combined 
in a very curious way. If the cup was 
black the saucer was colored, and if the 
saucer was of the ebon hue then the cup 
showed the shot effect of the two shades. 
One of the prettiest tea services in Lon- 
don is that used by Lady de Grey. The 
teapot, jug and bowl are of quaint old 
silver, while the cups and saucers are of 
clear white china, thin as an egg shell, 
and having in gold upon them, just as 
her ladyship would write it, the name 
“Gladys.”

Quite a number of citizens who own or 
have the care of houses, letting of. the 
same, met at the office of George H. Brown 
& Co.,in Adams block Quincy, Monday 
evening, and organized by the election of 
the following officers for the ensuing year :

Some thirty or more have joined this as- 
sociation, and it is expected that not less 
than seventy-five will become members dur- 
ing the next few months. 

The object is simply to protect the mem- 
bers against those who are bound to beat 
the landlords out of the rent, if they can, 
by hook or crook. There are other tenants 
who abuse a house wretchedly. All such 
are reported to the secretary every month, 
and is known as the “ black list” and is 
kept on file for the benefit of members. 

It is an excellent association and one of 
great benefit to owners of property in this 
city, and will undoubtedly flourish as many 
similar associations have in other places. 
It is much the same as the grocers’ associa- 
tion—simply a mutual protection against 
rascals who are bound not to paya bill if 
they can get out of it in any way.

An Agreement Reached Whereby They will 
Receive Quincy Pay, 

Concorp, N. H., June 8. The Concord 
branch of the Tool Sharpeners’ Union quit 
work at noon today owing to the refusal of 
employers to make the advance demanded. 
About thirty men were involved. The 
men have been receiving thirty-one cents 
an hour, and three months ago they asked 
for 334 cents, beginning with June 1. They 
worked until this noon. 

The only proposition made by the mar- 
facturers was to increase the wages from 
$2.79 to $2.80 for a day’s work of nine 
hours. 

The cutters, having a supply of tools, 
worked this afternoon, as it was understood 
that they would decline to use tools sharp- 
ened by non-union men. 

The strikers appointed a committee to 
confer with a similar body of the manu- 
facturers. An agreement was reached to 
continue until June 1, 1892, by which the 
sharpeners will receive $2.75 per day of 
nine hours for gangs of twelve men and 
twenty-five cents more for each additional 
man, which is the Quincy, Mass., price. 

Work will be resumed in the morning.— 
Globe.

A Druggist Convicted of Manslaughter. 

Wednesday, at Nelson, Neb., a ver- 
dict was rendered in the famous poison- 
ing case of the state against Stevenson. 
Stevenson was a druggist who had killed 
Miss Carrie Easely through giving her 
corrosive sublimate on a prescription 
which called for calomel. He was con- 
victed of manslaughter. 

Many years ago the public demanded 
that the lawyers should stop using Latin 
in their pleadings, and make them so 
that men of common erudition might 
comprehend their meaning. Naturally, 
the trained lawyer, whose erudition had 
come through years of painful toil, op- 
posed so sweeping a reform. And yet it 
was carried. 

For many years there has been a sim- 
ilar demand that druggists’ prescriptions 
should be written in the language of the 
land, and quite as naturally the phar- 
maceutical colleges have bitterly an- 
tagonized any such change. They have 
so far been successful. 

Now note the Nebraska case. If the 
physician had wanted for his patient the 
corrosive sublimate, he would have 
written “hydrarg. bichlor.” If he had 
wanted calomel he would have written 
“*hydrarg. chlor.” How easy for a care- 
less clerk to mistake the two! How 
almost impossible to mistake if one had 
been written ‘corrosive sublimate” and 
the other ‘‘calomel.” 

Moral: So long as the present system 
continues, be very careful in your selec- 
tion of a druggist. Get a good one.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 


A Ghost with a Gun.

Teachers’ Salaries. 


The committee appointed at the last 
meeting to consider the matter of compen- 
sation of the assistant teachers, submitted 
the following report which was accepted 
and adopted:

JUGGLING WITH FIGURES. 


Western Banks Offer to Take the Bonds 
at 1 1-2 Per Cent.—Condition of the 
Treasury—Opinion of Attorney General. 
Other Washington Matters. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—There were so 
many other subjects before the cabinet 
yesterday that the continuance of the 4'¢ 
per cent. bonds was not discussed at tength. 
The subject will probably be reached at 
the meeting on Friday, but a decision may 
be postponed even longer. Arguments are 
found for continuing the bonds at 1}¢ per 
cent. in the fact that a number of western 
banks have offered to accept them at this 
rate, and that the western banks are the 
biggest holders of the 4!¢ percents. The 
bank officials making these offers have ap- 
parently not calculated the comparative 
loss which would result from taking out 
circulation on 1g per cent. bonds instead 
of loaning the money which might be ob- 
tained by presenting them for redemption. 

Secretary Foster will probably consider 
it unwise to take them at their word for 
fear that a 14 per cent bond might fall be- 
low par. This result would be quite 
probably if most of the banks refused to 
take out circulation and throw their bonds 
upon the market for sale. 


A New Form Adopted. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The United 
States treasurer’s statement of assets and 
liabilities issued, gives acash balance on 
hand of $45,999,000, and then deducts from 
this the national bank deposits of $21,000,- 
000 and $21,000,000 of fractional silver 
coin, leaving what it calls a 
“net balance” of $3,999,000. This 
form was adopted during Treasurer 
Jordan’s administration. Secretary Fos- 
ter regards it as misleading and unsatis- 
factory, and has ordered its discontinu- 
ance. The statements to be issued here- 
after will give the actual cash balance in 
the treasury and will show of what it con- 
sists, but it will be done in a way so as not 
to reflect on the character of any part of 
the balance. 


Long Desired Accession Effected. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—From private 
advices received at the postoffice depart- 
ment from the fourth Quinquennial Uni- 
versal Postal union congress, now holding 

essions at Vienna, it is learned that the 
long-desired accession of the Australian 
c>lonies has been effected. This means a 
r-duction of more than 50 per cent. in the 
rites of postage to those countries, the 
Postal union rate being only 5 cents per 
half ounce for letters and 2 cents for postal 
cards. This important reform, it is said, 
is largely due to the efforts of the United 
States delegates. 

Opinion of Attorney General. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Miller has given an opinion that the 
Secretary of the Treasury has full authority 
to reduce the annual rental of the seal 
islands to an amount proportionate to the 
number of seals which the contractors are 
allowed to take. Under the original con- 
tract, providing for a catch of 100,000 seals 
per annum, the rent was fixed at $50,000. 
On this basis the rent for the present year 
has been fixed at $3,750 or 50 per cent. of 
the seal catch of 7500. 

A New Treaty Project. 

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Simon Stevens 
of New York, late president of the Te- 
hauntepec Railway and Ship Canal com- 
pany,has prepared,and is about to submit, 
a project of treaty, which it is proposed 
shall be made between the government of 
Mexico and that of the United States, pro- 
viding that Mexico and the United States 
shall jointly guarantee so much of an issue 
of $100,000,000 of 2 per cent. 100-year gold 
bonds as will be sufficient to insure to 
completion the construction of a transit 
of the Isthmus of Tehauntepec from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific ocean by 
means of a ship canal and marine railway, 
with commodious harbors on both coasts. 


New Enterprise for Fall River. 

FALL RIVER, June 10.—Last night Adam 
Cotterell, ex-treasurer of the American 
Printing company, verified the truth of 
ramors to the effect that a new calico 
print works was to be established in this 
city. The new works will have a capacity 
of three and possibly four machines. The 
capital stock, amounting to $100,000 has 
been subscribed. The business carried on 
will be principally job work for commis- 
sion houses or mills. No stock of gray or 
printed goods will be carried except at the 
risk of consignees. The location of the 
works will be very near the outlet of the’ 
stream, where the original print works in 
this city were situated. Work has already 
been begun. 


Schools for Christian Workers. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 10,—The fifth 
commencement of the School for Chris- 
tian Workers was held in Hope church 
last night. The invocation was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Graham Taylor of Hartford, 
Rev. Dr. G. M. Stone of Hartford read the 
scriptures and Presiding Elder Eaton 
offered prayer.

The firm claimed a capital 
of $400,000.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


The Police Pension Lill Rejected in the 
House—State Tax Same as Last Year, 
$1,750,000-—-Other Matters of Minor 


Importance. 


Boston, June 10.—The finance commit- 
tee reported the state tax bill for $1,750,000, 
which is the same amount as last year. 
The auditor report estimated the expenses 
at 25,731,315.52, but the appropriations of 
this legislature have been 9$6,718,)44 12, an 
excess of $986,930.90. The chief items of 
the excess are these—public buildings, 
$325,930; Fort Point bridge channel, $80,000; 
state house sinking fund, $77,012.26; Chi- 
cago extgbition, $75,000; premium on the 
purchase of bonds for the school fund, 
$50,000; gypsy moth commission, $50,000; 
nautical training school, $50,000; rapid 
transit commission, $20,000; Devens statue, 
$15.000; committees to sit during the re- 
cess, The auditor estimated the revenue 
at $5,270,894.69, leaving an excess of ex- 
penses of $1,447,349.73. 2 

Mr. Kittredge moved a reconsideration 
of the engrossment of the Boston police 
pension bill, and Mr, Lomasuey opposed 
the motion vigorously.

KEROSENE DANGEROUS KINDLING., 


Boston Boy Attempts It and is Badly 
Burned. 


Boston, June 10.—Michael Monahan, 11 
years old, was terribly burned at his home, 
119 Salem street, about 5:40 p. m., yester- 
day. He was trying to kindle a fire and 
useda kerosene cau with the usual un- 
fortunate result. He rushed screaming 
into the street, where some teamsters 
wrapped blankets about his blazing clothes, 
extinguishing the fire. He was removed 
to the Massachusetts general hospital, 
where it was found he was badly burned 
about the face, limbs and body. 

The fire destroyed all the poor family’s 
belongings, clothing and furniture, and 
damaged the house to the extent of $50 be- 
fore it was extinguished. 

The mother was away at work when the 
fire broke out, and had left the youngest, 
as usual, in the care of the boy. He did 
what was possible tostay the flames, and 
then, his clothing literally ablaze, ran out 
exhausted, crying to the bystanders to 
save his little sister. She was rescued 
comparatively uninjured. Mrs. Monahan 
has lost all her worldly effects, and isina 
most destitute condition. Capt. Kenney 
considers it a case where charity might 
well be bestowed, and has started a sub- 
scription paper.

A Western Ranchman Claims Ownership 
to Picture of Maine’s First Governor. 


AvGusta, Me., June 10.—For nearly 
thirty years there has been suspended on 
the walls of the state house rotunda a fine 
oil painting of William King, Maine’s first 
governor, which it was supposed belonged 
to thestate. Frazier Gilman, formerly of 
Waterville, but now a western ranchman, 
claims, however, that the picture belongs 
to him, and he asks the governor and 
council to return it to him. 

He says that the picture was loaned to 
the state by his wifein 1850 at the request 
of Mr. Blaine, and he presents a letter 
from Mr. Blaine to show that the picture 
was borrowed.

Women’s Higher Education. 

The twenty-eighth annual commence- 
ment of the Women’s Homeopathic Med- 
ical college—the second institution of its 
kind to be established in the world—in- 
vites attention, not more to the work it 
is accomplishing for the advanced pro- 
fessional education of women than to the 
drawbacks that hamper work.

There is no question but that this én- 
terprise is languishing because of the ex- 
haustive demands made upon those who 
naturally would be its friends by the 
opening of the Men’s Homeopathic Med- 
ical college a year ago. 

The prosperous inauguration of a Wo- 
men’s Allopathic college on Second ave- 
nue is, however, a constant spur and ex- 
ample to this project. in point of use- 
fulness, the college, hospital and dis- 
pensary of this establishment are now 
all that could be desired. The Rey. 
Henry S. Day is the president and Dr. 
Phoebe Wait is the dean of the Woman's 
Homeopathic Medical college. The 
father of Mrs. Dr. Jennie Lozier, the 
late Dr. Clement Lozier, was its founder.

Women’s Work in France. 

In France a woman can earn a decent 
livelihood by going out as a mender to 
those who have not time or capacity to 
do their own household work. 
tion of embroideries and tapestries is 
sometimes paid as much as four francs a 
day, but this work is of course very un- 
certain. In plaiting and ruching no work 
isdone in January and February. In 
tailoring women are paid according to 
the quality of their work. All work for 
children is well paid and steady, and 
this includes the dressing of dolls. 

Women do mattress carding, 
which in France is generally done in the 
house. Laundresses are paid by the 
piece. Bread carriers are paid from 
eighteen to twenty-two francs a week, 
according to the quarter and the custom 
received, besides two pounds of bread 
perdiem. Printers, stitchers and folders 
are paid from one to three francs a day. 
A fairly remunerated occupation is the 
coloring of playing cards. As lithog- 
raphers, chromo-lithographers, as fillers 
and markers of ink bottles, as composi- 
tors, as bookbinders, good workwomen 
can earn five francs a day.—Exchange. 

Training Women.

IN THE COMMONS. 


Mr. Balfour Deals with Crimes Act and 
Educational Questions. 

Lonpoy, June 10.—Mr. Balfour, in the 
house of commons, replying to a question 
asked by Thomas Sexton, suid that all 
clauses of the crimes act dealing with boy- 
cotting and intimidation can be withdrawn 
from the whole of Ireland, excepting 
county Clare, and some of the baronies in 
which the “plan of campaign” still exists. 

Tbe debate on the government’s educa- 
tion bill being resumed, Mr. Balfour 
stated that Ireland’s share of the budget 
would be applied to freeing elementary 
education in much the same way as in 
England. He added that an early oppor- 
tunity would be taken to deal completely 
with the problem of compulsory education. 
He had little hope that the Irish measure 
would be passed this session, but it had 
been introduced in order to enable the 
members to consider it during recess. The 
minimum grant for Ireland for this pur- 
pose, sai€ Mr. Balfour, in conclusion, 
would be $900,000. 

A futile attempt was made by Radical 
and Irish members to defeat the govern- 
ment by strategem in the absence of mem- 
bers attending the Ascot races, and an 
acrid discussion arose. Mr. Balfour 
finally carried the clause under closure, 
but at the same time he proposed an 
amendment which met with Mr. Sexton’s 
approval. 

An Enraged Bull. 

| Boston, June 10.—John O’Halloran of 
| Barry’s Corner, Brighton, a man recently 
engaged by J. A. Hathaway asa drover to 
go to Europe with them, was so seriously 
gored by an enraged bull that he may not 
live. He had been cautioned not to ap- 
proach too near the animals, but attempted 
in vain to separate two fighting animals, 
and being thrown’ to the ground one of 
them gored him, plunging his horn into 
his side and through the left lung, the end 
emerging through his breast.

A MOST BRUTAL MURDER. 


New Bedford Starfled by a Blood- 
Stained Boat on Egg Island. 


NEw BEDFORD, June 10.—New Bedford 
was yesterday the scene ofone of the most 
brutal murders ever committed in this 
vicinity. 

First came the intelligence that the body 
of a man had been found on Egg island. 
Upon investigation it was found that a 
_man had been foully dealt with in a boat 
which had gone ashore on the isiand, and 
when this intelligence reached the city the 
news spread like wildfire. The fact that 
the gyictim was Peter E. Johnson, a Pay- 
kead Indian, one of the heroes at the dis- 
aster of the steamer City of Columbus, 
which went ashore on Gay Head, Jan. 18, 
1884, only added to the excitement which 
prevailed 

The suspected murderer isa stranger 
with whom Johnson become acquainted 
yesterday afternoon in a liquor saloon. 

Joseph Hemell was the first to discover 
the deadly werk. His story is substantially 
as follows: *“l'his morning, in company 
with George rates, we were hailed by a 
man who stood on the boulders that ex- 
tend seaward for half a mile beyond the 
island. Hesaid he wanted to be taken 
ashore to get assistance to float his fishing 
boat. He offered us $1.50, and we took 
him ashore. Just before reaching the Fair- 
haven shore the stranger jumped from the 
boat and waded ash re, where he told us 
he had no money with him, but would pay 
later and asked us to go back and look 
after his boat. 

“This we dil. and we learned for the 
first time the iorrible truth. Under the 
bottom of the boat was the body of John- 
son. The sight of which I shall never for- 
get. The man was terribly hacked about 
the head. We then put back to Fairhaven 
and notified the authorities.” Constable 
Joshua Delano, in company with Select- 
man John I. Bryant, went to the scene of 
the murder, which is about 144 miles from 
the south shore of Fairhaven. The body 
was found as described. 

Medical Examiner Taylor of New Bed- 
ford was sent for and when he reached 
the island, the body was identified as that 
of Peter E. Johnson. Papers in a satchel 
found in the cabin of the boat settled this 
without a doubt. They were pension 
papers, and bore the name of “Peter E, 
Johnson, company I, 4th volunteers, 
Mass.”’ 

Word has been received here from Taun- 
ton, by telephone, that a man, giving the 
name of Charles Marston, and answering 
the description of the supposed mur- 
derer, was arrested late last night and 
lodged in the police station. 

The man admitted having been off in a 
boat with an Indian and a colored man, 
but further than that he would not talk. 


Death of Stillman B, Allen, 

Boston, June 10.—Stillman B. Allen 
passed peacefully away without a struggle 
about 9 p.m. yesterday, from heart failure, 
at his home, No.38 Commonwealth avenue. 
Mr. Allen has been suffering for more 
than two years. In January last he was 
taken ill with pneumonia, indigestion and 
a complication of diseases, ending with en- 
largement of the heart.

PENSIONERS ON A STRIKE. 


Veterans Object to Turning Over Their 
Pension Money. 

The new rule at the Soldiers’ Home at 
Chelsea requiring pensioners to turn over a 
portion of their pension money to the 
treasurer is causing considerable disatis- 
faction. 

This rule is now in force in the State 
homes for soldiers and sailors in New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Connecticut, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Ohio, Michigan, Kansas, New York, and 
also at Quincy (Mass.) Home for Sailors. 

The original rule atthe home was that 
no pensioner should be received, but since 
the passage of the new pension law it has 
been considered that any one sufficiently 
disabled to be a member of the home was 
entitled to a pension. 

The old inmates are the ones who vigor- 
ously resent the new rule, and three have 
already left the home rather than submit. 

The object of the directors is to have the 
inmates receiving pensions contribute 
something to their own support. It is their 
intention to give a portion of the pension 
money to the dependent families, 

Only $2 per month will be allowed the 
pensioners, and those who do not pay over 
their pension money will be peremptorily 
discharged.—Boston Globe.

It will be noticed at the outset that there 
was a remarkable increase during the past 
year, from 3665 in 1890 to 4045 in 1891. 

The South district again makes the 
largest increase, gaining 14 on the West. 
In five years the South has gained 89 on 
the West and is now but 123 behind. 

All the districts show an increase over a 
year ago, varying from 12 at the Point to 
134 in the West. It is the first year in the 
five that each of the districts have made 
an increase. : 

The Point district is the only one that is 
not larger than five years ago. 

The largest percentage of gain_in the 
five years was made in the Wollaston dis- 
trict—over 50 per cent. 

The Centre district made a larger gain the 
past year than in the preceding four com- 
bined, and the Atlantic district made a 
larger gain the past year than it did in the 
last five.

A PLEASANT OUTING. 


A Large Party and a Grand Good Time 
at Athol, Mass, 


The Suburban Press Association has had 
a very delightful time at Athol, Mass, The 
citizens and Board of Trade, through their 
wide-awake editor, R. William Waterman, 
invited the association to come and see how 
delightfully they were situated in the north- 
westerly corner of Worcester County, and 
to enjoy a little rest away from the cares 
always found in an editor's office. 

Accordingly, on Saturday morning last, 
one hundred ladies and gentlemen, started 
by way of that well-managed railroad, the 
Fitchburg, for a short summer trip. The 
party left Boston at 8.30 and arrived at 
Athol about 11 o'clock, where they were 
taken in carriages to the several hotels for 
dinner.

To Be Consilered Regarding 
Our Postal Service. 


THE KILLING OF SEALS. 


Active Preparations for a Close Season 
in Behring Sea—Court of Private Land 


Claims Instituted — Superintendent 


Meredith and the Knights of Labor. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—Modern meth- 
ods are beginning to receive some at- 
tention at the postoffice department. The 
postal service has lagged behind private 
enterprises for generations, simply because 
it encountered none of the healthy compe- 
tition of private business, and it has been 
as bad under one party as the other. 

Postmaster General Wanamaker is in- 
teresting himself just now-in a plan urged 


by Postmaster Harlow of St. Louis, who is | 


here to attend the meeting of tie commis- 
sion on house letter boxes. Tue new plan 
is intended to facilitate the collection and 
delivery of mail in large cities by the 
introduction of asystem very much like 
that of the railway mail service. In study- 
ing the methods of wagon distribution and 


collection now in operation in Berlin, it | 


occurred to Mavor Harlow that this valu- 
able service could be very much quickened 
and otherwise improved by 
Utilizing the Street Car Scstem 

of St. Louis, by attaching a small postal 
car to some of the cable trains. This 
miniature railway postal car, so to speak, 
could make half a dozen tripsa day with- 
out the slightest interference with the 
regular schedule time of the roads. In 
place of the six large sub-stations thirty or 
forty small stations could be conveniently 
located upon car lines in drug or book 
stores. The bulk of the mail for aistribu- 
tion could be assorted for the different 
sub-stations before it left the postoffice, 
and all the distribution necessary would 
consist merely in classifying the mail de- 
posited in the car while in transit. 

The letter carriers would proceed from 
these sub-stations directly to their respec- 
tive routes without the present loss of 
time. In St. Louis this item alone would 
save from 80 to 100 hoursa day or $10,000 
to $12,000 aunually. To this would have 
to be added 

The Saving of Time 
in the handling of drop letters at the cen- 
tral office, as about all of these would be 
mailed either at the sub-station or directly 
on the cars, where they could be cancelled, 
distributed and delivered to the proper 
stations for immediate delivery, All col- 


lections would be turned into sub-stations, | 
and from these points sent directly to the 


stations nearest to the postoflice. The 
postal cars would run on schedule time, so 
that business men could time their letters 
very closely. 

The directors of the most important 
street car lines in St. Louis consider this 
scheme practical and will operate and 
maintain postal cars for not more than 
$1500 per car annually, while the equip- 
ment of old-style cars of the bobtail pat- 
tern could be accomplished at a minimum 
cost. The expense over that of the pres- 
ent system would be quite small compared 
with the quick service and the increased 
postal facilities thus placed within easy 
reach of public patronage. 

Various plans of quicker collection and 
delivery in cities by means of the street 
cars have been considered by other post- 
masters in larger cities, and it is the inten- 
tion of the postmaster general to gather 
information and opinions and organize a 
definite plan of operation. 

THE SEALS. 


Preparations for Closely Observing the 
Close Season. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The  govern- 
ment is actively preparing to carry out the 
plan for a close season in Behring sea this 
year. Icis understood that the forcg of 
revenue cutters now in those waters is to 
be supplemented by cne or more uaval 
vessels at the earliest possible moment. 
There are four vessels at Mare Island,Cal., 
ready forsea. They are the Thetis, the 
Marion, the Mohican and the Alert. The 
first of these is specially fitted for north- 
ern waters, but has no armament beyond 
a few small machine guns, while the oth- 
ers carry the usual naval armament for 
vessels of their class. The British men- 
of-war available for service in Alaskan 
waters are fewin number. So far as is 
known here, there are not more than 
three near Esquimault, as the larger part 
of the Pacific squadron was sent to Chili 
some months ago and has not yet returned 

The British government, it is known, 
wishes the agreement to be strictly ob- 
served. A proposition was made by Min- 
ister Pauncefote that authority be given 
the British government to station an agent 
on the seal islands to make sure that the 
North American Commercial company 
does not kill more than the 7500 seals in 
the agreement. But on this ground the 
request was promptly denied by the presi- 
dent, who felt that it wasa reflection upon 
the good faith of this government that 
could not be permitted. For another 
reason, however, he saw fit to allow the 
British agent to visit the seal islands, and 
that was in order that he might see for 
himself and report to his government for 
its guidance in the arbitration, the actual 
state of the seal fisheries. By the agree- 
ment to maintain a close season the 
United States suffers a loss of more than 
$500,000, which would be the revenue if the 
full number of sealskins were to be taken 
this year by the Commercial company. 
This company also suffers heavily through 
the suspension, and meanwhile the poach- 
ers are believed to be taking large num- 
bers of skins and killing the mother seals 
while they are at sea in search of food for 
their young. 


NEW COURT CREATED. 


Brief Sketch of the Five Men Who Will 
Constitute Its Membership. 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The court of 
private land claims, constituted by the 
president yesterday, consists of three Re- 
publicans and two Democrats. Mr. Reed, 
who is made chief justice of the court, isa 
resident of Council Bluffs, Ia. He served 
during the War ef the Rebellion as an 
officer in the Second battery, lowa Light 
artillery. He was elected to the Fifty- 
first congress as a Republican and since 
the close of that congress has engaged in 
the practice of his profession.

He lives at Denver.

“The committee appointed to investi 
gate the quality of paper and material 
used by the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing was agreed upon before the present 
secretary was appointed, Soon after they 
began their investigation a committee 
representing the Knights of Labor sub- 
mitted for investigation certain charges 
against the chief of the bureau. One of 
these was to the effect that he was using 
inferior material, especially inks. The

vestigation, A report has beeu made that 
the isks used are of the lest quality 

It is only fair to say that the investigation 
just closed was largely ex-parte and was 
made with but little effort on the parts of 
knights to prove their charges,” 

The secretary said that this was all he 
would say on the subject. It is learned 
from other sources that the charges made 
by the Knights of Labor against the pres- 
ent administration of the bureau are still 
under investigation. They apply to the 
general question of discipline and allege 
that Chief Meredith has discriminated 
against -rganized labor. 


BUSINESS AND PLEASURE. 


Visiting Comps Accept the Hospitalities 
of the Hub's City Fathers. 


Boston, June 11.—One of the first acts 
of yesterday’s session of the International 
Typographical union convention was the 
acceptance of the invitation from the 
mayor and the city of Boston tor a trip 
down the harbor, and it was decided to 
keep iu session until 1 p.m., when the 
meeting adjourned until evening, 

After having examined the books of the 
Secretary-treasurer, the committee on 
finauce found them correct,and the money 
when counted corresponded to that called 
for, being over $23,000, 

The question of whether or not to admit 
the testimony of union men not members 
of I. T. U., when charges are made against 
members of the local unions,took ap much 
time, and the report of the committee on

Au overwhelming vote defeated the 
propositions to establisha paid commis- 
sion to sit after the convention, and to 
provide for an industrial exhibit on the 
part of the printers at the World’s fair in 
1893. 

The necessity for a closer union between 
the different branches of the trade was in- 
sisted upon by Mr. McGarvey of the New 
York =tereotypers’ union, whose resolu 
tion in favor of it was reported upon ad 
versely by the committee on law, as it was 
already covered by thelaw. This brought 
out a number of good debates:

Follow the Path of Vorest Fires in the 
Province of Quebec, 

QUEBEC, June 11.—Forest fires are still 
ravaging the Lake St. John country with 
unabated destructiveness. Mile upon 
mile has been burned through along the 


railway line, and still the devouring ele- | 


ment is traveling along with a sweep of 
100 miles. The destruction and loss can- 
not be estimated yet. Settlers have lost 
their all; stations and sawmills have been 
burned, and firewood by the thousands of 
cords and timber by the millions of feet 
have been reduced to ashes. The news of 
many stirring incidents and narrow es- 
capes for life is beginning to reach town. 
One man of St. Feliciene, while fleeing for 
his life, took refuge in a well and was 
drowned. The Saguenay fires are also 
still on the march, spreading destruction 
and desolation. 


A FIENDISH CRIME. 


A Little Girl Murdered in the Style 
Employed by Jack the Ripper.

CORMITTED TO JAIL. 


George Marsden Suspected of 
Being a Murderer. 


THE EGG ISLAND MYSTERY 


May Possibly Turn Out to Have Been & 
Double Murder, as George Fletcher is 
Missing—Statement of the Man Who is 
Now Under Arrest at New Bedford. 


T'AUNTON, Mass., June 11.—The man ar- 
rested in this city Tuesday night on sus- 
picion of being the murderer of Peter E. 
Johnson, the Gay Head Indian, whose body 
was found on Egg Island, New Bedford 
harbor, was interviewed by a reporter. He 
said that his name was Charles Marsden, 
and that he was a native of Lawrence, but 
he had recently lived in Boston, his mother 
now residing on Hudson street in that 
city. He is about 26 years of age and un- 
married. = 

Last Saturday night he went to New 
Bedford to visit a woman, and on Monday 
afternoon, while in a saloon, he met Peter 
Johnson and George Fletcher, both Gay 
Head Indians. They drank together, and 
upon the proposition of Johnson they went 
off in the catboat. Beside what liquor 
they had drank, they bad a quart of rum 
o1 board. Marsden went to sleep in the 
cuddy of the boat, and the last thing he 
remembers was that Peter was handling 
the boat, and that the two Indians gotinto 
a quarrel, but he did not hear the end of it. 
When he came to from a drunken stupor’ 
he found himself on Eg; island alone, and 
the boat high and dry. When questioned 
as to the blood on his coat, he said that 
when he laid down in the cuddy he re- 
moved his coat, and as there was blood all 
over the boat, he supposed that the gar- 
ment was spattered with it, He protests 
his innocence of the crime. He was taken 
to New Bedford. 

What They Think at New Bedford, 

New BeEpForD,June 11.—Notwithstand- 
ing the statement made by Gecrge Mars- 
den at Taunton, the police here feel cer- 
tain that George A. Fletcher, the Gay 
Head Indian residing here, who is missing, 
has been fouliy dealt with. James F. Bur- 
roughs, who was in company with the 
three men when they walked down upon 
the wharf, says Jobnson and Fletcher 
were drunk, and in no condition to handle 
a boat. 

The blood-bespattere:l coat which Mars- 
den left at the pawnshop after he landed 
from Egg Island Tuesday, is in the pos- 
session of Cluef Butler, and will be pro- 
duced on Saturday, when Marsden will be 
given a hearing. 

The prisoner was arraigned in the thir 
district court yesterday, and 

Pleaded Not Guilty, 

and, the government not being ready for 
trial, the case was continued until Satur- 
day next, Marsden being committed to 
jail without bail. He is now confined in 
the county jail. The question now gener- 
ally asked is: Where is Fletcher? Fletcher 
sent word to his wife Monday afternoon 
that he would return home Wednesday 
morning, but he has not kept his word. 

F, A, F. Adams, a well known real 
estate agent, was iooking after his build- 
ings on French avenue, and he got into 
conversation with a Portuguese who saw 
Marsden when he landed in Fairhaven. 
This individual says when Marsden 
reached the shore he had in his mouth a 
pipe which was covered with blood. 

Before being taken off Egg island by 
Hemell, Marsden was seen walking back 
and forth between the two points. The 
man kept on the’move all the time, stop- 
ping only occasionally at the boat on 
shore, which was high and dry. When he 
reached the boat he would stop and look 
at some object near it. 

John Cross, tells a story which suggests 
robbery as the motive for the murder of 
Peter Johnson. Cross was well acquainted 
with Johnson, and frequently took him 
to his house to sober off. Johnson was 
also wont to make his boat fast to 
the stern of Cross’ boat. 

Last Saturday Johnson did so and came 
ashore to get gulls’ some eggs from Cross, 
He was then sober, but had been drinking 
the night before. He said he had met a 
stranger to whom he took a liking, and 
who was going on his next trip with him. 
They had drunk together,and Johnson had 
told him all about his pension, for which 
he had lately passed an examination. 

Peter’s description of the stranger, Cross 
B1ys, 

Tallies with That of the Prisoner 
now held for the murder. Cross advised 
Johnson to keep away from Strangers, as 
they invariably got. Peter drunk, and espe- 
cially if Peter got his pension money, as 
he expected to on Monday. About 8 o’clock 
Johnson went aboard his boat,and Sunday 
morning went to pull his lobster traps. 
Monday morning John Sylvia,a young 
man employed by Cross, met Johnson off 
Black rock, rowing toward the city. When 
asked what his hurry was, he replied that 
he must be in the city at 10 o’clock to get 
his pension money. 

Mr. Cross thinks Johnson may haye 
tried to draw his pension money, and then 
put to sea without having been successful, 
and that his new-made acquaintance 
killed him in the hope of getting the cash. 

Mr. Cross further says that there is a 
basin in Priest’s cove. and that if Fletcher 
is murdered his body will probably be 
found there, as that is where the tide 
would leave it. He says he thinks the 
murder was committed further south, and 
that the murderer, being unable to man- 
age the boat, allowed her to drift on to 
Egg island, 

Another Theory Advanced 


is that the murderer must first have dis- 
posed of Fletcher,and then, tackling John- 
son, found him no easy victim, The cuts 
on Johnson's hands are explained in the 
belief that the Gay Header must have been 
pushed overboard, and while clinging to 
the gunwale of the boat was hacked.

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RAILWAY RUMBLES. 


There is not a mile of railway in Brown 
county, Ind., nor within six miles of it. 
Scho, W. Va., has a curious railway sta- 
tion, which is built around a gigantic elm 
tree, with a roof shaped like an umbrella. 


The town of Stoneham, Mass., has voted 
to the Boston and Albany railroad $50,000 
for the purpose of aiding the construction 
of a branch line.

ELECTRIC SPARKS. 


Electric cars are now making daily trips 
between the United States and Mexico.

Africa is now completely encircled by 
submarine cables, which make up altogeth- 
er a length of 17,000 miles. 

The longest ocean cable in the world is 
that of the Eastern Telegraph company, 
whose system extends from England to In- 
dia, and measures 21,000 miles.

Experiments on the artificial production 
of rain are to be made. Balloons filled 
with hydrogen and oxygen gas will be sent 
np and exploded by a wire connected with 
un electrical apparatus on the ground. 

Mr. Preston, in a letter to Dr. Hertz, the 
famous discoverer of electrical waves, 
points out that if the lines of force remain 
stationary while the magnet rotates the 
magnet, being a conductor rotating in the 
field of its own lines, will become electri- 
fied and show positive electricity at one 
end and negative at the other. If, on the 
other hand, the lines move with the mag- 
net, no such effect will take place. Dr. 
Hertz admits the force of this reasoning.

Snakes Attuck a Spun of Horses. 

While Frank Oldham, a young farmer 
living southeast of Pendleton, was har- 
rowing a piece of new ground Saturday 
he aroused from slumber two ugly and 
enormous black snakes, measuring about 
twelve feet, that immééliately showed 
fight. They first made a rush at the 
young man and tried to coil themselves 
around his legs, but he escaped from 
their slimy embrace and made for the 
fence, closely pursued by the serpents. 

When the snakes saw that Frank was 
out of their reach on the fence they re- 
turned to the horses, which had been left 
standing, still attached to the harrow. 
Soon the horses were noticed to be rear- 
ing and kicking and performing acro- 
batic feats that would surpass Barnum’s 
trained equines. 

The man, mustering up his courage, 
armed himself with a fence rail and hast- 
ened to the relief of his team. He found 
one reptile coiled around the foreleg of 
one horse, and the other snake around 
one of the hind legs of the other horse. 
The serpents struck the defenceless ani- 
mals repeatedly, while the air resounded 
with a peculiar hissing noise. 

After a struggle of about thirty min- 
utes the farmer succeeded in beating off 
the reptiles and releasing the scared team, 
He then mounted the harrow and a 
chase commenced, the horses at full speed 
dragging the harrow and Frank, with the 
snakesin close pursuit. The fleeing team 
raised a cloud of dust, and when it 
reached the opposite side of the field the 
snakes were lost to view. A party with 
guns and clubs was quickly organized to 
search for the snakes, but was unable to 
find them.—Cor. Indianapolis Journal. 


Fortunes in ** Darkest Africa.” 

Now that Stanley has returned to Eu- 
rope the sale of his book may be said to 
have practically ended. Most of the 
subscription agents have finished up 
their work and a survey can be made of 
the results. I learn that it has been one 
of the most successful ventures ever un- 
dertaken. It was thought that the book 
was not making much of ahit, but this 
only shows how quietly success was 
achieved. Some particulars of this sale 
will be interesting. 

The Scribners paid Stanley $50,000 in 
cash before a line was written. They 
recently settled the account to date by 
paying him another $50,000, representing 
a sale of 100,000 copies, as their contract 
required them to pay him fifty cents on 
each copy sold in addition to the first 
$50,000. The book sold from various 
prices, from $7.50 to $13, but it has been 
averaged at $8.50, so that the house re- 
ceives, in gross, $850,000 from the enter- 
prise. 

After paying Stanley his $100,000 and 
the large commissions to canvassers, 
averaging about 50 per cent. on the re- 
tail price, there remains a net profit to 
the firm of at least $150,000.— New York 
Cor. Washington Stzar. 


Coining a Lot of Dimes. 

Director of the Mint Leech said in re- 
sponse to a question: **Yes, there is ap- 
parently a great scarcity of dimes, judg- 
ing from the requests for them now 
coming tothe treasury. I donot know 
what the cause of the scarcity is; but the 
fact that the requests for them are from 
large cities, and especially from New 
York, would tend to confirm the sug- 
gestion that the scarcity is largely due 
tothe new dime pocket savings bank 
which has recently been introduced. 
Apparently large quantities of dimes are 
being taken out of circulation and locked 
up in those boxes. I have ordered large 
quantities to be coined to meet the de- 
mand. 

“Last month $166,000 worth was coined 
at the Philadelphia mint, and $80,000 
worth more is being coined there now, 
while $30,600 worthis being coined in 
the San Francisco mint. There was an 
unusual demand for dimes last October, 
the cause of which I do not know. In 
all we coined last year $1,133,600 worth.” 
—Washington Cor. Boston Herald. 


The Boston Tea Party. 

Andrew Walker, of Kennebunk, Me., 
now eighty-two years old, thinks he 
may be the last person hving who has 
talked with a man who took an active 
part in the famous ‘‘Boston Tea Party of 
1773.” This man’s name was Jonathan 
Mitchell, and at the time of the revolu- 
tion he was employed on a coasting ves- 
sel between Kennebunk and Boston, and 
happened to be in Boston on the evening 
of Dec. 16,1773. The old man evidently 
was not an American patriot, for he 
said: ‘It was too bad to see so much 
good tea thrown overboard, so I thought 
I would save alittle. Taking a boat, 1] 
went tothe side of one of the ships 
where men were throwing the tea into 
the water and endeavored to put some in 
the boat, but the scoundrel saw me and 
tried todrown me, and | was glad tc 
get back to the coaster again” alive.” 
Mitchell died in 1840, aged ninety-five 
years.—Exchange. 


Prehistoric Masonry. 

While some workmen in Huntington, 
Ind., were cutting down a lot toa proper 
level the other day, and when they were 
about six feet below the surface of the 
earth, some rude masonry was discover- 
ed. The structure formed a vault about 
six feet in diameter and three feet high. 
Tho stone composing the structure were 
of the limestone variety, and were of a 
kind that is never found in that city un- 
less it is brought there. What the vault 
had been intended for is not known, as 
there was nothing found in it. It is 
thought to have been built by the mound 
builders.—Philadelphia Ledger. 

Prostrated Three Hundred Times.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Salarivs and Shorter Sessions—The Re- 
districting BIL Enacted by Both 
Branches and Sent to the Governor. 


Boston, June 11.—In the senate, Mr. 
Pinkerton opposed the house order for the 
appointment of a committee to sit during 
the recess to consider the questions of 
salaries and the shortening of legislative 
sessions. He characterized the order as a 
pieceof buncombe and claptrap, and to 
provide a place for somebody. Each legis- 
lature, he co.:tended, was alone competent 
to fix its own salary and to regulate the 
length of its session. Mr. McNary thought 
the salaries of members should be in- 
creased. ‘lhe order was rejected—11 to 23. 

Mr. Simpkins asked that the governgr 
be requested to return the Cape Cod canal 
bill, that it might be amended. The bill 
having been returned, Mr. Simpkins moved 
that it be amended by providing that of 
the $500,000 required to be deposited, $200,- 
000 shall be deposited, as required under 
the charter oi te present company,for the 
protection of the i terests of the common- 
wealth and of the Ol! Colony railroad. 
Tabled.

Among the bills enacted in the senate 


was the redistricting bill, and it was sent 
to the governor. 
In the House. 

It was 11 o’clock when the congressional 
redistricting year came up for enactment. 
Mr. Wardwell at once teok the floor against 
it, saying he shonld_ use his last protest at 
the last opportunity aainst it. He opposed 
the bill as unfair politically and geo- 
graphically. He read a notice sent out by 
the Democratic lea:lers, Messrs. McEttrick 
and Quincy, calling upon the Democrats 
to be present,and con .ratulated them upon 
the completness of ticir party organiza- 
tion. Hedid not know whether the Re- 
publicans who had voted for the bill had 
also been notified by Messrs. McEttrick 
and Quincy to be present and not to 
pair without their consent. He then 
pointed out some gerrymandering features 
of the present bill. 

Mr. Olmstead opposed the bill as un- 
necessary, this year, and showed the 
Political folly of throwing banner Re- 
publican wards of Boston in Democratic 
instead of Republican districts. 

Mr. Murray dweit ‘upon the political 
folly of the Republicans voting for such 
a measure that gave so much to the Demo- 
crats. 

Mr. Bennett credits the Democrats with 
better generalship in this matter than was 
shown by the Republicans. 

Mr. Wardweli reminded Mr. Bennett 
that Gen. Grant never had his own forces 
desert him and fire upon their fellow sol- 
diers as part of the Republicans are doing 
on this bill. He then further criticized 
the bill. 

Mr. Sohier moved the previous question. 

Mr. Powers closed the debate, and 
charged the leaders of the Republican 
party with firing nen their own men. 

Mr. Wardwel! m..vel to amend by strik- 
ing out the enacting clause, but the motion 
was defeated 121 to 82. The bill was then 
enacted. The vote forthe motion of Mr. 
Wardwell was substantially the same as 
those who voted fur rerefence to the next 
legislature. 

The redistricting bill reached the gover- 
nor in the afternoon, who signed it at 
once, giving the quill be used to Senator 
Bennett. 


A PUZZLER FOR CHURCH FOLKS. 


Case of the Bishop of Lincoln Against 
the Archbishop of Canterbury. 


LONDON, June 11.—The now famous ap- 
peal of the bishop of Lincoln, Rt. Rev. 
Rdward King, D. D., azainst the decision 
of the archbishop of Canterbury, in regard 
to charges made against the bishop of 
Lincoln of having offended against the 
established ritual, came up for first hear 
ing yesterday before the judicial commit- 
tee of the privy council. The bishop of 
Lincoln, who was not reptesented by coun- 
sel, said, in opening his case, that the ap- 
pellants complained that the archbishop 
in giving judzment had not followed the 
privy council's decisions in previous eccle- 
siastical appeals. A long ritual contest 
reaches its climax in this appeal against 
the judgment of the archbishop of Canter- 
bury. The case in itself is one of consider- 
able complexity and has long engaged the 
attention and exercised the wits of the 
most skilled among English church law- 
yers. 


IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS 


Nominate a Full State Ticket and Adopt 
a Wide-Keaching Platform. 


DEs Mo 1xNEs, Ia., June 11.—The Prohibi- 
tion state convention adopted a platform 
and nominated a full state ticket. The 
platform favors straight out prohibition; 
free and unlimited coinage of silver; the 
Australian ballot reform; a staté constab- 
ulary to enforce prohibition and the im- 
mediate abolition of the whole United 
States internal revenue system, since in its 
operation it recognizes the liquor traffic. 
The candidates nominated are: Governor, 
Isaac T. Gibson, Salem; lieutenant gov- 
ernor, J. G. Little, Perry; superintendent 
of public instruction, Mrs. M. H. Dun- 
ham, Burlington; railroad commissioner, 
C. T. Hart, Coyne; supreme judge, D. B, 
Turney, Bennett. 


An Appreciable Gift. 

Winypsor Locks, Conn., June 11.—The 
Memorial hall, given by Charles E. Chat- 
fee, was dedicated yesterday. Many Grand 
Army posts from out of town were pres- 
ent ‘The presentation address was by 
Hon. John L. Houston and the acceptance 
by Commander Henry M. Fenton.

Petition In Circulation 
for Trains. 


The Trains Which Mr. Anderson 
Thinks Should Stop Here, 


An Indignation Meeting of the Citizens 
Called to Protest, 


The Old Colony management give notice 
of the changes of June 15, as follows; that 
relating to Quincy being printed: 

On June 15 many and most important 
changes take place on the Central Division 
of the Old Colony Railroad system. The 
suburban service will at that time be put 
upon a definate and systematic foundation 
as regards running time and the arrival of 
trains. The time on all the trains of this 
service will be shortened about five min- 
utes on an average. 

Quincy Stations and Braintree. 

Beginning at 6.30 A. M., hourly trains 
will run to South Braintree until 7.30 p. a. 
These trains will run express to Atlantic, 
and from thence will make all stops to 
South Braintree, viz. Wollaston, Quincy, 
Quincy Adams and Braintree. In addition 
trains will leave Boston for South Brain- 
tree at 4,5 and 6p.

We, the undersigned, residents of Quincy 
and regular patrons of the Old Colony 
RaiJroad Co., hereby enter our protest 
against the reduction in train service as 


proposed in the timetable to go into effect 
Monday June 16. 


We hereby request that in additions to 
the trains scheduled in said timetable to 
stop at Quincy, the following trains shall 
be ordered to stop at Quincy immediately :— 

Outward—12 M., 1.45, 3.15, 4.15, 5.15, 
5.45, 6.15, and 7.45 Pp. M. 

Inward bound—7.31, 6.58, 8.31, 9.31, 
12.31, 2.01, 3,31, 531 and 6.31. 

We submit that it is a gross injustice to 
reduce the number of outward bound trains 
from 29 to 21 and the inward bound from 
81 to 21, at such a large and important 
centre as Quincy. It practically places the 
station the size of Atlantic and Wollaston 
on a par with Quincy, where the business 
is several times greater. 

The accompanying memorandum shows 
how poorly the proposed accomodations at 
Quincy compare with those given at 
stations on other Boston roads situated the 
same distance from Boston. 

Mr. Anderson's Plan 


Coincide in many particulars with the prop- 
osition in Thursday’s LeEpGER and each 
were drawn up independently of the other. 
Yesterday’s plan proposed eight new trains 
and he has nine ; four arethe same; then 
Mr. Anderson suggests 7.58 in place of 8.01 
A. M., 9.3L in place of 9,37, 12.31 in place 
of 12, 56, 2.01 additional, and 6.31 in place 
of 6.42. The number of new outward 
trains in yesterday’s plan was seven, Mr. 
Anderson proposés eight, four of which 


agree ; he drop the 9 A. M., put 1.45 P. m., 
in place of 1, 3.15 in place of 3.10, and 
adds 5.45 and 7.45. 

In both plans it will not be necessary to 
run additional trains, but merely to stop 
trains which it is contemplated to run ex- 
press through Quincy.

K REST FOR SOLONS. 


Massachusetts Legislature Fin- 
ishes Its Session. 


THE SESSION WAS SHORT 


As Compared with Previous Years—Im- 
portant Work Accomplished Briefly 
Summarized—Substantial Presentations 
to the President and the Speaker. 


Boston, June 12.—The legislature of 
1891 was prorouged at about 7;30 p. m. 
yesterday. : 

The thanks of the senate were unani- 
mously extended to President Sprague, 
and he was presented with “The Flying 
Mercury” in bronze, with mahogany ped- 
estal. 

Speaker Barrett was presented with a 
handsome mahogany clock, suitably in- 
scribed. 

The thanks of the senate were voted to 
Clerk Coolidge, also to Sergeant-at-Arms 
Adams. nO 2 

Boston, June 12.—Governor Russell and 
Mayor Matthews have spent a good deal 
of time the last few days in considering the 
appointments for the rapid traasit com- 
mission. Asaresult of their labors the 
governor has presented the names of John 
Quincy Adams, Osborn Howes, Jr., and 
Chester W. Kingsley; the mayor sent in 
to the board of aldermen the names of 
James R. Richardson, John E. Fitzgerald 
and Henry L. Higginson, all of Boston. 
These men are all well known, and by 
their selection the Democrats and Re- 
publicans are equally represented, three to 
each party. 

In addition to the nominations for rapid 
transit commissioners the following ap- 
pointments were made by the governor: 
James Madison Barker of Pittsfield, now 
of the superior court, justice of the su- 
preme court in place of William Allen, de- 
ceased; James F. J. Otterson of Marlboro, 
reappointed clerk of Marlboro police court. 

In the senate, Mr. Thayer moved to re- 
fer to the next general court the house bill 
relating to the punishment of drunken- 
ness. The motion was lost—9 to 17. The 
bill was advanced one stage, and was 
subsequently passed to be engrossed. 

Mr. Bennett objected to suspending the 
rules toadmit the house bill relating to 
members’ salaries, and, by a vote of 8 to 11, 
the senate refused to suspend the rules. 
This isthe bill introduced by Mr. Turner 
providing a salary of #225 per month for 
the first four months of the season, and $3 
aday thereafter. It goes over under the 
rule to the next legislature. 

Mr. Raymond characterized as a prepos- 
terous measure the house bill in relation to 
the sale of fishes artificially propagated or 
maintained, and said if the bill passed it 
would give to one person the right to sell 
trout at all seasons of the year. 

By a vote of 10 to 5 the senate refused to 
admit the billto authorize the Order of 
Scottish Clans to hold its meetings out- 
side the state. 

The house bill relative to the removal of 
truants to union truant schools was passed 
to be engrossed with perfecting amend- 
ments recommended by the judiciary com- 
mittee. 

The senate concurred in the house 
amendments to the resolve providing for 
the collection of statistics as to rented 
tenements in Boston and vicinity. 

The house bill to apportion and assess a 
state tax was passed to be engrossed. 

In the House. 

Mr. Blanchard moved to reconsider the 
refusal of the house to admit the Medfield 
insane asylum bill. After ashort debate, 
by 48 yeas to 80 nays, the house refused to 
reconsider. 

The finance committee reported the 
state tax bill in a new draft, providing for 
a tax of $1,500,000, instead of $1,750,000 in 
the original bill. 

Mr. Murray offered a bill to give $100 
extra to the doorkeepers, assistant door- 
keepers, postmaster and messengers, and 
$67 extra to the pages. Without objection 
the house admitted the bill. 

Mr. McEttrick had the resolve for an 
investigation of Boston speculative land 
holdings and tenement houses amended so 
that tenants should not be asked about 
their income and should give their occu- 
pations. The resolve was ordered to a 
third reading by a large majority. 

Mr. Ladd renewed his opposition to the 
bill to allow Boston to use Norris park 
temporarily for a playground, bnt the bill 
was passed to be engrossed under suspen- 
sion of the rules. 

The salary bill for the messengers was 
taken under suspension of the rules, after 
it came back from the senate,and amended 
so as to include the extra clerks of the sen- 
ate and house, the extra clerks of the 
document rooms, the messengers of the 
expenditure committee and the two ele- 
vator men. It was passed to be engrossed 
under suspension of the rules. 

The house concurred with the senate 
amendments to the Foxboro water sup- 
ply bill and to the truant bill. 

Reference to the next legislature was 
reported by tne judiciary committee on the 
senate bill relating to complaints under 
indictments. The report was accepted 
under suspension of the rules. 


What Has Been Accomplished. 

The iegislature of 1891 was in session for 156 
days, the shortest period, except in 1888, since 
18%. In that time it passed 433 acts and 118 
resolves. Of these 423 acts were signed by the 
governor; eight were allowed to become laws 
without his signature, and two were vetoed 
and the vetoes sustained. The session has been 
held under peculiar circumstances, politically, 
and measures have had to run the gauntlet of 
a Republican house, a tied senate and a Dem- 
ocratic governor. 

As usual, there was an attempt on the part 
of members—unsuccessful, however—to raise 
their own salaries. and a proposition to con- 
sider the salary question during the recess was 
defeated by the senate, as also a bill to fix 
the salaries for 189. The vexed question of 
the Sam Adams bust was settled, and it will 
hereafter be labeled “Washington.” The 
state board of education has been requested to 
investigate the subject of manual training 
and industrial education, and to the railroad 
commissioners have been committed the sub- 
jects of pensioning railroad employes, and the 
“zone” system of fares. A liberal appropria- 
tion has been made for the World’s fair at 
Chicago, and three committees have been au- 
thorized to sit during the recess to consider 
the registration of land titles, the consolida- 
tion or abolition of state commissions, and the 
matter of a general and improved form of 
municipal charter and laws. 


The Warmest Contest 


was over the bill to ivide the state inte cen- 
gressional districts, which went before the 
governor in the shape in which it left the com- 
mittee, and was signed during the last days of 
‘the session. The matter of the establishment of 
municipal lighting plants, although reported 
on adversly, became a law. The taxation of 
street railway franchises occupied much of the 
time of the committee on cities, and a bill was 
reported, but it finally was sent to the rapid 


transit commission, in company with the pro- 
pxel c.evated and under;round read. There 


has been less liquor legislation than 
usual and = less attempt to alter . this 
class of laws. In the end the friends 


of the public bar were successful, and that cf 
use has b-en stricken from the statutes. 

Fraternal beneficiary organizations, endow- 
ment co: panies and the bond schemes have 
received a large share of attention. A strin- 
gent bill affecting the first named was re- 
ported, and the fight came over its application 
to the law of last year, as to whether it should 
affect all companies or only those formed 
since acertain date in 18%; the upshot was 
that the whole matter was sent over to the 
next legislature. The bond schemes have been 
forbidden entirely. The taxation of fore'gn 
corporations has also occasioned much debate, 
the original bill containing many features 
which were considered harsh and unjust to 
the corporations; these were taken out, and a 
bill passed which, if it does not do much good, 
will at least do no harm. 

Several matters which had almost reached 
the perennial class will be out of the way for 
the future, having become now part of the 
law. Among these are the weavers’ fines bill, 
the change in the punishment for drunken- 
ness, and the regulation of the sale of housc- 
hold goods containing arsenic. The compan- 
ion of the weavers’ fines bill, that to regulate 
the hours of tour-workers in paper mills, was 
successful in the house, but met its usual fate 
in the senate. Those which have been knock- 
ing at the door for several years, and which 

Must Still Continue to Knock, 

are the regulation of mercantile agencies. the 
sale of new railroad stock at public auction, 
woman suffrage, publication of election ex- 
penses, legalization of sale of cigars, etc., and 
of harbor work on Sunday, amendment to the 
employers’ liability act, the dog question and 
several matters intended to increase the taxa- 
ble property of the state, including the “doom- 
age” bill. 

Two proposed amendments to the constitu- 
tion have been agreed to for the second time, 
that to abolish the poll tax as a prerequisite 
for voting and that to require a majority of 
either branch of the Legislature for the trans- 
action of business. Biennial elections was un- 
successful, as was also a proposition that the 
consent of a majority of the inhabitants of a 
town should be required for its division. 

As usual, there has been much legislation 
and attempted legislation regarding the city 
of Boston. One of the most important is that 
for the appointment of a board of survey for 
the location, laying out and construction of 
highways. 

The Cry of the Farmers 


has at last been heard, and the result is a bill 
to prevent deception in the manufacture and 
sale of imitaticn butter, and another to estab- 
lish a state dairy commission. 

The Mechanics’ Savings bank of Reading 
and the Pentucket Savings bank of Haverhill 
have been incorporated, and the Shawme Sav- 
ings bank of Sandwich has been dissolved, as 
well as the Revere Co-operative bank and the 
Canad‘an Co-operative bank of Lowell. New 
safe deposit and trus= companies are the State 
#treet of Boston, Haverhill, Gloucester and 
Mattapan; loanand trust companies, Win- 
throp,Somerville,North Essex of Newburyport 
and Fall River. Many of these bills, in fact 
nearly all of them, have been allowed by the 
governor to become laws without his signa- 
ture. 

Bills Affecting the Cities of the State 
are: Relating to the apportionment of sewer 
assessments; authorizing the ordinances to 
govern the sale of prepared wood, slabs, etc.; 
relating to the watering of streets; relating to 
stables; relating to temporary loans by cities 
and towns; to restrict the height of build- 
ings. Cambridge, Haverhill, Holyoke and 
Taunton have been authorized to borrow money 
outside their debt limits. 

There have been no radical changes in the 
election laws, but many minor improvements 
have been made. 

New incorporations: Boston, Cape Cod and 
New York Canal company, Gloucester Board 
of Trade, Petersham memorial library, Wau- 
shacum Lake company, Weymouth Agricul- 
tural and Industrial society, Dorchester His- 
torical society, the Security Live Stock Insur- 
ance company. Authority has been granted 
for the formation of a corporation for the pur- 
pose of generating and furnishing hydrostatic 
pressure for mechanical power. The commis- 
sioner of corporations has also been author- 
ized to change the names of corporations.

road corporations.

To give towns jurisdiction over highways 
and county bridges; relative to sessions of reg- 
istrars of voters in towns; to incorporate the 
town of West Tisbury; to provide for the fill- 
ing of vacancies in town offices; to prohibit the 
employment of prisoners outside their places 
of confinement; to provide for the use of ma- 
chinery in the state prison, reformatories and 
houses of correction; relating to trialsin the 
superior court without a jury; to establish the 
district court of Southern Norfolk; conferring 


additional jurisdiction upon the superior 
court, including the trial in capital 
cases; to enlarge the jurisdiction of 


notaries public; to prevent persous from un- 
lawfully using or wearing the badges of the 
Sons of Veterans and Woman's Relief corps; 
to authorize foreign life insurance companies 


to transact the business of accident in- 
surance: to regulate the sale of candy 
shells inclosing liquor containing alco- 
hol; relating to the unlawful issuing 
of certificates of divorce; concerning 
the better protection of infants; to

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PERTINENT REMARKS 


By Mr. Roosevelt on the Work of Local 
Civil Service Examiners, 


NEw York, June 12.—Theodore Roose- 
velt continued yesterday his explanation 
to a committee of the Republican associa- 
tion of the Thirty-first assembly district 
of the commission’s conduct in relation 
to certain actions of the board. In seme 
remarks Mr. Roosevelt expanded his idea 
of the proper constitution ofjlocal civil 
service boards. He said his aim was to 
get in the first place men of higher char- 
acter and intelligence, and in the second 
place to have men belonging to both par- 
ties. 

Mr. Roosevelt referred to several places, 
Albany for one, where Democrats were in 
& majority in the local boards, and he ex- 
pressed the strongest confidence in the in- 
tegrity and efficiency of those boards. The 
fact, he continued, that these complaints 
were brought against a board in which 
Republicans were in a decided majority 
was the strongest tribute to the fairness 
and impartiality of that board. It showed, 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s opinion, that the board 
had performed its duties with absolute 
integrity. 

Next Mr. Roosevelt called attention to a 
statement in The Herald to the effect that 
“really some of the questions asked in the 
civil service examinations had better be 
omitted; for instance, the geographical 
questions asked applicants for appoint- 
ment as copyists.”

He asserted that arms were not 
taken off the Itata before she was sur- 
rendered to the American officers at 
Iquique, and that this report was spread 
by enemies of the insurgents. The Itata’s 
cargo, he said, consisted of 5000 arms ang

Mr. Trumbull had along interview with 
Secretary Tracy yesterday. There is rea- 
son to believe that he made a strong plea 
for the insurgent cause, and sought to 
have the arms still on the Itata remain 
in the custody of Admiral McCann, until 
& judicial determination of their ownership 
can be reached. Of course the uncondi- 
tional landing of the arms in Chili would 
be preferred by the insurgents, but failing 
this they are anxious to prevent the return 
of the weapons to the United States. Mr.

All Three of These Famous Athletes Have 
Cleared a Bar Higher Than Their Own 
Heads—When Page Was a Boy His Legs 
Were Very Weak. 


HE gymnasiums 
of the various 
Young Men’s 
Christian associa- 
tions throughout 
the country have 
given many fam- 
ous athletes their 
early training, but 
in the specialty of 
turning out run- 
ning high jump- 
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ents of this great sport at present active in 
America may be said to have been graduat- 
ed from its gymnasium. First on the list 
as to merit is Alvah Nickerson, ex-cham- 
pionrunning high jumperof America. Then 
{comes Malcolm W. Ford, who does every- 
| thing well, and who nas been champion of 


| the United States and Canada in this feat 
as well asin many others. The third on 
the list is H. L. Hallock, present champion 
of America, and the fourth is R. K. Prit- 
chard, once champion of America and 
twice champion of Canada. Every mem- 
ber of the quartet, Ford excepted, was 
encouraged and instructed in his initial 
attempts by Professor James Douglass 
Andrews of the gymnasium. 


W. BYRD PAGE 


Not one of the four has ever equaled 
the world’s record of 6 ft. 4 in., made at 
Philadelphia Oct. 7, 1887, and still held by 
that high priest of all runuing high jump- 
ers, W. B. Page, but for all that their per- 
formances have stamped them as remark- 
able athletes. Page has retired from com- 
petition, but his history proves interesting 
reading. He was born at Philadelphia 
twenty-five years ago, and, strange to re- 
late, his legs were so weak when he was a 
boy. that he wore braces up as far as his 


hips. At twelve years of age he was a deli- 
cate boy, but persistent exercise, jumping 


|} and bicycling soon began to build him up. 


At his first jumping contest, in 1881, he 
cleared 4 ft. 9in., although only 4 ft. 10 in.

tall. His development was rapid, and in 
1883, when he had reached his present 
height of 5 ft. 634 in., he could clear 5 ft. 
5in. ‘The altitude he could reach had 
thus far remained slightly below his own 
height, but his jumping powers now began 
to turn the tables with a vengeance. He 
did not grow any taller, but he was soon 
clearing a barseveral inches above his head, 
At Stonebridge, England, in 1886, he broke 
the world’s record by jumping 6 ft. 344 in. 
A year later he made his best jump, which 
overtopped his head almost 10 inches. 
Alvah Nickerson, the great high jumper 
of the New York Athletic club, is 6 ft. Zin. 
tall, and his best jump is the same height. 
He is a fine looking, modest young man of 
twenty-one, and his 160 pounds of bone, 
sinew and flesh form a lithe and active fig-

ure. Nickerson’s first jump of note was last 
October, when he cleared 5 ft. 9 in. and de- 
feated Pritchard, then champion of Amer- 
ica and Canada. Abdut a week later, at the

however, was awarded to H. L, Hallock on 
a technicality. But the greatest surprise 
Nickerson ever sprung upon the world of 
athletics was at Boston, March 28, 1891, 
when he met and defeated that marvelous 
indoor high jumper, G. R. Fearing, Jr., of 
Harvard college. Fearing had astonished 
every one ashort time before by clearing 
6 ft. 214 in. indoors, but he failed to do it 
again, or to even equal Nickerson’s sky 
scraper—6 ft. 14 in. Nickerson’s best of 
outdoor jumps is 5 ft. 114% in. Nicker 
gon is a very easy jumper. He takes a

MILTON, WEYMOUTH and considerable 
local news and communications are crowd- 
ed out today. It has been a common thing 
this week to lay over news, there being so 
much, and the readers cannot complain 
but they have received a good, newsy paper 
each and every day. 


Tue Datty LEDGER has been frequent- 
ly complimented this week on its work to 
secure better train accommodation for 
Quincy than is proposed in the new time- 
table, yet when it comes to giving notice 
of acitizens’ meeting on the matter, the 
Dairy LEDGER is ignored as an adver- 
tising medium, and other meams of noti- 
fication adopted. For the success of the 
movement the LEDGER hopes it will be a 
representative meeting, but when a paper 
is struggling for existence, and is doing 
so much work for the interests of the city, 
it cannot let such matters pass without a 
word. 


THE PETITION forwarded to Represen- 
tative Quincy in opposition to the new 
water supply contained the names of several 
representative citizens, but there were but 
sixty-seven in all, including the superin- 
tendent of the work. Did such a petition 
justify Representative Quincy taking the 
course he did? We believe there were 
forwarded to the Legislature petitions in 
favor of a new system signed by a majority 
of the voters. Further, three successive 
City Councils expressed themselves by vote 
in favor of a new system. In face of such 
facts should Representative Quincy have 
been influenced against the majority of the 
people whom he is expected to represent 
in the Legislature ? 


THE PEOPLE almost universally have ex- 
pressed themselves as dissatisfied with the 
new Old Colony time-table which will go 
into effect Monday, and there seems to be 
cause for it all. Many will be greatly in- 
convenienced, but it is more than a matter 
of personal inconvenience ; it is something 
which threatens to check the boom which 
the city is now experiencing. Of late many 
Boston people have taken up their resi- 
dence in Quincy, many of them building 
houses here, and thus increasing the valua- 
tion of the city. It is a class of people that 
Quincy wants. But one of the things 
which often influences these people is the 
number of trains to and from Boston. In 
the past, Quincy has not had as many as 
several of the suburban towns, but now it 
is proposed to reduce the number over 
thirty per cent. Such a reduction will 
seriously affect our real estate, our popula- 
tion and our prosperity. A meeting of the 
people has been proposed. We would sug- 
gest that it be called under Section 8 of the 
City Charter which reads : 

Sec. 8. General meetings of the citizens 
qualified to vote may from time to time be 
held, according to the right secured to the 
people by the constitution of this Common- 
wealth, and such meetings may, and, upon 
the request in writing of 50 qualified voters, 
setting forth the purposes thereof, shall be 
duly called by the City Council. 

It is some time since the voters have had 
an opportunity to meet in “‘ town meeting” 
and they would doubtless enjoy it, and it 
looks as if there would be no lack of some- 
thing to talk about and act upon. Reso- 
lutions adopted by such a meeting, would 
show the Old Colony management that the 
city was aroused, and would have consider- 
able influence. The Old Colony need not 
be told that Quincy is among the very best 
paying stations on the road, but it seems to 
have overlooked this fact, and also the fact 
we are a city of over 17,000 population.

The new blasting cartridge which was 
tested at Fallon & Sons’ quarry Friday 
afternoon did not meet the expectations of 
its inventor. 

The cartridge consisted of a tin cylinder 
an inch and a half in diameter and four 
feetin length. Through this cylinder, 
which is the powder chamber, there runs a 
rod on end of which is an iron wedge and 
at the other endanut which holds it in 
position. When a blast is to be made the 
cylinder is filled with powder and then 
dropped into the hole in the rock which it 
is desired to blast, the wedge end up. Two 
slivers are then driven in on the side of 
the wedge and the battery wires connected. 

The idea of the inventor was that the 
powder being confined in the cylinder with 
a wedge on top one pound of powder 
would do the work of five in the old way

Quincy Loses 14 In- 
ward and 7 Outward. 


The Only Station Which Does Lose 
in Outward Trains. 


Two Interesting Summaries of Quincy, 
Braintree and Weymouth Stations, 


A comparison of the inward and out- 
ward train service of the Old Colony for 
Quincy stations with those of the Brain- 
trees, Weymouth and East Milton, shows 
very plainly how grossly Quincy has been 
treated in the new schedule. 
bound schedule below shows Quincy (the 
most important station on the railroad) to 
be the only sufferer by the new schedule. 
Wollaston neither gains or loses, Quincy

POWDER AND BALL. 


Three million new rifles for the Russian 
army have been ordered from the Chatelle- 
rault arms factory in France. 

The German cruiser Falke was launched 
at Keil on April 4. It has engines of 2,800 
horse power, a tonnage of 1,580 and runs 
seventeen sea miles an hour. 

The great fall maneuvers of the German 
army this year will be concluded on Seps. 
21,so that the emperor taay be on his hunt 
ing grounds in Sweden on Sept. 23. 

Decisions by the war department are to 
the effect that an officer dismissed from the 
army on the ground of mental deficiency 
was not dishonorably discharged, and that 
an officer dropped from the rolls for ab- 
sence without leave was not honorably dis- 
charged 

The British admiralty receives $175,000 
annually from the colonies toward the con- 
struction of the vessels that are to be em 
ployed on colonial defense, this sum repre- 
senting 5 per cent. on $3,500,000, which is 
estimated as the total cost of building 
these vessels. 

Troop K of the Ninth cavalry, recently 
ordered from Fort Niobrara, in Nebraska, 
to Fort Myers, near Washington, is the 
first body of regular colored troops to be 
ordered east of the Mississippi. The de- 
tail is given the troop as a reward for good 
service against the Indians 

The Austrian Maunlicher rifle has been 
subjected to a number of tests by the board 
of army officers at the United States arm- 
ory at Springfield, Mass. Wetterin and 
Austrian smokeless powder were used. 
The tests were highly successful, both for 
rapid firing and accuracy. 

An ingenious model of an electric tor- 
pedo boat was tried recently in the torpedo 
lake near Portsmouth, England. The 
model was worked by wire cable and an- 
swered the helm handily, and went through 
the task of dropping countermines and 
searching for an enemy’s mine field as 
carefully as though the automaton were 
endowed with absolutely human intelli- 
gence.

DEDHAM, Mass., June 13.—The will of 
Miss Mary Emerson, who was murdered 
at West Dedham, Tuesday, June 2, was 
filed for probate yesterday afternoon in the 
Norfolk registry at Dedham. It is a ver- 
bose document of several closely written 
pages, and, contrary to general expecta- 
tion, bequeathes nothing to her boarder, 
Philip Hoffman, who, according te 
report, was a general favorite of the 
deceased. In her will she expressed 
a wish “to be respectably, but sim- 
ply buried in the family lot” in West 
Dedham cemetery and for the care of said 
lot she bequeaths $100. She leaves her 
sister, Mrs. Jane E. Wing of Needham, $; 
to her nieces and nephews her wearing 
apparel and household goods: orders her 
executor to pay a note for #400 given by} 
the late George Emerson of Dedham to! 
school district No. 8, and secured by a 
mortgage on his place in Franklin; to the 
town of Dedham she gives her house on 
Dover street, known as the Kingsbury

NOW HE HAS DISAPPEARED 


4nd is Found to Be a Defaulter to the 
fune of 8370.000 —The Leniency Shown 


Him by His Pariner and the Robbed 


Company a Surprising Feature. 


New York, June 13.—Jules Merzberger, 
lately the partner of Joaquin Sanchez, in 
the management of the South American 
branch of the New York Life Insurance 
company, stole, it is learne1. from the 
company’s funds in the possession of the 
agency, $370,000. The theft was discovered 
by Mr. Sanchez six months ago and by 
him reported to the company. Merzberger 
disappeared at that time and has not since 
been heard from. It does not appear that 
any effort was made to prevent his going. It 
is said that to his partner, Mr. Sanchez, he 
fully confessed his defalcation and stated 
that he had lost his money in speculations 
in Wall street. He also begged to be al- 
lowed to continue his speculations, ple:.d- 
ing that it would enable him to repay the 
had embezzled. Naturally, 
Mr. Sanchez would not listen to sucha 
proposition. 

Archibald H. Welch, the second vice- 
president of the company, said to a re- 
porter of The Evening Post: 

First of all, I wish to say that this company 
* secured beyond peradventure from any 
oss. 

Mr. Sanchez is Responsible 
to the company for all of the company’s money 
that was made way with by Merzberger. The 
company will take no legal steps against Mr. 
Sanchez, for that would be unnecessary, the 
power of repayment being wholly in the com- 
pany’s hands. 

Prior to this affair all agencies in the South 
American field made payments to Sanchez 
and Merzberger; siuce then these payments 
have been made directly to the compiny. The 
renewals of policies in which Messrs. Sanchez 
and Merzberger are interested, have alré y 
reduced the firm's indebtedness to usto $ 
000,and Ihave estimated the firm’s income | 
from renewals \@ll completely reimburse us in 
about 244 years. Then there is the private 
property of Mr. Sanchez, which, however, as 
I said, we have no intention of touching. 

We have not made any effort to have Merz- 
berger apprehended, and have not the remot- 
est ideaas to his whereabouts; nor do we 
know whether Mr. Sanchez has made such an 
effort. It doesnot concern us in the least to 
pursue him, forthe reason, as I have told 
you, that we are amply and certainly

Mr. Welch hinted also, that there was a 
probability that, besides the money be 


longing to the company, Merzberzer had 
taken personal funds of his partuer. This 
cannot be verified. The leniency shown 


both by him and the company to the de- 
faulter is regarded in many quarters as the 
most. surprising feature of the affair, 


Merzberger had been connected with the 
company for about fifteen years, and his 
withdrawal from the agency firm was at- 
tributed at the time to ill-health.

HOW SAVAGES PRODUCE FIRE. 


A Plan Practiced by the Dark Skinned 
Races Who Inhabit New Guinea, 

Savages produce fire by rubbing two 
pieces of wood together, but the methods 
of doing this are various. Some tribes tak; 
two pieces of wood, and, sharpening one of 
them to a point, insert it in a hole made in 
the other piece, and twirl it rapidly unti! 
sparks fly out, which they catch on tinder, 
and a fire is thus kindled. 


A SAVAGE MAKING A FIRE. 

The Papuans or Oceanic negroes, as the 
dark skinned races are called who inhabit 
New Guinea, New Caledonia, the Fiji 
islands and other places in the Pacific 
ocean, have a method peculiar to them 
selves, They split a piece of bamboo and, 
making a notch in the convex surface of 
one of the pieces, they rub the sharp edge 
of another piece in it with a motion like 
sawing. They begin slowly, gradually in- 
creasing the speed uatil it is very rapid, 
and a hole is formed through the bamboo 
by the rubbing. The fine powder or saw 
dust rubbed off ignites with the friction, 
and the sparks fall through the hole on 
some dry tinder and brushwood, and a fire 
is soon obtained. 


The First Chew. 


Mr. William D. Howells gives the fol- 
lowing description of the first chew of to 
bacco in Harper’s Young People: 

The boy said it wasa peculiar kind of to- 
bacco, and was known as molasses tobacco, 
because it was so sweet. The boy was him- 
self chewing vigorously on a large quid, 
and launching the juice from his lips right 
and left like a grown person, and my boy 
took as large a bite as his benefactor bade 
him. He found it as sweet as he had been 
told it was, and he acknowledged the apt- 
ness of its name of molasses tobacco. It 
seemed to him a golden opportunity to ac 
quire a noble habit on easy terms. He let 
the quid rest in his cheek, as he had seen 
men do, when he was not crushing it be 
tween his teeth, and for some moments he 
poled his plank up and down the canal boat 
with a sense of triumph that nothing 
marred. 

Suddenly the boat seemed to be going 
round and round, and the sky wheeled 
overhead. The sun was dodging about 
strangely. Drops of sweat burst from the 
boy’s forehead; he let fall his pole and said 
that he thought he would go home. The 
fellow who gave him the tobacco began to 
laugh and the other fellows to mock, but 
my boy did not mind them. Somehow, he 
did not know how, he got out of the canal 
boat and started homeward, but at every 
step the ground rose as high as his knee 
before him, and then, when he got his 
high enough and began to put it down, the 
ground was not there. 

He was deathly sick, and when he reache? 
home and showed himself, white and hag 
gard, to his frightened mother, he had 
scarcely strength enough to gasp out @ 
confession of his attempt to retrieve the 
family honor by learning to chew tobacco. 
In another moment nature came to his re- 
lief, and then he fell intoa deep sleep which 
lasted the whole afternoon, so that it 
seemed to him'the next day when he woke 
up, glad to find himself alive, if not so very 
lively. . 

Perhaps he .had swallowed some of the 
poisonous juice of the tobacco; perhaps it 
had acted upon his brain without that. 
His father made no very close inquiry int! 
the facts, and he did not forbid him 
use of tobacco. It was not necessary; 
that one little experiment he had got 
enough for a whole lifetime.

Radical Statesmen Opening an Attack on 
Him—Severe Censure from the Middle 
Classes—Grand Reception for Gordon- 
Cumming and Wife at Forres.

Lonpox, June 13.—The storm rising 
round the Prince of Wales is fast obtain- 
ing intensity, endangering his chances of 
succession to the throne if not the exist- 
ence of the English monarchy.

Several Liberal 
societies have adopted protests against his 
continuance in the army. 

The agitation has every character of per- 
manence. It has not yet touched more thana 
fringe of the political parties, but ere long 
the glowing flerceness of the popular heat 
must penetrate to the core of politics, 
causing party action within and without 
parliament. The Radical members of the 
house of commons are opening the attack 
on the Prince of Wales, but they have been 
warned that Mr. Gladstone resents the 
movement an@ that the leaders of the op- 
position will actively show their repug- 
nance to associating Liberalism with an agi- 
tator tending to cast discredit on the crown. 

Cumming's Dismissal from the Army. 

A group of Radicals met last night after 
Cumming’s dismissal from the army was 
gazetted, and concurred in the opinion 
that the leaders had mistaken the feeling 
of the nation; that even on party grounds 
it was impossible to neglect the duty'to 
take the sense of parliament on the posi- 
tion of the Prince of Wales and the others 
concerned. The Radicals will not be con- 
tent with anything less than action by the 
military authorities, involving the same 
official reproof of the Prince of Wales, 
Gen. Williams and Levett. The prosecu- 
tion of Cumming and the others for illegal 
gambling will be made a part of the de- 
mand onthe government, but it will not 
‘be earnestly pressed. Conferences have 
been held at the war office, attended by 
Mr. Stanhope, the Duke of Cambridge, the 


Duke of Connaught, Gen. Redvers 
Buller and Col. Stracev, and it is re- 
ported that they decided that the 


Prince of Wales, Gen. Williams and 
Levett have committed no offense against 
military law, but only a technical breach 
ofthe regulations. Mr. Stanhope there- 
fore, basing Monday’s response to ques- 
tions on the decision of the conference, 
will probably declare that the commander- 
in-chief will deal with the case privately 
without regard to regulations. In refer- 
ence to the Earl of Coventry, 1t is reported 
in court circles that he has intimated to 
Lord Salisbury his'readiness & resign the 
office of master of the buckhounds, but 
that the acceptance of his resignation is 
delayed till the government sees how Lord 
Coventry’s retirement is likely to affect 
tke position of the Prince of Wales. 


Club Sentiment 


naturally supports the prince. Although 
the chairman of the Marlborough club 
committee writes repudiating the high 
play in vogue at the club and denying that 
games of hazards are allowed, it is pub- 
licly known that the club has just elected 
Wilson and other baccarat friends of the 
Prince of Wales. Nor has the scandal 
lessened the prince’s popularity in the 
turfset. The rumors of his bad reception 
at Ascot are a perversion of the facts. The 
turf crowds seemed bent to console him 
and he had the heartiest greeting. He was 
specially cheered yesterday when his horse, 
Imp, won the Highweight plate. 

Court circles are much exercised over 
letters from the German court, reflecting 
the opinion of Emperor William. It is be- 
lieved that the emperor has written the 
queen along and serious criticism on the 
prince’s life, and dilating especially upon 
the gambling of officers as a grave offense 
to military Lonor, and made worse by the 
signing of a paper permitting a colonel of 
the guards, convicted of cheating, to re- 
tain his commissionin the army. ‘The 
queen, it is sai !, forwarded the letter to the 
Prince of Wales. 

Cumming Still Has Friends, 

Sir William Gordon-Cumming arrived 
at Grantham yesterday from Wollaston 
hall and thence started for Forres. When 
asked to recunsider his refusal of a public 
welcome, Cumming wired the provost of 
Forres assenting to adomonstration. The 
municipal authorlties will meet the pair at 
the station. The town will make a holi- 
‘day of the occasion and is raising a 
floral arch on the road to Altyre. Lady 
Cumming writes to friends here that she 
intends to make a prolonged stay at Al- 
tyre, probably over the shooting season. 
Aftera month’s rest and seclusion she 
will entertain numerous guests at Altyre. 
Her husband is in good spirits and con- 
tinues to receive assurances of unbroken 
esteem from many friends. 


The Ecclesiastical Row. 


In the event of the judgment of the judi- 
cial committee reversing the archbishop of 
Canterbury’s decisions, the bishop of Lin- 
coln tells his friends that he will not re 
sign; that he will face the adverse decree 
‘as a champion of the freedom of the 
church against secular usurpation. The 
judicial committee’s trying to coerce the 
bishop opens up a prospect of wild clerical 
disturbances.

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Discussed at the Convention 


the Constitution Debated Upon. 


Boston, June 18.—There was hardly a 
delegate absent when the International 
Typographical union was called to order 
for its fifth day’s session. A resolution 
was introduced pledging the convention to 
adjourn at 4p. m. te-day, but it was de- 
feated, and action upon the report of the 
committee on laws was continued. The 
greatest debate of the morning was upon 
& proposition to repeal certain sections of 
the constitution and substitute the fo'low- 


ing: 


Local unions shall endeavor to secure 
equal wages for both sexes, taking such 
Measures as they deem expedient for the ac- 


complishment of such result. 


At the conclusion of the debatea vote 
was taken by roll call, andthe proposition 
was defeated by a test vote of 44in favor, 


by 69 against. 


Several. amendments in regard to eligi- 
bility to office were presented, and the fol- 


lowing was adopted: 


Employers and printers not working at the 
business can remain on the active member- 
ship list in the direction of subordinate unions, 
but they shall not be eligible to office in the 


international subordinate unions. 


An amendment was proposed to the con- 
stitution making it unlawful for any 
union printer to do more than ten hours’ 
work a day without receiving double the 
schedule of wages in the city in which he 
was working for the overtime, and also 
Proposing a fine of $5 for each offense 
against the rule. The committee reported 
a similar amendment, but without the 
proposition to impose a fine, and both were 


laid over for future action. 


The motion permitting unions with a 
membership of over 300 to strike without 
the sanction of the executive council was 
rejected, as was the proposition to co-oper- 
ate with other organizations establish- 


ing labor bureaus and labor lyceums. 


There was aconsiderable discussion in 
regard to the organization of reporters and 
editors, but the convention finally voted 
that editors, otherwise than managing and 
city editors and reporters, might organize 
under the jurisdiction of the International 
Typographical union, and amended the 


constitution vo that effect. 


After the executive session the report of 
the trustees of the Child-Drexel home was 
brought up. The board reported the cost 
of the home was $62,000, and that $7000 
more was needed to finish it, and sug- 
gested a per capita tax for the purpose. It 
was decided to reduce the bourd of trus- 


tees from thirteen to seven.

“HOTEL DEATHS.” 


An Interesting Question for the Illinois 
Supreme Court to Decide. 


Cuicaco, June 13.—The lawsuit of 
Carrie M. Richardson against the Travel- 
ers’ Insurance company of Hartford to re- 
cover on an insurance policy, taken out by 
her deceased husband, was put on trial be- 
fore Judge Blodgett yesterday. The policy 
provided for payment in case of death 
from ‘‘violent and accidental means.” On 
the back of the policy is a provision that 
the policy does not cover death from tak- 
ing poison or inhaling gas. 

Richardson was found dead in a hotel 
and the open gas jet indicated the manner 
of death. The company declined to pay, 
claiming that the section on the back 
of the policy released it from liability. 
The widow sued to recover, and when the 
case came to be heard yesterday the 
company entered into a stipulation that 
the case be taken to the supreme court. 
‘The attorney for the company said that the 
ease was the first of its kind to goto the 
supreme court, which would decide once 
for all whether life insurance companies 
are liable for “‘hotel deaths,” as t hey are 
called. 


An Alleged “‘Ripper’’ Arrested. 

LEEDs, June 13.—The police have ar- 
rested a weaver named Turner on the 
charge of murdering the little child, Bar- 
bara Waterhouse. Turner’s mother has 
identified the shawl in which the body of 
the child was wrapped. She told the 
police she saw a budle wrapped in the 
shawl in the coal hole of her house on 
Monday, and when she questioned her son 
about the contents he replied: “I will tell 
you some time. It is nothing I have 
done.” 


Novelist Kipling Dying. 

PITTSBURG, June 13.—A letter to a friend 
in Beaver, Pa., says that Rudyard Kipling, 
the novelist, is dying of consumption, that 
abcesses have formed on his lungs and that 
at. intervals he cannot speak above a 
whisper. By order of his physicians he was 
taken from London to Italy, where it was 
hoped the climate @ould be beneficial. 


Irish Bishops and Politics. 

DusBLIN, June 13.—The Irish bishops 
finding that the cost of maintaining mem- 
bers of parliament is a heavy parochial 
drain, are working to secure the return of 
wealthy candidates at the next general 
election, who will form the nueclus of a 
new Catholic party.

Cash Girls. 

While talking with James Miller, who

An acre of bananas will support twen- 
ty-five times as many persons as an acre 
of wheat; 1,000 square feet of land, grow- 
ing bananas, will produce 4,000 pounds 
of nutritious substance; the same space 
devoted to wheat or potatoes will pro- 
duce only thirty-three pounds of wheat 
or ninety-nine pounds of potatoes.—Cur- 
rent Literature.

Quincy’s grievance is that she will have 
fewer trains both inward and outward ; 
less trains in the busy parts of the day 
than at present ; a schedule which is in- 
adequate to accommodate the traffic ; in- 
ferior to minor stations, and inferior 
stations on other railroads many of which 
are a greater distance to Boston. Few if 
any stations on the Old Colony return the 
company a larger revenue than does the 
Quincy station, and this should be a very 
important factor in the number of trains, 
The city is of such importance that very 
few trains should be run express through 
it, not only to accommodate Boston traffic, 
but Quincy people who are called south on 
the road. t 


Quincy a Cross Roads. 

The correspondent of the Boston Ad- 
vertiser voices the sentiment of Quincy 
people in a special of June 12 from ‘‘Quincy 
Cross Roads.”’ He says: 

“The ascendency of the city of Quincy is 
to be nipped in the bud and it is to be rele- 
gated to the level of a country cross road 
settlement. Superintendent E..G,. Allen 
of the Old Colony has evolved a scheme by 
which this city is robbed of eighteen trains 
both inward and outward at the season 
when they naturally éxpect increased facili- 
ties for travel. General indignation is felt 
by business men that they should be the 
victims of problematical experiments in the 
Old Colony’s endeavor to adjust train des- 
patching to a method. L. S. Anderon, 
formerly well know as secretary to Mr. 
C. F. Adams and later assistant treasurer 
of the Union Pacific, has placed a petition 
in circulation. 

“Tt is receiving the general indorsement 
of the railroad’s patrons, and, furthermore, 
a call has been issued for an indignation 
meeting of “‘all citizens of Quincy who 
desire to protest against the change of 
train time recently announced by the Old 
Colony management, and who wish to ob- 
ject to the people of Quincy being deprived 
of their previous train accommodations.”’ 
Such a stir has not before swept over the 
city since its Godfather Faxon carried no- 
license, and the public can thank the 
Quincy Dairy LepGER for first bringing 
to light this pernicious scheme.”’

South Quincy Jealous. 
Soutu Quincy, June 11, 1891. 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

You are ably making out your case for 
better railroad accommodations between 
Quincy and Boston all of which is to be 
commended, but you seem to think the 
city of Quincy is represented by the Quincy 
station—and have not a word for South 
Quincy—why the fact is that there has 
been the most miserable and intolerable 
facilities for both passenger and freight 
traffic at this station—and, judging from 
the list you publish this evening we are 
going to lose instead of gain. We evi- 
dently lose two trains inward in the fore- 
noon, making the service a retrograde one. 
Why all this? Does not the growth and 
development of South Quincy deserve bet- 
ter encouragement ? Is there not a proba- 
bility that this station is the best paying 
one in the city. Look at the beautiful (?) 
granite building we have; also the brilliant 
(?) electric lighting. Compare all this 
with the very rapid growth of this’section 
and see if the facilities and convenience 
have kept pace. 

Quincy is modest in asking three trains 
between 7 and 8 o’clock,four between 8 
and 9 o’clock and yet South Quincy has 
only one train every hour. This is cer- 
tainly all wrong. In the past the Quincy 
station had many patrons from South 
Quincy, simply because there were more 
and better trains, but it is not just to 
compel us to either walk or pay street 
car fare from here to Quincy. 

The announcement that Quincy Adams 
was to have the same service as Quincy 
and Wollaston was hailed with joy here, 
but it turns out we are to have three less 
inward in the morning and three less 
outward at night. 

As before noted if we have better and 
more trains, traffic will increase to merit it 
and will bea boon in-as-much as it will 
save time and expense, both very desirable, 
and it willdo much to help along the de- 
sirable and healthy developement of South 
Quincy. 

A word respectfully to the officials of the 
Old Colony Railroad. As you value your 
own interests, you will see td it that you 
give careful attention and consideration to 
this station of Quincy Adams—it should be 
“South Quijicy.”” Please consider that 
this is not the place it was ten years ago, 
and that the same or little better accomm o- 
dations will not answer. Ifyou giveus in- 
creased and vastly better facilities you will 
thereby reap your own reward, as business 
facilities always bring business ; and you 
are like the rest of us in that respect, you 
want more business to make your income 
more than your expense account, 

As the first radical change you might 
make here, we would suggest that you be- 
gin at the root, by changing the very name 
to South Quincy. This section is known 
in a business way almost in every state of 
the Union not as Quincy Adams. Then 
give us a depot building suitable to the 
present and looking to the interests of the 
near future. Give us exact and equal 
facilities, with any other section of this 
city, then you will deserve the sincere 
thanks of all well wishers of South Quincy. 

This is not put forward as a demand or 
command, knowing there is no dangerous 
competitors in the field, in your line of 
business, simply as a request. If you 
don’t change the name, build a new depot 
etc., do at least give better train service, as 
good, (no better), as any other you give 
this city.

In Getting More Trains 
for Quincy Adams. 


tion Meeting Saturday Evening, 


A Committee of Five Representative Citi 
Zens to Wait on Supt. Kendrick, 


Seldom has there been such a spirited 
meeting of Quincy citizens as the one 
held on Saturday evening at Han- 
cock hall, relative to the new Old 
Colony timetable. All, however, with 
one possible exception thought they had 
been shabbily treated by the railroad. At 
least 300 were present, and they included 
a large number of representative citizens. 

Ex-Councilman Federhen called the 
meeting to order, and organization was 
effected by the choice of ex-Councilman 
Slade as chairman and Warren Rideout as 
secretary. 

Mr. Federhen reviewed the situation 
briefly, quoting facts and figures from the 
Dairy LEDGER, and offered the following 
resolutions: 


Whereas, The managenfent of the Old 
Colony Railroad has announced a change 
of trains between Quincy and Boston and 
return, and 

Whereas, Said change deprive citizens 
of Quincy of many train privileges they 
have heretofore enjoyed both by decreasing 
the number of trains and not running at 
many important and necessary hours, it is 
hereby 

Resolved, By the citizens of Quincy, 
in public meeting assembled, that the 
change of trains as announced will be of 
great inconvenience to the inhabitants of 
this city, and of great detriment to its pre- 
vailing growth and prosperity. That the 
business and social interests of Quincy de- 
mand increased and not decreased rail- 
road facilities in a northerly and sertherly 
direction. That the first is a necessity and 
the last an injustice and that this meeting 
enters and proclaims its unqualified protest 
against the proposed change, and requests 
additional accommodations and service, 
and it i3 further 

Resolved, ‘That a committee of five 
citizens be appointed by the chairman of 
this meeting to wait upon the management 
of the Old Colony Railroad and endeavor 
to remedy the injustices herein complained 
of and also ascertain what action the 
corporation intends to take in relation to 
a petition already submitted for a ‘*‘ Work- 
ingmen’s train’? as provided in section 183 
of Chapter 112 of the Public Statutes, the 
committee to report to the citizens of 
Quincy in the local papers or at a meeting 
to be called by them at a later date. 


Emery L, Crane moved to couple Quincy 
Adams with Quincy in the resolutions, but 
withdrew the motion when 


Mayor Fairbanks 


read a letter he had received from Superin- 
tendent Allen: 


Boston, June 13, 1891. 
Hon. H., O. Fairbanks, 
Mayor, Quincy, Mass. 

DeAn Sir: Referring to our conversa- 
tion of this afternoon, with reference to 
increased train facilities for Quincy Adams, 
will say that we will arrange to stop at that 
station the 6.35 and 7.35 A. M. trains from 
South Braintree due in Boston at 7 and 8 
A. M. respectively, and the 5 and 6 P. M. 
trains from Boston, upon your request as 
the representative of the people of your 
city; further, regarding more train accom- 
Aations for Quincy proper: if itis found, 
aft fair trial of the new time table, 
more ..4ins are necessary, we will be very 
glad to confer with you with a view of 

adding a few more ‘‘ Quincy expresses.”’

Beyond the Law and Illegal, 


And quoted from the Public Statutes in 
support thereof, 

Chapter 112, section 156 of the Public 
Statutes : 

** A railroad corporation which has estab- 
lished and maintained throughout the year 
for five consecutive years a passenger 
station at a point on its road, shall not 
abandon such station nor substantially de- 
minish the accomodation furpished by the 
stopping of trains thereat, as compared 
with that furnished at other stations on 
the same road. And in case of a viola- 
tion of the provisions this section the At- 
torney General at the relation of ten legal 
voters of the city or town in which said 
station is located shall proceed in equity by 
information to enjoin the corporations 
from further violation thereof.” 


The matter of a workingmen’s train was 
inserted at the request of Rey. A. F. Roche 
who some time ago forwarded the Old 
Colony a petition of 700 names for such a 
train. One of Quincy’s attractions of late 
has been the large numbers of trains, but 
now we are to lose these. 

L. S. Anderson gave figures for Newton, 
Winchester, Waltham, Hyde Park, Melrose 
and other suburban towns. Many through 
trains which had never stopped at Brain- 
tree were now scheduled to stop there, and 
it looked like an attempt to boom one town

Resolutions Passed at an Indigna- 


OPENING BACE,. 


The White Fawn and Rocket Secure 
Legs for the Trophy. 

The Quincy Yacht Club held its first 
race of the season Saturday, off Houghs 
Neck, and a pretty race it was. There 
was a cash prize of $10 and $5 in each 
class and in the first and third classes the 
Sanborn cups were sailed for. 

The result of the race was*that the 
White Fawn and Erin in first, Madge and 
Mabel in the second, and the Rocket and 
Flora Lee in the third class, took the cash 
prizes; and the White Fawn and Rocket 
each secured a leg in the trophies. 

The wind was light at the start but 
freshened into a fair breeze before the 
finish. 

The regatta was sailed under the Corin- 
thian’s rules which made the race even 
mere interesting, as it gave the owners of 
the boats an opportunity to show what 
their boats could do under their own 
management. The ‘‘ White Fawn’’ how- 
ever did not sail under the Corinthian 
rules, but had a professional skipper. 

The first gun was fired at 2.06 and five 
minutes later the starting gun for the first 
class,the White Fawn and Moondyne cross- 
ing the line nearly neck and neck.

In the third class there was considerable 
interest in the new boats, Mab and Bess, 
which for the first time met the champions, 
the Rocket ana Flora Léc,.+t the old 
champions held their own and are yct to be 
beaten by the new ones. The Flora Lee 
rounded the flag on the first run 35 seconds 
in lead of the Rocket. and she kept her 
lead throughout but lost Lo the Rocket on 
time allowance by 3 seconds. 

Of the new boats the Bess crossed the 
line the first time 2 seconds in the lead of 
the Mab but 2 minutes 30 seconds later 
thau the Flora Lee, the leader. The Mab, 
however, gained on the Bess and at the 
finish crossed the line 1 minute 14 seconds 
in the lead.

THE KEYSTONE BANK 


Comptroller Lacey Submits a 
Statement of Facts 


REGARDING ITS SUSPENSION 


Bank Examiner Drew's Course to Be In- 
vestigated—Owing to Peculiar Finan- 


celal Conditions, Careful Treatment is 


Required. 


WASHINGTON, June 15. — Comptroller 
Lacey has submitted to Secretary Foster 
a statement of the facts leading up to the 
final closing of the Keystone National 


bank of Philadelphia,and the appointment | 


of a receiver therefor. 

The comptroller says the first informa- 
tion that reached him of the Lucas de- 
falcation was received on Jan. 24, from 
Bank Examiner Drew, who stated that on 
Jan. 9, President Marsh voluntarily con- 
fessed to him that an indebtedness of the 
Lucas estate to the bank amounting to 
$600,000, had been heretofore concealed. 
Mr. Marsh said he had been at first 
norantly led into irregular transactions by 
the late President Lucas, whose protege 
he was, and to whom he was under very 
great obligations, and that Mr. Lucas had 
on his death bed exacted a promise from 
Mr. Marsh to continue the deception until 
the missing sum could be made good from 
the results of the Lucas enterprises. 

Of Bank Examiner Drew’s letter the 
comptroller says: It is to be observed 
that the letter states that the directors of 
the bank, seven members of the clearing 
house committee, the counsel on either 
side (one of whom was the United States 
attorney for Philadelphia) and the bank 
examiner himgelf, were the only persons 
who had knowledge of the indebtedness of 
the Lucas estate, and of the conveyance of 
property which, so far as the report shows, 
made good the sum abstracted. 

Responsibilities Grave. 

Itisalso to be observed, in Mr. Drew’s 
opinion, and presumably upon consulta- 
tion with the gentleman named, and upon 
their advice, it was important that no 
publicity be given to the affair until the 
bank should be fully rehabilitated. Upon 
receipt of this report, the comptroller was 
confronted with a grave responsibility. 
The entire country had recently 
passed through a crisis, caused by a severe 
monetary stringency, which had made ab- 
solutely necessary the issuing of clearing 
house certificates. The uneasiness caused 
by this situation had been greatly aggra- 
vated in Philadelphia, by reason of the 
failure of several large private and state 
banking houses, and by the run which had 
been made upon the Keystone National 
bank in December, under the effect of 
which it was still suffering. 

Heavy Assessment. 

It was represented to the comptroller by 
Mr. Drew at this interview that, in his 
judgment, and in the opinion of the clear- 
ing house committee, the property con- 
veyed to the bank by the Lucas estate was 
equal in value to the indebtedness which 
had been concealed; that in any event the 
creditors of the bank were entirely safe, 
and that prompt efforts would be made to 
replenish the cash by deposits of $300,000 
to be made by the leading directors and 
stocktolders, which would place 
funds tntil its own assets became asa 
able. Further and laser repoyfs from Drew 
convinced the comptygiiér that the board 
of directors were S}jw in putting matters 
in a satisfactory condition, 80 on March 7, 
he levied an gsessment of $250,000 upon 
the shareholgers, on the promises from a 
committegf directors of the bank that 
the assgSsment would be paid withina 
week.

bank. This reached the comptroller on 
the 16th, and three days later he closed the 
bank. The bank then remained in, charge 
of the examiner for fifty-one days.” 

For these reasons the situation was one 
requiring the most considerate and careful 
treatment, and anything tending to shake 
returning confidence in financial institu- 
tions was to be studiously avoided. A re- 
newalofthe run upon the Keystone Na- 
tional bank might have involved other 
banking institutions and produced wide- 
spread disaster. It was also true that the 
Keystone National bank had passed 
through a severe crisis in December, and 
had been able to weather the storm with 
$600,000 less assets than it had when this 
report reached the comptroller. It is evi- 
dent that the comptroller could not at this 
time lawfully have cloced the bank, nor 
could he have even levied an assessment to 
make good ap impairment of capital, a» 
none existed, according to this report. The 
danger then was for atime past, and the 
comptroller decided to await the arrival 
of Mr. Drew on January 27, the day fol- 
lowing the receipt of his letter. 

In regard to the delay in appointing a re- 
ceiver Mr. Lacey says it was not done im- 
mediately, because it was the duty of the 
comptroller to facilitate a resumption of 
business by the bank. It was important, 
considering all the business and municipal 
ramifications which the failure involved, 
that plenty of time be given for develop- 
ments in order to avoid the appointment 
of some improper and interested person. 
No person, he says, can show that any 
creditor or stockholder has been damaged 
to the extent of one dollar by reason of the 
delay. 

End of Communications. 

The comptroller states that Postmaster 
General Wanamaker “‘neverdirectly or in- 
directly suggested or solicited one day’s 
delay in the closing of the bank, nor in the 
appoiniment of a receiver, except as ap- 
pears by the telegram hereinafter quoted. 
In fact I have met him but once during the 
present year, and that meeting was on 
March 21, at the suggestion andin the 
presence of Hon. A, P. Nettleton, then act- 
ing secretary of the treasury. This inter- 
view was the day after the Keystone bank 
was closed, and the failure was fully dis- 


cussed. He subsequently confirmed the 
inform:stion I received from Mr. Marsh, 
and sii. that he held as a pledge certifi- 


cates representing about 2500 shares of 
stock in the Keystone bank, and that he 
had declined to surrender them unless the 
Lucas estate would pay him the amounts 
due. I urged him to use his influence in 
aid of the efforts being made to reopen the 
bank. He promised to look into the t- 
ter the same night on his return to Fuil- 
adelphia, and I telegraphed Mr. Drew to 
call upon him with a statement of the 
assets and liabilities of the bank, and to 
facilitate in every Way possible his taking 
an active interest in the schemes for reor- 
ganization. I failed, however, in my at- 
tempt to enlist him in the enterprise, and 
so ended all communication between us on

In concluding the statement Mr. Lacey 
says: “I deem it my duty to say that, in 
my opinion, the several reports made by 
bank examiner did not reflect the truc 
condition of the bank under consideration. 
The degree of blame, if any, which prop- 
erty attaches to Mr. Drew is yet to be as- 
certained. He is entitled, by reason of his 
long and hitherto acceptable service, to an 
impartial investigation and a fair hearing. 
He has recently been so fully employed, by 
reason of the Keystone and Spring Garden 
banks that it has as yet been impracticable 
to give the matter the. consideration its 
importance demands. In the meantime, 
however, he has been directed to suspend 
examinations until the facts are submitted 
and a conclusion reached.”’ 


A TALE OF DEPRAVITY, 


Buried in Her House Yard to 
Save Funeral Expenses. 

HARTFORD, June 15.—The town authori- 
ties of Windsor Lake have unearthed a 
mystery. Some time ago a woman named 
Anna Drake, living with her brother 
Samuel, suddenly disappeared.. Both were 
advanced in years, and had lived in a hut 
foralongtime. Before the woman’s dis- 
appearance,the neighbors had heard moans 
and had offered their assistance in caring 
for her. Their offers were refused, and 
the brother threatened to shoot any one 
who entered the house. 

Saturday officers arrested Drake and 
searched the house, but no trace of his 
sister could be found. At lasta mound 
was discovered in the yard, and the body 
about a foot underthe surface. Drake con- 
fessed that his sister had died six weeks 
ago,and he had kept the body in the 
house for two weeks. He then buried it, 
as the efficers think, to save the expense 
of afuneral, There was no coffin and the 
clothes were the same worn-by the woman 
when she died, <A bed quilt was wrapped 
around the remains, which were horribly 
decomposed. 

Some suspected that Drake had mur- 
dered his sister, but the skeleton did not 
show evidence of this. It is more likely 
that she died a natural death. Drake has 
been considered out of his head, and no 
one dared to visit the house. The case 
will be investigated by the coroner.

Many Universities Will Send Delegates— 
Large Attendance Expected. 

EAST NORTHFIELD, Mass., June 13.—The 

World’s Student conference, held here an- 

nually at the invitation of Mr. D. L. 


Moody, will begin on June 27 and close 
July 8. Last year there were 435 students 


from 125 institutions, and the coming con- 
ference promises to be larger and more 
representative. The European universi- 
ties will send fifteen delegates, one from 
Glasgow being a son of Dr. Paton. the 
famous New Hebrides missionary. From 
seventy-five to 100 men are expected from 
Virginia; last year there were forty. Yale 
will send forty, apd-Piinceton, Harvard, 
CornelPandother colleges, will each have 
@lerge representation. Stagg, the Yale 
pitcher, will have charge of the athletics, 
which form no small part of the program 

Mr. Moody, the favorite of each confer- 
ence, will speak this year each day, and 
the other speakers announced include Pro- 
fessor N. B. Harper, president-elect of 
Chicago university; Professor W. W. 
Moore of Union Theological seminary, 
Virginia; Professor W. G, Moorehead and 
President J. W. Bashford of Ohio, Pro- 
fessor S. E. Thompson of the University of 
Pennsylvania and the Rey. John Smith of 
Edinburgh, said to be without apeer in 
Scotlandin reaching students. Professor 
D. B. Towner will lead the singing as 
usual, 


A TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE 


Causes the Death of Three Members of 
One Family and Heavy Property Loss. 


NEw York, June 15.—A tenement house 
fire in Upper Third avenue early yesterday 
morning resulted in the death of three 
members of one family, tenants of the 
fifth and top floor. These burned to death 
were: Philip Brady,aged 55 years; Cather 
ine Brady, his wife,40 years; Philip Brady, 
Jy., their 13-year-old son. The fire was a 
mysterious one, breaking out at 5:30 
o’clock and caught the tenants asleep and 
there were many Darrow escapes, Those 
burned were blackened by the fire and un- 
recognizable, except by remnants of their 
personal property. The was about

THE COLLAPSE OF A BRIDGE.

A Heavily Loaded Passenger Train 
Wrecked —Sixty Killed. 

BERNE, June 15.—A most horrible ac- 
cident occurred on the Moenchenstein 
and Bale railway, through the collaspe of 
a bridge, beneath a heavily loaded excur- 
sion train. The train was crowded with 
people on the way to attend a musical fete. 
Sixty persons were killed outright, while 
hundreds were injured. Two engines 
and the first car plunged into 
the river, and all the passengers 
in the car were deowned. Two 
cars remained suspended from the bridge. 
All the trainmen were killed. Thirteen 
cars were saved, 

Fishing Fleets Arrive. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 15.—The 
schooner Alice M. Jordan, the first of the 
Cape shore fleet, arrived here with 450 bar- 
rels large mackerel. The schooner Norum- 
bega, with 400 barrels, and the Carl 
Schurz, with 350 barrels, are on their way 
home, and are expected at any moment. It 
is probable that the catch of Gloucester 
seiners up to date aggregates some 4000 
barrels of fish. 


Despondency Led to Suicide. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 15.—John L. 
Flagg, aged 63, committed suicide early 
Sunday morning at the house of his son, 
William W. Flagg. Hecut his leg with 
a razor below the knee, severing an artery 
and bled to death. The act was caused by 
despondency, following failure to secure 
work. Mr. Flagg formerly lived at Doug- 
lass. He leaves a wife, three sons and a 
daughter. 


Imperial Troops Retreat. , 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 15.—News has 
been received that the Arabs in Yemen 
have revolted and have attacked the im- 
perial troops, forcing them to retreat. The 
troops lost several officers and 100 men. 
The commander has telegraphed for rein- 
forcements.

Proffers Assistance—Discovery Made by

| QUEENSTOWN, June 15.—The Cunard 
line steamer Servia, Capt. Dutton, which 
left New York June 6, arrived here yester- 


or Thursday last he sighted the Inman 
| line steamer City of Richmond, Capt. Red- 
| ford, from New York June 3, bound for 
this port and Liverpool. The latter vessel 
was flying signals of distress, and the 
Servia bore down to her to offer assistance. 
The captain of the City of Richmond re- 
| ported that his cargo was on fire, and the 
| Servia stood by until Brow Head was 
} sighted. Capt. Redford reported that on 
| Tuesday at midnight a lady cabin passen- 


| that the floor of the stateroom was very 
hot. She immediately gave the alarm to 
the engineers, who communicated with 
the captain, and an examination was 
quickly made. This resulted in the dis- 
covery that smoke was issuing from the 
fore hold, and the smell indicated that the 
cotton in the hold was on fire. Steam and 
water were promptly injected into the 
| hold and it is believed the fire was com- 
pletely subdued before the City of Rich- 
mond reached Queenstown. The vessel pro- 
| ceeded for Liverpool and appeared to be 
all right. 

Further Particulars. 
| The following additional 
| have been received. The 
| 200 bales of cotton. The lady who gave the 
alarm, upon awakening, found her state- 
room filled with smoke, and at once 
aroused thefoccupants of the adjoining state 
rooms. In less than three minutes all the 
| passengers, including those in the steer- 
| age, were on deck. Most of them hurriedly 
| left their berths and rushed on deck at- 
tired in little but their sleeping garments. 
Strenuous efforts were instantly made 
by the crew to reach the fire. Upon open- 
ing the hatchway adjoining the spot from 
| which smoke was issuing, it was ascer- 
tained that a portion of the cotton was on 
fire. Large volumes of water were poured 
down upon the burning mass, but with 
smalle ffect. Until the steam fire annihila- 
| tors were used, nodiminution of the fire 
| was visible. Throughout the period of alarm 
a gale was blowing and the ship rolled 
heavily. During the dark hours of sus- 
pense the muss of the passengers were 
perfectly calm, most of them making

light on Wednesday the extent of the fire

HALF A MILLION BLAZE, 


Main Building of the Abbatoir at Phil-

PHILADELPHIA, June 15.—The main 
building of the abbatvir was completely 
destroyed by fire early yesterday morning 
and at 8 o’clock the surrounding buildings 
had ignited, the firemen devoting their at- 
tention to these, abandoning the main 
Structure to its fate.

FIRST OF THE COMING CANNON, 


A Monster 12-Inch Gun for Coast De- 
fense at Proviig Station. , 


New York, June 15.--The new 12-inch 
gun at the Sandy Hook proving grounds is 
a@ monster which must be seen to be ade- 
quately respected. It weighs 52 tons and 
is more than 36 feet long. It has a butt of 
about the size of a hogshead, and carries a 
1000-pound ball. It requires 449 pounds of 
powder to the load, The initial velocity of 
its projectile is expected to be 1940 feet a 
second. The muzzle pressure, is,therefore, 
approximately 26,000 foot tons. “At the 
muzzle the projectile would penetrate 
three feet into wrought iron; at the dis- 
tance of one mile, 28 inches into iron 
plate; at a distance of two miles, twenty 
inches into iron plate. 

Eight other guns of the same size and 
style as the new 12-inch gun have been or- 
dered for the navy. Compared with the 
coming guns for the navy, the gun at 
Sandy Hook is six tons heavier, has the 
same length, a powder chamber of 62.5 
inches in length and 14.5in diameter. The 
number of grooves is 72 for the land gun 
and 46 for the navy gun. 

The powder charge of the navy piece is 
425 pounds, and with this a projectile of 
850 pounds will be thrown 2000 feet a sec- 
ond. The muzzle energy of the navy gun 
will be 23,569 tons, 

The big gun hasarather long history. 
It was began about three years ago, and 
the two largest forgings, the tube and 
jacket were procured of Schneider and Co. 
in.France; but hereafter the army, like 
the navy, will be able to secure from 
American steel works all the forging for 
any desired calibres. 

The 12-inch gun, however, is supposed to 
be far from the biggest thing which the 
Watervliet works can produce. The next 
step there may be the turning out of even 
al6-inch gun. This monster will have a 
length of about 49'¢ feet anda weight of 
12 tons. It will use a charge of about 
1000 pounds of powder, with a projectile 
weighing over a ton, and having a muzzle 
penetration in iron of about three feet, 
with a maximum range of about 15 miles. 

This is the largest gun contemplated for 
our forts, since no more powerful one is 
carried on war ships. But the 12-inch guns 
willform the great majority in our sea- 
coast defense. Indeed, only 44 of the 16- 
inch are included in the plans of the forti- 
fication board, and 36 of these are for New 
York, San Francisco and Boston. The 12- 
inch gun will be supplemented for coast 
defense by 12-inch mortars, of which sev- 
eral hundred will be supplied. It is now 
only a question of a short time when some 
of the guns and mortars will be put in 
position at the principal! ports.

THE NEW PREMIER. 


Senator J. J. C. Abbott Has 
Been Called Upon 


TO FORM A NEW CABINET 


For Canada—He Has Assurance of Sup- 
port from His Colleagues—House of 
Commons to Meet Tuesday, When the 
Ministry Will E> Made Known. 


OTTAWA, June 15.—Hon. Senator Ab- 
bott, leader of the late government in the 
senate, has been entrusted with the task 
of forming a new administration. The an- 
nouncement created surprise here, as it 
was thought Sir John Thompson’s chances 
for the position were the best. It is stated 
that his excellency did call upon the ex- 
minister of justice, but he, knowing the 
powerful opposition against him in On- 
tario, suggested Senator Abbott’s name as 
a compromise, and agreed to use all his in- 
fluence’with the party to assist Abbott in 
forming a ministry. 

The New Premier. 

The new premier is undoubtedly an able 
man and is acceptable to the western prov- 
inces, Ontario and the maritime provinces. 
Quebec, however, is stréngly in favor of 
Thompson. Chapleau, the ex-secretary of 
state, and acknowledged leader of the 
party in that province, went so far as to 
state publicly that he considered Thomp- 
son the only man available for the posi- 
tion. Heis bitterly opposed to Senator 
Abbott, and Will likely cause great trouble 
unless a compromise is effected. 

Although one of the youngest members 
of the late cabinet, the ex secretary of state 
is a powerful man in elections, and has a 
faithful following in the house of com- 
mons of twenty members, who will follow 
him through thick and thin. 

Chapleau’s Price, 

The new premier waited upon all the ex- 
ministers, and it is understood succeeded 
in inducing all to accept their old port- 
folios in the new cabinet except Chapleau, 


who would give no decided answer. He 
left for Montreal to consult with his 
friends. Chapleau’s price for his consent 


to act with the new government is that 
Sir Hector Langevin, minister of public 
works, and Sir Adolphe Caron, minister of 
militia, shall be shelved, and that he shall 
receive the portfolio of railways and 
canals. Langevin was the late premier’s

A Pilea for City Piaygrounds. 

City children are undoubtedly happy 
in'their play, but I cannot watch them 
without sadness and a regret that the 
fuller pleasures of a country life will 
never be theirs at the time they are best 
fitted to enjoy them. The earnest plead- 
ing for a leaf or blossom from the flower 
laden tourist as, returning from his out- 
ing, he passes up the street; the eager 
band of merry children in pursuit of a 
wandering butterfly—fairylike visitor 
from a strange land—tell of a formless 
longing for the unknown freedom of the 
woods and fields. What can we do to 
add to the joys of a youth which is all 
too brief? As you enter your high school, 
these boys and girls enter on the serious 
duties of life. Then follows the strug- 
gle for existence, and a severe one it 
usually is. é 

We cannot give all these children 
homes in the country, we cannot give 
them all even an outing there; but we 
can give them playgrounds in the city; a 
very little plot here and there will do. 
We have reserved. great parks and 
squares which we permit them to look 
atand sometimes to venture on. But 
as playgrounds these are practically use- 
less; they are accessible to comparative- 
ly few. A vacant building lot in the 
proper district is far more to the pur- 
pose. Happy is the boy who lives near 
one! Notice the evidences of constant 
use it shows, the small baseball ‘dia- 
mond” clearly outlined, every smooth 
place pitted with marble holes. 

What better investment could our 
cities make than to purchase small plots 
like this at intervals throughout the city, 
tear down the buildings, fill up the cel- 
lars, and leave them, with no forbidding 
sign, open to the children. “Their little 
feet would soon grade and harden the 
ground. In giving the nation’s future 
workers such an opportunity to lay the 
foundation for stronger and healthier 
bodies and brighter wits the city would 
reap abundant interest on the capital in- 
vested.—Frank M. Chapman in St. Nich- 
olas. 


Honest New York Shop Girls. 

A gentleman who lives in Cincinnati 
returned home a day or two ago aftera 
fortnight’s sojourn here deeply impressed 
with the honesty of the New York shop 
girl.

Thousands of people cross the bridge 
every day, but comparatively few of 
them know much about the wires that 
are trained across the big structure.

Through them 
countless messages—telephonic and tele- 
graphic—are transmitted at all hours of 
the day and night. 

Some of them resemble ropes, but they 
are not, for each contains 500 telephone 
wires. Of these there are five. Besides 
them are many other black, snakelike 
strands, which are other means of com- 
munication with Brooklyn and points 
beyond. Of course, nearly everybody is 
aware that the land ends of the Atlantic 
cables of the Commercial company also 
cross the bridge, but their location is 
generally misunderstood. They are se- 
curely fastened to the under side of the 
promenade flooring, in plain view of 
passengers on the trains.—New York 
Herald. 


Magnificent Tobacco Crop. 

Good news for smokers comes from 
Havana. It is expected by the best au- 
thorities on the subject there that the 
present tobacco crop will even surpass 
that of ten years ago in quality and 
quantity. It promises, moreover, to 
“cure” early enough to enable it to be 
sampled by July. The interior harvests 
of the last nine years—with the excep- 
tion of 1888, which was a comparatively 
good one—had all been late in arriving. 
For instance, that of 1890, in spite of the 
most careful treatment, could not be got 
to “‘cure” fit for smoking until last Jan- 
uary. The cropis roughly estimated at 
a quarter of a million bales, each of 100 
pounds weight.—London Telegraph.

at the expense of another. Did not think 
it impossible to stop some of the through 
trains, but then he said Quincy would not 
Object to new trains. Believed the com- 
mittee would get satisfaction from Supt. 
Kendrick ; if not it could go to the Rail- 
road Commissioners. 

Dr. Everett thought Quincy couldn’t 
spare a train; believed all were well 
patronized. It was outrageous that Quincy 
could not communicate directly on “any 
train with stations north of Neponset 
river or south of the Braintrees. 

B. F. Curtis said he had made Plymouth 
trains a study and found that it would be 
necessary to make 

Waits of From 12 to 50 
minutes at Braintree. 

Dr. Everett spoke of other nuisances of 
the Old Colony—the whistling between 2 
and 3 A. M.,the poor station, ete. Pupils 
tothe Adams Academy from the South 
would be greatly inconvenienced. More 
and better trains were needed. 

Mr. Anderson said he has drawn up a 
petition which he hopes would also be 
generally signed at the close; it reads: 

We, the undersigned, residents of Quincy 
and regular patrons of the Old Colony 
RaiJroad Co., hereby enter our protest 
against the reduction in train service as 
proposed in the timetable to go into effect 
Monday, June 16. 

We respectfully submit that it is a great 
injustice to reduce the number of outward 
bound trains from 28 to 22 and the number 


of inward bound trains from 31 to 21 at 
such a large and important centre as 
Quincy. 

We hereby request that in addition to 
the trains scheduled in said timetable to 
stop at Quincy, the following trains shall 
be ordered to stop at Quincy as soon as 
possible: 

Outward bound—12 m., 1.45, 3.15, 4.15, 
4.45, 5.15, 6.15, 7.45 P. M. 

Inward bound—7.31, 7.58 or 8.01, 8.31, 
9.31 A. M., 12.31, 2.01, 3.31, 5.31, 6.31 P.M. 

Other requests will be submitted by the 
committee appointed for that purpose. 


Ex-Mayor Porter said he had appointed 
himself a committee of one and inter- 
viewed Supt. Kendrick, informing him 
that the new schedule was noticeable for 
its omissions, and had side tracked Quincy. 
The entire tributary to Atlantic was not 
equal to the Quincy station yet it had 
twice as many trains. Thought there 
were 

3,000 Passengers Daily 
from Quincy. Believed Supt. Kendrick 
would meet committee courteously and 
give them what they want. The change 
had been made through pressure from 
stations south which complained that 
Quincy filled the cars. 

F. A. Claflin protested against the new 
scheme as an injury to Quincy. The Old 
Colony had no right to play fastee#45ose 
with Quiney. Favored Jeet? steps for re- 
dress. Thewere the timetable was 
ae -¢ bad points came out. It was 
such actions that turned the people against 
railroads and monopolies. 

The resolutions were amended by insert- 
ing the clause, “‘both in a northerly and 
southerly direction.” 

In responce to an inquiry of H. H. 
Faxon, Mr. Federhen quoted the law rela- 
tive to workingmen’s trains, which provides 
that they must be established under Chap. 
112. 

Section 183: 

“Every Railroad corporation whose rail- 
road runs out from Boston shall furnish on 
each week day a morning train in, and an 
evening train out for distances not exceed- 
ing fifteen miles, or suitable cars attached 
to other trains and reaching and leaving 
Boston at about six o,clock in the forenoon 


and afternoon, or at such hours as may be 
fixed by the Board. 


“And for such trains shall furnish 
yearly season tickets at arate not exceed- 
ing three dollars per mile per year, good 
once a day each way for six days in a week. 
And quarterly tickets not exceeding one 
dollar per quarter per mile, provided that 
two hundred or more persons make ap- 
plication therefore.” 


Edward Southworth had called on Supt. 
Allen and told him how many teachers 
who went to Dorchester were incon- 
venienced and day lengthened, but could not 
get satisfaction. 

The resolutions were adopted by unani- 
mous vote, 

Mr. Federhen hoped the committee 
appointed would bring the matter to the 

Attention of the City Council.

H. H. Faxon thought Quincy would get 
all it deserved from the Old Colony. Be- 
lieved credit should be given it for favors 
in the past. [Hisses]. Many here tonight 
did not know where they stood. He could 
keep cool when boiling over, which was 
more than his neighbors (Dr. Everett and 
Mr. Claflin) could do. 

The meeting dissolved, but everyone 
came forward and signed the petitions. 


ALL SMILED. 


Through Passengers Wave Handkerchiefs 
to Crowds at Quincy Depot. 


The LEDGER representative smiled with 
the others this morning as the crowds of 
Quincy people stood on the platform at the 
Quincy station and were fanned by the 
breezes of the express trains which passed 
through. There were many of them, too. 
The through passengers seemed to enjoy it, 
too, for they waved their handkerchiefs and 
smiled 


All trains were a few minutes late, but 
no more so than might be expected from 
so radical a change, where so quick time 
was required. It will be remarkable if ac- 
cidents do not occur before the day is 
over. But extra precautions are being 
taken to prevent these. 

There was a demand for time-tables but 
only twenty-five were sent to Quncy and 
these were soon gobbled up and were sold 
ata premium. The impression seemed to 
be that the management were ashamed of 
the timetable and therefore kept it back. 

Each train in the early morning carried 
from 100 to 300 passengers, many of whom 
had not got onto the new arrangement and 
had to wait in some instances from 20 to 
25 minutes for a train. 

While the people smiled they were with 
one accord disgusted with new schedule, 
and unless it is soon changed the faces will 
be longer as the days pass. 

The LeEpGER representative heard 
several say they had to start from home 
earlier than usual.

Passes Resolutions on 
the Railroad Time.

Plumbing Ordinance. 


Mayor Fairbanks submitted Assessors 
figures showing that 169 houses had been 
built last year and 64 begun since May 1, 
and in view of the rapid growth recom- 
mended a plumbing ordinance.

Councilman Jones said the order passed 
at the last meeting for a hearing on Water 
street had been declared null and void as 
the Council had not adopted a width. The 
order was rescinded and one for an infor- 
mal hearing June 22 adopted. 


Resolutions Against Timetable. 


Councilman Gray offered the following 
resolutions : 


WHEREAS, The management of the 
Old Colony Railroad has made great 
changes in the railroad facilities heretofore 
enjoyed by the citizens of Quincy and 

Wuereas, Said changes have deprived 
the patrons of said railroad not only of a 
large number of trains but of the means 
of reaching other cities and towns except 
by unusual and disagreeable delays and 
change of cars, it is hereby 

Resolved, By the City Council of Quincy, 
that the new timetable of June 15, 1891, is 
unjust and injurious to the business in- 
terests of the central station, unfair to the 
local patrons of the road and inequitable 
in most of its provisions ; and it is further 

Resolved, That a committee of five 
members of this body (one of whom shall 
be the President) be appointed by the pre- 
siding officer, and that His Honor, the 
Mayor, be also invited to co-operate with 
the committee of citizens already selected 
in endeavoring to secure to the city of 
Quincy the railroad facilities of which it 
has so summarily been deprived. 


Councilman Sherman thought the reso- 
lutions too sweeping as Wards Five and 
Six, and perhaps others had no grievance. 

Ex-President Federhen was invited to ad- 
dress the Council. He understood that the 
central station was now the only one that 
had a grievance, but the whole city should 
be interested in securing the Centre better 


service. Allit now asked was that some 
of the express trains should stop at Quincy. 
There was no desire to take any trains away 
from other Quincy stations. 

Councilman Sherman intimated that 
Quincy had secured more than its share in 
the past, and did not think the Old Colony 
was discriminating against it now. 

Councilman Moxon hoped the Atlantic 
service would not be interfered with. 

Councilman Pratt thought resolutions 
too sweeping, but hoped to see more 
trains at the Centre. 

Councilman Gray hoped the resolutions 
would pass unanimously. 

Councilman Powers thought West Quincy 
might lose if Quincy was benefitted. 

Councilman Wilde did not wish to an- 
tagonize Centre but favored an amend- 
ment. 

Councilman Fallon wanted better facili- 
ties at the Centre, believing the action had 
depreciated property there. 

Councilman Newcomb thought Council- 
men from out-lying wards narrow-minded 
in opposing the desires of the Centre. 

Councilman Moxon believed resolutions 
should apply to Centre station only 
Councilman Gray so amended the resolu- 
tions. 

Upon motion of Councilman Hammond 
the committee was increased to five that 
each station might be represented. 

A motion of Councilman Pratt to drop 
the first section of the resolutions was lost, 
and the resolutions adopted. 

The President appointed Councilman 
Gray, Hammond and Moxon ; the Mayor 
and the President making the five.

THE DEDICATION. 
Of Wollaston’s New 


Edifice of the Old English Style of 
Architecture. 


Preachers Take Part, 


| ‘The Wollaston Unitarian church was 
dedicated on Monday evening. Notwith- 
standing the intense heat a very large con- 
gregation was present at the exercises, 
which began at 7 o’clock. The floral deco- 
rations were few and simple, and consisted 
of several large bouquets of flowers arranged 
around the pulpit. The addresses were all 
of an informal nature. 

The church, which was begun about a 
year and a half ago, is situated at the cor- 
ner of Beale and Farrington streets. The 
edifice is of the old English style of church 
architecture, and is built of rough-face 
granite up to the springing of the roof 


| The effect is striking and unique. It is a 
| style of architecture which is compara- 
tively foreign to this country. 

The auditorium is 36 x 45 feet, and will 
seat 300 people. The pews are of antique 
oak, as is also the high wainscoting, the 
pulpit, the panelling and the doors.

A Day in Old Plymonth. 

The other morning a lady said to me, “I 
go to Plymouth today as a delegate to the 
Norfolk S.S. Union; won't you go along 
with me and act as scribe ?’? The morn- 
ing was so fine, I gratefully accepted the 
kind invitation; accordingly 9 o'clock 
found us en route for Plymouth. 

We reached the quaint old town about 
10 A. M. and made our way at once by 
electric car to the Universalist church. 
Alighting fromthe car the first object 
of interest was the site on which the 
first house in Plymouth once stood; this 
was on Leyden street, which was the first 
road laid out in the town. 

Reaching the church and finding we had 
afew minutes to spare we hastened to 
Coles hill, as we were filled with a burning 
desire to set foot on Plymouth rock. This 
done we retracted our steps to the church, 
which, by the way, must be eighty years 
old and stands on this same historic hill. 
When removing the earth, preparatory to 
laying its foundation, bones were found of 
some who succumbed to the hardships of 
that first winter. 

The Union was opened with a praise ser- 
vice, which was interrupted by Dr. A. A. 
Miner rising after the singing of the hymn, 
“*There’s a Wideness in God’s Mercy Like 
the Wideness of the Sea,” and asking how 
many in the audience knew that this more 
than beautiful hymn was written by a 
Catholic priest ? Whenever he heard the 
opening lines sung he said he was always 

Reminded of This Story: 

**A benevolent lady adopted a child which

As she resumed her seat, dinner was an- 
nounced as ready, which, with the good 
food and delicious coffee and kind gt- 
tentions of the bright courteous ladies who 
served us, proved a very delightful part of 

This day of Pleasure. 

Having satisfied the “‘inner man’? we 
reso}yéd to see the old burying ground. At 
the entrance we found the Pilgrim Memo- 
rial Congregational church. A lady who 
was born, as were her ancestors, in 
Plymouth, told me this was the spot on 
which the first church ever erected in 
Plymouth stood. The first was burned, 
the second and third rebuilt; finally the 
fourth, which is now used, was built as 
late as 1800. Everbody in Plymouth wor- 
shipped in one church. There was only 
this one in the town. One could spend 
hours in that old cemetery. Never have I 
seen such a variety of ancient headstones. 
We were especially interested in the stone- 
marking of the grave of Mrs. Robbins, 
mother of Dr. Robbins, who for so many 
years preached such sound Calvanistic 
doctrine to the good people of Plymouth. 

Next we niust see the Pilgrim Memorial 
monument, which, if they have not seen 
the original, is familiar to almost every 
person in New England, perhaps America.

JOSEPH KLEIN EMMETT. 


Pneumonia Takes the Life of the World- 
Famed Comedian. 


CoRNWALL, N. Y., June 16.—J. K. Em- 
mett, the noted actor of German character 
roles, died here yesterday of pneumonia. 
His famous part of Fritz was taken up by 
him some twenty years ago. In “Fritz, 
our Cousin German,”’ he began to star,and 
after that used half a dozen versions or 
changes of this theme, ‘Fritz in Ireland,” 
“Fritz Among the Gypsies,” ‘Fritz in ‘a 
Mad House,” etc. His grace in movement 
and skill in dancing, together with an 
ability for singing, aided much in popular- 
izing his amiable, genial character. On 
March 13, 1841, Joseph Klein Emmett was 
orn in St. Louis. His earliest theatrical 
efforts began upon the variety stage. In 
1866 he was at the California theatre in 
San Francisco. In 1868 he appeared with 
Dan Bryant’s minstrels in New York, and 
at that time began to win favor with his 
German dialect business. From that pop- 
ularity there was but astep to starring. 
Mr. Emmett accumulated a large fortune, 
his villa on the Hudson alone being valued 
at $150,000. In 1864he married Elizabeth 
Webber, and had one son, who was of late 
years manager of his father’s company. A 
year ago Mrs. Emmett secured a divorce.

The Agreement for a Closed 
Season Signed. 


A PROCLAMATION ISSUED 


Forbidding Seal fishing in Behring Sea 
Till Next May—Naval Vessels Will Be 
on the Grounds to Prevent Depreda- 
tions by Poachers—Binding Ordegs 


from the Secretary of the Treasury. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—The president 
has issued tue following proclamation: 

Whereas, An agreement for a modus vi- 
vendi between the government of the United 
States and the government of her Britann'e 
majesty in relation to the fur seal fisheries in 
Beliring Sea was concluded on the fifteenth 
day of June, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-one, word for 
word, as follows: 

Agreement between the government of the 
United Statesand the government of her 
Brittanic majesty for a modus vivendiin re- 
lation to the fur sea! fisheries in Behring 
sea. 

For *he purpose of vo ‘ing irritating differ- 
ences and with a \.cw to promote the 
friendly settlement of the questions pending 
between the two governments touching their 
respective rights in Behring sea, and for the 
preservation of the seal species, the following 
agreement is made, without prejudice to the 
rights or claims of either party. 

1. Her majesty’s government will prohibit, 
until May next, seal killing in that part of 
Behring sea lying eastward of the line of 
demarcation described in article No. 1 of the 
treaty of 1867 between the United States and 
Russia, and will promptly use its best efforts 
to insure the observance of this prohibition by 
British subjects aad vessels. 

2. The United States government will pro- 
hibit seal killing for the same period in the 
same art of Behring sea and on the shores 
and islands thereof, the property of the United 
States (in excess of 7500 to be taken on the 
islands for the subsistence and care of the 
natives), and will probably use its best efforts 
to insure the observance of this prohibition by 
United States and vessels. 

8. Every vessel or person offending against 
this prohibitionin the said waters of Behring 
sea outside of the ordinary territorial limits of 
the United States 

May Be Seized and Detained 

by the naval or other duly commissioned offi- 
cers of either the high contracting parties.but 
they shall be handed over as soon as practica- 
ble to the authorities of the nation to which 
they respectively helong, who shall alone have 
jurisdiction to try the offense and impose the 
penalties for the same. The witnesses and 
proofs neces ary to establish the offense shall 
also be sent with them. 

4. In order to facilitate such proper in- 
quiries as her majesty’s government may de- 
sire to make with a view to the presentation of 
the case of that government before arbitra- 
tors, and in expectation that 

An Agreement for Arbitration 

may be arrived at, it is agreed that suitable 

persons designated by Great Britain will be 

permitted at any time, upon application, to 
visit or to remain upon the seal islands during 
the present sealing season for that purpose.

Degree of Speed Without Precedent 
in the history ot the state department, 
andthe cable has been relied upon to an 
unwonted extent. ‘The agreement was 
signed yesterday morning by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Mr. Wharton, and the 
presidential proclamation followed as 
quickly as it cculi be prepared. The navy

AN INTEREST'NG QUESTION. 


Appeal from the Massachusetts Insurance 
Commissioner on the Matter of Insur- 
ance Against Elevator Aecidents. 
Boston, June 16.—The first case to arise 

under the act of the legislature of 1890, 

giving a right of appeal to the supreme 

court from a decision of the insurance 
commissioner in certain cases, came up be- 
fore Judge Holmes yesterday, the appel- 
lant being the Employer’s Wiability Assur- 
ance company, which appeals frem a deci- 
sion of Insurance Commissioner Merrill 
that the company cannot legally insure in- 
dividuals or corporations against liability 
for accidents to persons not in their em- 
ploy, as in the case of accidents to persons 
riding in elevators. Judge Lowell and 

H. M. Rogers appeared for the appellant, 

and J. H. Benton, Jr., represented the 

American Casualty and Insurance com- 

pany of Maryland, the question at issue 

being of interest to all companies doing an 
accident insurance business. Assistant 

Attorney General Harris appeared for the 

defendant, the insurance company. 

The petitioner alleges that it has issued 
large number of policies to owners of ele- 
vators, insuring the latter against liability 
for injuries to persons injured by accidents 
in the elevators, and has issued policies to 
owners of horses and vehicles, insuring 
such owners against liability for injuries 
sustained by users of such horses and vehi- 
cles; that it’ has received from the insur- 
ance commissioner a notice that it caunot 
legally do such an insurance business, be- 
cause the commissioner finds ‘no warrant 
in the statute of Massachusetts for the is- 
suauce of such policies or the making of 
contracts of this character.”

A SKELETON FOUND. 


Story of the Famous Beck 
Tragedy Recalled. 


BONES OF CALVIN A. BECK 


Unearthed from Where They Have 


Rested Many Years—Supposed to Have 


Been Murdered by His Brother, Who 


Died from Starvation Rather Than Pay 


Money for Food. 


HOPKINTON, N. H., June 16.—The last 
chapter in the terrible “Beck” tragedy in 
this town has come to an end by the find- 
ing yesterday of the remains of Calvin A. 
Beck, who mysteriously disappeared on 
the night of June 8, 1882. It will be re- 
membered that in January, 1890, the body 
of Perley Beck of this town was found in 
the bedroom of his farmhouse, where he 
lived alone. His age was about 65. He 
hada good farm and other property be- 
sides, yet as a miser he starved to death, 
After the disappearance of his brother, 
Calvin, there immediately arose suspi- 
cions that Calvin had been murdered by 
Perley. 

The latter never married. For a long 
time a woman of good character acted as 
his housekeeper, and she is now living. 
For a number of years Perley did not pay 
her the wages that had been agreed upon. 
In addition to this Perley at various times 
borrowed money of the woman, and this 
at least amounted to $800, not including 
the wages. The woman finally left the 
3eck home and brought suit against her 
former employer, claiming in all about 
$1600. This suit worried Perley exceed- 


| ingly, and he tried every way in his power 


To Avoid Paying the Claim. 

In the meantime Calvin was a school 
teacher in New Jersey. Perley wrote to his 
brother quite a number of letters, asking 
his assistance in his financial difficulties. 


| At length Calvin wrote to his brother sug- 
| gesting to him that he should make over 


his real estate to him (Calvin), and. finally 
Perley agreed to do it. Calvin, accom- 
panied by a woman, reputed to be his 
wife, came from New Jersey to this town 
and took up their abode at the Beck farm 
house. The brothers did not agree in 
many things. Both loved money and both 
had violent tempers. 

They lived about 244 miles from the vil- 
lage in a sparsely settled section, but their 
few neighboes learned that 
rious quarreling going on 
the Beck house. After considerable liti- 
gation Perley effected a settlement with 
his former housekeeper, and as soon as 
that was done he demanded of Calvin that 
he should redeed the property to him (Per- 
ley). Calvin then, and so far as can be 
learned, ever afterward refused to restore 
the property to Perley.

THE FISHERIES FAILED. 


Sad Reports from the Magdalen Islands 
of People Dying from La Grippe ‘and 
Starvation—Subscriptions in Order. 


MONTREAL, June 16.— Stories of the 
suffering of the inhabitants of the Mag- 
dalen islands have reached Quebec, but 
the first full account ofithe affliction of 
the hardy fisher folk was given by Capt. 
N. T. Jordan of the schooner Mary Bagot. 
His story is a harrowing one—a whole 
people stricken with a strange malady, 
while whole families, if not actually starv- 
ing to death, are on the verge of that dire 
calamity. The condition of the 5000 odd 
inhabitants of the Magdalen group, said 
Capt. Jordan, which consists of Amherst, 
Grindstone, Allright, Tutry and Coffin 
islands, is truly pitiful, and requires 
consideration. 

Two months ago the son of O’Brien, 
lighthouse keeper at South Point, Amherst 
island, fell sick. His disease was not con- 
sidered dangerous until other members 
of the family were similarly stricken. It 
was thought to bela grippe. The malady 
spread quickly to the neighboring village 
of Stang Du Nord, and in less than a week 
seven-eighths of the inhabitants were down. 
The disease had then assumed a most 
malignant form. Deaths followed each 
other in rapid succession. The malady 
spread to all the other islands, so that 
more than 4000 men, women and children 
were afflicted, while the death roll had run 
hundreds. The people became 
panic stricken and helpless. A schooner 
brought the news to Quebec, and doctors 
were sent, but were unable to cope with 
the disease. 

The outbreak was at the opening of the 
fishing season, but as nearly every one was 
a@Tected the fisheries were entirely aban- 
doned. The islanders depend on the catch 
for food and supplies. The condition is 
simply deplorable. Deaths are now so 
that the dead have to be im- 
mediately buried in the merest apology for 
coffins, In the vicinity of Fox Harbor

Beers Emphatically Denied, 


New York, June 16.—Failing to obtain

THE BACCARAT SCANDAL 


Has Its Inning in the British House of 
Commons, 


LonpoN, June 16.—Interest in the bac- 
carat questions attracted to the house of 
commons, yesterday, the largestafternoon 
attendance of the present session. The 
speakers’, strangers’ and ladies’ galleries 
were packed. The house, hushed and in- 
tensely expectant, listened eagerly to Mr, 
Stanhope’s statement, which had evidently 
been carefully prepared. The announce- 
ment that Gen. Williams was already on 
the retired list surprised the group of 
Radicals eager to attack him, and the 
Prince of Wales’ voluntary admission of 
an error of judgment on his part aston- 
ished and gratified the whole house and 
was received with slight cheering from the 
opposition benches and repeated congratu- 
latory shouts of ‘“‘Hear,” “hear” from the 
Conservatives. The utter absence of an 
official attempt at defense rendered the re- 
ply acceptable to every side and has taken 
the pith out of the Radical intention to 
continue their agitation. Several extrem- 
ists, at a subsequent private conference, 
tried to arrange for a motion declaring 
that the Prince of Waies ought to be cen- 
sured for indiscrimination. The bulk of 
the opposition, however, are averse to any 
further action and want the matter to rest 
where Mr. Stanhope left it. 


WEIGHT OF LOCOMOTIVES 


Caused the Terrible Railway Disaster in 
Switzerland—Eighty Lives Lost. 


BASLE, June 16.—The details of the 
Moenchenstein disaster prove that the 
bridge broke down under the sheer weight 
of the locomotives. The first engine Had 
passed over the abutment safely, but was 
dragged back by the second, when the 
whole fabric collapsed, the engines and 
train toppling into the water. Five ear- 
riages were precipitated into tae water 
and wrecked. At the point where the ac 
cident occurred the river is only four feet 
deep. All who were killed, from seventy 
to eighty, were crushed to death. An ex- 
act estimate of the number of the killed 
is impossible. There are several persens 
missing, and others whoare in hospitals 
are sinking, who will probably have to be 
added to the ultimate total of the dead. 

Forty-eight of the injured have been 
placed in the hospital at Bale, while 
numbers more of the injured have been re- 
moved to their homes.

A Steel Cutting Saw. 

General Manager Potter of the Home- 
stead mills of Carnegie Brothers & Co, 
has invented a cold saw for the purpose 
of sawing iron and stecl, which has 
proved a great success, and is creating 
considerable interest. For some years 
an instrument has been in use known as 
the hot saw—that is, it could only cut 
metal that had been heated to redness, 
but it is not equal to the new saw 
brought out by Mr. Potter. The hot 
saw leaves a burr on one edge, but the 
new cold saw does clean, smooth work 
and is not very expensive. 

Areporter had a talk with a gentle 
man who had seen the saw at worka 
short time ago, and secured from him 
the following description of the new in- 
vention: The instrument itself is simply 
a circular saw of fine steel, tempered 
somewhat hard, and about one-quarter 
of an inch in thickness at the periphery. 
It is ground slightly thinner at its center 
to clear itself easier in a deep cut. Itis 
made to revolve at a slow speed, while 
the old hot saw was run at a high rate 
of speed, and did its work by means of 
the intense friction created rather than 
by the teeth. It cuts but-one inch a 
minute. 

The machine differs from the ordinary 
circular saw in this respect, that it is 
not the work that moves up to the saw, 
but the work is fixed stationary and the 
saw is made to travel along the table 
through it. It is driven by a worm 
wheel and screw of some four or five 
feet in length, along which it can be 
moved easily by hand screw gear or by 
self acting feed gear. The sawruns in 
a tank of solution, and the greatest care 
is necessary in regard to the quality of 
the materials of this solution. It is 
made up of ten pounds of whale oil soap, 
fifteen pounds of sal soda, two gallons of 
lard oil, with water added to make forty 
gallons of mixture. The new saw will 
be used in cutting the armor plates for 
the government the proper size.—Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. 

Midnight Suppers in London, 

Society works hard over its season's 
pleasures. It crowds a gregt deal of ex- 
citement into the interval between the 
dinner at 8 or half-past 8 o'clock and its 
supper at midnight, so that this meal is 
a consideration to it. Women seldom 
dine heavily with the anticipation of 
several functions before them. Often 
they have been worried and flurried to 
get dressed in time. So, when they have 
heard part of an opera, been to a recep- 
tion and looked in at a dance, they be- 
gin to be conscious of that vacuum 
which nature abhors. At some few 
houses in town the art of supper giving, 
even at big dances, is rightly compre- 
hended, and guests are not beguiled into 
trying all manner of beautiful looking 
dishes which taste odious. 

Asa rule, however, the little suppers 
given by men at swagger restaurants, 
and such of their clubs as so far indulge 
the members’ feminine belongings, are 
the pleasantest. Private house suppers, 
except on rare occasions, are unsatisfac- 
tory. The staff of servants is small and 
human. It must have some sleep, and 
so the food is usually cold. At rich 
clubs and very swell restaurants a new 
set of servants are turned on fresh for 
the midnight meal, who may take their 
rest for the greater part of the day if it 
= please them.—London Cor. Chicago

Delaware's New Whipping Post Tried. 

The new pillory and whipping post in 
the jail yard at New Castle, Del., was 
christened May 16 for the first time 
since its erection, the old one having be- 
come rotten. Sheriff Simmons applied 
the lash and pillory to those convicted of 
the various infractions of the law. About 
200 spectators in the jail yard watched 
the flogging. Ropes had to be stretched 
across the yard to keep back the crowd. 
Alexander Wortenbury and William H. 
Bradshaw, both colored, stood in the 
pillory from 10 to 11 o'clock, and Samuel 
Swell and Andrew Jackson, also colored, 
occupied it from 11 until 12 o’clock. Each 
of these prisoners received twenty lashes 
from the cat-o’-nine-tails, which were 
well laid on. 

The other victims of the lash were 
senjamin Caulk and James Williams, 
both colored, ten lashes; George Cum- 
mins and Frank Groome, colored, and 
Andrew Reed, white. five lashes; George 
Harman, colored, four lashes.—Cor.

In 
this connection there is some possibility 
of the postoffice running a telephone ex- 
change of its own. The London-Paris 
telephone line now transmits about fifty 
conversations per day. Since the rates 
for a three minute conversation are two 
dollars, the lowest possible revenue of 
the company is $100 per day, and it is 
fair to assume that many customers ex- 
ceed the three minwte limit, and thus 


raise the average toll per message.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

Other Granite Work on Which 


Manufacturers Should Figure. 


The New Jersey Historical Society has 
appointed Gen. W. S. Stryker and William 
Nelson as a committee to erect a monument 
at the grave of Gen. Monckton, who was 
killed at the battle of Monmouth in 1778.

Gen. W. G. Veazey, Commander-in 
Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
has issued official general orders calling 
upon Grand Army comrades in all parts of 
the United States to contribute to the 
$300,000 fund required to erect the Nation- 
al G. A, R. Memorial Hall at Decatur, the 
birthplace of the organization. This order 
it is thought insures having funds ready in 
time for the National Silver Anniversary 
Encampment which will be held at Detroit, 
Mich., in August. The building will be 
the repository of war relics and in time the 
place of holding the national encampments,

A Quincy Job. 

The soldiers’ monument for Salisbury, 
Conn., recently completed by Frederick & 
Field, of dark blue Quincy granite, was un- 
veiled June 17. 

The foundation is 7 feet, 6 inches square, 
6 feet deep, laidin cement. Tne first base 
is 7 feet 6 inches square, 2 feet bigh; the 
second base 5 feet square, 2 feet 6 inches 
high, quarry faced in two courses, each 1 
foot, 3 inches high, the first course in two 
pieces, breaking joint over the centre of the 
first base. The second course is one piece, 
with embrasures cut on each side flush with 
the piece above it. The third plinth is 3 
and 1 feet square, 14 inches high in two 
steps, with the names of eight battles in 
one-fourth incb relief polished die, 3 feet 
square and 3 high. 

The cap is 3 1-2 feet square, 2 1-4 feet 
high, the plinth 2 1-2 feet square, 1 foot, 10 
inches high, with molded top. Surmount- 
ing all is a bronze figure of Liberty, 6 1-2 
feet high, holding aloft the escutcheon of 
the United States, made by the Bonnard 
bronze Company. The granite work is by 
Frederick & Field, of Quincy, Mass. Cost, 


$4,100.

The Memorial to Jeff Davis a Good Job 
for Live Contractor. 


Ground was broken June 8 in Library 
Square, New York, at the junction of Astor 
place and Eighth street, for the statute of 
the late Congressman S. 8S.

It was decided at a meeting in Montreal, 
June 8, of the Sir John Macdonald Club, 
of which the late premier was honorable 
president, to inaugurate a movement for 
the erection of a monument to his honor 
in Montreal. 

A monument will soon be erected in the 
South to commemorate the Confederacy’s 
president: In pursuance with the order of 
Gen. Gordon, commander of the United 
Veterans, the 18th of June is the day fixed 
by the press for the people to meet in all 
cities south of the Mason and Dixon’s line 
to devise means to raise money. The 
Banner, of Athens, Ga., says: 

“The heart of the southern people is in 
the work, and on the living marble the 
name and deeds of the South’s defender, 
that grand old hero, will be forever per- 
petuated and honored to posterity as a 
priceless legacy. Jefferson Davis, tho 
departed, will live in spirit and in the 
hearts of the southern people long after 
time has erased the memory of the conflict 
of which he was the here and martyr. The 
marble will tell strangers of his heroism 
and valor and will be an emblem of the 
love and estimation in which he was held 
by his people; he, himself, will live always 
in their memory as though it were but 
yesterday that he served them.”

Street Car Sprinklers. 

In St. Paul, where not long ago a 
brand new cable plant valued at $400,000 
was consigned to the scrap heap in order 
that the street railway company might 
install electric cars on its lines, an in- 
genious method has been adopted for the 
laying of the dust which in summer 
time causes much annoyance to passen- 
gers. Aline of water cars, very much 
after the fashion of the ordinary street 
sprinklers, are being built, and on each 
water car will be mounted a tank 6 by 6 
and 12 feet long. Twoor three cars will 
be connected by hose and attached to 
the locomotive, so that one train can 
sprinkle the whole track. The journey 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis will 
thus, in future, be as rapid and pleasant 
as it was formerly tedious and distress- 
ing, and the inhabitants of those cities 
are looking forward with much satisfac- 
tion to the prospect of cool and enjoyable 
travel.—New York Recorder.

McKinley Nominated for Gov- 
ernor by Acclamation. 


A SPEECH OF ACCEPTANCE 


In Which He Has Something to Say in 
Defense of His Tariff Bill — Senator 
Sherman Makes Remarks Eulogistic of 
the Republican Party — The Platform 
Adopted by the Convention. 


CoLumBus, O., June 18.—The second day 
of the Republican convention of Ohio 
epened bright and clear. The sun was still 
warm and the heat very oppressive, but 
both heat and sun were powerless to abate 
tne enthusiasm of the Republican hosts 
who had gathered in anticipation of the 
stirring scenes of the day. The proceed- 
ings of the day were opened by prayer, after 
which the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials was presented and adopted. The 
committee on permanent organization re- 
ported, amid applause, the name of Gen. 
Asa S. Bushnell for permanent chairman 
of the convention, and E. J. Kessinger 
for permanent secretary. 

After Gen. Bushnell had tendered his 
thanks for the honor conferred upon him 
nominations were delared in order and ex- 
Governor Foraker arose and presented the 
name of William McKinley for governor 
in a long speech. At the sight of the 
familiar figure of the ex-governor and 
sturdy campaigner the convention went 
wild with enthusiasm. For over a min- 
ute the applause and cheers reverberated 
through the immense building while For- 
aker bowed smilingly to the compliment. 
The nomination was seconded and de- 
clared made by acclamation. Maj. Mc- 
Kinley then addressed the convention as 


follows: 
McKin'ey’s Address. 


Laccept the nomination you have tendered 
me, sensible both of the honor and responsi- 
bility itimplies. The election this year is of 
unusual importance, not only because it de- 
termines the political character of the ad- 
ministration of the state for the coming two 
years, but becauseit involves the choice of a 
legislature whose duty it will be to elect a 
United States senator, who will continue for 
six years from March 4, 18%, aad whose further 
duty it will be to district the state for repre- 
sentatives in congress under the new census 
and wipe from the statute books the crime 

ainst Republican suffrage perpetrated by 
the present legislature. * * * 

The Administration Commended. 

The Republican party of Ohio approves the 
administration. It has been clean, conserva- 
tive, able and patriotic. It has been wise in 
its domestic policy, and thoroughly American 
in its foreign. It has won the confidence of 
the people at home; it commands universal 
respect abroad. The party is in faverof a 
regulated immigration; of liberal pensions to 
our soldiers and sailors; of a sound currency. 
It is in favor of gold and silver; and also paper 
money based upon coin, all equal and at all 
times interchangeable; equal in fact and equal 

law. * * * 

The platform endorses a 
tariff. We_ have. protected American 
products and American labor. So long as 
foreign products can be found to tax which 
compete with our own in our market we pro- 
pose to tax them rather than tax our own. 


Concerning Democrats. 


The Democratic party prefers to tax the do- 
mestic product rather than the imported. 
Their tariff legislation would benefit every 
country but ourown. We follow in our tariff 
policy the teachings of Washington and Ham- 
ilton, and Clay and Webster, and Lincoln and 
Garfield. They pursue the fallacies of Cobden 
and Bright, and Calhoun and the statesmen of 
the late southern confederacy. They are 
pledged now to impede, if they can, the pros- 
airy of the country until after the next presi- 

ental election. That is their mission this 
year. * * * 

But in spite of them we now lead the 
world in manufactures, agriculture and 
mining, and we will prosper under the new 
law in spite of their false omens and dis- 
couraging prophecies. 

Referring to the complaints among free 
traders about increased duties under the 
new law Maj. McKinley said that 3318 
per cent. of them were for the better pro- 
tection of the American farmer, 28 are 
upon wine and spirits, which will hardly 


burden the farmers, 5 are upon tobacco 


and agricultural products. 

Turning to state issues, Maj. McKinley 
charged the Democratic administration 
and legislature with depriving the legally 
elected Republican lieutenant governor of 
his seat without legal contest; with taking 
an unjust and partisan congressional ger- 
rymander, and with unparalleled extraya- 
gance in state expenditures. 

Senator Sherman's Speech. 

Immediately after the close of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s speech there were loud calls for 
Senator Sherman, who went upon the 
platform amid enthusiastic cheering and 
delivered a long speech. 

After comparing Cleveland and Harri- 
son’s administrations, to the disadvantage 
of the former, Mr. Sherman paid a high 
tribute to McKinley and his tariff bill, say- 
ing: 

It is aclear-cut, effective measure that will 
make explicit the rates of duties proposed,will 
prevent, as far as the law can, any evasion or 
undervaiuation. It isin every line and word, 
a protective tariff. It favors, to the extent of 
the duty, the American manufacturer, and 
will induce the production here of every arti- 
cle suited to our condition and climate. It is 
a fair law, for it extendsits benefits not only 
to the artisan, but to the farmer and producer 
in every field of employment. 

Iknow by my long experience in passing 
upon tariff bills that the McKinley bill more 
carefully and beneficially protects the farmer 
in his production than any previous measure 
ofthe kind. And its evitable effect in en- 
couraging manufactures will give to the 
farmer the best possible market for his crops. 
The bill has received and will bear discussion, 
and willimprove on acquaintance. The new 
features of the bill relating io sugarand tin 
plate will soon demonstrate the most satisfac- 
tory results. Sugar will be greatly lowered in 
cost to the consumer, while the bounty given 
to the domestic producer will soon establish 
the cultivation of beet and sorghum sugar in 
the United States, as the same policy has done 
in Germany and France. The increased duty 
soon to be put upon tin plate will develop, and 
has already developed, tin mines in several 
states and territories, so that we may confi- 
dently saps thatin a short period we will be 
sweetened by untaxed home sugarand pro- 
tected by untaxed tin plate. 

There is another question in which the peo- 
ple are vitally interested, and that is 


The Currency Question. 


They want good money and plenty of it. They 
want all their money of equal value,so thata 
dollar will be the same whether it is made of 
old or silver or paper. We have had this 
sind of money since the resumption of specie 
payments in January, 1879. Nobody wants to 
go back to the old condition of things when 
it was gold to the bondholders and paper to 
the pensioners. Wher the outstanding gov- 
ernment bonds were $1,500,000,000, and banks 
could issue paper money upon the deposits of 
bonds, the volume of currency could expend 
upon the increase of business. But that con- 
dition is passing away. The bonds gre being 
paid, and the time is coming, and hascome, 
when the amount of bonds is so reduced and 
their value is so increased that banks cannot 
afford to buy bonds upon which to issue cireu- 
lating notes * * * 

Nor should any distinction be made between 
old and silver. Both should be received at 
eir market value in the mar- 
kets of the world. Their relative value 
varies from day to day, and there is no power 
strong enough to establish a fixed ratio of 
value, except the concurrence of the chief 
commercial nations of the world. We coin 
both metals ata fixed ratio, but we mainiain 
them at par with each other, by limiting the 
amount of the cheaper me to the sum

There 
is little doubt a resolution specially urg- 
ing his re-election by the next legislature 
would have been opposed by the particu- 
lar admirers of ex-Governor Foraker, but 
the friends of Senator Sherman insist they 
could have carried such a resolution despite 
all opposition had not their ardor been 
checked by their venerable and peace-lov- 
ing leader.

ONE MAN’S CARELESSNESS 


Causes a Big Explosion and Nearly Re- 
sults in Death to Many Persons. 

New York, June 18.—At 2 o’clock in

New York, June 18.—The steamship 
City of Columbia, which sailed Tuesday 
night for Yarmouth, N. S., returned to 
City island yesterday morning and ‘re- 
ported that at 8:30 p. m., off Eaton’s neck, 
collided with the schooner Olive, from 
Joggins, N. S., for New York, with a cargo 
of spiling. The schooner’s stern was cut 
entirely off just forward of the wheel. She 
immediately filled and sank to the water’s 
edge. The captain and crew were taken on 
board the steamer. The City of Columbia 
received but small damage.

FOURTH TRIAL, ASKED FOR 


In a Sensational Breach of Promise Case. 


Lord Salisbury Favorably Receives 


Overtures on the Subject of Imperial 
Federation—Other Foreign News. 


RoE, June 18.—There is some likeli- 
hood that the duty on wheat will be re- 
duced. The duty w»s fixed at a time when 
the wheat imports were ver; large, with a 
view of produciag a large revenue; but the 
abundant crop of last year entirely stopped 
importation, and thus impoverished the 
government, though it enriched’ the farm- 
ers. The price of wheat, however, did dot 
fall with the abundant cr »p, but rose in 
sympathy with the wheat markets of the 
world, so that wheat and bread are now 
extremely dear in Italy. It may be that 
the question will not be decided without a 
prolonged parliamentary struggle. The 
minister of finance said in the cham- 
ber the other day that a modification 
of duty would lave serious consequences. 
At any rate, it was too early to estimate 
what the Italian cr :p would be, though it 
was known that the crop of wheat would 
be poorin the east, but abundant in the 
west. 


FOR IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 


Lord Salisbury, in Reply to a Question, 
Says He Must Defer Action, 

Lonpox, June 18.—A deputation con- 
sisting of members of the Imperial! Federas 
tion league, heaici by Lord Brassey, 
waited upon Lord Salisbury yesterday in 
order to urge him to convoke a conference 
of the self-governing British colonies to 
consider the quest'on of partaking in the 
privileges and respensibilities of an united 
empire. 

Lord Salisbury, in replying, said that he 
was in entire sympathy with the object the 
deputation had in view. The question 
was nothivg more or less than the future 
of the British empire. Lord Salisbury 
agreed with the deputation as to the ex- 
pediency of an early maturing of the de- 
liberations. The operation of external 
causes and impulses had created a feeling 
of unrest in Canada and Australia, which 
might nov improperly be called an unwill- 
ingness to acquiesce in the present state of 
things. 

Continuing, Lord Salisbury remarked 
that a large proportion of the foreign 
negotiations and difficulties arose entirely 
from the colonial connections of the e 
pire. The government had to exercise 
great vigilance in order to see that it did 
not incur dangers which had not arisen 
from its own interests, but from the in- 
terests of the important communities with 
which it was linked. 
difficulties which the government would 
have to contend with in order to make a 
united empire similar to the United 
States, he concluded with the statement 
that he could not summon a conference of 
colonial statesmen until a definite scheme 
of imperial federation bad been prepared, 


THE END NOT YET. 


Damages Awarded in a Long-Drawn-Out 
Breach of Promise Case. 

Loxpox, June 18.—The_ sensational 
breach of promise case of Miss Valerie 
Wiedemann against Capt. Robert Horace 
Walpole, in which the lady asked for $100,- 
000 damages, and which has been, off and 
on, in the court for about a year, was de- 
cided yesterday for the plaintiff. This 
suit has been twice tried before. In the 
first suit Miss Wiedemann was non-suited 
and the second trial ended in a verdict for 
Capt. Walpole. Miss Wiedemann claimed 
that after the captain had seduced her and 
after she had borne him a child, he de- 
serted her and married a young lady be- 
longing to a well-known New York family. 
The captain acensed Miss Wiedemann of 
being an abandoned woman. The jury 
found a verdict for Miss Wiedemann, giv- 
ing her $1500 damages, Capt, Walpole 
will apply for a new trial, 


Penalty for Exposing a Secret, 

Paris, Juve 18.—The tribunal of the de- 
partment of the Seine has sentenced Tur- 
pine, Tripone, Fasseler and Feuvrier each 
to four years’ imprisonment, and in addi, 
tion imposed fines of #400, $609, $200 and 
#40 respectively, for their connection with 
the sale of the secret of the manufacture 
of melinite, the new Freneh explosive, to 
the Armstrong Gun Manufacturing com- 
pany. The four men are also deprived of 
civil rights for five, ten, five and two 
years respectively. 

Flames Quenched at Last. 

LIVERPOOL, June 18.—The steamer City 
of Richmond was put in the Hornby dock, 
and when the hatches were removed from 
the hold in which the burning cotton was 
stowed, dense smoke and flames poured 
out.

THE HAYTIEN REVOLUTION. 


Hippolyte’s Method of Disposing of 
Political Prisoners— Rumors of His 
Assassination Not Confirmed. 


New York, June 18.—Further news of 
the revolution in Hayti and the massacre 
of enemies of President Hippolyte, was 
brought here yesterday by the officers of 
the steamship Alvo of the Atlas line, 
While the steamer was at Jacmel the offi- 
cers heard a rumor that President Hippo- 
lyte had been assassinated, but this story 
could not be confirmed. While at Jacmel 
on June 2, the officers of the Alvo saw six 
of Hippolyte’s political prisoners killed. 
The men were brought out of the jail and 
chained tothe wall of the prison. Six- 
teen soldiers were then drawn up in line 
and ordered to fire three volleys at the six 
men, but not to shoot to kill the first two 
times. The soldiers fired first at the 
prisoners’ legs, then at their abdominal 
region and last at their heads. The mur- 
dered men were left where they fell for the 
rest of the day as a warning to others. 

rhile the executions were taking place, 
the wivesand relatives of the prisoners 
Stood near by and saw them killed, but 
were not allowe:d to approach them. Three 
hours after the execution, some of Hippo- 
lyte’s soldiers 1eturned to the spot. and 
recognizing one of the corpses as that of a 
man who had kilieda relative of one of the 
soldiers, they emptied their Winchesters 
into the body. 

At Jaemel al. the passengers by the Alvo 
Were searched before they were allowed to 
board the steamer. 

WASHINGTON,June 18.—The department 
of state has received no news of any at- 
tempt upon the liféof President Hippolyte 
of Hayti. As there is constant communi- 
cation by cable between Hayti and San 
Domingo and the United States, there is 
no doubt thatany such event as the as- 
Sassination of the Haytien president would 
be promptly known here.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The news from

~ To Preserve Fabrics. 

German ingenuity is stated to have re- 
sorted to a method—revived from the 
most ancient past—of rendering fabrics 
proof against the ravages of decay for 
an indefinite period, a process by which 
it is said, no matter how delicate the 
texture or color of the fabric may be, its 
long life is assured. It appears that the 
inventor in this case, a German chemist, 
based his experiments on the commonly 
known fact that the wonderful preserva- 
tion characterizing the headbands of 
Egyptian mummies is attributed to their 
having been impregnated with a kind of 
resin. Acting upon this assumption, ex- 
periments were made with the substance 
extracted from birch bark, with the re- 
sult that the green tar left after the oil 
used in tanning has been extracted from 
the white bark of the birch tree yields a 
substance neither acid nor alkaloid; and 
this, in solution with alcohol, forms a 
liquid with a power of resisting, after 
once becoming dry, even the action of 
alcohol itself, and is alleged to possess 
the property—so long a desideratum—of 
rendering textile fabrics apparently im- 
perishable, as far as decay is concerned, 
4 peculiarly valuable property being also 
claimed for it, namely, a ready union 
with the most delicate as well as brilliant 
colors.—New York Sun.

SHIPS PULL UP CABLES. 


QUEER ‘ISHING WITH PROPELLER 
SCREWS OF BIG BOATS. 


An Ocean Steamship Carries a Piece of 
Sabmariue Cable from “New York to 
Liverpoo] and Back—Experience of a 
Ship That Ran Into the Mud. 


Submarine cables laid in shallow wa- 
ters are often exposed to greater risks 
and rougher treatment than the great 
ocean cables, which sometimes cost their 
owners a small fortune in repairs. Not 
long ago an ocean going steamship, in 
leaving her dock at Jersey City, plowed 
up the soft bottom with her powerful 
propeller, and secured a costly and valu- 
able catch in the shape of about a dozen 
submarine cables, which enmeshed them- 
selves in the blades of the propeller so 
effectively that all the cables were torn 
asunder, and the ship had to go into dry 
dock to clear her screw of the garlands 
of iron, hemp and Kerite with which it 
had become embellished—not to say em- 
barrassed. 

The learned judge who presided over 
the argument as to whether the tele- 
graph company, which owned the cables, 
or the steamship company, which owned 
the inquisitive vessel, was the aggrieved 
party, decided in favor of the latter, 
holding that a harbor is to be kept free 
for navigation, and that a steamer is en- 
titled to plow through mud as well as 
water, cables or no cables. If the cables 
were thought to be secure because they 
were lodged in two feet 6f silt, why, so 
much the worse for the cables, or rather 
for their owners. 

According to the learned judge, ocean 
steamers possess the right of way through 
the silt, even down to hard rock, and the 
waters of a harbor for purposes of navi- 
gation have no ‘“‘bottom.” This is cold 
comfort for owners of submarine cables 
in harbors, but by way of adding insult 
to injury the very practical suggestion 
was made that cables might be laidin a 
species of submarine trench, and thus be 
kept out of harm’s way when ocean 
steamers (or others) find it necessary to 
“take the ground.” 

TUGBOAT AND CABLE, 

It is quite conceivable that the power- 
ful machinery of an ocean steamer should 
make light work of gathering up and 
rending into fragments a doZen or so of 
submarine cables, but that a river tug 
should take to the same game and twist 
some hundred feet or so of heavily ar-

mored seven conductor cable intoa bunch 
of Gordian knots is a little too much. 
The cable is the property of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, and 
serves to connect the pole line across 
Staten Island with that running through 
New Jersey, the cable crossing the Kills 
between Linoleumville and Carteret. 

The tug caught up the cable in the 
most approved manner, according to the 
laws of harbor navigation, snatched it 
from its quiet resting place in the silt, 
and a stern battle between the pugna- 
cious propeller and the inoffensive and 
defenseless (though armored) cable en- 
sued. Needless to say, the propeller was 
victorious. The iron armor resisted vig- 
orously, but it was never intended to 
withstand the attack of a river tug’s pro- 
peller, so, after a stout resistance, ac- 
companied by endless writhings and con- 
tortions, it succumbed. ‘ 

The sea serpent itself conld not have 
made a better'fight, If the cable was 
vanquished, its enemy was also, at least 
for a time, placed hors de combat, for, 
so closely were propeller and cable in- 
terlocked in their deadly feud that the 
tug had to be brought to New York and 
put in dry dock in order to separate 
them. The snarl contains about one 
hundred feet of cable, and bears strong 
evidence as to good construction. 

Few would believe that a cable could 
resist long enough to be twisted up into 
such hideous shapes instead of breaking 
almost at once. The cable, which is a 
seven conductor, Kerite make, has been 
down for about five years, and was found 
to be in perfect condition when repairs 
were made. Indeed, the snarl testifies 
to that. 


No Doubt About American Soldiers. 

Infantry, of course, constitutes the 
main body of all modern armies, and by 
the quality of its infantry an army must 
be judged. The capacity of Americans 
to make excellent soldiers was proved in 
the war beyond a question. That hun- 
dreds of thousands of men, most of them 
entirely unacquainted with the elements 
even of discipline and drill, were trans- 
formed in so brief a period into officers 
and soldiers was certainly one of the 
wonders of our time. But the material 
was in the main of the best, the desire to 
master the new trade well nigh universal 
and very strong, and there were from 
the beginning many opportunities for 
practising what had been learned. 

The armies of 1862 were far and away 
superior to the levies of 1861. The arm- 
ies of 1863 were decidedly superior to 
those of 1862. But in 1863 it is probable 
that the highest point of efficiency was 
reached in both the Federal and Con- 
federate armies in the east, and certainly 
in the western army of the Confederacy.

SOME CABLE STORIES. 

Not long ago Frank Stockton contrib- 
uted to one of the magazines a nonsensi- ' 
cal story, in which a startling incident 
was narrated. By a stroke of lightning 
asteamer had been converted into an 
immense magnet, and had attracted to 
itself a submarine cable, which held it 
fast until the cable ship came to the res- 
cue. This flight of fancy is not alto- 
gether without excuse. 

There is a story of an ocean steamship 
catching up a piece of cable in the North 
river, and towing it all the way from 
New York to Liverpool and back with- 
out discovering to what mysterious cause 
the strange reduction of speed on the 
round trip could be attributed. 

There is yet another story of a sound 
boat which fouled a submarine cable in 
New York waters and towed a goodly 
length of it to New Haven. There the 
piece of cable was cleared away, coiled 
down on the dock, and subsequently sold 
by the steamship company to another 
corporation whose business it is to main- 
tain electrical communication between 
places.

vice. We think this will be accomplished 
satisfactorily to all concerned. We have 
no desire to contract our service in any 
way ; on the contrary, we are endeavor- 
ing to increase its efficiency. Under the 
old arrangement local passengers crowded 
the trains to the discomfort of long dis- 
tance passengers, and when the suburban 
people got out we were obliged to haul the 
empty cars.”’ 

General Manager Kendrick says: ‘‘ The 
delay Monday was caused by the breaking 
down of a locomotive in the yard at three 
o'clock, just our busiest time. This, of 
course disarranged our time table, and 
would have any time table. When you de- 
lay the starting of one train so seriously, 
you delay them all; itis like startinga 
row of bricks. Aside from the complaints 
from Quincy, we have had no criticism on 
the new time table. In fact, many of our 
patrons are pleased with it. We shall 
probably have it running all right in a day 
or two, and after it is given a fair trial I 
have no doubt it will be liked. We have 
more interest in Quincy than anybody liv- 
ing in that town, and so far from curtail- 
ing accommodations, we wish to develop 
its traffic. If, after a fair trial, the Quincy 
people are not satisfied, we shall do all in 
our power to make themso, The state- 
ment that the nine o’clock train did not 
leave until 11 is untrue.”

GRANITE BUSINESS. 


Extracts from Quincy Leiter to the 


Monumental News. 

Business cannot be called good with the 
wholesalers; ‘‘fair’? would just about 
cover it. Many of them claim that Decor- 
ation day isn’t what it used to be, the 
people now do not seem to set aside that 
day particularly for erecting memorials. 
However, this is probably due to the agents 
getting in their cemetery orders early in 
the fall or during the winter to avoid the 
rush and the disappointments that naturally 
followed the large demand on the whole- 
salers for jobs at this time of the year. 
Fred Jones, of the firm of McGilvray & 
Jones, ascribes the dull spell to the tight 
money market throughout the country. 
Granite, he says, is but one of the luxuries 
of life and until stocks take a boom the 
business is going to feel it. 

I found one manufacturer last month 
who handles nothing but Quincy granite. 
He never figures on any other jobs, for he 
believes in booming his own city. It’s 
logic, too, when he says that a Quincy 
manufacturer cannot cut a monument in 
Concord, Barre or Westerly granite as 
cheap as a manufacturer in those places. 
It would undoubtedly be a big thing for 
Quincy granite if more of the manufac- 
turers took the same ground and made 
every job that was shipped something that 
the city should be proud of. 

H. A. Rockwood in his letter to the 
News last month intimated that dealers 
were blacklisted without a fair hearing. 
Mr. William Mitchell, of the Mitchell 
Granite Co., secretary of the manufac- 
turers’ association, said that the most 
careful investigation was made before any 
name was put on the confidential list and 
none were blacklisted without a fair hear- 
ing. If acomplaint came to him from a 
member of the association against a delin- 
quent dealer he immediately wrote the 
agent or retailer requesting his side of the 
case. If no settlement can be arrived at 
after due time, he lays the matter before 
the association, informing the retailer to 
be present. All correspondence between 
the parties concerned is submitted and the 
case is as fairly tried as by any court of 
justice. It is no easy matter to have a man 
blacklisted by the Quincy association, and 
an honest meaning man need have no fear, 
even if he is a little backward on his bill, 
of meeting that fate. 


BAY POLLUTED. 


Is It Imperilled by 
Boston Sewerage. 


—— 


Bound to be a Nuisance Some Day 
Says Commodore Shaw. 


Believes the Outlet Should be Extended 
from Squantum to Long Island, 


Monday’s Herald had the following in- 
terviews relative to Quincy bay and Boston 
sewage: 

Is the purity of Quincy bay imperilled ? 

Is the city of Boston, by emptying its 
sewage at Moon island, doing an injustice 
to its beautiful neighbor on the southeast ? 

Are they merely unreasonable complain- 
ants who answer ‘‘yes”’ to both of these 
questions, or are their statements based on 
good and suflicient grounds ? 

It looks as if the problem here suggested, 
although it has as yet hardly assumed the 
importance of a great public issue, would 
take on a more and more serious aspect as 
the years advance, and that before very 
long it may have to be squarely faced by 
the people of Boston. 

The possible pollution of Quincy bay 
from Boston sewage was mentioned the 
other day by Mr. John Shaw, an influen- 
tial citizen of Quincy. If his fears are 


well founded, there is trouble, indeed, 
ahead. It may bea long way off, but it is 
coming. 


As most persons know, the terminus or 
pumping station of the main sewer of 
Boston is at Moon island, situated a little 
off shore from the peninsula of Squantum, 
which forms the northern boundary of 
Quincy bay. On the other side of the bay, 
to the southwest, lies the city of Quincy. 
The southern boundary of the bay is a 
peninsula called Hough’s Neck. The sew- 
age is emptied from the pumping station 
only at ebb-tide, so that, if all the condi- 
tions are favorable, it 

Ought to be Curried Out to Sea 
by the current. In order to be taken into 
Quincy bay it must be brought back again, 
by wind and tide, toward the southwest. 

This could only occur by accident. That 
it does occur, either frequently or seldom, 
is asserted by some persons and denied by 
others. Mr. Shaw is one of those who be- 
lieve that the close proximity of the pump- 
ing station to Quincy bay cannot help, in 
the long run, resulting in the pollution of 
the shores and the waters of the bay. 

It is generally acknowledged that the 
water in the direct vicinity of Moon island 
is always, while the sewerage is flowing out, 
coated with a greasy scum, a product of the 
sewage matter, whence it happens that the 
surface of the water thereabout is nearly 
always unnaturally calm, as water is 
wherever oil floats upon it. It is pretty 
clear, too, that this greasy scum is not at 
all savory. In fact, it is said to smell very 
bad at times—at all times when it is appar- 
ent to the eye. 

It is further asserted that a greasy scum, 
probably of the same nature as that which 
surrounds Moon island, occasionally finds 
its way over the surface of Quincy Bay. 
If that is true, itis argued, why may not 
the sewage which causes this scum also 
permeate those sequestered waters? 

“Tt is only a matter of time,” says Mr. 
John Shaw, ‘‘ when the shores of the bay 
must become besmeared with the sludge 
from the sewer. The process may be a 
long one. Itis sure to be insidious. But 
the final result is certain. Ina short time 
the southern division of the metropolitan 
system of sewerage is to be extended to 
Moon island, and then the sewage of Wal- 
tham, Watertown, Newton, Brookline and 
the Brighton district will be brought 
through the city of Boston and dumped 


At the Feet of Quincy.” 


This expressive language stirs the 
speaker still further, and he continues: 
“Tt isn’t fair. It is unjust both to Quincy 
and to Boston herself.’ 

‘“Why,”? the reporter remarks, ‘‘is it 
unjust to Boston? It seems as though, if 
there is any injustice, it must be all on the 
other side.” 

** Ah, but that is a short-sighted view to 
take. The time is coming, and it is not 
far off, either, when Quincy will become a 
partof Boston. I am one of those who 
believe that the city should be extended in 
all directions, so as to include the cities and 
towns within a long radius of the State 
House. When that time arrives, if Boston 
does not care for Quincy now, she will 
have tocare for her then. If, then, the 
great sewer is a menace to Quincy, is it not 
also a prospective menace to Boston her- 
self? 

‘* Here is an impending evil. Now, is it 
wise to postpone the amendment of the 
evil until the harm is done, or should the 
trouble be remedied at once? Thereis a 
comparatively easy remedy at hand. Is it 
to be postponed until our beautiful bay is 
ruined, or shall it be applied in good time? ”

Forced Loan Order Passes the House. 
The National Treasure Sold. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Official mails 
from Chili received here bring exciting 
news from that republic. The house of 
deputies has passed a bill authorizing the 
president to levy a forced loan of $20,000,- 
000 to carry on the war. The measure 
has not yet passed the senate, however.

SEALERS INGENSED. THE ENGLISH FACTORY BILL. 


Government Defeated by Prohibiting 
Employment of Children Under Eleven, 


Lonpon, June 19.—In the debate in the 
house of commons on the factory bill, the 
amendment of Sydney Buxton, Liberal, to 
prohibit children under il years of age 
from working, was adopted by a vote of 
202 to 186. The government was thus de- 
feated. The majority included a few Con- 
servative members. 

Mr. Buxton’s amendment will affect 
150,000 or 200,000 children in the kingdom 
now employed in manufacturing districts 
as half-timers. Itis a humanitarian re- 
form and was opposed by the bulk of the 
operatives who benefit by the labor of 
their offspring. The Liberals argued that 
the abolishing of child labor would pro- 
vide more work for adults. Sir J. E. 
Gorst explained that the proposal had 
been agreed to at the Berlin labor confer- 
ence, in order to bring England into har 
mony with other nations on the only point 
on which she was behindhand, but it was 
distinctly understood that the signing.of 
the conference protocol did not bind Eng- 
land to legislative action on the subject. 
Mr. Morley challenged the government to 
say whether they opposed Mr. Buxton’s 
amendment or not, whereupon Home 
Secretary Matthews intimated that the 
government would not accept the amend- 
ment. Sir J. E. Gorst, who was a delegate 
to the Berlin conference, abstained from 
voting. ; 

The object of the Buxton clause might 
still be defeated by an amendment, but it 
isexpected that the government will ac- 
cept the situation. = 

The News, in commenting on the mat- 
ter, says the blow is both damaging and 
ignominious and that not even the resigna- 
tion of Home Secretary Matthews will 
save the government from discredit and 
disgrace. 

The Chronicle says: Truly, Secretary 
Matthews is a costly luxury to the state. 
The defeat of the government will seriously 
damage the prospects of every Unionist 
candidate in the next general election.

A Nineteen Hours’ Battle with Outlaws. 

Deputy Marshal Calcraft has just re- 
turned from the Sac and Fox reserva- 
tion, and gives the following details of 
how he and nine other deputies and a 
troop of United States cavalry effected 
the capture of the Dalton boys and their 
gang for robbing the Santa Fe train at 
Wharton. 

Thursday the trail of the robbers was 
found by the Indian scouts and blood- 
hounds put on the track. The robbers 
fled to a cave in the hills, and there shot 
the dogs as they came up, and when the 
deputies arrived they opened fire and 
drove them back. The marshals sent for 
assistance, and the troops arrived late 
Thursday evening. 

For nineteen hours a pitched battle 
raged, which resulted in the killing of 
Bob Dalton and the wounding of James 
Eaton, private. As the outlaws had 
neither food nor water they were at last 
obliged to surrender, and held out a flag 
of truce, but as the officers were afraid 
of treachery they compelled the outlaws 
to come to the mouth of the cave with 
their hands up over their heads and with 
neither guns nor pistols on their persons. 
The four survivors appeared at the open- 
ing in the position designated, but the 
marshals were not satisfied with their 
statement that Bob was dead, and com- 
pelled the remaining members to go 
back and bring the dead body into view. 
This was done, and the outlaws were 
bound and taken in charge. 

In the cave was found the full evi- 
dence of their latest crime, the robbing 
of the train. Money, jewelry and ex- 
press wrappers were found lying on the 
floor of the place. Twoof the outlaws 
received severe wounds, and the whole 
party was nearly exhausted from want 
of food and water.—Indian Territory 
Cor.

CAPTIVITY OF JUDAH. 


LESSON XII, SECOND QUARTER, IN-

Text of the Lesson, II Kings xxv, 1-12. 
Commit Verses, 4-6—Golden Text, Hos.

1. “Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 
came, he and all his host, against Jeru- 
salem, and pitched against it.” 

As we saw in the last lesson Josiah’s 
turning to God and great revival reached 
but a few comparatively, while the nation 
as a whole continued in sin. 

“According to the Word of the Lord.” 

2. “And the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of Zedekiah.” 

Jeremiah had at this time been a prophet 
forty years, for he began in the thirteenth 
year of Josiah, after whith Josiah contin- 
ued eighteen years, and the eleventh of 
Zedekiah was twenty-two years later (Jer. 
i, 2; Il Kings xxii, 1; xxiii, 31, 36; xxiv, &- 
18). The thirty-five vears which elapsed 
between Josiah’s great passover in the 
eighteenth year of his reign (II Chron. 
xxxv, 19) and the destruction of the city, 
is suggestive and perhaps typical of about 
the same period which elapsed between 
the greatest of all passovers, when Christ 
our passover was sacrificed for us (I Cor. 
v, 7) and the last destruction of Jerusalem 
by Titus. 

3. “The famine prevailed in the city, and 
there was no bread for the people of the 
land.” 

4. “And the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled by night; and the king 
went the way toward the plain.” 

And yet this was the city which God had 
chosen to put His name there—the city of 
the Great King, beautiful for situation, the 
joy of the whole earth. 

5. “And the army of the Chaldees pur- 
sued after the king and overtook him in 
the plains of Jericho, andall his army were 
scattered from him.” 

This also was made known to the captives 
at Babylon by the prophet Ezekiel (Ezek. 
xii; 19, f. c.). Contrast the safety of Heze- 
kiah when besieged by the great army of 
Sennacherib, and the wonderful deliverance 
God wrought for him in answer to the 
prayer of himself and Isaiah (IL Chron. 
xxxii, 20-22; Isa. xxxvii, 36). See also the 
peace and safety of Elijah when besieged by 
the Syrians (II Kings vi, 16, 17), and con- 
sider what God did for Abijah and Asa be- 
cause they relied on him (II Chron. xiii, 18; 
xiv, 11, 12). 

6. “So they took the king and brought 
him up tothe king of Babylon to Riblah; 
and they gave judgment upon him.” 

At the same place, just twenty-two years 
before, the king of Egypt had put bands 
upon his brother Jehouhaz and took him 
to Egypt, where he died (II Kings xxiii). 

7. “And they slew the sons of Zedekiab 
before his eyes, and put out the eyes of 
Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of 
brass, and carried him to Babylon.” 

Jeremiah had said, “‘Thine eyes shall be- 
hold the eyes of the king of Babylon, and 
he shall speak with thee mouth to mouth, 
and thou shalt go to Babylon” (Jer. xxxiv, 
8). The same spirit had said through 
Ezekiel, “I will bring him to Babylon, to 
the land of the Chaldeans; yet shall he not 
see it, though he shall die there” (Ezek. 
xii, 13). See how these somewhat difficult, 
and in a measure seemingly contradic- 
tory, prophecies were literally fulfilled, and 
all made perfectly plain in the fulfillment. 
He saw the king of Babylon; they looked 
upon each other and spoke to each other. 
He also went to Babylon, but he never saw 
Babylon, for after seeing the king of Baby- 
lon at Riblah, and after being compelled to 
witness the death of his sons, his eyes were 
put out. How fearfully sad the conse- 
quences of unbelief! but what isall present 
physical suffering when compared with 
the endless torment of Rev. xiv, 9-11? 

8. “Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon.” 

The literal meaning of the Hebrew phrase 
here translated “‘captain of the guard” is 
“chief of the slaughtermen or execution- 
ers”’ (see the margin of Gen. xxxvii, 36). 

9. “And he burnt the house of the Lord, 
and the King’s house, and all the houses of 
Jerusalem, and every great man’s honse 
burnt he with fire.” 

The people could now truly say, “O God, 
the heathen are come into thine inherit- 
ance; thy holy temple have they defiled; they 
have laid Jerusalem on heaps’ (Ps. lxxix, 
i). “Our holy and our beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised Thee, is burned 
up with fire, and all our pleasant things 
are laid waste” (Isa. lxiv, 11). This mag- 
nificent building, costing hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars, and which stood less than 
thirty-four years in its original splendor 
(I Kings xiv, 25, 26), is now completely de- 
stroyed and all the city burned with fire; 
and sin did it all. 

10. “‘And all the army of the Chaldees 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jerusalem round 
about.” r 

And thus they continued until the re- 
turn of Nehemiah, many years after the 
return of the 50,000 under Zerubbabel (Neh. 
i, 3), and amid the greatest opposition and 
hatred was the wail rebuilt (Neh. iv, vi). 

11. ‘Now the rest of the people that were 
left in the city did Nebuzar-adan, the cap- 
tain of the guard, carry away.” 

Some were slain (vs. 18-21); at three dif- 
ferent times 4,600 were carried captive (Jer. 
lii, 28-30), while some were left in the land. 
Some were carried captive for their good, 
that He might bring themagain, and build 
them and plant them in their ewn land, 
and give them a heart to know Him; while 
others who were disobedient were taken to 
be consumed and destroyed because of 
their sins (read Jer. xziv). The same 
event or series of events may happen to 
both the righteous and the wicked; to the 
one it means blessing, to the other curs- 
ing. Thesame glad tidings of salvation 
preached to a congregation may mean life 
to some and death to others (II Cor. ii, 
15, 16). 

12. “But the captain of the guard left of 
the poor of the land to be vine dressers and 
husbandmen.”’ 

To the poor of the people, who had noth- 
ing in the land, he gave vineyards and 
fields (Jer. xxxix, 10). Gedaliah was made 
governor over these, aud Jeremiah chose 
to dwell with him ee) the le that 
were left in the land (Jer. xl Ged- 
aliah was slain by Ishmael, and he in tarn 
was defeated by Johanan, who ere long 
took all the remnant of the people, men, 
women and children and kings’ ination 
and Jeremiah and Baruch, and went-down 
to Egypt, where probably Jeremiah died 
(Jer. xli, 2, 3, 11, 12; xliii, 4-7). 

Thus was the land desolate “To fulfill

A CORRESPONDENT writes that Wollas- 
ton should have been one of the four sta- 
tions quoted yesterday which showed a loss 
in trains, instead of Avon, and we stand 
corrected. While Avon lost one inward 
she gained one outward, hence a tie. Wol- 
laston lost one inward and was a tie on the 
outward, hence a total loss of one. The 
total loss of all the 44 suburban stations, 
both inward and outward, was 29 trains; 
of which 19 were by the Quincy station. 
The total gain in trains forthe 44 stations 
was 389, minus the 29 lost, leaves the net 
gain 358, an average of over eight toa sta- 
tion. Had Quincy gained eight, it would 
now have 70 trains instead of 43.

That the Quincy timetable is not adver- 
tised in Boston papers, while Hyde Park, 
Dedham and others on the Providence di- 
vision are ?

That Quincy has no express trains to 
Boston ?

Quincy not Alone. 


From the following correspondence in 
yesterday’s Globe it will be seen that Quin- 
cy is not the only station with a grievance. 
Quincy has the same evil in regard to ac- 
commodation trains, but Harrison Square 
has made a total gain of 15 trains while 
Quincy has lost 17. Which has the great- 
er grievance? The communication in 
question reads: 

“One stands in utter astonishment at 
the ingenuity of the human mind which 
could conceive of a train schedule so in- 
tensely disagreeable and inconvenient to 
the dwellers along the road as that issued 
by the Old Colony on Monday last. 

“If a person had deliberately set himself 
to work to prepare a timetable which would 
be hostile to the best interests of the road, 
he certainly could not have succeeded bet- 
ter than in this case. 

“‘Harrison Square and Neponset are the 
points the present arrangement appears 
especially to ignore, and Jong and loud are 
the complaints from other populous dis- 
tricts which are apparently too ‘‘remote, 
anfriended, melancholy, slow,”’ to have any 
rights the road superintendent is bound to 
respect. Harrison Square, though one of 
the largest stations on the road, is practi- 
cally cut off from any communication with 
the South Shore. No one can go to Brain- 
tree or even to Quincy without making one 
or two stops to change cars, while a jour- 
ney to Weymouth, or Brockton must con- 
sume nearly a half day. Nantasket Beach 
or Cohasset are out of reach for the day’s 
excursionist, so long are the waits and so 
many the changes en route. 

“No better off are the business 
teachers and working people who 
suitable accommodations into the 
Trains two minutes apart and then 
for an hour are far from satisfactory. 

‘The Old Colony road has certainly no 
other desire than to serve its patrons as 
well as possible, but in attempting to ac- 
commodate its enormous summer traffic 
has it not encroached too far on the rights 
of old, every-day-in-the-week standbys from 
the suburbs, who seem amply justified in a 
remonstrance ?””

BAY POLLUTED. 


[Continued from First Page.] 


“What is the ready remedy that you 
would suggest? ’’ 

“Tt is not exactly a new thing. I would 
have the city of Boston 

Carry its Sewer Farther Out 

in the bay, laying the pipes under water to 
Long Island, about three-quarters of a 
mile distant, and emptying them at the 
cuter extremity ofthatisland. The sewage 
would then be deposited in a deep channel, 
where the water flows with great force and 
swiftness, and the matter would be carried 
out, beyond a possibility of returning, into 
the outer bay.’’ 

The author of this statement was a 
Quincy City Councilman two years ago, in 
the first City Council that Quincy ever had, 
and his remarks have, therefore, a rep- 
resentative character. He is also a com- 
modore of the Quincy Yacht Club, and in 
that capacity has many excellent oppor- 
tunities of judging the condition of the 
waters of Quincy bay. 

While he was a Councilman, being the 
chairman of the committee on sewers and 
drains, he came to the state board of health 
on a mission connected with the very sub- 
ject of the outlet of the sewerage of 
Boston. This city was about to lay water 
pipes to Long island, taking them out of 
city by way of Quincy and Squantum, 
and Councilman Shaw thought that here 
would be a good opportunity for Boston to 
build a tunnel between Moon island and 
Long island, in which both the water pipes 
and the sewer might be laid. He made 
this suggestion to the state board of health, 
giving as his reason fur desiring a change 
from the existing arrangement the possible 
pollution of Quincy bay. 


“But,” as Mr. Shaw now says, “the 
time for making this suggestion was 
probably permature. The board was 


not willing to recommend anything to the 
city engineer of Boston, and it was found 
that he did not intend, as I had imagined, 
to build a tunnel, but was going to lay the 
water pipes on the bed of the passage 
between Moon island and Long island, 
which has since been done. Moreover, the 
board then held that nothing could be done 
unless the outlet of the sewer 
Could be Proved a Nuisance 


to the people of Quincy; but I said then as 
I said now, that the State Board of Health 
should be not merely a board of suppres- 
sion, but also a board of prevention. If 
this is not a present nuisance, it is bound 
to be a nuisance some day, and therefore I 
maintain that it is enough of a nuisance 
to come within the consideration of the 
board that is supposed to suppress nuisances 
of al) sorts. 

“I think that now the time is ripe for us 
of Quincy, in view of the approaching com- 
pletion of the southern system of metropoli- 
tan sewerage, to go to the city of Boston, 
and also to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, by whose authority the metropoli- 
tan sewerage commission was established, 
and ask them for relief from any further 
danger to the waters of our bay and the 
shores of our city.’’ 

Another gentleman, Mr. J. H. Murray, 
who hasa summer residence on Houghs 
Neck, directly on the shore of the bay, was 
asked to tell what he knew of the trouble 
mentioned by Mr. Shaw. Mr. Murray was 
not inclined to complain. Nor was he dis- 
posed to look so far ahead inte the future 
as Mr. Shaw had done. But he admitted 
that there is more or less reason to be- 
lieve that Quincy bay is effected by the 
Boston sewer. Last summer, he said, he 
noticed several times a scum on the sur- 
face of the water. 


It Was a Greasy Scum, 

Just like the scum that hovers most of the 
time around Moon Island, and, although 
Mr. Murray was not willing to say that 
this phenomenon was a result of Boston 
sewerage drifting over to Quincy bay, he 
could not think of any other source to 
which it could be traced. It was noticeable 
he thought, only when there were very 
high and quiet tides—that is, when more 
water than usual was brought into the 
bay of Quincy. 

“On one occasion,” he said, “I en- 
countered the scum while I was bathing 
on the shore in front of my house. It 
floated in patches on the surface, and 
looked like grease that had been well 
washed. There was no solid matter in it, 
and I could not make up my mind as to its 
origin. Another person, however, who 
observed it at the same time that I did, 
was positive that it was the effect of sew- 
age." 

Mr. Murray said, in addition, that he 
has never been troubled by stench from 
the pumping station. While he was not 
prepared to complain of the pumping sta- 
onon any account, he thought that the 
matter. would bear investigation, and he 
advised the reporter to visit the bay some 
afternoon when there is an unusually high 
tide, when he considered it probable that 
the scum might again be visible.

Of the Early Dissolution of the 
English Parliament. 


THE BACCARAT SCANDAL. 


Unconcealed Disgust of the Bulk of the 


Liberals—The Transportation of Cat- 


tle—Minister Lincoln Doesn't Want a 


Cabinet Position—Foreign Gossip.

LONDON, June 20.—Parliament will be 
prorogued Aug. 6, according to the official 
arrangement between the government and 
the opposition whips. A vigorous effort 
will be made in committee on the educa- 
tion bill to extend the operation of the 
measure. A strong section of the Radi- 
cals will fight for an amendment giving 
rate-payers local control. But the prog- 
ress of the bill generally will be acceler- 
ated by the Liberal acquicscence in its 
main principles. The members long fora 
spell of rest before ‘beginning the election 
campaign. 

Local party managers who are swarming 
in the lobbies of thehouse of commons have 
just received authentic instructions to 
prepare for dissolution early next sum- 
mer. The government intends to summon 
the house early in January and stake their 
fate on the Irish local government 
and they expect to dissolve parliament 
after carrying the bill. The Conservative 
uncertainty over the future of the party is 
leading to further refusals by present 
members to re-contest their seats, and 
within the ministry itself discontent is 
producing disorganization. 

A Remarkable Outburst, 
in which Sir J. E. Gorst expressed con- 
tempt for certain of his colleagues in the 
ministry, occurred in the Manipur debate, 
Being obliged officially to defend the 
Indian government, he made a mocking 
apology for the brutalities and stupidities 
of the British rule abroad, and behind 
jibes at the Indian government he satirized 
the imperial government. He said that 
the senaputty wasa man of brains; that 
his real crimes were independence and 
originality; and that the government dis- 
liked original talent, preferring amenable 
mediocrity. Tbe Tories heard him aghast, 
wondering at whom the language was 
levelled. When interviewed later Gorst 
denied that it was directed at Viscount 
Cross, his chief in the Indian office, or at 
any other colleague whose complaisance 
overtops his ability. The accepted inter 
pretation of the speech is that Gorst, rec- 
oguizing that the period of conservative 
power is about to close, is preparing for a 
time when he will reassume, with Lord 
Randolph Churchill, an independent posi- 
tion, aiming to furm and lead a group 
strong enough to give them eventual con- 
trol, or at least that the more prominent 
shall lead the party. Gorst, who is a Tory 
Democrat of keener intellect and sounder 
judgment than Churchill, has long 
cherished ideas of renovating the Conserv- 
ative party. He believes a _ prolonged 
period in opposition would afford his best 
chance to come to the front. 
The Baccarat Ferment 

is not quite over yet. Mr. Cobb proposes 
toask Mr. Stanhope what the Duke of 
Cambridge intendsto do to enforce the 
anti-gambling regulations in the army, 
and what oflicers and men have been pun- 
ished for gambling. Regretting their 
weakness in abandoning their hunt on the 
Prince of Wales, some other Radicals 
mean to raise the subject again on the 
army estimates. If the plans to sustain 
the denunciation of the Prince of Wales 
are pursued, the Liberal leaders will not 
be onty dissociated therefrom, but Mr. 
Gladstone declares that he and his col- 
leagues must retaliate on the defamers. 
The unconcealed disgust of the bulk of the 
Liberals over the proposed further action 
of parliament in the direction of censure of 
the prince, may deter the democratic Rad- 
icals from following up the quest. 

Mr. Chaplin’s Atlantic Cattle Bill, 
behind the seeming simplicity of its pro- 
visions, chiefly relating to additional pow- 
ers to inspect vessels, has a latent applica- 
tion of the severest protective character. 
Under a clause granting the board of agri- 
culture power to ensure animals proper 
ventilation, food, water, ete., the board ob- 
tains supreme regulation of the trade, A 
meeting at the National Liberal club, Sir 
Thomas Farrar presiding, arranged for or 
ganized opposition to the amended Amer- 
ican and Canadian regulations for im- 
proving the conditions of traffic, and will 
reinforce the opposition against the new 
measure, which really aims to obstruct 
the importation of cattle. 

Concerning Wage Earners. 

Consular reports on the half-time sys- 
tem abroad. which were tabled in parlia- 
ment for use in the debate on the factories 
bill, showed that the recommendations of 
the Berlin labor conference have been 
fully applied in Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land and the Scandinavian countries, and 
partly so in France, Switzerland and Italy. 
The consensus of thereports is that legis- 
lation for the protection of women and 
children is everywhere progressing. Most 
countries also are promoting schemes for 
the insurance of workmen. 

Minister Lincoln’s Reception. 

The reception given by the United States 
minister and Mrs, Lincoln last evening 
Was attended by a Jarge number of Ameri- 
cans, besides a large number of members 
of the diplomatic corps. A friend of Mr. 
Lincoln denies the report of Mr. Lincoln’s 
transfer to Mr. Noble’s place in the cabi- 
net at Washington. The friend says that 
Mr. Lincoln is well pleased with London; 
that he will remain hereat least a year 
longer, and that he is not anxious for the 
fatigues of a cabinet position.

A GALLANT RESCUE

Gf Fourteen Seamen by a Steamer’s 
Officers—Cowardly Italian Sailors. 

New Yors, June 20.—The steamship 
Sophie, which arrived from Cardiff yester- 
dey, brings the following aceount of a 
wreck at sea: At 7a. m. of the 10th, a ves- 
sel was sighted with a signal of distress 
flying in the mizzen rizging. She proved 
to be the bark Exile of St. John, N. B., 
with mainmast over the side and foretop- 
gallantmast, mizzen topmast and mizzen 
masthead gone, bulwarks, rails and 
stanchions all gone, and the ship level 
with the water. The sca washed entirely 
over her. Her pert quarter was also 
smashed in, and all her boats gone. The 
crew were on the poop deck, lashed ‘to the 
rails, The portside of the deck was car- 
ried away and all clean swept, the gale 
being heavy and a tremendous sea. 

All of the Sophie’s crew were called to- 
gether and volunteers asked for to try to 
rescue the wrecked ship’s crew, who were 
in danger of being washed overboard by 
the heavy seas which were coutinually 
boarding the wreck. The officers, who 
were Germans, instantly volunteered, but 
the crew, who were Italians, would not go. 
It not being deemed prudent to let all the 
officers go, for fear of losing them all, the 
Sophie steamed down to the bark, and her 
captain told the bark’s officers that he 
would try to get them off as soon as 
the weather was a little more moderate. 

Throughout the day and night the 
weather continued bad, and during the 
night the Sophie lost sight of the bark. 
At daybreak she steanned away to leeward, 
and about 7 a. m. discovered her about six 
miles off. It was resolved now to try to 
rescue the crew at once, and, as the Italian 
sailors again refuse.l to go, the captain of 
the Sophie ordered his officers to get the 
starboard lifeboat ready. Henry Meyer, 
the first mate, took charge, and took with 
him the second mate, the boatswain, the 
carpenter and the cook. 

About § a. m. the captain put the Sophie 
close under the lee of the bark, and suc- 
ceeded with the greatest difficulty in rescu- 
ing the whole crew in two trips, taking 
seven men each trip. They saved nothing 
but what they stood in. The captain, 
George T. Pearce, was badly bruised and 
cut, having been washed about very badly 
and nearly drowned while trying to save 
the ship’s papers and the chronometer in 
the cabin. 


STEAMSHIP MEN DISTURBED 


Over the Humane Regulations Demand- 
ing More Room for Cattle. 
MONTREAL, June 20.—There is great in- 
dignaiion among steamship agents over 
the order that the cattle space on allsteam- 
ships shall be 2 feet S inches, instead of 2 
feet 6 inches. All the steamship com- 
panies have made contracts with ship- 
pers, the contracts extending away into 
July, and these contracts were made on 
the understanding that the space was to 
be 2 feet 6 inches. Should the regulation 
be declared legal, unless the exporters pay 
more on these contracts it is likely that 
an attempt will be made on the part of the 
steamship companies to break them. 


Limit is Too Narrow. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.— The North 
American Commercial company, through 
their attorney, Judge N. L. Jeffries, have 
filed a protest with Acting Secretary 
Spaulding of the treasury departinent 
against the president’s proclamation limit- 
ing their catch of seals to 7500. They say 
after they made their lease with the gov- 
ernment they went to great expense in 
preparing to carry on sealing, and thata 
curtailment of their business will result 
in serious loss. 


In a Bad Fix. 

LIVERPOOL, June 20.—The bulk of the 
600 bales of cotton in the burning hold of 
the steamship City of Richmond have been 
taken out. The cotton when taken out 
was still burning and was almost com- 
pletely destroyed. The pumps failed to 
clear the hold of water and it is believed 
that the water pours in through an open 
port hole or some other inlet. The vessel 
has again listed to starboard, her keel 
touching the bed of the dock. 


Canadians Bought Out by New Yorkers, 
HALIFAX, June 20.—The National Cord- 
aze company of New York has purchased 
the Dartmouth Ropeworks company. The 
concern has employed over 600 hands, and 
its sales, it is said, exceeded $1,500,000 per 
annum. Itiscluimed that the National 
company have new secured all the Ca- 
nadian mills, eleven in number, and in- 
tend to materially increase the capacity of 
the larger concerns, so as to compete for 
the export business. 
Tired of Life. 
FALL River, Mass., June 20.—Secretary 
George M. Stowellof the Young Men’s 
Christian association was found dead last 
night. His throat was cut from ear to ear. 
No cause is assigned for the suicide, but 
it is supposed that the unfortunate man 
had overworked himself, and during a fit 
mental aberration took his own life. He 
was 28 years of age, and came from Eng- 
land. He leaves a wife and three children. 


Mr. Matthews Gracefully Surrenders, 

LONDON, June 20.—Heury Matthews, in 
the house of commons, announced that the 
government cordially accepted the amend- 
ment of Mr. Buxton (Liberal) to the fac- 
tory bill, upon which the government had 
been defeated by a vote of 202 to 186. Mr. 
Buxton’s amendment, in substance,is that 
children under 11 years of age are pro- 
hibited from working in factories, 


Mr. Carleton Must Square Up. 

New York, June 20.—Henry Guy Carle- 
ton’s first wife obtained a divorce from 
him in 1889 with an order for $20 a week 
alimony. He did not pay regularly anda 
motion was made to punish him for con- 
tempt. A referee yesterday filed a report 
finding that Mr. Carleton must pay his 
former wife $520 and $10 a week. He hasa 
second wife now. 


Mary Lost No Time. 

New HAVEN, June 20.—Mary Shields 
was divorced from Alexander Shields by 
Judge Prentice iu the superior court yes- 
terday, and in less than an hour she had 
applied for a marriage license and haa be- 
come the wife of John Gilia. Mary is only 
19 years of age. She obtained her divorce 
from Shields on the ground of intolerable 
cruelty.

For Minister Douglass for His 
Course in Hayti. 


THE TREASURY ACCOUNTS 


Show That Uncle Sam is Still Good for 
Large Amounts—Immigration Bureau 
Will Investigate Coachmar Howlett’s 
Case —Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—The state de- 
partment is still without official advices 
from Mr. Douglass as to the reign of ter- 
ror at Hayti. But information as to the 
brutal acts of Hippolyte ome from so 
many sources that the government is dis- 
posed to give credence to them. It is un- 
necessary to say that the failure of Min- 
ister Douglass fully and promptly to re- 
port the situation to this government has 
caused indignant surprise here. The 
negligence of Minister Douglass in this re- 
spect tends toconfirm the reports which 
have come here from different sources as 
to his conduct in his mission. The reports 
are conflicting, but they tend to represent 
Mr. Douglass as intimidated by the brutal 
and, it is hinted, by the maniacal acts of 
Hippolyte,and to have taken sides to some 
extent with this potentate against tie 
consular representatives of the civilizd 
world. 

The opinion is gaining strength in un- 
official circles here that there is no reason 
why the United States should longer 
maintain diplomatic relations with a gov- 
ernment which seems to be chiefly devoted 
tobutchery. It is suggested by those who 
are familiar with Haytian affairs that 
thereis another end to the island of Hayti, 
and that the government of San Domingo 
is ready and willing to cede to the United 
States a coaling station, which the presi- 
dent of Hayti has broken his pledges to 
grant. Itisa fact that the administration 
has been carnestly urged to transfer our 
representation from Port au Prince to San 
Domingo. Such an act, it is claimed,

UNCLE SAM’S CHECK IS GOOD. 


The Treasury Accounts, However, Show 
a Deficiency of Over 8700,000. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The United 
States treasurer’s statement, issued yester- 
day, but bearing date June 17, shows an 
apparent defi vy of $787,108. This, how- 
ever, does not include $23,627,412 on deposit 
with national banks and #£20.220,950 of 
fractional silver. Including se two 
items, the cash balance is $43,061,264. Offi 
cers of the secretary’s office say that, ex- 
clusive of national bank deposits and frac- 
tional silver, there is an actual available 
balance of $2,812,000 in the treasury today, 
and that the treasurer's statement, inelud- 
ing the receipts to that date, will show it. | 
‘here will be a constant excess of receipts | 
over expenditures during the remainder of 
the month, and it is estimated that the 
net surplus will be at least $7,000,000 by 
the Ist prox. Treasury officials are not 
disturbed by the situation and say that 
the government is amply able to meet all 
its obligations. 


COACHMAN HOWLETT’S CASE. 


Immigration Bureau May Make Some 
Trouble for Mr. Eustis. 

WASHINGTON, June ‘%). — Assistant 
Secretary Nettleton has gone to New York 
to make another investigation of the im- 
migration business. He stated very em- 
phatically before leaving that the report 
that he is to overlook the case of Howilett, 
the English coacuman, imported by the 
son of Senator Eustis, is without founda- 
tion. It has recently cometo the knowl- 
edge of the treasury department that 
Howlett, who had escaped from the super- 
vision of the immigration officials in New 
York, has entered upon the service of Mr. 
Eustis in accordance with his contract, 
and is conducting coaching parties in the 
neighborhood of Beverly Farms.

THE SAILORS WERE DRUNK. 


Serious Row on a Lake Barge—Six Men 
Shot,\Two Possibly Fatally. 


_Detroir, June 20.—A special to The 
News from Amherstburg, Ont., says: The 
steam barge Jane Cook at Port Dover, 
Ont., anchored 300 feet off the Armherst- 
burg dock and a portion of the crew went 
ashore and got drunk, returning about 
midnight. They proceeded to make a dis- 
turbance below deck, and became so very 
noisy and abusive that the other men ob- 
jected. Captain Dupont went kelow to 
stop the row, but matters had reached the 
danger point, and about the time Captain 
Dupont showed up pistols were pulled 
and indiscriminate firing started. The 
battle raged for half an hour and when it 
was overit was found that six men had 
been shot. 

Dr. Robertson and an assistant were sum- 
moned and dressed the wounds. Captain 
Dupont was shot through the right lung 
and his recovery is donb‘fnl.

A DASTARDLY CRIME. 


Poison Put Into Coffee and Flour with 
Fatal Results. 

HAGERstTown, Md., Ju: 20.—A mys- 
terious case of poisoning occurred in the 
Village of Locust Grove. Daniel Shiffler, 
a farmer, found in the lane near his house 
a package of flour and another of coffee, 
He scught an owner, and not finding one, 
gave the articles toa Mrs. McKurren. She 
used the flour and her entire family were 
m ide very sick. One voy died and another 
is expe_ted to die. The other memders of 
the faimily—the husband, John McKurren, 
the wife and two children, will recover. 
A post uertem showed that poison had 
beeu mixed with the flour. Two years ago 
a1 attempt was made to poison Mr. 
Shiffler’s stock and a year ago his barns 
were burned down. The authorities, con- 
viuced that the poisoned flour and coffee 
were intended for Mr. Shiffler’s family, are 
searching for the miscreant among those 
known to be at enmity with him.

RicHMOND, June 20.—The conduct of 
negroes on railroads in this state is almost 
certain to result in the enactment by the 
next legislature of a law requiring com- 
panies to provide coaches for whites and 
blacks.

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“CLEVER PARIS ROGUES, 


METHODS ADOPTED BY FRENCH 
THIEYES TO SECURE BOOTY. 


Crooks That Act with Surpassing Skill 
and Cunning—The Success Which At- 
tends Their Efforts Is Due to Thel: 
Wonderful Tact—Some Examples. 


Unless some means can be found for 
counteracting the ingenuity of the Paris 
swindler it seems clear that the French 
capital will quite outdo London and 
New York as the favorite home of the 
chevalier d’industrie. 

That the Paris thieves have earned 
their reputation may be inferred from 
the fact that their slang is among the 
most rich in words and phraseology. 

Le bonjourier, for instance, is the man 
who knocks at your door early in the 
morning, and if he hears no reply will 
come in and take the toquante, or ‘‘tick- 
er,” or whatever else he can find upon 
your table and mantelshelf. Watches, 
however, may be stolen at all hours by 
the benjourier, and this is only one of 
his devices to gain pbssession of your 
property. A very good story is told at 
his own expense by one of our judges. 
He was trying a case in which a witness 
swore that he could not fix the exact 
time of a particular event because he 
had left his watch at home accidentally. 

The counsel was rather skeptical about 
this, whereupon the judge said: ‘There 
is nothing unusual in that. Why, only 
this morning I left my watch on the 
dressing table and did not recollect it 
till, before entering the court, I wanted 
to find out the time.” When the judge 
got home he found that a messenger had 
visited the house, mentioned the judge's 
forgetfulness, described where the watch 
was and asked for it to take to the own- 
er. Then the judge remembered what 
he had said in open court. 

THE SNUFFBOX TRICK. 

The sans chagrin, or ‘‘griefless one,” 
goes into a shop and has brought out be- 
fore him a quantity of different articles. 
He then feigns epilepsy, and with the 
aid of a bit of soap he foams at the 
mouth. He has for accomplices a learned 
ésculapius, who comes in, accompanied 
by afriend. During the fit of epilepsy 
the friend and the Xsculapius are ran- 
sacking the till or otherwise earning 
their livelihood.

He 
was accoutered in garments suitable to 
the age and character of a person deyot- 
ed to snuffing, and had all the appear- 
ance of having attained at least his six- 
tieth year. He called for watches and 
chains and spoke incidentally of his 
granddaughter, for whom he purposed 
on a future occasion to buy a wedding 
present at the sameshop. He then se- 
lected one of the watches and one of the 
chains—not a very costly one—put them 
on and inspected himself in the looking 
glass at the other end of the shop. 

Returning to the counter he expressed 
his satisfaction to the merchande, and 
taking out his snuffbox further testified 
to his feelings of gratification by indulg- 
ing in a good pinch. While the box was 
in his hands it seemed polite to offer it 
to the lady, who did not, however, hap- 
pen to be an admirer of the brown dust. 
She had hardly declined the offer when 
the whole contents of the box were 
thrown in her eyes, and before she could 
recover from the shock the would be sex- 
agenarian was careering along the street 
at a pace which would have done honor 
to a Paris gamin or street boy.

Farrar won in 51}, 2:18 1-5and 4:35 
respectively. 

In the following year he sailed for Eng- 
land, and was fairly successful against the 
picked athletes of that country at distances 
from 440 yards up to one mile. His best 
performances during the tour were: 440 
yards, 51 1-10 seconds; half mile, 2m. 1 1-5s.; 
1,000 yards, 2m. 17 2-5s.; one mile, 4m. 30}4s.; 
long jump, 21 ft. 10in., and hop, step and 
jump, 43 ft. 5i¢ in. He announced his re- 
tirement in 1887, but about three months 
ago he again made his appearance on the 
cinder path’in search of fresh laurels, and 
the times recorded in the different races 
he has won up to date indicate that he may 
make things interesting for Dadman, Rod- 
dy, George, Conneff and others of the Man- 
hattan team

Even Mr. Faxon Fayors 
More Trains. 


Every Through Train Qught to Stop 
Says Col, Packard, 


Selling Value of Land Depreciated 25 Per 
Cent Says W..B, Rice, 


The Herald published on Saturday the 
following interviews with well-known citi- 
zens. The Dairy LEDGER is willing to 
Bive its Boston contemporary credit for this 
much for the good cause, although it studi- 
ously avoids mentioning the Dairy Lep- 
GER in its columns. It credits an “‘ un- 
known citizen” with showing its represen- 
tative a table and prints the same, yet it 
was taken from the LEDGER. But to the 
interviews: 

H. M. Federhen. 

said the genera] feeling of the people with 
whom he comes in contact is one of un- 
qualified indignation, for accommodations 
which they have come to consider perma- 
nent and necessary have been cut down, 
while other and much smaller places than 
Quincy have been supplied with additional 
facilities. 

He said the people feel that there is no 
good excuse for such discrimination against 
them. The station at Quincy Centre is the 
best paying passenger station on the road. 
The meeting of last Saturday night was 
held at short notice, but was well attended, 
and unanimously adopted the resolutions 
of protest that have been published. 

Mr. Federhen said the people of Quincy 
Point, Quincy Neck and Houghs Neck, all 
places full of people in the summer, all 
take the trains at Quincy Centre and are 
affected by the change. 

He said that, aside from the Boston travel 
there are many business men in various 
sections of the town who go to the Centre 
for banking and other local purposes, and 
the new arrangements cut them off from 
convenient opportunities. For instance, 
a man at Neponset cannot takea train pass- 
ing there to Quincy, but must either go 
into Boston to take a Quincy train, or 
change cars at Atlantic and wait for a 
train. 

He said the opposition is not because 
the new arrangement is a novelty, but be- 
cause it isa real and very serious embar- 
rassment. 

There is added complaint because the 
trains do not run on time, but even if they 
did the new timetable can never be satis- 
factory. It cannot possibly serve the 
general convenience. 

No resident of Quincy Centre can now 
go anywhere except to Boston and Brain- 
tree without changing cars and waiting 
for trains, “Even the everyday trips to the 
beaches and the South Shore cannot be 
made without change and waiting and if 
they want to go to Plymouth to the courts 
they are in the same fix. 

He did not wish to criticise the new 
superintendent, Mr. Allen, for he is new to 
the field, but the people, he said, are sur- 
prised that President Choate and General 
Manager Kendrick, who do know the 
situation, should allow such injustice. He 
said if this citizen’s appeal fails to bring 
relief it may be necessary to go further, 
and he pointéd to chap. 112, sec. 156, of 
the Public Statues as a possible remedy. 


Mayor Fairbanks 


said the dissatisfaction is all at Quincy 
Centre. Hehad done what he could to 
bring the matter toa better condition, by 
a conference with General Manager Ken- 
drick and Supt. Allen, and he had con- 
fidence that they have the interest of the 
Quincy public at heart, and such troubles 
as exist will be rectified. He had asked for 
better accommodation for Quincy Adams, 
and it was promptly granted. 

The real trouble is over the change in the 
through trains, which formerly all stopped 
at Quincy, but which do not stop under the 
new arrangements. Mr. Kendrick, he said, 
has written a letter, iu which he says that, if 
the Quincy Centre people will give the new 
time-table a fair trial, he will, if they are 
then dissatisfied, put on more Quincy 
specials, but he probably will not be willing 
to stop the through trains, 

Mayor Fairbanks said that Quincy 
Adams, Wollaston and Atlantic are grow- 
ing much faster than the Centre, and they 
need more-accommodations than they have 
received. Mr. Kendrick, he said, claims 
that in times past many people came to 
Quincy by vehicles from these villages, 
who are now accommodated at their own 
stations. 

He said Quincy people complain because 
they cannot go beyond Braintree on the 
south, or Atlantic on the north, without 
changizg cars and long waiting for trains, 
but he believed some plan will be provided 
by which the trouble will be avoided. He 
said he had counselled patience, for he be- 
lieved the -ailroad people are disposed to

PUNISHMENT OF DRUNEENNESS, 


A Somewhat Singular Law Which goes into 
Effect July 1. 


The new acts relating to the punishment 
of drunkenness and the duties of probation 
officers are not generally understood, and 
they contain some novel features. Section 
2 provides: 


** Any person arrested for drunkenness 
may make to the officer in charge of the 
place of custody in which he is confined, a 
written statement, giving his name and ad- 
dress, and declaring that he has not been 
arrested for drunkenness twice before with- 
in the twelve months next preceding, or 
that having been so arrested he has been 
tried and acquitted in one of the cases, to- 
gether with a request to be released from 
custody. Ifthe officer who receives said 
statement shall be satisfied that it is pro- 
bably true, and shall so endorse thereon, 
he may release from custody the person 
making the same, pending investigation, 
if he is within the jurisdiction of a court 
having a probation officer. Each state- 
ment made as aforesaid shall be referred 
by the officer receiving the same to a pro- 
bation officer, who shail at once inquire in- 
to the truth or falsity thereof, and shall 
endorse thereon, over his own signature, 
for the use of the court haying jurisdiction 
of the case, the result of the investigation. 
If said investigation sustains the truth of 
said statement, the court may thereupon 
direct that such person be released from 
custody, without bringing him into court, 
if he has not been released. If the invesii- 
gation shows that the statement made by a 
person who has been released from'custody, 
as aforesaid, was trae, uo further action 
shall be taken in his case. If it shall ap- 
pear to the probation officer to be untrue, 
he shall so notify the officer who made the 
arrest, and he shall make a complaint 
against such person for drunkenness. No 
officer making an arrest under the provi- 
sions of this act shall be liable for illegal 
arrest or imprisonment if the person ar- 
rested shall be released from custody upon 
his own request as herein provided. 


Sect. 5. Ifamale person is convicted 
of drunkenness by the voluntary use of in- 
toxicating liquor, he may be punished by 
imprisonment in the jail, or in any place 
provided by law for common drunkards, 
for not more than one year, or in the Mas- 
sachusetts reformatory, as provided by 
chapter three hundred and twenty-three of 
the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-six. Ifa female person is so con- 
victed she may be punished by imprison- 
ment in the jail, or in any place provided 
by law for common drunkards, for not 
more than one year, or in the reformatory 
prison for women for not more than two 
years: provided, however, that if the per- 
son so convicted shall satisfy the court or 
trial justice, by his own statement or other- 
wise,-that he has not been arrested for 
drunkenness twice before within the twelve 
months next preceding, or that having 
been so arrested he has been tried and ac- 
quitted in one of the cases, his case may be 
placed on file. 


PROBATION OFFICERS. 


Judge Humphrey Will Soon be Called upon 
to Appoint One. 

The probation officers will have impor- 
tant duties in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the law in relation to the punish- 
ment of drunkenness. As imprisonment 
is hereafter to be the only punishment for 
that offence, a large number of cases of 
this class will be placed on probation. 
Many persons convicted of this offence 
have homes, families and employment. 
The imposition of a fine does not deter 
them from occasional excessive indulgence. 
But the possibility of a sentence to impris- 
onment will have a strong deterrent in- 
fluence. With an officer in every court, 
paid for looking after probationers, there 
will probably be many more cases of this 
class placed on probation than heretofore. 
When the probationer understands that 
any future lapse will be followed by im- 
prisonment, and knows that he is so closely 
watched by the probation officer that any 
lapse will be known and punished at once, 
he will avoid further indulgence, in most 
cases. It should be possible to save the 
State more than the cost of the probation 
system by reducing the number of prison- 
ers now supported in the minor prisons on 
account of drunkenness. A person of this 
class is far more likely to reform on proba-

Skeleton and Corpse Side by Side. 

Muncie, Ind., is enjoying a sensation 
attendant on the opening of a house 
which has been closed up for years and 
the discovery of a freak perhaps as re- 
markable as ever entered a human mind. 
The teuse in question is a fine old brick 
residence, owned in 1876 by William 
Mutterhorn, a well to do German, a re- 
tired lumber merchant. In 1878 Mutter- 
horn lost his wife, a very beautiful wom- 
an, whose loss converted him from a 
genial, pleasure loving man to a morose, 
misanthropical recluse. He dismissed 
all of his servants and refused to admit 
all visitors, even his most intimate 
friends, to his home. 

His health in a few years became 
wretched, and one day the unhappy man 
sought a prominent lawyer of Muncie, 
and announcing his intention of travel- 
ing for the restoration of his strength 
gave him powers as his agent and in- 
structions to allow his house to remain 
locked and sealed as he left it. No one 
was toenter it or even the extensive 
grounds surrounding it. No limit was 
placed to his intended absence, and no 
surprise was felt as years slipped by with- 
out his return. 

Recently, however, his heirs, conclud- 
ing he was dead, had the house entered, 
and found in one of the upper rooms the 
embalmed body of Mrs. Mutterhorn, ele- 
gantly attired and reclining ona sofa, 
while at her side lay a skeleton, which 
was satisfactorily identified as her hus- 
band’s. 

Mutterhorn is known to have been a 
fine amateur chemist, and it is gnpposed 
that he privately exhumed his wife's 
body, embalmed it and kept it continu- 
ally in his sight, till, feeling himself 
about to die, he resolved to shut himself 
up with his treasurg and meet death at 
itsside. The two poor relics were in- 
terred next day, followed to their final 
resting place by an immense crowd.— 
Philadelphia Times. 


Goid Coin Scattered in the Mails 

Scattered on the floor of a postal car 
on the New York and Pittsburg rail- 
road, in which were tons of mail matter, 
the clerks found, a week or two ago, 
$210 in gold pieces of various denomina- 
tions. Portions of the wrapper were 
found, but not enough to identify the 
address or serve as a clew to the sender. 
The one who mailed the package doubt- 
less thought he could save the cost of 
registering or else he did not know how 
to put up a package. 

There is no way of identifying lost 
coin, and the person in this instance who 
shipped his gold in aflimsy wrapper will 
probably never be able to prove his claim 
to the money now held by Uncle Sam. 
The postofiice officials here say that it is 
a common practice for people to mail 
money of large and small amounts in 
common envelopes and light wrappers.

An Odd Lawsuit. 

Dubuque, Ia., is involved in litigation 
concerning the meaning of ‘‘a reasonable 
amount.” A year ago, when a gas plant 
was purchased by this city, one of the 
terms of sale was an agreement to fur- 
nish a member of the selling firm ‘‘a rea- 
sonable amount of gas for hisown exclu- 
sive use, free, during the existence of 
the plant.” The enterprising fellow 
therefore put in alarge number of gas 
jets and kept them burning night and 
day, thus heating as well as lighting the 
house. Thousands of dollars already 
have been spent in definitely settling the 
Meaning of the term “a reasonable 
amount,” and it is probable that the

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CROOKED BARDSLEY. 


Additional Embezzlement of 
$224,000 Discovered. 


DETECTIVE BADLY INJURED 


While Trying to Arrest a Man Thought 
to Be Gideon Marsh, the Fugitive 
President of the Keystone Bank—His 
Capture Expected Soon. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—In replying 
Saturday to the demand of Atterpey Gen- 
eral Hensel, that the city pay over to the 
state some $700,000, collected by ex-City 
Treasurer Bardsley, City Comptroller 
Thompson said that the city cannot recog- 
nize the claim of the state, as Bardsley 
was the state’s fiscal agent. 

In conclusion, the city comptroller sig- 
nificantly says that other discrepancies 
have been discovered, for which the state 
is liable to the city. 

It was learned on Saturday night that 
the other discrepancies to which Comp- 
troller Thompson referred is 

Another Embezzlement of $224,000 
of state funds by Bardsley. Up to the 
year 1889 the state paid the city 5 per cent. 
forcollecting personal taxes. In 1889 the; 
personal taxes collected amounted to 
$500,000 and $25,000 for collecting it was 
paid to Bardsley, as city treasurer, for the | 
benefit of the city. This $25,000 Bardsley 
has never made avy return of, and it has 
probably gone the way of the rest of the 
money absconded by him. z 

In 1890 a law went into effect by which 
the city became entitled to one-third of all 
personal taxes collected for this state. For 
that year the personal taxes collected was 
$777,000, and of this amount the city has 
received its share of one-third, $150,000, 
leaving a balance still due of $109,000. This 
£109,000 was in Bardsley’s hands, and has 
been used in some way by him. 

In addition to the $25,000 and the $109,- 
000 embezzled by Bardsley there is 

Still Another Item of 890,000 

due the state from the city as interest on 
loans collected. This sum was also made 
away with by Bardsley, making a grand 
total, including the $445,000 embezzled 
from the school fund, of $669,000 stolen 
from the state funds by the faithless city 
treasurer, 

This month promises to be fruitful of 
much litigation between the city and state, 
each claiming that the other is responsible 
for tt. The city bases its claim on the fact 
of Bardsley acting for the state as its fiscal 
agent independent of his office as city treas- 
urer, while the state contends that it wes 
in his capacity of city treasurer that he 
acted as its agent for the-collection of 
money, and therefore the city is responsible 
for the moneys he collected-and failed to 
make returns of. 

It was also learned that the books of the 
Keystone bank do not show what has be- 
come of the $1,000,000 that Bardsley had 
deposited there to hts credit as city treas- 
urer and to his several private accounts. 


fT MAY BE MURDER. 


A Detective Wounded by a Man Sup- 
posed to Be Gideon W. Marsh. 

ASBURY PARK ,N. J., June 22.—Detective 
Freeman of Philadelphia, it is thought. 
will not survive the injuries he received at 
Spring Lake. The cottage in whichit was 
supposed Marsh was hiding is owned by 
his intimate friend, Harry H. Yard. 

District Attorney Graham of Philadel- 
phia had an interview with Freeman dur- 
ing which the latter said he was sure 
Marsh had been at the cottage and that he 
saw him himself last Wednesday on the 
beach near Como. He said he did not ar- 
rest him then because he was sure of his 
game and thought that it would be better 
to take him in the cottage. It is believed 
that Marsh escaped from the cottage by 
going through the woods. Officers are 
scouring the surrounding country and itis 
hoped that the fugitive will be arrested 
before long. 

SprinG FAtts, N. J., June 21.—Detec- 
tive Max Freeman of Philadelphia had an 
exciting adventure Friday night, and is 
now in bed suffering from the effects of 
the injuries he received while endeavoring 
to capture a man supposed to be Gideon 
W. Marsh, the fugitive president of the 
Keystone bank. 

Freeman had veceived intimations that 
Marsh had recently been seen in the vicin 
ity, and was in hiding at Como. He con- 
sulted with Constable Michuel Rexton, and 
the pair, in company with Timothy 
Hurley, drove to the isolated place. The 
cottage is situated in the midst of a dense 
wood. “For some time past it bas not been 
occupied. 

The trio were aboat to step on the porch 
when two men, who were in hiding on the 
stoop, jumped up and began firing at the 
officers. Freeman drew his revolver and 
returned the fire. After emptying their 
revolvers one of the unknown men ap- 
proached the detective from behind and 
gave him a terrible blow with a blunt 
Freeman fell to the ground un- 


weapon. 
conscious. The assailants then escaped to 
the woods. The detective was badly in- 


jured about the hips, and there are several 
ugly gashes on his head. He was removed 
to Spring Lake, where he now lies ina 
critical condition. 

Constable Sexton believed that the shots 
were fired and the blows administered by 
Marsh or one of his friends. Many citizens 
also believe that Marsh was in hiding 
there. 


Wound Up. 

ABERDEEN, S. D., June 22.—Judge 
Henry has granted the application for the 
appointment of a receiver of the Fidelity 
Fire Insurance Company of Huron. It was 
found that the liabilities exceeded the 
assets by nearly $25,000. The corporation 
will be dissolved. Six millions of insur- 
ance were carried, and all policies will be 
turned over to the Hecla of St. Paul. 


The President's Sabbath. 

CaPprE MAY,N.J.,June 22.—The president, 
with his guests, attended divine service 
yesterday morning at Beadles Memorial 
chapel, Cape May Point The sermon was 
preached by Rev. N. L. Upham of Phiadel- 
phia. There was{no unusual crowd or any 
demonstration. The president spent the 
afternoon at his cottage. He intends to 
return to Washington Tuesday. 


Railway Disaster in Ireland. 

LONDONDERRY, June 22.—An empty 
train collided with a train carrying a body 
of militia on a single track railway two 
miles from Londonderry. The driver of 
the militia train was killed. the fireman 
fatally hurt and scoresof the militia and 
others were injured. The first three car- 
Tiages of the militia train, which were 
ladeo with luggage, were smashed to splin 
tera. 


It Has Greatly Enkincea the Prospects 
of New Engiand’s Crops. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 22.—The New 
England Meteorological society, co-operat- 
ing with the Uniied States signal service, 
issues the fo] «ici Uullotin for the week 
ewding June 1°: 

Four days with very hot, dry weather 
and cloudless skies, and three days with 
cool, cloudy weather and considerable 
rain, tells the story of the weather for the 
past week. Tue heat was excessive on the 
15th and 16th, the temperature ranging 
from 90 to 100 degrees. Thunder storms 
were general and, in localities in the south, 
violent, on the night of the 16th, after 
which the wind changed to easterly and 
the temperature fell rapidly, in some 
places 30 degrees and in others over 50 
degrees in about ten hours. 

From one to two inches of rain has 
fallen, except in the southeast, coming for 
the most part in steady showers, and the 
parched ground has allowed very little to 
run off the surface. The greater part of 
the correspondents report an excess of 
temperature, precipitation and sunshine. 

The drought has been most effectually 
broken and there are now very encourag- 
ing reports from all sectious of New Eng- 
land regarding the outlook of hoed crops 
and fruit. As was said last week the early 
grass wus generally past help and in Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut many fields 
were growing poorer in quantity and‘qual- 
ity and cutting has been going on. But 
the majority of the reports indicate that a 
great change has already taken place in 
the appearance of both fields and pas- 
tures. 

Potatoes, garden crops and berries were 
being more or less affected, but the hot 
weather seemed to bring corn and tobacco 
along rapidly and both crops are now 
promising. Apples are beginning to show 
some signs of blight and in places are drop- 
ping from the trees. 


CHARGED WITH KIDNAPPING. 


John W. Knox Arrested tor the Abduc- 
tion of His 10-Year-Old Niece. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., June 2¥.—Develop 
ments in relation to the senational kid- 
nappipg of Lena Knox, a 10 year-old girl, 
took a new turn yesterday, when John W. 
Knox, the uncle, accompanied by the 
father of the girl, Thomas Knox, arrived 
in this city. 

John W. Knox was arrested last even- 
ing, on complaint of the girl’s mother, 
charged with kidnapping, and locked up 
at the police station. He professes entire 
ignorance of the whereabouts of Lena, and 
States that the last be saw of her was 
Wednesday afternoon at 1:40 o’clock, when 
he lett her at the schoolhouse after having 
purchased her some shoes and stockings. 

He says he left Manchester on the 2:45 
train thatafternoon for Boston, and the 
first intimation he had that Lena was 
missing was when he saw the dispatch in 
Saturday’s paper. He immediately tele- 
graphed to Mrs. Knox, asking what the 
matter was. She wired for him to come 
here at once. This he did, and was imme- 
diately arrested. 

In John W. Knox’s pocket was found a 
letter from the Tiltons of New Bedford, 
from whom Lena had but recently been re- 
covered by her mother, asking for the ad- 
dress of her father, and asking what plans 
could be devised for getting her back. 

Mrs. Knox believes that the uncle took 
the child away and that she is now with 
the Tiltous. In any event, she was last 
seen in her uncle’s company. It is said 
witnesses will be forthcoming who wil 
testify to seeing a man answering his 
description, accompanied by a little girl, 
take the train for Boston on Wednesday. 

Thomas Knox, the father of Lena, also 
asserts entire ignorance of her where- 
abouts, and professes to believe that his 
brother is not connected with her disap- 
pearance.

Spree Ends in a Fisherman's Death — A 
E Comrade Not Expected to Live. 


PortsMouTH, N. H., June 22.—Saturday 
afternoon three fishermen belonging to the 
schooner Henry L. Phillips of Gloucester 
came to thiscity and proceeded to get in- 
toxicated. Late in the afternoon the three 
men were seen lying in a boatina drunken 
stupor. About 9o0’clock one of the crew 
untied the painter and the boat drifted up 
the river with the tide, and on the change 
of the current came down, and at 2 o’clock 
Sunday morning collided with a dredg- 
ing scow moored at Badger’s island, the 
men being thrown into the water. 

Alexander Lynn, a native of Finland, 
was drowned. David Williams and Eric 
Simmons were rescued with great difficulty 
by Joseph Fernald, one of the men at- 
tached to the scow. Williams had his leg 
badly lacerated and was injured inter. 
nally. He was taken to Cottage hospital. 
It is reported that he is not expected ta 
live. Lynn was about 32 years of age and 
leaves a wife and three children. 


Made Things Hum. 

CarRo, Ilis., June 22.—A cyclone yester- 
day did considerable damage, unroofing a 
great number of houses, tearing up trees 
by the roots, blowing railroad cars off the 
track, and knocking all telegraph wires 
down. L. M. Lass of the derrick boat was 
blown from the bank across the river onto 
the sandbar. The ferryboat Gwyn, from 
Paducah, with an excurston party from 
Cairo, just landing, was blown over to the 
Kentucky shore. Aside from roofs and 
shrubbery, very little damage was done in 
this city. There was no loss of life.

THE CAUSE AND EFFECT 


Explained by Mint Director Leech, 


Sharp Claim Agents Have Discovered 
a New Scheme for Swindling the Gov- 


ernment—Perter Will Not Resign. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—It ought not to 
be difficult to determine whether the 
United States treasury is bawkrupt or not, 
It has been published broadcast that there 
is a defic.* in the treasury. The secretary 
of the treasury and ali of the accounting 
officers of that department say that this 
statementis not correct. Technically it 
seems to show that there is a small deficit. 
The so-called deficit or the apparent over- 
draft of the amount named does not show 
the actual condition of the treasury. But 
itis tothe system of bookkeeping that 
this apparent overdraft is, iu the opinion 


of eminent tressury officials, to be at-| 


The tressurer’s accounts are al- 
ways two or thiee .ays behind the actual 
receipts of the tre siry, as shown by the 
books of the treasury. 

The receipts of 11 the departments all 
over the country are known up to date by 
the secretary, and often during the month 


tributed. 


the treasurer's daily report is twenty-four | 


to thirty six hours 
Behi-gl the Secretary's Receipts. 

This is also soin regard to expenditures, 
Warrants are drawn by the secretary, 
which naturally in the course of business 
require time to reach the treasurer’s office. 
In this way often during the middle or last 
of the month the treasurer’s report is be- 
hind in expenditures as well as receipts, 
but at the end of the month it is canght 
up, and on the first of the month the secre- 
tary’sand treasurer’s statements agree. 
Most of the pension p.yments just made 
were marked “special,’’ to hurry them 
through for those needing the money,thus 
making them appear in the treasurer’s 
Statement several‘days earlier than they 
would otherwise have done. 

Another point is that the secretary’s 
Statement includes internal revenue re- 
ceipts to date, while the treasurer's state-

receipts for the week ending June 13. The 
reason is that the treasurer gets his re- 


celpts by transcript of accounts current | 


from national banks four times each 
mouth, about every Saturday. Mr. Leech, 
director of the mint, is an.efficient and ex- 
perienced officer. He has expressed this 
opinion of the condition of the treasury: 


What Mr. Leech Says, 


I hold that the treasury owns some 
$250,000,000 of hard cash available 
for any legitimate expenses. The money 


in the treasury consists of two classes—that 
which the government holds as trustee and 
that which it owns. It cannot consist of any 
other kind of money. The gold and silver cer- 
tificates represent trust money; that is, the 
coin has been deposited by individuals and the 
government has issued a certificate to pay 
back the same on demand. Possibly the fund 
of $5,000,000 placed in the treasury by national 
banks for keeping their currency in good con- 
dition is trust monty, but as congress ordered 
the moncy placed here by national banks 
for the retirement of their circulation to be 
covered into the general balance of the treas- 
ury it is dificult to conceive why this money 
isany more sacred. The $10,090,000 in gold 
purchased by the sale of bonds for resumption 
purposes was always included as a portion of 
the ‘avuilable balance in the treasury’ prior to 
that date by all of the secretaries of the treas- 
ury. The remainder of the money in the 
treasury, the money which belongs té"the gov- 
ernment as absolutely as the treasury build- 
ing belongs to it. Prior to 1885 the available 
balance in the treasury was always shown as 
the amount of money which actually belongs 
to the government. ; 

Mr. Sherman never set this apart as a “lia- 
bility” or'any special reserve. The law does 
not say it shall be, and there isno reason why 
it should be. Nor is there any reason why the 
new legal tender notes, issued in the purchase 
of silver bullion, are any more a current lia- 
bility against the cash in the treasury than the 
old greenbacks are. They are the same class 
of legal tender money,only a better money and 
the credit of the government would be just as 
much injured if the treasury should fail to re- 
deem one of these notes or any other obligation 
in gold as it would te if it should fail to redeem 
one of the greenbacks in gold upon demand, 

These notes are not silver money, as people 
generally supposed, They are issued in the 
first instance in the purchase of silyer bullion 
but as they come back into the treasury are 
reissued for all pnrposes, and are simply and 
purely a new issue for the old greenbacks. 


SCHEMING CLAIM AGENTS. 


New Method Discovéred for Picking the 
Pockets of Uncle Sam. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—It appears to be 
difficult to keep the cjaim agents’ hands 
off of anything about Washington.

The interpretation given to the law un- 
éer which they were appointed by the cen- 
sus bureau was that this Subsistence was 
to be allowed only to those who did work 
outside of the citiesin which they were 
appointed or employed. A couple of sharp 
attorneys in Washington interpreted the 
law as allowing this $a day wherever the 
agent has been employed, and they have 
sent letters to all these agents, wherever 
they could obtain a list of them, offering 
to prosecute their claims for this addi- 
tional sum ora contingent fee.

[Continued from First Page.] 


In a recent meeting of the City Council, 
he said, the members from Atlantic, Wol- 
laston and West Quincy refused to vote for 
a resolution censuring the railroad manage- 
ment, unless the criticism was confined to 
Quincy Centre, for they would not go on 
record against a change which is a great 
advantage to their own stations. He 
thought before the matter is ended the 
people at the centre will have all they need, 
but the through trains will not be stopped. 

He was willing to be patient until the 
railroad people have time to figure the 
thing out. All agree that there should be 
an arrangement by which Quincy people, 
teachers and others, can stop at Harrison 
Square without a long wait at Atlantic. 

Mr. William B. Rice 

Who is a daily passenger to and from Bos- 
ton, his business being at 125 Summer 
street, said, that if the trains were run ino 
accordance with the new timetable, it 
would diminish the service at Quincy 
Centre 25 per cent. and be entirely inade- 
quate, but since the change went into effect 
last Monday morning, the timetable has 
been of no use, and the service bas been 
very bad. Thursday morning, he said, he 
waited with two or three hundred others 
for half an hour ; the people cannot place 
any reliance on the timetable. It will be 
remarkable if they get through without 
some terrible accident. 

In his opinion the reduction of the ser- 
vice will impair the selling value -of land 
for building purpgses at Quincy Centre 
fully 25 per cent. If the railroad people 
were trying to depreciate the value of reaf 
estate in Quincy they could not take a more 
effective step. 

Col. A. B. Packard 

said: The change occasions much talk, 
people are much disturbed. I have noticed 
this week that the “express’’ trains for 
Quincy did not get to or from Boston so 
quick by five minutes as trains formerly 
did when they made frequent stops. Ey- 
ery one here is disappointed. It looks al- 
most as though somebody had real estate 
interests in Braintree. We have lost about 
one-third of our trains while our city* is 
growing. 

Every through train ought to stop here. 
The excuse that the railroad people make 
that Quincy passengers overcrowded the 
through trains, so that trains to Boston 
are uncomfortably full, while the outward 
trains are nearly empty after leaving Quin- 
cy, seems but a poor excuse for reducing 
the service. It would seem wiser to at- 
tach extra cars here on inward trains, and 
leave them here when vacated. There 
doesn’t seem to be any time-table now, 
and people wait by the hundred at the sta- 
tion while three or four trains go by with- 
out stopping. 

Many people doing business in Boston 
have settled here, with the idea that the 
excellent taain service of the past was to be 
permanent. ‘These people are seriously 
discommoded by the change; their plans 
are all deranged, and it is a great annoy- 
ance. If the new system is permanent it 
would tend to make our city a less popu- 
lar place of residence for Boston business 
people. 

Mr. A. G. Durgin, Druggist : 

The change works much inconvenience 
to the public. We had a good service, but 
now men who have gone in and out on the 
same trains for years are much discommod- 
ed. The train out from Boston at noon 
and the return train at 1.20 Pp. mM. were 
very popular, and always crowded. I 
think these are missed more than any of 
the others. If what trains we have would 
run on time, it would be better, but, so far, 
there has been no satisfaction. We can’t 
go anywhere, except to Boston, without 
changing cars. The express business is al- 
so disturbed, and we are not nearly so well 
served as formerly. 

Mr. E. W. Sheppard, 

a coal dealer, said: The people generally 
feel pretty sore. No one whom I meet 
seems to like the change. Even if the 
trains could run on time, the change takes 
away facilities which the people feel be- 
long to them. They don’t see any good 
reason why the largest passenger station 
on the road should be the most poorly 
served. 

Mr. Charles A. Howland, 
president of the Quincy Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company, said: ‘There is general 
complaint. It looks as though the city 
had been side-tracked. Things were all 
right before, and there was no reason for 
the change except to advance some other 
locality at our expense. It looks like a 
purpose to concentrate all the trains possi- 
ble at Braintree and Atlantic. 

He said,he knew how, difficult it is for 
corporations to please everybody, and he 
was willing to wait and see how the change 
works, but he was not hopeful of the 
result. He had heard of trains out from 
Boston being emptied at Quincy, but could 
see no reason in that for taking those trains 
off. There are about 3000 passengers per 
day from here. People have settled here 
on account of the good facilities for reach- 
ing Boston, and are embarrassed by the 
change. He did not think the corporation 
intended to harm Quincy, for it is for its 
interest to treat it fairly, but the new plan 
seems to be a mistake. 


Henry H. Faxon 
was as cheerful as need be over the situa- 
tion. He said he thought the new scheme 
would work first rate. The managers may 
have to put on two or three more trains, 
It is a good idea, however, to have the 
trains run at stated intervals—half-hourly 
during the busy hours and hourly at other 
times. Heretofore they have gone ab 
irregular intervals, and if.b> went on a 
train every day, he had to carry 4 time- 
table. He did not velieve the road would 
f 
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do anything against the interests of their 
patrons, 

He said he held nearly as much real es- 
tate as any one in Quincy, and would not 
advocate anything that would hurt real 
estate. This is to come out allright. The 
road is now giving us more cars than ever, 
but the trains do not run quite so often. 
The people are making a great fuss over a 
very little thing. ‘Their indignation meet- 
ing was very funny. I told them they 
ought to thank the Old Colony road for its 
devotion to their interests. They hissed 
and groaned at me, but I didn’t care for 
that. One man said under the old plan if 
he was late for a train in the morning it 
made no difference, for another train 
would be along in a few minutes, but now 
he had to wait half an hour or an hour. I 
told him all he had to do was to be on 
time. The road was not run for late people. 

Mr. Faxon said he had 100 or more 
tenants and he had heard none of them 
complain of the change. If the old num- 
ber of trains was running and the time was 
changed ten minutes, there would be peo- 
ple ready to growl. He had heard com- 
plaints that the trains were not on time, 
but he was frequently on the road and ex- 
perienced no delay. He said there had 
been trouble on the through trains from 
picnics or other excursion parties crowding 
into them, the road having no notice of an 
extra crowd, and so having no opportunity 
to make extra preparations. 

Mr. Faxon thought the service to Bos- 


ton better than ever, for the trains now, 


stop only at Atlantic, instead of at every 
little station. He criticised the old plan 
as one very annoying to the road officials, 
for gangs of ‘‘bums’’ would get on the 
through trains for a short trip to Atlantic 
or Neponset, and scatter through the trains, 
so that the conductor could not possibly 
collect the fares before they would get off. 
It made serious trouble for the officials, 
and besides the ‘‘bums’’ were not pleasant 
company for the through passengers.

. of Water street was opened at § o'clock, 
And the Arion Quartette. For some minutes it looked as if no one 


was ready to speak in the affirmative. 

George Cahill set the ballin motion. It 
was of the utmost importance that the 
thoroughfare should be widened. Was 
surprised that more interest was not 
taken by granite men. Street ought to be 
made fifty feet wide. Traffic will in a 
short time be doubled. The Old Colony 
freight figures had been quoted at a pre- 
vious meeting. These showed a large 
number of tons shipped but did not repre- 
sent half that went over Water street. In 
reply to Councilman Bryant he said the 
number of teams per day over the street 
might average 1400. 

A recess of ten minutes was taken to 
examine plans, which were explained by 
Engineer Whitman. 

Peter McConarty thought there was no 
question but the street was too narrow and 
should be widened. 

Ex-Councilman Whitman thought all 
were agreed that the street should be 
widened but the question was to what 
extent, whether it should be paved, and 
when the work should be done. The land 
damage to widen to forty feet would be 
much less than forty-five feet; it would in- 
crease quite materially for a greater width 
than forty. A forty foot paved street 
would accommodate a very large traftic. 
Hoped Council would make an appropria- 
tion this year to take land and make fills, 
and leave the rebuilding until next year. 
The land damage ought not to be excessive; 
say ten cents per foot forthe land, and 
some extra for the damage to the estates. 
Did not wish to give an off-hand estimate 
of the damage. Damage would increase 
rapidly each year the work was delayed. 

John Q. A. Field, ex-County Commis- 
sioner, favored widening; believed forty 
feet would be wide enough if it was to be 
paved and curbed. Favored putting the 
work through this year, and could see no 
objection to doing it. Twenty-six feet for 
travel would accommodate four teams 
abreast. 

Peter Dackers said there was not five or 
ten minutes during the day but there was a 
heavy team on the street, and there would 
be more were the street in good condition. 
Now is the time to widen. It was one of 
the crying evil, a bog in winter and dust 
mill in summer. Favored paving. 

Mr. Trepanier did not think there was 
another street with as heavy travel. He 
favored widening on the South side. 

William Glennon had a word about con- 
struction. 

Ex-Councilman Shea would like to see 
the street 45 feet wide and thought the 
Council would be practicing false economy 
to widen to a less width. 

Ex-Selectman G. H. Field said it was 
not now a safe street. and there would be 
considerable more travel over it if it was. 

Ex-Road Commissioner Cashman said 
when two cars were passing, a team could 
not get through. 

Thomas W. Smith thought the street 
ought to be 45 feet, although it would dis- 
commode him considerable. 

W. G. A. Pattee, Esq., appeared in 
behalf of the Old Colony Railroad to oppose 
any widening on the South side so as to 
encroach on its property. 

W. H. H. Rideout hoped the street would 
be widened on the north side rather than

THE NAVAL MILITIA. 


The Rules Regarding the Con- 
gressional Appropriation. 


AN INTERESTING PUZZLE. 


Question as to Whether Nations! Banks 
Can Become Savings Banks — Great 
Britain Appoints Two Arbiters on the 
Behring Sea Question. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Under the 
authority conferred by the last naval 
appropriation act, which contained the 
following item: “Naval militia—for arms 
and equipment connected therewith for 
naval militia of various states under such 
regulations as the secretary of the navy 
may prescribe, $25,000"—the following reg- 
ulations have been prescribed by Secretary 
Tracy: 

First—Upon receipt of a return from the gov- 
ernorof any state, of the number of men 
actually mustered in and serying in the naval 
militia of said state, on the first day of July, 
1891, the secretary of the navy will allot the 
state making the return, from the general 
appropriation for the naval militia, a sum 
equal to $12 a head for each officer and man so 
returned. 

Second—The balance of the appropriation will 
be held in reserve until Oct. 1, 1891. Upon tho 
receipt of a similar return on that date, the 
balance will be allowed to the states then 
making returns, at the rate of $12 per head for 
every officer and man returned, asfactually 
mustered in and serving on that date in the 
naval militia of the state, in excess of the 
number returned on July 1. 

Third—Should the number in excess re- 
turned on the first of October be too great to 
admit of a distribution at the rate of $12 per 
head, as prescribed in section 2, the balance 
remaining over from the July allotment will 
be distributed pro rata among the states mak- 
ing returns, according to the number returned 
in excess. 

Fourth—Should a balance remain over after 
the allotment of Oct. 1, provided for in section 
2, it will be alloted pro rata to all the states 
having a naval militia, in accordance with the 
whole number of men returned by each state 
as actually mustered in and serving on that 
date. 

Fifth—As soon as the allotments are made, 
in accordance with the above regulations, the 
amounts alloted will be credited to the states 
entitled thereto on the books of the navy de- 
partment. 

Sixth—Requisitions for arms and equipments 
will be made by the governors of states direct 
tothe secretary of the navy, who will deter- 
mine and order which of such arms and equip- 
ments, their numberand character, shall be 
issued. 

Seventh—When a requisition is received at 
thenavy department, the bureau concerned 
will be required to give the money value of the 
stores called for, and the navy department 
will determine and order which of said 
stores, their number and character, shall be 
issued. 

Eighth—All property issued upon requisition 
shall be accounted for under the regulations 
which now govern the accountability for pub- 
lic property in the navy, and the navy depart- 
ment will issue the necessary instructions for 
the safe keeping, preservation, inspection and 
accountability thereof. 

Ninth—The navy department will furnish 
the governors of the several states possessing 
a naval militia force with the necessary blank 
form to carry out the provisions of the above 
sections. All returns should be made to the 
secretary of the navy. 


CONCERNING BANKS. 


Puzzles Which Congress and the Courts 
May Have to Solve. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—The recent an- 
nouncement that the Gloucester (Mass.) 
City National bank has decided to become 
a savings bank, has raised a question 
which congress and the courtsmay be 
called upon to consider. It is whether a 
national bank has the authority to assume 
the functions of a savings bank. There 
will be a very strong argument presented 
against this construction of the law. It is 
urged, for instance, that hitherto the func- 
tions of the savings institutions have been 
performed under the exclusive direction 
and sanction of the state, and that the na- 
tional bank act was never intended or ex- 
pectedto bring the federal government 
into this field of effort. The national bank 
system was established for avery differ- 
ent purpose; but if national banks can, 
under the national bank act, doa savings 
bank business, their advantages are such 
that the state institutions must finally 
abandon the field, and the safeguards 
which the state impose upon the invest- 
ment of savings will be avoided. 

Under state law, savings banks are 
closely restricted as tothe form of invest- 
ments in which they can place the money 
of depositors. The national banks, hay- 
ing a freer rein, could pay a higher rate of 
interest and investment at their pleasure, 
so that the element of security sought to 
be established under state law would thus 
be lost. 

There is another feature of the national 


banking act to which the  atten- 
tion of congress will be _ prob- 
ably called. The recent decision of 


the supreme court in the Buffalo 
bank case has made prominent a power 
under that act which had not been sus- 
pected. That decision in effect was that, 
if the directors of a national bank agreed 
to devolve all the executive duties of the 
bank upon, say, its president and cashier, 
intrust these officials with its sole control, 
and remain themselves ignorant of the 
way in which its business is actually car- 
ried on, they have no personal responsibil- 
ity even for losses which may occur 
through malfeasance of those trusted offi- 
cers. Itis suggested that if this is the 
law—and it is to be remeinbered that four 
justices of the court protested against so 
interpreting it—it is evident that the 
statute should be amended so as to give 
fixity and definiteness to the responsi- 
bility of the directors, who are specially 
chosen to directand control the business 
of the bank. 


ARBITERS NOT CHOSEN 


But England Has Appointed Agents to 
Investigate the Seal Fisheries. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The depart- 
ment of state has been notified that the 
British government has appointed Sir 
George Baden-Powell and W. Dawson 
agents for that government to visit Alaska 
and collect information respecting the seal 
fisheries. The statement seeming to come 
from London that these men have been 
appointed arbiters is erroneous. The ne- 
gotiations looking to arbitration of the 
claims made by the United States to juris- 
diction over Behring sea have not as yet 
progressed to a point that would permit of 
the appointment of arbiters, and in fact 
the nature of the arbitration itself has not 
been agreed upon. Messrs. Powell and 
Dawson were appointed under the terms 
of Acting Secretary Wharton’s letter of 
the 9th of the present month containing 
the motes vivendi, in the following para- 
grap , 

In order to facilitate such proper inquisies 


as her majesty’s government may desire to 
make,with a view to a presentation of the case 
of that government before arbitrators and in 
expectation that an agreement for arbitration 
may be arrived at. it is agreed that suitable 
persons designated by Great Britain will be 
permitted at auy time, upon application, to 
visit or to remain upon the seal islands, dur- 
ing the present sealing season, for that pur- 
pose. 
Fifty-two Years a Postmaster. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The resignation 
of-Ferdinand G. Kelly as postmaster at 
Centreville, Mass., has been received at 
the postoffice department. Mr. Kelly has 
been postmaster at Centreville during the 
last fifty-two years.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Crane & Co. of 
Dalton, Mass., have been awarded the con- 
tract fur supplying distinctive paper for 
use in the printing of government securi- 
ties at their bid of 43!¢ cents a pound.

SOME LIVELY TESTIMONY 


Expected from Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea 
in the Campbell Libel Suit. 


Cork, June 23.—The action for libel 
brought by Henry Campbell, member of 
parliament for South Fermanagh and 
private secretary to Mr. Parnell, against 
the “ork Herald for stating that while 
other members of parliament were attend- 
ing to their duties he (Mr. Campbell) was 
hiring houses for immoral purposes for 
Mr. Parnell, was commenced yesterday. 
The suit attracts considerable interest 
here from the fact that subpoenas have 
been issued for the appearance at the trial 
of Mr. Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea, and from 
the fact that it was expected that some 
lively testimony would be extracted from 
these two witnesses. 

Mr. Campbell, during the early stages of 
the day’s proceedings, made statements to 
the effect that he had never in any way in- 
terested himself in, or performed any 
duties in connection with Mr. Parnell’s 
private affairs. Asked why he did not at 
an earler day investigate the charges 
brought by the Cork Herald, Mr. Camp- 
bell replied that his delay in taking action 
was caused by the fact there were at that 
time so many false statements flying about 
that it was impossible to immediately pay 
attention to any of them in particular. 

Later on Mr. Campbell said that the 
episode which is popularly referred to as 
the “fire escape incident”? was a myth, 
otherwise an “invention of the enemy.” 
Mr. Campbell also denied being the author 
of certain much discussed letters alleged 
to have been signed by him. 


FOR PRESIDENT IN ’92. 


Senator Cullom Will Not Decline the 
Nomination if It is Tendered Him. 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Senater Cullom of 
Illinois is a candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1892, and he 
makes no secret of the fact. “If the 
nomination is tendered me you can bet I 
won’t throw the honor over my shoulder,” 
were the words he used to a reporter at the 
Auditorium Hotel, “and if it is going to 
be a free-for-all fight,” he added, “and the 
Illinois delegation is for me, why, then I'll 
be in the field. Blaine can have the nomi- 
nation if he wants it,”’ continued the sena- 
tor, “‘but I doubt if he will encourage any 
movement to put him in the fiel!. Harri 
son stands the best chance, in my opinion. 
and will doubtless be named. The tariff 
will be the issue, and the silver and other 
minor questions will be tailedon to the 
tariff as side issues.”’ 


STILL A MYSTERY. 


No Clue Has Yet Been Obtained of Miss- 
ing Lena Knox. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., June 23.—The 
whereabouts of little Lena Knox are still 
a complete mystery to her mother and the 
police officials. John W. Knox, who is in 
the police station awaiting trial on the 
charge of kidnapping the child, stoutly 
maintains his innocence. His sister came 
to Manchester yesterday, and itis under- 
stood bail will be furnished at once. The 
conductor of the train on which Knox 
went to Boston Wednesday reports that 
he noticed Knox on the train, but unac 
companied by a child. 


Lynching Too Good for Him. 

3INGHAMTON, N. Y., June 23.—As two 
girls named Lathrop, azed respectively 9 
and 14 years, were returning from school 
yesterday noon, they were assaulted on 
the public street by a young brute 19 years 
of age, and the youngest one terribly mal- 
treated. Her underclothing was torn 
from her person, and she was left bleeding 
profusely from the results of her injuries, 
A posse was quickly organized and started 
in pursuit.

A Fight with Convicts. 

CoLe City, Ga., June 23.—Seven con- 
victs at Cole City attempted to escape 
from the stockade yesterday.

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Chivalrous Devotion. 

At the most extensive aquarium in 
England, the Brighton Zoo, the female 
lobster recently cast her shell. She 
screwed herself up together on the toes 
and tail and suddenly bent her body. 
Snap went thesheil in its center, and the 
case of the back came away in one piece. 
The claws were her next care, and she 
worked away at them for a long time. 

It was a proceeding of extreme deli- 
cacy, considering that all the flesh of the 
great claw had to be passed through the 
small base. During the operation one 
claw came off altogether, and this must 
have seemed to the lobster lady a serious 
misfortune, as it will not grow to its full 
size again until the second year. The 
tail and legs guve very little trouble, and 
the body, when thus undressed, proved 
to be of a pale blue. 

The shell casting over, the lobster sank 
on the sand, and this action seemed a 
signal for the attack of every creature in 
the tank. 

The defenseless victim bade fair tosuc- 
cumb to the fury of her enemies, when 
the male lobster suddenly came to the 
rescue. Standing over his helpless bet- 
ter half, he fought her assailants relent- 
lessly. Day and night did he watch over 
her, until her shell was sufficiently hard- 
ened to protect her in fighting her own 
battles. 

When this happy moment arrived he 
deliberately picked up the old claw, 
broke it in his nippers, and ate the meat. 
He then dug a hole in the sand, placed in 
it the broken bits of shell, buried them, 
and piled a number of small stones above 
the grave.—Youti’s Companion.

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An Interesting Will Case. 

An interesting case and one of peculiar 
complication was disposed of by the 
court in Allentown recently. When the 
wife of the late Peter Maury, of West 
Bethlehem, died two or three years ago, 
she left a will bequeathing all her prop- 
erty, real or personal, to her husband, 
and it was stipulated that after his death 
the estate should revert to “our heirs,” 
to quote the iznguage of the document. 
Maury married a second wife, and a

His widow brought suit against the 
heirs, Frank and George Maury and 
Mrs. C. Benner, for 2 dower right in the 
property, which wus one-third of the 
estate for life. The main question dis- 
cussed before the court was whether the 
interest of Peter Maury in the estate 
was an absolute one or a life one only. 
Judge Albright took the latter view of the 
affair and rendered a decision in favor 
of the heirs, one of whom lives in Texas. 
The property is valuable and is situated 
in West Bethlehem. Before his death 
| Maury gave his wife a check for $500 or 
$600 which he had in bank.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 


A New Way of Getting Postage Stamps. 

The postal authorities appear to re- 
gard the need for additional conyen- 
iences in the way of stamp distribution 
as real, for they have licensed a syndi- 
cate to attach to a selected number of 
pillar boxes, experimentally, an ingen- 
ious piece of mechanism working upon 
the “penny-in-the-slot” principle. By 
two movements of the hand the delivery 
is obtained of a sinall envelope contain- 
ing a memorandum book full of useful 
postal information, with blank leaves 
which might serve for letter paper, and 
in the cover of the book is securely in- 
serted a penny stamp. The syndicate 
looks for its pyofit not to the commission 
on the sale of the stamps, but to the in- 
come from advertisements inserted in 
the books.—London Teiegraph.

SKILL AND ARTISTIC TASTE. 


The Wholesale Dealers Responsible for 
Condition of Granite Business. 


H. A. Rockwood, writing to the Monu- 
mental News from Monon, Ind., says: 

“Allow me space to say a word to the 
trade about representation at the national 
meeting of marble and granite dealers at 
Cleveland, Ohio, July 29. I hope from the 
disadvantages felt by the trade throughout 
the country at this time on account of the 
striking quarrymen and threatened cutters’ 
strike, that the trade, wholesale and retail, 
will realize as they never have before that 
the only solution to this difficult problem 
is organization, and that in a national way 
only can we effect the needed remedy. Iam 
not willing to utter one word of disapproval 
to the granite quarrymen and cutters on 
account of present or previous strikes, but 
hope they, by united effort, will succeed 
until they are able to command such wages 
as are commensurate for skilled labor of 
their kind. No one will be the poorer for 
this, but the trade in general will be ona 
higher plane, and if prices were double 
today on monumental work the trade 
would be regarded by all classes as a busi- 
ness that required skill and artistic taste 
and one of high calling in the arts. 

“The present deplorable condition of the 
retail trade dates back to a time when 
wholesale marble dealers began to finish 
and sell to the retail trade, finished monu- 
ments, thereby starting an unhealthy com- 
petition, also putting men in the business 
that knew little or nothing of it, and cut- 
ting prices, until the trade today is belittled 
on every hand and looked upon by trades- 
men as little if any better than common 
labor. Now let both wholesale and retail 
dealers come to the national convention at 
Cleveland and put their shoulders to the 
wheel and help to root this grand old 
monumental fraternity out of this un- 
healthy quagmire of distrust and ruinous 
prices, and put the business on a paying 
basis for all concerned. This can be ac- 
complished only by mutual effort; the re- 
tail dealers cannot do it without the aid of 
the wholesalers, and the wholesale dealers 
cannot effect anything without the co- 
operation of the retailers. 

“Let all parts of the country be repre- 
sented at this meeting and let the different 
thinkers and leading association men begin 
to consider now and continue to consider 
until the meeting is convened, of some 
plan to present and then by concentrated 
action we will arrive at a conclusion that 
will reward us for all our trouble a thousand 
times over. We have good, earnest, hard- 
working men at the heart of the National 
Association now, but they can do nothing 
without our support.”

A correspondent of the Brockton Des- 
patch writes: ‘The chief attractions 
here are: Good fishing, good bathing and 
sailing, and an area of recreation ground 
that is something besides sand or gravel.

The beach is not of sand nor 
gravel, although when the tide is in, the 
bathing is as good as on asand beach. 
There is absolutely no undertow, so that 
bathing has no danger from that source.

An Editorial From the Brockton Des- 
patch on the Subject. 


Upon the first day of July the new law 
as to fines for drunkenness will go into 
effect. The change is so radical as to be 
worth more than a passing notice. 

In its provisions for the punishment of 
drunkenness the new law, by its penalties, 
emphasizes more strongly than the present 
law does the theory that drunkenness is a 
crime. Under the latter the only penalty 
for the ordinary case of drunkenness is a 
petty fine. Only 2,000 of the nearly 53,- 
000 arrested in the state for drunkenness 
last year were punished by definite terms 
of imprisonment. The new law abolishes 
the fine as a penalty for drunkenness, and 
substitutes imprisonment in all cases. 

The new law removes all these hin- 
drances to the praper punishment of hab- 
itual drunkards. No distinction is made 
between “‘first,”? “second” and “third” of- 
fences. It recognizes but one crime— 
drunkenness. For this it provides but 

One Punishment—Imprisonment. 


It assumes that the court can be trusted 
to discriminate between different individu- 
als and it therefore gives the court the 
largest discretion. It may.sentence a pris- 
oner to imprisonment for any period which 
may be thought best—for a day, that he 
may become sober, or for a year, that, if 
an habitual drunkard, he may be reformed 
if possible, and by along period of compul- 
sory abstinence may become able to ab- 
stain from drink voluntarily. 

Theoretically imprisonment is supposed 
to be, in some way, an equivalent for the 
fine. Certainly it is not so to the state. 
It may have been supposed, originally, that 
during the month the prisoner could earn 
for the public the five dollars which he 
could not pay. As a matter of fact he 
now earns almost nothing, and is sup- 
ported for a month at the expense of the 
tax-payers. If imprisonment for a month 
is intended to be, for the prisoner, the 
equivalent of a money payment of five 
dollars, it is plain that the theory is a bold 
assumption, and that in practice great in- 
justice attends ils operation. To some 
men a month's imprisonment means a loss 
of twenty or twenty-five dollars ; to an- 
other it means a loss twice as great; to 
the great mass of drunkards it is no loss at 
at all, but 

Only a Luxury. 
a month of food and shelter without work 
being a welcome temporary relief from 
continuous debauchery. 


It should be carefully noted that the 
power of release is permissive, and not 
mandatory. The keeper of the place of 
custody ‘‘ may’’ release a prisoner. There 
is every reason for believing that he will 
exercise his power only in behalf of those 
who have homes and employment, and 
who are usually law-abiding citizens. 

It has been conceded that the new law is 
needed in the large places, but its ex- 
pediency and usefulness in the smaller 
towns is doubted by some. Even if it 
should be shown to operate no better than 
the present law in the towns, the im- 
provement which it will bring in the 
cities will justify its enactment, for most 
of the criminal drunkenness is in the 
cities. There were, last year, 52,814 ar- 
rests for drunkenness; 45,982 of these were 
made in cities, 6,832 in towns. In other 
words, S87 per cent. of all the criminal

Drunkenness is in the Cities. 
A large proportion of the remaining 13 per 
cent. is in large towns, where the new law 
is as much needed as in the cities. 

The towns, however, will have some 
great advantages under this bill. The 
fine system prevents the proper punish- 
ment of the habitual drunkard in towns. 
The judge is under local pressure from 
his friends and neighbors, who are also 
the friends and neighbors, of the pris- 
oner, to impose a fine, rather than a sen- 
tence to imprisonment, even in extreme 
cases. Under the new law, there being 
no fine, he must impose upon this class 
of offenders a sentence to imprisonment.

who, when drunk, are a source of danger. 
There are hundreds of this class, employed 
temporarily, in gangs, upon public works, 
When drunk they are dangerous. Under the 
present law they can only be fined. Many 
of them have money to pay their fines, and 
are soon upon the streets again. Under 
the new law the towns may be rid of this 
kind of men. 

There is also another class of men who 
go to towns near their own to get drunk, 
perhaps because the facilities for indul- 
gence are better. They are prepared to 
pay fines, and in many cases expect to do 
so. No station-house officer would think 
of releasing this kind of men. They can- 
not, for they cannot be satisfied that the 
prisoner’s statement is probably true. 
Towns which now have trouble with this 
class of drunkards will be able to put a 
Stop to the nuisance. Fines have no terror 
for them, but the certaint, of imprison- 
ment will deter. Towns will benefit by the 
new law in a different way from cities, but 
none the less surely. 

This law has been carefully framed and 
if honestly executed, will doubtless prove a 
good thing for the State,

Sect. 7. <A probation officer may, at 
the request of any justice of the superior 
court, investigate the case of any person 
on trial in that court and make a report 
upon the same to said justice, and may 
upon the order of the court take on pro- 
bation any person convicted in said court ; 
the compensation for such services shall be 
paid from the treasury of the Common- 
wealth upon vouchers approved by said 
justice. The officers appointed under this 
act may also perform the services of pro- 
bation officers named in section sixty-nine 
of chapter two-hundred and twenty of the 
Public Statutes, and for said services may 
receive such compensation as the county 
commissioners or the commissioners of 
public institutions, as the case may be, 
shall approve. 

Sect. 8. Any officer who refuses or 
neglects to make returns or to perform any 
of the duties required of him by this act 
shall forfeit two hundred dollars to the use 
of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Nothing in this act shall be so 
construed as to interfere with any of the 
duties required of the board of lunacy and 
charity under the provisions of the statutes 
relating to juvenile offenders. 

Sect. 10. Sections seventy-four, seven- 
ty-five, seventy-six, seventy-seven and sey- 
enty-eight of chapter two hundred and 
twelve of the Public Statutes, chapter one 
hundred and twenty-five of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-two, and 
all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 11. This act shall take effect up- 
on the first day of July in the year eighteen 
hundred and oinety-one,

The law passed by the Legislature of 
1891 requires the appointment of a proba- 
tion officer, by each municipal, police and 
district court, and provides for the payment 
of their salaries from the county treasuries, 
The adoption of this as the fixed policy of 
the State is so important a movement that 
it deserves special attention. It has always 
been found necessary to arrest persons 
whose cases could be disposed of wisely 
without imprisonment, and the custom of 
laying cases ‘‘on file” has provided a way 
of treating this class of persons. 

There are many offences committed which 
do not show that the offender has a real 
criminal character. The wrong act is at 
variance with the general current of the 
offender's life. It may indicate a tendency 
to go in a wrong direction, but not a settled 
purpose todoso. The offence cannot be 
allowed to pass unnoticed. The safety of 
the community and the interests of the 
offender make it necessary to arrest him. 
But neither of these considerations 
make it necessary to punish him. He 
needs the warning which comes from 
detection, arrest and conviction. But to 
imprison him is more likely to develop the 
tendency which his wrong act evinced than 
to arrest it. 

Prison influences are not conducive to 
reformation, especially under a system 
which permits the confinement of all 
classes of criminals together, without any 
successful attempt at classification. The 
minor prisons, for the punishment of petty 
offences, always contain a propor.ion of 
prisoners who have served sentences else- 
where for the worst of crimes. Even 
among those who have only committed 
misdemeanors there are to be found the 
vilest and worst men and women. Asso- 
ciation with these convicts is certain to 
contaminate persons who, though they 
have done one criminal act, are not familiar 
with the methods and courses of habitual 
law-breakers and depraved members of 
society. 

The probation system will be new in 
most parts of the State. Its purpope and 
plan should be carefully studied by those 
interested in such matters. The degree of 
success or failure which will attend the 
administration of the law will depend very 
largely upon the existence of an intelligent 
public sentiment regarding it. This senti- 
ment can make itself felt in the appoint- 
ment of proper probation officers, and in 
assisting them in their duties. 

No probation officer can secure the best 
results for his work unless he has the 
hearty co-operation of men and women 
outside of official circles who will help him

$250,000 MONUMENT. 


To be Erected in Philadelphia by the 
Pennsylvania Society of the Cincinnati. 


Chorus of Bridemaids, Ladies in Court, 


Baristers, Jurymen, Etc. A Washington Monument will soon be 


erected in Philadelphia by the Pennsy]l- 
vannia Society of the Cincinnati. The 
question which is just now agitating the 
people is that of location. Four sites are 
under consideration, Independence and 
Washington squares, Fairmount park, and 
lastly the west terminus of the proposed 
boulevard to run from the northwest corner 
of the new city hall in a straight line to 
Fairmount park. There is objection to 
locating it in the squares, the “‘ breathing 
spots’’ being considered few and small. 
The monument will occupy a ground space 
of 40 by 70 feet. It is an equestrian statue 
with other figures, now being made in 
Berlin, and is to cost about a quarter of a 
million dollars. The artist is Professor 
Siemering of Germany. The fund was 
started as long ago as 1810, but it is only 
within the past fifteen years that active 
efforts have been made to carry out the 
idea, It is partly constructed. 

Savannah, Ga., promises to take an 
active part in the movement to erect a 
monument to Jeff. Davis. 

Over $14,000 had been subscribed June 
11, for a soldiers’ monument in Pottsville, 
Pa., says the Journal of that place, $2000 
more is wanted. John A. Schweers is 
secretary of the association. 

Ata mass-meeting of Italians, held in 
Boston recently, a movement was started 
to erect and present to the city of Boston, 
a statue of Christopher Columbus to cost 
$10,000 or $12,000. One thousand dollars 
was raised on the spot, and the necessary 
committees to further the work were ap- 
pointed.

The justice of each munici- 
pal, police or district court shall appoint 
one person to perform the duties of proba- 
tion officer, as hereinafter named, under 
the jurisdiction of said court. The appoint- 
ment of such officer for the municipal 
court of the city of Boston shall be made 
by the chief justice of said court, who may 
appoint as many assistants, not exceeding 
three, to said probation officer as are needed 
to carry out the purposes of thisact. Each 
probation officer appointed as herein pro- 
vided shall hold his office during the 
pleasure of the court making the appoint- 
ment, 

Sect. 2. Said probation officers shall 
not be active members of the regular 
police force, but shall inthe execution of

PHILADELPHIA, June 24'"—For two hours 
anda half yesterday, John Bardsley, the 
self-confessed criminal and ex-city treas- 
urer, pleaded for mercy, with tears in his 
eyes, before Judge Willson. Bardsley in- 
sisted that neither city nor state would 
lose one dollar, although he admitted -ow- 
ing the state $1,002,769, and the city $191,- 
061, which, he said, was covered by prop- 
erty assigned to his bondsmen. He traced 
$945,000 of State funds into tue Keystone Na- 
tional bank by citing stubs for clearing 
house certificates and stating thut his 
checks bore the indorsement of the Key- 
stone bank, which thus receipted for his 


| payments to the bank. .He denied all col- 


lusion with President Marsh, and says 
that he does not know where Marsh is. As 
to the Keystone bank he said: 

I had an account with this bank for many 
years and was well acquainted with its offi- 
cers. This wasthe active bank of the city 
treasurer who preceded me. On taking my 
seat, first Monday in January, 1889, there was 
$1,100,000 on deposit, $700,000 in excess of the 
law. Ihave been asked why I do not know 
what the Keystone bank did with the $25,000 
deposited with them between March and Oc- 
tober, 1890. I reply I never knew of a case of a 
depositor asking the bank officers what they 
proposed doing with his deposit, Remember, 
this money was placed in the bank when there 
was no suspicion of insolvency, no doubt about 
the bank being good. During all these months, 
and especially during December, Bank Ex- 
aminer Drew made 

Many Public Declarations 


that every national bank in Philadelphia was 
safe and solvent,and that the people need fear 
no danger. During the fall of 188% he Assured 
me time and time again that the Keystone was 
all right and in as good condition as any other 
National bank in Philadelphia, in proportion 
to the capital and surplus. 

When the true condition of the bank was as- 
certained, I was, with everybody else, aston- 
ished that Mr.Drew did not know of the ine 
solvency of the bank, and so expressed myself 
to President Marsh, who said he believed thit 
Mr. Drew did know all about it. But from the 
fact that he, (Mr. Drew) was under obligations 
to Mr. Lucas and himself, also, for money bor- 
aowed,he (the president) thought that Mr.Drew 
wanted to assist the bank all he could. The 
president said that at the time of Mr. Lucas’ 
death he (Mr. Marsh) had taken out of 
Mr.Lucas’ drawer a promissory note, or notes, 
signed by Mr. Drew, for money borrowed, and 
that he still held them, and with what had 
been loaned him up to date the same amounted 
to $2850. The president also stated that valu- 
able presents of sums of money had been pre- 
sented or given to Mr. Drew by himself or 
Mr. Lucas, or both. 

I assert most positively that Mr.Drew should 
have known the true condition of the bank, 
and had he communicated the fact to me, or 
even hinted, I would never have permitted the 
city and state and my own funds to have 
remained there. Mr. Marsh stated to me that 
on one occasion during the lifetime of Mr. 
Lucas, Mr. Drew came to examine the bank. 
It was a week before the time he was expected. 
A msssenger was at once dispatched to Mr. 
Lucas at his home, who sent Mr. Drew a note, 
which caused him to at once leave the bank 
and 

Postpone the Examination 

for one week. Mr. Drew at one time had an 
assistant named Trenholm, who, Mr. Marsh 
told me, took board at his home at the request 
of Mr. Lucas, and that this young man kept 
Mr. Marsh fully advised of the movements of 
Mr. Drew as to the times when he was to come 
to the Keystone bank. 

Iwish to state, without any reservation or 
equivocation, that I do not know what the 
Keystone bank did with the $925,000. Mr, 
Marsh told us that the Keystone bank about 
1890 was indebted to the national banks about 
$600,000 or $700,000, and when the bunk closed 
itowed only one national bank, the Fourth, 
about $25,000. Perhaps the subject should re- 
ceive careful consideration. 

Bardsley denied all knowledge of any 
relations John or Thomas B. Wanamaker 
may have had with the Keystone. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

During the past two or three yearsI have 
never beenin company with John Wana- 
maker orhis son, Thomas B., except once, 
when I called to ask Thomas B. Wanamaker 
where aletter would reach his father, who 
was with President Harrison on his trip to 
California, as I wished to write, and did write 
to John Wanamaker, asking him to use his in- 
fluence with Mr. Lacey, comptroller of the 
currency, in favor of the appointment of 
Thomas M. Thompson, city comptroller, as re- 
ceiver of the bank. I visited Mr. Lacey for 
this purpose in Washington, and as strongly 
as I could urged the appointment of Mr. 
Thompson as receiver of the Keystone bank, 
basing the claim on the interest the city had 
in the bank. On May 30, 1891,the amount 
owing the bank was $1,561,585,11. By cash on 
deposits in different banks, and money to be 
collected, this amount is 


Reduced to $1,002,769.64. 


Had I not assigned my interest in the Brad- 
ford mills to John and James Dobson, who 
were my bondsmen, I would still have this 
value in property. Balance due the city, 
$191,061.78, which, added to the $1,002,679.64, 
makes a total of $1,194,631.22. This balance is 
accounted for as follows:

‘orcash given him to assist the Keystone 
bank, $25,000; 750 shares of stock in the Farm- 
ers’ and Mechanics’ bank, $100,000; cash in the 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ bank, in connection 
with 750 shares of stock, $808.43; cash in hands 
of my assignee, $5000. Total, $1,153,808.43; bal- 
ance $38,882.89. 

This accounts for all of the money intrusted 
tomy care, except the balance of $38,882.89, 
This amount is many times overcome by the 
property and claims I have made over to my 
assignee. 

I understand Iam to be sentenced on three 
charges: Loaning public funds, receiving in- 
terest on public funds and buying securities 
with public funds. These three charges I ad- 
mit to be true. Not knowing there was any 
law against loaning the state money in my 
hands I did loan to Robert Glendenning & Co. 
and several national banks in the city and to 
several other banks, through H. H. Yard,vari- 
ous sums of money. Every dollar of the money 
I loaned was returned at the time fixed by me, 
together with interest, and all of this money, 
both principal and interest so returned me, 
I have paid over. Itistrue I did receive in-

which made it acrime for me to doso. The 
interest so received amounts to thousands of 
dollars, allof which has already been paid by 
me tothe state, or will be collected by my 
assignee out of my assets. It is true I did buy 
some of the securities named in part with 
public money, with the thought of making 
secure a portion of the larcc amounts in my 
hands, with the intenti : selling. The

true I have assisted mans men in

AN IMPORTANT PROOF 


For the Disputed Boundary Uctween New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts. 


Boston, June 24,—A special to The Her- 
ald from Princeton says: ‘Tiere lies be- 
fore your correspondent an excellently 
well preserved parchment which will 
probably have an important bearing on the 
dispute between Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire as to the boundary line be- 
tween them. 

This dispute has been for several years 
in process of adjudication by commission- 
ers of the two states, and there has seemed 
to be no snflicient defense thus far to the 
claim of New Hampshire that she is enti- 
tled, under the old charters, to a wedge- 
shaped slice of Massachusetts, whose point 
is near where the state line leaves the Mer- 
rimac river for the west,and whose base 
is on the Connecticut river. : 

This parchment, bearing vitally on this 
dispute, was found in the house of Gover- 
nor Carpenter in Guilford, Vt., and it is 
about this wedge-shaped piece of land in 
dispute, though the part herein concerned 
is that part of Northfield which lies west 
of the Connecticut river. This parchment 
came into the hands of an antiquarian, 
who sold it to Mr. W. G. Beaman, the well 
known landscape artist, who is also an 
antiquarian himself. 

It is in remarkable perfect condition,and 
the handwriting is as fine as an engraver’s 
work. The document is a memorial to 
King George IIL, and isa protest against 
the trausfer of the West Northfield terri- 
tory to the jurisdiction of New York, 
which then claimed Vermont. 


ASKS TO BE REINSTATED. 


An Ex-Policeman Asks the Court to 
Help Him Get Mis Old Position. 


Boston, June 24.—John A. McAuliffe of 
New Bedford was a petitioner before Judge 
Allen for a mandamus to compel Mayor 
Ashley of New Bedford to restore Mr. 
McAuliffe to the police force of New Bed- 
ford. The latter claims that his removal 
was illegal, in that chapter 319 of the acts 
of 1890 did nnt apply to New Bedford, it 
not having been accepted by the city 
council of that city. The defendant de- 
murred on the ground that the petitioner 
was not appointed for any specified term, 
and that under the charter the mayor had 
aright to remove him without asssigning 
any reason therefor. The case will be 
further heard on Tuesday next. It ap- 
peared that McAuliffe was removed be- 
cause he was supposed to be too active in 
politics, and that he particularly aided the 
senatorial aspirations of Martin Rotch, 
Honorable Walter Clifford, who was 
mayor of New Bedford in 1890, was a wit- 
ness for the petitioner, and testified that 
atthe time itis charged that McAuliffe 
was interesting himself in politics he was 
on special detail by direction of Mayor 
Clifford in watching a drugstore where it 
was suspected that liquor was being sold 
in violation of law. 


THE LAW’S INTERPRETATION. 


A Decision of Interest to Money Lenders 
and Borrowers. 


Boston, June 24.—William*Mercer was 
the holder by assignment of a mortgage to 
the amount of $150, upon which he drew 
interest at the rate of $5per menth. The 
property was sold in default of payment. 
James F. Karrick held a second mortgage 
on the same property, and desired to have 
the first mortgage redeemed, anc, in order 
to effect this, an offer of the principal 
and 18 per cent. interest was made under 
the law of 1888. Karrick also contended 
that only so much of the mortgaged prop- 
erty could be sold as would satisfy the 
claim. Karrick brought a suit against 
Mercer in equity to establish his rights in 
the matter, and a full hearing was had. 

Judge Dewey now finds that theoffer 
alluded to must be made by the owner of 
the property, and not by another person. 
On the second point, he decides that the 
defendant had only the right to sell prop- 
erty sufficient to satisfy his claim, and 
that he would be liable to trespass for the 
excess of property taken. 

Disturber Shot and Killed. 

HARTFORD, June 24.—Stephen Daley, 
instructor in the gymnasium at Trinity 
college, shot and killed John MeCarthy, 17 
years old, last night. McCarthy was nota 
student at the college. He went up onthe 
campus last night with several other com- 
panions, during the class day reception, 
and raised a disturbance. Daley ordered 
the crowd to leave. They refused to go and 
he tried to drive them away. The crowd 
attacked him when he pulled his pistol 
and fired. Daley went to the police station 
and gave himself up. McCarthy’s body 
was taken to the morgue. 


Eccentric Rod Broke. 

PortsMouTH, N. H., June 24.—While 
hauling a special train containing mem- 
bers of Winslow Lewis commandery, 
Knights Templars of Salem, who were re- 
turning from Portland, engine Pepperell 
broke an eccentric rod, when two miles 
this side of Conway Junction. The engine 
was repaired, and the train arrived in this, 
city one hour and a half late. 


An Editor’s Reward. 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., June 24.—Rollin 
C. Wooster, city editor of the New Britain 
Herald, will receive $1200 reward. He se 
cured the evidence against Charles Peter- 
gon, a Swede, who was arrested yesterday, 
for setting a dozenfires at Cobait. Peter- 
son had his case continued in $2000 bonds, 
and was taken to Haddam jail. 


Bribers Get Another Chance. 

NEW ORLEANS, June %4.—Judge Marr 
has granted McCrystal and Cooney, the 
recently convicted jury bribers, after re- 
viewing the testimony, a new trial on the 
ground that the testimony did not warrant 
the verdict. ’

THE BEECHER STATUE. 
Memorial to the Great Preacher Unveiled 
at Brooklyn—The Exereises. 


New York, June 24.—The unveiling of 
the statue of Henry Ward Beecher on City 
Hall square, Brooklyn, today, was an 
event of great public interest in that city 
The speakers’ platform was erected at the 
westerly end of the city hall steps. Back 
of this, and covering about one-third of 
the city hall steps, was a platform for the 
committee in charge of the matter, mem- 
bers of Mr. Beecher’s family, and promi- 
inent public men. 

The members of the Thirteenth regi- 
ment, of which Mr. Beecher was chaplain, 
and the veterans of the Sixty-seventh New 
York volunteers, known as the First Long 
tsland regiment, in which Mr. Beecher’s 
son, Colonel Henry B. Beecher, went to the 
war, were grouped in the park back of the 
statue with a band in front of them, and 
at the left cf the statue were 300 Sunday- 
school children of Plymouth church and 
its missions, selected to sing. The front 
of city hall was elaborately draped. 

The exercises opened with prayer by 
Reverend S. B. Halliday, long Mr. Beech- 
er’s assistant in Plymouth church. Dr. 
Charles H. Hall, chairman of the Beecher 
memorial committee, introduced Mayor 
Chapin as the presiding officer. Before 
the speeches the statue was unveile! by a 
grandchild of Mr. Beecher. Gertrude Rox- 
ana Beecher, 5 years old, daughter of Will- 
iam C. Beecher. The sculptor. J. Q. A. 
Ward, led her to the statue,and placed the 
linesin her hand. While the unveiling 
took place the Sunday-school children 
sang “Beecher,” led by the band. 

Dr. Hall made the formal presentation 
of the statue to the city,and it was ac- 
cepted by Mayor Chapin. 


THE MELENITE SCANDAL. 


De Freycinet Makes an Explanation and 
Receives a Vote of Confidence. 


PARIS, June 24.—In the chamber of 
deputies, M. Lasserre moved that the gov- 
ernment explain why they so long delayed 
the prosecution of the culprits in the meli- 
nite scandal and why the trial was con- 
ducted with closed doors. 

M.de Freycinet, minister of war, re- 
sponded that as far back as 1859 he insti- 
tuted an inquiry into the relations exist- 
ing between Turpin and Tripone, and he 
found that an open trial might lead to dis- 
closures which it would be inconvenient 
for the war office to make. Turpin’s sub- 
sequent conduct, he said, caused a further 
exhaustive inquiry in 1890; and the com- 
mittee on the matter reporting that a trial 
would not endanger the system of the na- 
tional defense, the prosecution proceeded, 
showing that everybody concerned, except 
the persons charged, deserved the confi- 
dence of the country. M. de Freycinet 
added that the conduct of the government 
being questioned, the chamber must pass 
an explicit vote of confidence. ~ 

M. Delarmay reminded the house that 
the military attache at the London em- 
bassy warned the French government in 
1888 that secret communications were go- 
ing on with the Armstrongs. 

After a protracted debate a vote of confi- 
dence in M. de Freycinet was adopted 
—338 to 137. 


IN NEED OF MONEY. 


Endowment Orders Withdrawing Their 
Reserves from the Bay State Treasury. 


Boston, June 24.—If things goon as they 
now appear tu be tending, it will not be 
long before the reserve funds of many, if 
not most of the endowment orders will 
have been withdrawn from the state treas- 
ury. A short time ago, for example, the 
Royal Ark had $145,000 on deposit to 
secure its certificate holders. It has now 
nothing at all on deposit, the last $15,000 
having been drawn yesterday. It was 
stated by the officers of the order when 
they came for the money that certificates 
aggregating $100,000 matured July 1, and 
that they had $65,000 to pay them with. 
The Red Cross is also without a reserve, 
having as long ago as May 21 drawn $7000, 
the last of #46,000 originally on deposit. 
The Friendly Aid society has $77,351 left 
out of $378,531, and an order has already 
been issued fora draft of $42,540, which 
will bring the reserve down to $34,811. The 
Progressive Benefit still has $206,000 of its 
original $256,000 on deposit. it drew out 
$70,000 more this week, but made a deposit 
at the same time of a like amount. 


THE BEVERLY TRAGEDY, 


All the Wounded Expected to Live—Liz- 
zie Shaw Will Be Lame for Life. 


BEVERLY, Mass., June 24.—There are no 
new developments in the tragedy in this 
town. The victims of the shooting are as 
comfortable as possible. Lizzie Shaw, the 
daughter, has considerable fever, and her 
body is covered with bruises. The bullet 
entered at the thigh and was taken out at 
the knee, and cut away the muscles and 
cords in such a manner that she will 
always be lame. Henry L. Roberts and 
Arthur V. Morgan are at the Salem hospi- 
tal. The former is out of danger, and 
hopes are entertaine: of the latter’s re- 
covery. ‘ie ert

He parted 
from his friends in good spirits and hope- 
ful of making a successful trip. 


Salvation Warrior Sent to Prison. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., June 24.—In the 
police court, yesterday, Harry Moody, the 
Salvation Army man arrested in Lowell 
for larceny of a bicycle, was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment. He had 
donned the uniform of the Salvation Army, 
and, under the pretence of peddling ‘‘War 
Cries,” hired bicycles in numerous towns 
and cities in Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire and other states, and sold 
them. 

Will Take Charge of State Property. 

Boston, June 24.—By vote of the gover- 
nor and council, Herbert M. Federhen of 
Quincy, one of the commissioners of the 
proposed asylum for the chronic insane at 
Medford, has been made custodian of the 
commonwealth’s property at that place. 
There are three or four unoccupied houses 
upon the grounds, and $400 or $500 worth 
of hay stored in a barn, besides the stand- 
ing hay and grain crops.

Between the 
great lake on the east and the prairie 
main land on the west is alow, swampy 
tract diversified by sand ridges washed 
up by the storm waves and shifted about 
by the winds. The lake in some places 
encroaches upon the land, and at other 
points extends the shore by the forming 
of sand bars. Upon such a site was 
founded Chicago, and upon such a soil 
has she built her parks and boulevards. 

The wide streets were rescued as rap- 
idly as possible from their primitive 
condition of alternate mud and dust, 
graded and laid with the most approved 
forms of pavement. The fondness of 
the people for riding and driving, that 
led them at an early day to provide so 
amply for public ways, caused the fea- 
ture of fine driveways to be prominent 
when the public parks were to be made, 
—Harper’s Weekly. 


Savings Banks’ Depositors. 

At the close of the year 1890 the say- 
ings banks in the United States num- 
bered 860, with savings deposits amount- 
ing to $1,524,844,506, divided among 
4,258,893 depositors, being an average of 
$858.04. The depositors in the banks of 
New York state numbered 1,420,997, 
with deposits amounting to $550,066,657, 
being an average to each depositor of 
$887.10. .

THE SEWER act should be put to vote as 
soon as possible.

THE BORROWING capacity of the city 
July 1, will be less than $75,000. With 
$35,000 proposed for a new brick school- 
house, $40,000 for Water street, and per- 
haps $20,000 for a new engine house, it 
looks as if the surplus was threatened. 


THE ACTION of the City Council on 
street sprinkling will not give us much 
relief from the dust. When the Mayor 
recommended the action taken, which was 
some months ago, little of the highway ap- 
propriation had been spent, but the situa- 
tion is different now, a greater part of it 
has been spent and there is none too much 
with which to squeeze through the year. 
The Council by its adoption of the section 
of the new law, is however in a position 
to order a street sprinkled and to levy the 
whole or a part of the cost on abutters. 


A BROCKTONIAN, who visits Houghs 
Neck frequently in the summer, says he 
and many other residents of that city 
would be better pleased with the Old 
Colony timetable if they could come to 
Quincy in the morning and return toward 
evening without changing cars at Braintree. 
He suggested that the 7.02 or 7.31 A. M. 
trains from Brockton stop. These pass 
Quincy about 7.30 and 8.00 and happen to 
be just the trains Quincy wants. The 
first would make good connection with the 
electric car at 7.45, whereas by stopping 
over at Braintree as now required, they 
get here three minutes late. Kill two birds 
with one stone Supt. Allen. 


THE GRANTING of a location to the 
Quincy Electric Freight Railway is a mat- 
ter demanding very careful consideration 
by the city government. There are those 
who doubt if such a railway will be a bene- 
fit to the city, but this will depend much on 
whether it is a nuisance; whether the 
company is allowed to do about as it 
pleases or whether salutary restrictions are 
imposed. The city has seen of late where 
it had not been careful in the past in grant- 
ing locations to street railways, and for 
electric wires. The trouble liesin not an- 
ticipating the rapid growth of the city. 
The City Council is required by the act in- 
corporating the railway company, to grant 
a location, but nothing is said, we believe, 
as to what restrictions shall be imposed. 

We maintain that the citizens of Quincy 
were not warned as they should have been 
that a petition for incorporation was before 
the Legislature, and some do not know 
today that the proposed route will run 
through theirJand, their back yards, their 
house lots, causing a nuisance as well as a 
damage. Property-holders in South Quincy 
in particular should make the proposed 
route a study, and see if it does not en- 
croach upon then. This running across 
lots, particularly through desirable house 
lots, is one of the objectionable features. 

There are some streets also in the pro- 
posed route which should never be ob- 
structed by such a railway. Take, for in- 
stance, School and Marsh streets. They are 
not wide enough to admit of it. <A train 
of freight cars on these streets at the time 
of a fire alarm might seriously delay the 
fire apparatus. 

The kind of rail, paving, length of train, 
when they shall be run, precaution at 
crossings, where sidings and spur tracks 
shall be put in, are among the matters 
which should not be passed lightly over.

LEWIS T. WADE. 


Late Director of Music in the Public Schools 
of Qu'ncy and Other Places. 

The High School Index of Wellesley, in 
its June issue, has the following tribute to 
the late Lewis T, Wade, who was director 
of music in that town as well as Quincy: 

“Mr. Lewis T, Wade was born in Smith- 
field, Maine, Nov. 22, 1854. He removed 
to Farmington, Maine, at the age of twelve 
years, and the greater part of his life was 
spent there. At an early age he served an 
apprenticeship at a jeweller’s and later en- 
gaged in the same business on his own ac- 
count. All his education was obtained in 
the common schools of the country towns 
where he lived, and by private study and 
by reading, while working at his trade. 

Though not gifted with a musical voice 
and never having opportunity to learn any 
instrument, he was by nature intensely 
musical. He almost entirely taught him- 
self to read music. Then followed years 
when much of his spare time in the store 
was devoted to studying musical composi- 
tions, his favorite kinds being mass and 

| oratorio music. He had very scanty op- 
portunity of hearing fine music either vo- 
cal or instrumental, but his instinct seemed 
to tell him how music should sound when 
well rendered. In 1884 business troubles 
| caused him to cast about for some other 
| means of support. And having by chance 
heard of the growing demand for musical 
work in public schools, he removed with 
his family to Boston, in September. He 
studied a few months at the New England 
Conservatory, aud spent. days, weeks and 
| even months, in visiting schools where 
| music was taught, especially those under 
Mr. H. E. Holt, and others using his 
method. He secured the position as direc- 
tor of music in the schools of Wellesley 
and began his work in. September, 1885. 
In the spring of the next year be secured 
Quincy. Music was not regularly taught 
there then, and he was able to begin at the 
foundation and lay out a course of work 
which was very successful. At the time of 
being obliged to give up work he had Quin- 
cy, Canton and Concord, Mass., and at one 
time previous he also taught at Westboro. 

He published the “Quincy Course of 
Study in Music,’’ and arranged and adapt- 
ed for advanced work in High Schools, 
a series of selections from mass, oratorios 
and opera, entitled ‘‘Quincy Chorus Collec- 
tion.” 

“The Quincy course of study in music,”’ 
is a manual designed for use in connection 
with the Normal Music Course: it is a 
work of 96 pages, comprising two parts: a 
course of Study and General Suggestions 
to Teachers. Its general excellence may 
be indicated by the fact that at a meeting 
of the Normal Music Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, held at Boston, Jan. 12, 1889, the 
special committee previously appointed to 
recommend a Course of Study in Vocal 
Music made its report and recommended 
the passage of the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted. 

Resolved,—That the Normal Music 
Teachers’ Association accept the report of 
the Committee on Course of Study recom- 
mending to the association the ‘‘ Quincy 
Course of Study in Music,’? prepared by 
Mr. L. T. Wade, Director of Music in the 
Public schools of Quincy, Mass., and based 


on the Readers and Charts of the Normal 
Music Course ; and further 


Resolved,—That the hearty thanks of 
the Association are due, and are hereby 
tendered, to Mr. Wade for the valuable 
service which he has rendered to members 
of the Normal Music ‘Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, as well as to the cause of music 
generally, in the preparation of the 
Course.”’ 


“Mr. Wade resigned his position in our 
schools in the fall of 1887. Of his work in 
Wellesley we have spoken in another 
column, but we may add here that it was 
characterized. by the same spirit of rare in- 
telligence, uncompromising thoroughness, 
and faithfnl effort which made his work 
successful wherever he went. Though 
never demonstrative, he was very direct 
and held the attention and regard of his 
pupils; he impressed them with confi- 
dence in his perfect knowledge of what he 
wished to do and how to doit. The regu- 
lar teachers who labored with him are here 
unanimous in their expression of regard 
and esteem; indeed, it was surprising how 
quietly yet how surely he succeeded in im- 
pressing his personality on those with whom 
he came in contact. He read music as most 
people read a printed page, without sound, 
gathering the musical idea from the visible 
symbol. On his walks for recreation, in- 
stead of taking a book or newspaper he 
was wont to carry musical scores in parts, 
which he would silently read and enjoy. 
Such purely subjective power of musical 
enjoyment is rare, and still rarer the power 
to gather it at sight from the printed page 
—especially the harmony. The writer has 
heard Mr. Wade, while walking alonga 
country road, give in words of musical no- 
tation the notes of the different bird songs 
as we went on. He was deeply and 
strangely drawn by all the beauties of 
animate nature. 

“Overwork began to tell in a body never 
very strong, and in June, 1888, he had his 
first serious break-down, and lost forever 
what little singing voice he had. Repeated 
trips to the woods enabled him to brace up 
for work again. He was passionately fond 
of the peculiar experiences of life in the 
wild woods. He managed to keep along 
with his work in some way; sometimes by 
substituting, oftener by allowing his ex- 
perienced and faithful teachers to keep the 
work going as best they could, until Febru- 
ary of last winter when he found he must 
give up entirely. He returned to Farming- 
ton, and at the home of his wife’s father 
passed a few weeks of rapidly failing health 
and died. May1. He married Mittie T. 
Titcomb of Farmington, Nov. 27, 1878. 
He left four children. His family and 
immediate friends may rest assured that in 
the towns where he taught there are many 
hearts that beat in sympathy with their 
sorrow in his loss,”

From Scientific Experiments 
by Dr. Dyrenfurth. 


THE TREASURY NOT EMPTY. 


There is No Deficiency and There Will 
Be Ample Funds During the Next 


Fiscal Year to Provide for All the 
Appropriations Made by Congress. 
WASHINGTON, June 25.—There was 6 


large gathering of officials and scientists a 
few miles out of Washington yesterday to 
witness the second experiment of Dr. 
Dyrenfurth with the apparatus desizned 
to test the long mooted question whether 
continued concussion of the air will pro- 
duce rainfall. Three balloons were sent 
up and exploded. Each was about ten 
feet-high, with a capacity of 500 cubic 
feet. They were of sitk, and were filled 
with a mixture of hydrogen and oxygen, 
and the proportion of two of the former to | 
one of the latter. This serves the double 
purpose of raising the balloon and being 
the exploding substance. It is not, there- 
fore, necessary for the balloon to carry up | 
anything but its own weight and the fine} 
wire by which it is exploded. 

The first balloon was sent up with 1200 
feetof cord. The battery connection being 
made with the wire, there was a heavy 
explosion, quite sufficient to show that the 
detonating charge and the apparatus for 
raising it toasufficient height for exploding 
it were well designed for the purpose in- 
tended. 

Two balloons were next sent up, one 500 
feet above the other. Upon touching a 
button on the battery both exploded ex- 
actly together. In the actual experiments | 
to be undertaken at the west by Dr. 
Dyrenfurth larger balboons will be used. | 
The apparatus for generating both hydro- 
gen and oxygen are very new and rapid in 
their work. In fact, itis not an unusual 
thing to produce the latter gas readily in 
quantities of 100 cubic feet in a very short 
time. Everything about the experiment 
showed the efficiency of the apparatus. Of 
course there was no expectation of such 
rapid and heavy work as is supposed to be 
necessary to bring about the result which 
is hoped for, namely, 

The Production of Rain. 

What Dr. Dyrenfurth is endeavoring to 
accomplish isto test his machinery and 
methods in order that he can be certain 
that he has devised the proper means for 
conducting this experiment on a broad, 
practicable plan in the arid belt of some of 


! forms measure; denounces the McKinley 


the northern states. Some location in 
Kansas will be selected for these experi- 
ments where there has long been excessive 
drouth. The government is already ad- 
vised that large tracts of land sold by the 
government have already been abandoned 
by settlers because of the utter absence of 
rain. Dr. Dyrenfurth proposes to go into 
one of these regions and to conduct his 
experiments on what may be called a line 
of battle front. He contemplates planting 
these ballons along a range of two miles 
frontage, to charge them with this gas, to 
cause the explosions by a series of dyna- 
mos, to create as tremendous an atmos- 
pheric disturbance as is possible with the 
most scientific appliances, and to watch 
the result. 

Dr. Dyrenfurth is not one of those scien- 
tists who predict failure is impossible. He 
is not so wedded to this theory as to insist 
that it must succeed. He only says there 
are too many 

Scientific and Historical Facts 
underlying it to permit the United States 
government to ignore these tests, particu- 
larly when the resources of science are 
being used to reclaim the arid region, and 
when the fertile lands of this country are 
already appropriated. He certainly has 
provided the appliances which create an 
explosion that ought to be satisfactory to 
the hungriest demon of the lower world. 
Dr. Dyrenfurth expresses the opinion 
that no bird of the air could live within 
the range of this concussion. What the 
exact scientific effect is likely to be he does 
not undertake to explain. 

A great many wise scientific terms, and 
much terminology could be employed, 
in describing the various theories as to 
these experiments. But, in the language of 
thecommon people, it is, perhaps, enough 
to say that the expectation is that this 
concussion, extended over the widest pos- 
sible area at an elevation above the earth 
sufficiently high to reach the stratum of 
air which is usually known as the mois- 
ture belt, will create sucb an atmospheric, 
electrical. or other unknown disturbance 
as will result in the fallof rain This is 
the scientific experiment to which Dr. 
Dyrenfurth has set himself, and for which 
congress has made a small appropriation. 

It is unnecessary to say that the results 
of these experiments will be watched with 
the greatest interest by all the farmers of 
this country and by Senator Farwell and 
other capitalists of Chicago, to whose en- 
thusiastic belief in the correctness of this 
theory the present action of the govern- 
ment in great measure is, undoubtedly, to 
be attributed. Dr. Dyrenfurth. with his 

alloons and kites and other aeriai ap- 
pliances, charged with his peculiar gas, 
expects to cause the rain to fall in the arid 
regions and a blade of grass to grow where 
crass has not grown before. 


NOT YET EMPTY. 


No Doubt but What All Demands Upon 
the Treasury Will Be Met. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The treasury 
statement yesterday shows clearly that 
Secretary Foster claims that the deposits 
in national banks and the fractional silver 
are among the available assets of the treas- 
ury. They certainly are not an asset of 
any one but the government, and, as they 
belong to the governmenti it is difficult to 
see how the treasury can fairly be criticised 
for including them as an asset. Counting 
these two cash balances as a part of its 
assets, the cash balance in the treasury to 
day is $44,507,793. 

This does not fully sustain theclaim 
that the treasury is bankrupt, to say 
nothing about the credit of the United 
States, which can borrow money at 1 per 
cent. The criticism has been madeas to 
the genera! financial policy of the govern- 
ment that the cash in the treasury is $87,- 
000,000 less than it was July 1, 1890, in- 
cludingthe amount held for the redemp- 
tion of national bank notes. If the books 
of the national treasury show this, they 
also show that the amount paid out in the 
purchase of the bonded indebtedness of 
the United Stwtes since that date has been 
$113,810,843, or $26,810,845 more than the 
reduction in cost referred to. 

The records of the government's reeeipts 
aud expenditures for that period, so far as 
can be completed. will be presented, and 
there will be accurate estimates made for 


the nnexpired days of the year. The 
present indications are that with the an- 
ticipated reduction is customs revenue the 
goverament will not have a very large 
margin, in view of the liberal appropria- 
tions that have been made for the next 
fiscal year. But treasury officials say that 
with an available cash balance of $43,000,- 
000 to begin with there is every reason to 
believe that the government will come 
through the fiscal year without a deficiency. 

In other words, a most careful survey of 
the financial condition of the goternment 
shows that the government is net bank- 
rupt; that there is no deficiency. and that 
the probability is that the treasury will 
come through the next fiscal year and pro- 
vide forall the appropriations, and still 
have a surplus twelve months from July 1. 


BOIES RENOMINATED 


By Democrats of Iowa—Free Coinage 
Receives Attention in the Platform. 
Ortrumwa, Ia., June 25.—The Demo- 

cratic state convention met here yesterday, 

with W.H. Butleras temporary chair- 
man. Over 1000 delegates were present, 
and great enthusiasm prevailed, Mr. But- 
ler delivered a long address, after which 
the usual committees were appointed. 

After recess W. H. M. Pusey of Council 

Bluffs was made permanent chairinan. 

The committee on resolutions blocked out 

the platform, with the exception of two 

or three points. It indorses Governor 

Boies’ administration; reaffirms the pro- 

hibition plank of 1889; pledges the party 

to pass an Australian or other ballot. re- 


tariff law; indorses the principle of a tariff 
for revenue only; recommends an ample 
and liberal appropriation for the state ex- 
hibit at the World’s fair. 

Upon the silver question there was a 
long dispute, but the committee finally 
decided to recede from the platform of a 
year ago and merely favor the ‘free coin- 
age of silver upon a just ratio,” making it 
a full legal tender for all debts, public and 
private. By a unanimous standing vote 
Governor Horace Boies was declared the 
nominee of the convention for governor 
amid the wildest applause and enthu- 
siasm. 


BULKELEY IS GOVERNOR. 


Supreme Court Decision Practically An- 
nounces Such to Be the Case. 

HARTFORD, June 25.—Judge J. M. Hall, 
in the superior court, has handed down a 
decision in the suit of Austin Brainard, 
executive secretary to Governor Bulkeley, 
against Comptroller Staub for the pay- 
ment of salary. The decision was on the 
motion of Brainard’s counsel to expunge 
parts of the a»swer filed by Staub’s coun 
sel to the bill of complaint. Judge Hall’s 
opinion is that parts of the answer should 
be expunged. The parts referred to cite 
the facts of the state election last fall, and 
claim that Morgan G. Bulkeley is not 
governor and has not the right to appoint 
an executive secretary. Judge Hall says 
in his opinion that the question of 
whether Bulkeley is de jure governor can- 
not be determined ina mandamus suit te 
which Bulkeley is not a party; that he is 
de facto governor, and that his acts assuch 
must stand as regards a third party until 
his title has been overthrown by a contest 
or by quo warranto proceedings. This is 
in eflect a recognition of Bulkeley’s right 
to the office. 


HE MUST GO BACK. 


Scheme of an Alien to Keep His Job 


Fails to Materialize. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The treasury de- 
partment is informed that a Canadian car- 
penter, named William H. Crawford, hav- 
ing been jdeported to Canada on the 
ground that his presence in this country 
was in violation of the alien contract labor 
law, returned to Michigan the same after- 
noon, and filed his declaration of intention 
to become a citizen of the United States, 
with a view of removing his disabilities, 
and is supposed to be at work far Malcom 
Blue at Bay Mills, Mich., under the 
original contract. In acting on this case. 
Assistant Secretary Nettleton held that 
Crawford’s status is not changed because 
of the declaration to become a citizen, 
vhich step he regards as a finesse to evade 
thelaw. Immigrant Inspector Schull is 
therefore instructed to notify Crawford 
that he isin this country unlawfully and 
must return to Canada,

With Harvard Tagging on in the Rear— 
Boston Beaten by Philadelphia, Cincian- 
nati by Chicago, New York by Brooklyn 
and Pittsburg by Cleveland. 


New Lonpoy, Conn., June 25.—The two- 
mile, three-curnered, eight-oared race be- 
tween the Columbia, Yale and Harvard 
freshman crews was rowed on the Thames 
river over the course from the navy yard 
to the railroad bridge, and was won by 
Columbia by three lengths, Yale second 
and Harvard third, one length behind 
Yale The times are: Columbia, 9:41;

time is now the best on record. 

The result of the race is a big surprise to 
nearly every one who has watched the 
practice work of the three crews. Har- 
vard was generally picked as a winner, 
with Yale pushing her closely, while Col- 
umbia was almost counted out of the race. 

A stiff breeze blew down the river, and 
the waves threatened to SWamp any shell 
that ventured out. Afterward, however, 
the wind died away and the water calmed 
down so that it was decided to start. The 
water and wind favored the crews most 
decidedly, there being a strong tide run- 
ning out and the wind blowing with the 
crews. This accounts largely for the fast 
time made by all of the crews. 

Columbia was the first to get into posi- 
tion, at 11:30, Harvard backing up twenty 
minutes later and Yale five minutes be- 
hind Harvard. Then followed 

A Tiresome Delay, 
while vain attempts were made to get 
the three stakeboats ona line. Finally 
the referee ordered the stake boats off the 
course, and backed the crews into line, 
though this was a difficult task owing to 
the current. Failing to get a good align-

WORSE THAN GRASSHOPPERS. 


Pepper Grass Overruning Many Fields 
in North Dakota. 


St. PAuL, June 25.—A new menace to 
the wheat crop has appeared in some parts 
of North Dakota in the shape of pepper 
grass, or wid nustard. In Barnes county 
the reports show the alarming condition 
of the growth of the grass; the new weed 
of the mustard family, which has ap- 
peared this year for the first time. Many 
fields are already entirely ruined, and 
thousands of acres of wheat that were 
most promising, being chiefly on summer 
fallow, will not be worth harvesting. The 
damage to date is estimated at from 15 to 
20 percent. In other respects the crop 
looks well, but too much rain has pro- 
duced some deterioration. In Grand 
Forks county the same _ trouble has 
appeared, and the state authorities, who 
have been investigating the grasshopper 
scare, think there is far more danger to 
apprehend from the wild mustard which 
many farmers are allowing to grow in 
their fields. Traill county complains of 
too much rain, and the danger now is that 
the grain will lodge 

From South Dakota points and through- 
out Minnesota the reports continue highly 
encouraging. Corn, flax and potatoes have

EARTH STARS. 


Curious Plants Common in Dry Places in 
Parts of America, Europe and Asia. 
Few plants are more curious than cer- 

tain species of the genus Geaster, or earth 

star, which ure common in dry places 
throughout the greater part of North 

America, Europe and Asia. 


THE EARTH STAR IN DRY WEATHER. 
Since the éarth stars are leafless and des- 
titute of the green coloring matter of foli- 
age, they belong to the great group of 
fungi, which includes mushrooms, puff- 
balls, molds and innumerable microscopic 


sorts. All plants from which this coloring 
matter is absent depend for their nutri- 
ment upon a supply of organic material, 
and it is therefore a puzzle at first sight to 
know how the sand loving earth stars can 
obtain such food in the localities they fre- 
quent. 

What we see above ground, however, is 
not the whole of the plant, but only the 
fruit, which is developed from a mass of 
delicate subterranean fibers constituting 
the plant’s vegetative apparatus. By care- 
fully scraping away the earth at the base 
of a young Geaster these fine white threads 
may be discovered ramifying in all di- 
rections. Wemust assume that decaying 
pieces of roots from neighboring grass 
plants and shrubs, along with the remains 
of dead leaves and animal debris which be- 
come buried inthe sand, supply all the 
food necessary. 

The first sign of the fruit is an eg: 
shaped nodule of compact hyphe. In a 
comparatively short time this enlarges to 
the size of a robin’s egg, and then is devel- 
oped a thick outer wall inclosing rather 
soft contents. In the process of ripening 
the pulpy interior beco:nes transformed 
into an immense number of exceedingly 
minute spores, each of which may give rise 
to a new plant like the parent. 

The essential difference between the earth 
stars and the true puff balls is in regard to 
the rind of the ripefruit. In the puff balls 
this is comparatively thin, and consists of 
an outer and an inner layer, which remain 
permanently united. The rind of the earth 
stars comprises likewise an outer and an 
inner division, but the former—which is 
comparatively thick—splits into segments, 
and these ultimately separate from the del- 
icate inner rind, exposing what looks like 
a little puff ball. 


THE EARTH STAR IN WET WEATHER. 
During a period of dryness the earth star 
is contracted into a ball (Fig. 1), and is 


blown about over the sand. As soon as 
the rains bring enough moisture for the 
germination of its spores, the plant be- 
comes anchored by the expansion of its 
protecting arms. At the same time this 
exposes the thin walled spore case and un- 
covers the mouth, so that every gust of 
wind will carry away hundreds of its tiny 
offspring. Some of these are now sure to 
find a resting place where there is food and 
moisture enough for them to thrive and 
grow into a mass of hyphae. 
Points on Lubrication. 

A heavy bearing at low speed requires a 
heavy lubricant if it be applied sowly; but 
if it be applied fast a light, greasy oil will 
do the work well. In the former casea 
heavy mineral oi! will not fail to do the 
work as well as any other oil, and at one- 
third less cost, because other oils of the 
same body and viscosity would be too 
sticky to work economically. 

A heavy bearing at high speed requires 
an oil especially viscous, of very high fire 
test, and a gravity which permits of its 
spreading quickly into the smallest crev- 
ices, while its lubricating qualities are 
such as will keep bearing cool. A light 
bearing at low speed needs the lightest 
possible oil which will do the work. A 
light bearing of high speed is best lubri- 
cated by an oil of high gravity and high 
fire test, one that will not evaporate, and 
is entirely free from any acidity either in 
its manufacture or in the process of re- 
fining. The slightest gummy property in 
an oil of this sort renders it the most ex- 
pensive article that can be used. ‘The vis- 
cosity of an oil of thissortshould bein 
proportion to the work required of it.— 
Kuhne. 


A New Arc Lamp. 

‘The Industrial World calls attention to 
anew arc lamp which has been invented 
by a Pittsburg man, and which, it is said, 
has decided advantages over all other 
lamps. Instead of the carbons being made 
pencil shaped they are made in the form of 
wheels, which are placed at right angles 
to each other. One wheel is larger than 
the other, and by an automatic arrange- 
ment within the lamp they ure kept con- 
stantly revolving. It is said that the lamp 
is cheaper and simpler than the old style 
lamps, while its endurance is greater, the 
claim being made thatthe lamp will burn 
continuously for 500 hours without a re- 
newal of the carbons. 


Welding Railroad Rails. 

One of the most important uses to which 
electric welding machines are put, says 
Science, is welding railroad rails. Owing 
to the difficulty ‘of maintaining rails in 
crowded and paved city streets it is an ad- 
vantage to have the rails as long as possi- 
ble, thereby reducing the number of joints 
to be cared for, and during the past a com- 
pany in Johnstown, N. Y., bas been suc- 
cessfully experimenting in electrically 
welding rails up to 110 pounds per yard. 
Asaresult of careful tests it is claimed 
that a saving of 34 per cent. is effected. 


A New Chemical. 

The champion word thus far coined, look- 
ing at it longitudinally or horizontally, is 
doubtless quinolinecparamethenylbenzenyl- 
‘azoximeparacarboxylic acid. Most lexi- 
cographers will be afraid to tackle it in its 
entirety. Nicknames should be allowable 
in chemical and pharmaceutical nomen- 
clature for such mastodonic monstrosities, 
says Popular Science News.

Wilhelm and his ¢+1 
were set on entering Vienna after Koni 
gratz, but Bismarck overruled them, 
and concluded the convention of Nikols- 
burg. 

They were keen to go to war with 
France then, because of her offici 
terposition and heated threats; indeed, 
the order went to Roon to modiilize 
350,000 fresh troops. ‘‘One at a time,” 
was Bismarck’s fiat, and he prevailed 
Again in 1867 he overrode the joint ea- 
gerness of monarch and general t 
it out with France.

sary, as on the night of Sedan, when 
poor Wimpfen was the toad under the 
harrow which the pair dragzed ‘- 
ward and forward, Moltke and Dis- 
marck joined hands.  Buscli's 
is full of expressions of 
against Moltke on Bismarck’s par 
ing the Versailles period, and th 
never forgot nor forgave W I 
words to Moltke in the Galerie des 
Glaces, that to him he owed the im- 
perial dignity.

Chased by a Bullet. 

It was ina well known hotel in Bangor.

I dodged his blow, and 
just then something hit him and he fell 
over dead. 

I sat down beside him to rest, and as 
I did so noticed blood trickling down my 
hand..

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BEHALF OF IRELAND. 


Outline of the Land Bill as It 
Now Stands. 


PARNELL A MARRIED MAN. 


He Weds Mrs. Kitty O’Shea in a Quiet 
Manner, with Only Two Servants as Wit- 
nesses—Another Marriage to Take Place 
to Satisfy Catholics. 


Lonpon, June 26.—The secund reading 
of the Irish land bill was moved in the 
house of lords last evening and debate fol- 
lowed. The bill as it now stands proposes 
that advances for land purchase shall be 
made by the issue of asum of guaranteed 
land stock, equal in nominal amount to 
the advance and accepted by the landlord 
as equal in value tothe nominal amount. 
This stock, consisting of annuities yielding 
dividends of £2 15s. per annum, is re- 
deemable after thirty years, or before 
forty-nine years, and to effect such re- 
demption a sinking fund is to be created 
by means of an annual sum of 1 per cent, 
on the nominal amount of the capital. 
These paynx nts to the sinking fund are to 
be made from the land purchase account 
controllea by the land commission, or, 
failing that account, to be obtained as a 
temporary advance from the imperial con- 
solidated fund, 

The land commission by whom the act 
is to be administered, is to be as at present 
constituted, but the lord chancellor can 
nominate judges from the high court to 
act as judicial commissioners. The func- 
tions of the commission, in establishing 
the land purchase acc unt,are stated in the 
bill in most involved detail. They receive 
from the purchasing tenant and pay into 
the guarantee fund an annual sum at the 
rate of 5 shillings for every £100 advanced. 
Any part of such percentage which may 
not be required for the guarantee fund 
shall be applied toward providing laborers’ 
cottages or paid into the local taxation ac- 
count. 

The Guarantee Fund 

consists of a cash portion and a contingent 
portion, the first drawn yearly from the 
Irish probate duty fund, the county per- 
centage, and a sum of £4000 obtained 
from the consolidated fund. The contin- 
gent portion includes the Irish share of the 
customs and excise duties, the grants in 
aid of industrial schools, maintenance of 
paupers, lunatics, workhouse schools, etc., 
over which there was so much opposition 
in the commons, and which Mr. Balfour 
excused as beyond the probable reach of 
ever being drawn upon. The payment 
from the consolidated fund, called in the 
bill the exchequer contribution, is to

deficiency; and should the cash of the 
guarantee fund not suffice, then the lord 
lieutenant can direct a levy upon the 
county to be made. The decision of the 
lord lieutenant is final upon all questions 
as to the share of any county in respect of 
these puyments from the guarantee fund. 
Coming to the Terms of Advance, 
the main clause enacts that where an ad- 
vance for the purchase of a holding less 
than twenty times the annual value of the 
interest which the tenant agrees to buy in 
the holding,then during the first five years 
of the term of the purchase annuity, the 
annuity from the purchaser’s insurance 
fund shall be 6 per cent. of such annual 
value. A parenthesis in the clause ex- 
plains that the excess of any purchase an- 
nuity over an annuity of 4 per cent on the 
advance, is referred to as the purchaser’s 
insurance money. After five years the an- 
nuity becomes 4 per cent., and after 
eighteen 3 per cent. 

If, in consequence of agricultural dis- 
tress or calum ty, adeficiency arises from 
the non-payment of purchase annuities, 
the lord lieutenant, on the report of the 
land commission, can order advances to be 
made from the reserve fund. When it ap- 
pears that the payment of annuities in any 
county has fallen into arrears, that it is 
probable that the share of the county in 
the cash portion of the guarantee fund 
will be annually exhausted in meeting the 
deficiency of the land purchase account, 
the land commission 

May Cease Making Advances 
in such county until the treasury gives 
notice that the advance may safely be re- 
sumed. 

Clause 10 directs the lord lieutenant 
within one year from the passage of the 
act to ascertain the proportion in each 
county of holdings havinga rateable value 
of £50, and that the land commission shall 
see to the proportional distribution of the 
purchase fund between holdings up to £50, 
and those above that amount. 

Clause 12 facilitates purchase by tenants 
formerly in possession of holdings, but the 
purchase must be effected within six 
months from the passage of the act. This 
is Mr. Balfoar’s concession to the evictees 
and others at present dispossessed. When 
the tenacy of a holding has been deter- 
mined since first of May, 1879, the land- 
lord, within six months of the passage of 
the act, can enter into agreement with the 
former tenant, and the land commission 
make advances for the purchase.

Lonpon, June 26.—The marriage of Mr. 
Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea took place at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning. The only wit- 
nesses to the ceremony were two servants 
from Mrs. O’Shea’s house at Brighton. 
The registrar was strictly enjoined not to 
give any information about the marriage 
and he promised to preserve the closest 
secrecy in regard to the matter. Mr. Par- 
nell had passed the previous evening at 
Mrs. O’Shea’s house. An order was given 
to have a solitary one-horse phaeton in 
readiness at 6 o'clock in the morning, in- 
stead of the usual order for horses or a 
carriage, for exercise, as was customary 
when Mr. Parnell is stopping at Brighton. 
When the conveyance was ready, Mr. 
Parnell and Mrs. O’Shea entered the 
phaeton and orders were given to the 
coachman to drive to the westward. 

After the party had left Brighton behind 
them, the driver was directed to proceed 
to Steyning by a circuitous route, Steyn- 
ing was reached at 9 o'clock, at which 
time a beavy rain was falling.

LILLIAN CONWAY DEAD. 


Sketch of the Life of a Lady Well 
Known to Theater Goers, 

NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE,, June 26,—Miss 
Lillian Conway, the well known actress, 
died here. 

Boston, June 26.—Lillian Conway’s 
popularity here was won in a stock com- 
pany of the Globe theater. There her 
sprightliness and her good looks gained 
much commendation. She was then but 
18 years of age, and her initial appearance 
was made on the opening night of the sea- 
sou of 1876-77 as the king in “Faint Heart 
Never Won Fair Lady.” 

Miss Conway belonged to a noted 
theatrical family. Her grandfather was 
the celebrated tragedian, Conway, who, 
having acquired a distinguished reputa- 
tion in England, came to this country and 
was the contemporary of Cooper, the 
elder Booth aud other actors who 
lent lustre to the early days of the Ameri- 
can stage. Conway, who, in a fit of 
temporary insanity, jumped overboard 
while on a voyage from New York to 
Charleston, left a son, the late Fred- 
erick B. Conway, who inherited much 
of his father’s talent. This gentleman 
married Sarah Crocker, the sister of Mrs. 
D. P. Bowers, and together they managed 
the Park theater, Brooklyn. There the 
daughter Lillian and Minnie Conway (the 
latter afterwards Mrs. Levy and then 
Mrs. Osmond Tearle) made their debut at 
different periods, the former playing 
Virginia as her role in 1874,

Uncle Sam's Attitude Toward 
Canadian Reciprocity. 


AN IMPORTANT STEP TAKEN 


By a German Steamship Line Toward 
Keeping Undesirable Aliens from Our 
Shores— Cabinet to Take Action im 
Regard to Financial Matters. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The concluding 
clause of Sir Richard Cartwright’s motion 
in parliament, that the reciprocity negoti- 
ations with the United States should be 
concluded ‘‘upon a basis of the most ex- 
tended freedom of trade in manufactured 
as wellas in natural products,” touches 
the keynote of the whole situation here. 
It is possible that to the very last Sir John 
Macdonald cherished a hope of the revival 
of the treaty of 1854. This was a dream. 
This was made very clear by the reciproc- 
ity correspondence that has just been 
handed down in pariiament. 

Every Canadian must now know, who 
knows anything of public affairs, that the 
reciprocity which Sir Richard demands is 
the only kind which can possibly be ob- 
tained. The American government has 
already officially declared that it will not 
discuss a scheme of reciprocity limited to 
natural products, and unless it can be de- 
veloped by informal discussion that there 
is a reasonable prospect of agreement upon 
a liberal measure it will not even seri- 
ously enter upon the labor of attempting 
to form a treaty. 

This was well known to the Dominion 
ministers at the time that a contrary state- 
ment was made from the stump, and the 
misleading statements which the ministry 
then made to the Canadian people did not 
improve the chances of securing a recip- 
rocity treaty here. Nothing is now clearer 
than the fact that nothing but unrestricted 
reciprocity, a Canadian tariff raised to the 
level of our own, and adequate guarantees 
for its administration,will never be consid- 
ered, much less accepted, by the United 
States.

CREDITABLE ACTION 


Of a German Steamship Line Which Will 
Aid Our Immigration Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The new immi- 
gration bureau has received a copy of the 
instructions issued by the Hamburg- 
American Steamship company to the Eu- 
ropean agents, which prohibits the sale of 
passage tickets for America to certain 
specified classes of indescribable persons. 
This isa new departure on the part of 
steamship companies which has been in- 
augurated by this German line. If the 
o-her transatlantic companies shall adopt 
it, there will be very little left for the 
commissioner of immigration to recom- 
mend to be enacted by the next congress. 

The rule adopted by the company is as 
simple as it is practicable. Its list of per- 
sons to whom tickets may not be sold in- 
cludes not only the vicious, criminal 
pauper and diseased classes designated in 
our law, as well as contract laborers, but 
also all known anarchists,and those social- 
istic extremists who place their views 
and designs above the considerations and 
restraints of law and order. Any agent 
selling a ticket to a person belonging to one 
of those classes, Jin circumstances where a 
reasonable inquiry would have established 
the facts in the case, will be charged with 
the price of the undesirable immigrant’s 
return ticket. The burden of proof as to 
his having made such reasonable inquiry 
will rest upon the agent, and, as every 
nezlect will entail a penalty in the nature 
of a fine, he mag be relied on to use due 
diligence in ascertaining the facts before 
giving passage to a doubtful applicant. 

A curious circumstance in connectéen 
with this instruction of the Hamburg- 
American campany’s agent is the fact that 
the representatives of that company in 
Washington, when the immigration bill 
was under consideration, very strongly 
recommended to the committees of immi- 
gration in the two houses that the identi- 
cal plan which it has now put in force as 
to its own agents should be adopted as a 
general policy by the United States. The 
committees on immigration did not appear 
to favor this course, but were of opinion 
that a wiser plan would be to have the 
matter under the supervision of consular 
agents of the United States. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Will Receive Attention from the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet at Today’s Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secretary Fos- 
ter returned to Washington yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of attending to- 
day’s cabinet meeting, which is expected 
to be of more than usual interest. The 
question of the further coinage of the sil- 
ver dollar will be the principal topic of 
discussion. The secretary of the treasury 
has, under the law, discretionary power to 
determine whether the coinage shall be 
continued or not after July 1. The secre- 
tary has made efforts to secure the opinions 
of prominent persons on the subject, and 
these he will lay before the cabinet for its 
use. There are other matters of financial 
interest that it is expected will engage the 
attention of the president and his advisers 
before the president again leaves Washing- 
ton. ‘ One of these is that of the interest- 
bearing rate of the bonde that are to be 
issued in the place of the 414 per cent. 
loan which matures in September. The 
Proposed changes in the debt statement 
will also be a matter that will early en- 
gage the attention of the cabinet. Secre- 
tary Foster, it is known, is anxious to 
have the form of statement changed, and 
it is understood that he prefers the form 
in use at the time that Senator Sherman 
wa@secretary of the treasury.

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CORNELL'S BIG DAY. 


Her Boys Win the Great Tri« 
angular Race. 


BOSTON AGAIN DEFEATED 


And Philadelphia Has Three Straight te 
Its Credit—Pittsburg Has a Good Start 
but Loses—Cincinnati and Brooklyn 
Also Meet with Defeat. 


NEw Lonpon, June 26.—“Cornell, I yell, 
yell, yell Cornell,” sounding throughout 
New London’s streets last night, gave 
token that the ’varsity crew from the in- 
terior of York state has maintained its un- 
broken record of victories, coming in first 
in yesterday’s triangular three-mile race 
between five and one-half and six lengths 
ahead of University of Pennsylvania, and 
nearly twelve and one-half lengths ahead 
of Coluinbia. But this college cry is about 
the extent of the celebration of the victors, 
and the town is in an unusual state for the 
Harvard-Yale ’varsity race. Yesterday’s 
race was not quite the contest which it 
was expected it would be. For half the 
distance it was a pretty race between two 
of the crews, Cornell and Pennsylvania. 
After that the New Yorkers had the race 
settled their way, although they were com- 
pelled to keep rowing every inch, for the 
slightest mistake would have been fatal. 

Poor Columbia was not a factor from 
the start, and before half a mile had been 
covered there were nearly two lengths of 
open water in front of these boats. The 
result may be attributed as much as any- 
thing to superior strength by Cornell. 
The crews varied little in weight and their 
style of rowing was much the same, so it 
was simply a question of “beef and staying 
powers. Pennsylvania fought nobly every 
inch of the way and is to be congratulated 
on making a creditable showing. 

At the Start 

the Pennsylvania boys made their boat 
jump a few feet to the front, with 
Cornell second, while Columbia, besides 
makinga poor start, seemed to lose at 
every stroke. Inthe first ten or twelve 
strokes Cornell’s boat shot- up even with 
Pennsylvania, and for an eighth of a mile 
it was soclose that a lead could not be 
fairly credited to eithercrew. Nearing the 
half-mile flag the Pennsylvania boat forged 
nearly half a length ahead of Cornell, 
with Columbia two lengths behind and 
hopelessly out of the race. Coming up to 
the navy yard, about three-fourths of a 
mile from the start, Pennsylvania in- 
creased their lead to nearly a length. 

Cornell here made a grand spurt, and 
their boat gradually crept up alongside of 
the Pennsylvania crew, and as the boats 
neared the mile flag Cornell sent their 
boat upon even terms with Pennsylvania, 
For a few seconds the Pennsylvania boys 
held their position, the boats being bow 
and bow, while Columbia had lost another 
length. All of the crews were pulling in 
splendid form, the two leading crews 
sending their shells through the water at 
a fast rate of speed, while the Columbia 
boat settled and seemed to hang after each 
stroke. From the one-mile to the two- 
mile flag the race between Cornell and 
Pennsylvania was most exciting. It was 
the decisive point of the race. The 

Cornell Boys Worked Like Beavers 
to obtain an advantage, which they did, 
inch by inch, while Pennsylvania worked 
equally as hard to save themselves from 
defeat. At the two-mile flag Cornell just 
showed clear water of Pennsylvania’s bow, 
with Columbia five lengths bebind 
Pennsylvania. Pennsylvania made an- 
other effort to regain the lead, and suc- 
ceeded in lapping, but failed to hold its 
way. 

The finish was prettily rowed, but Cor- 
nell crossed the finish line well in advance 
of Pennsylvania, with Columbia at the 
rear of Pennsylvania. The men in the 
Cornell and Pennsylvania boats finished 
in good condition. In the Columbia boat 
No. 6 and the stroke appeared to be ex- 
hausted. The time for the first half mile 
was 2;20, and for the first mile 4:43. Cor- 
nell has won thirteen straight races,

UNRESTRICTED RECIPROCITY 


d a Reconstruction of the Canadian 
Ministry Among the Possibilities. 


MONTREAL, June 26.—The arraignment 
of Sir Hector Langevin and Thomas Me- 
Greevy. now in progress at Ottawa, 
causes great excitement here, and even 
Conservative papers hint at the possibility 
ofanother general clection. This is the 
alleged position of the administration as 
gleaned in an interview with a prominent 
member of parliament, knowa to bein 
touch with the Abbott-Thompson- Lange- 
vin dynasty. He could have no cause to 
tell anything but what he believed true. 

He said the present session will last un 
til August. The public works scandal 
must be settled beform adjournment. It 
may yet upset the government There 
will beno fall session. After prorogation 
the ministry will be reconstructed, but 
Abbott remains premier. Sir John Thomp- 
son has no wish for political honors. His 
aim is the chief justiceship of Canada, and 
he will succeed Sir Ritchie in that posi- 
tion. 

On July 1 three lieutenant governor- 
ships will become vacant, namely, On- 
tario, New Brunswick and Manitoba. 
John Haggart, postmaster general, will 
probably get Ontario. George Foster, 
minister of finance, will get New Bruns- 
wick, and possibly William Bowell, min- 
ister of eustoms, Manitoba. Sir Adolph 
Caron, minister of militia, will replace 
Auguste Angers as governor of Quebec, 
the latter entering the cabinet. Sir Hector 
Langevin will undoubtedly be shelved. 
This is part of Mr. Chapleau’s, secretary of 
state’s, ultimatum, who will get the rail- 
way and canals portfolio. His demand 
for this has too big a following in the 
house to be thrown overboard, as no doubt 
for his obstinacy some of the leaders wish. 

The above will make several vacancies, 
which will be filled with new blood from 
the provinces that has supported the 
party. I would not be surprised next ses- 
sion if unrestricted reciprocity would be a 
Conservative plank, thus taking the wind 
out of Liberal sails. Something must be 
done to consolidate our party, which Sir 
John’s death, the public works scandal 
and Chapleau’s defection has set by the 
ears, 


THE ALTON COUNTED OUT. 


War to the Knife Will Follow the Ac- 
tion of Chairman Finley. 


Cuicaco, June 26.—Chairman Finley 
of the Western Passenger association 
gavearuling yesterday substantially de- 
claring that the Alton,by its past conduct, 
had forfeited all right to protection under 
the agreement. Many railroad men be- 
lieve that Chairman Finley has exceeded 
his authority in doing this. The Alton, 
however, accepts the decision as final, and 
will proceed to act independently of the 
Western Passenger association. Legal 
notice will be given today of its intention 
to reduce the rate between Chicago and 
Denver from $30.65 to $25, between Chicago 
and Kansas City from $312.50 to $10, and 
between Chicago and St. Louis from 
$7.50 to #. The issue has now been 
clearly defined, and so far as the Chicago 
and Alton is concerned, it is war to the 
knife. 

Quite a sensation was caused by the an- 
nouncement of the Chicago. Burlington 
and Quincy road that it will immediately 
resume the payment of passenger commis- 
sions in eastern territory. The reason 
givenis thatis it} has not received pro- 
tection that was guaranteed it by the board 
of rulings. 


Two Monster Rafts. 

St. JoHyn, N. B., June 26.—Two New 
York tugs, the Ocean King and Edgar F, 
Luckenback, arrived here yesterday, hav- 
ing in tow the Leary lumber cribs bound 
to New York. The cribs are sixteen in 
number and longer than those of last year, 
being 55 feet long, 12 feet draught and con- 
taining between 600 and 700 sticks. Each 
tug will take eight cribs, which will be 
connected with each other by a chain. The 
lumber was cut at Gagetown, N. B. 


A Grand Army Entertainment. 

NEw York, June 26.—The members of 
Kinsley post of Boston and Mead post of 
Philadelphia were tendered a banquet at 
the theater of the Manhattan Athletic 
club by Lafayette post, Grand Army, of 
New York, last night. Chauncey M. 
Depew was the speaker of the evening and 
was cheered as “our next president.” He 
praised the Grand Army and paid tributes 
to the memory of Grant, Sheridan and 
Sherman.

New HANEN, June 26.—Thediploma of 
FP. D. Ermentrout of Reading, Pa., who 
graduated from the Yale law school, was 
attached before delivery, in a suit brought 
by a local billiard hail keeper,who claimed 
that the student was indebted to him to 
the extent of $15. Ermentrout has settled 
the case and claims that the suit was 
brought through a musunderstanding, 
with a mixture of malice. 


Steeple Climber Ferguson Killed. 

ALBANY, June 26—James Ferguson, the 
famous steeple climber, was killed while 
paiating one of the towers of the peniten- 
tiary. He was at work forty-five feet from 
the ground when his tackle broke and he 
was dashed todeath. He was about 50 
years o'd and had a national reputation. 


Liabilities of $100,000. 

New York, June 26.—G. W. Stetson & 
Co., 6&9 Wall street and Boston, have made 
an assignment. ‘The firm was organized 
in 1880 and is engaged in the iron and rail- 
way supply business. The liabilities of 
the firm are about $100,000, and they say 
they will be able to pay in full.

We regret to 
say that Mr. Muse now lies at death’s door 
and cannot reap the reward of his labors. 
If he shall not here we hope he may rejoice 
where ‘‘The smile of the Lord is the feast 
of the soul.”’ 

That Mr. Ramsay is a worthy successor 
is beyond doubt. On Sunday night he 
made a stirring appeal to the flock for their 
co-operation in church work. He laid spe- 
cial emphasis on the fact that the day of 
“one man ministry”’ in the church is past. 
He showed his hearers their responsibility 
for the advancement of the good work, and 
is evidently determined there shall be no 
sinecures in that portion of the Christian 
church. His appeal made a deep impres- 
sion. 

A LEDGER representative got a few facts, 
from a friend who vouches for their au- 
thenticity, of Mr. Ramsay's career. For 
the information of those concerned we se- 
lect the following: 

Mr. Ramsay is a native of Glasgow, Scot- 
land. He was educated in one of the fa- 
mous old schools of that city, Hutcheson’s 
Grammar School. Afterwards graduated 
with hign honors in Glasgow University 
and took the degree of M. A. Henext en- 
tered the Free Church Divinity hall, and on 
graduation took an excellent position. 

In his educational course he was award- 
el over $1,200 competitive scholarships to- 
gether with special scholarships in college 
of science and art. 

In evangelistic work he received excel- 
lent training under a specialist in that de- 
partment. He was a devoted worker in 
the welfare of youth, and occupied the po- 
sition of president of the Young Men’s and 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 

He gained much experience in the relig- 
ious welfare of children from his connection 
with the “Glasgow Foundry Boys’ Relig- 
ious Society,” an organization of 88 
branches in that city and its suburbs. 

He received a good missionary training 
during hisconnection in this work with 
the Cranstonhill Free church, Glasgow. 
As a tribute to his devotion and success he 
was presented with a purse of sovereigns 
and a beautifully illuminated address. 

We are pleased that the work in South 
Quincy Presbyterian church is taken up 
under such favorable auspices, and we be- 
speak for the young pastor the sympathy 
and countenance of his ‘brethren of the 
cloth.”’

Granite Statuary. 

There is one branch of the granite busi- 
ness of which little has been said yet of 
which much might be written, and that is 
the statuary branch, which is really the 
most difficult part of the business and re- 
quires not only skilled mechanics but those 
who have a natural taste for this kind of 
work. A man may be a first-class stone- 
cutter, yet put him at work cutting a stat- 
ue and he is all at sea. Thus there are 
but comparatively few who are fitted for 
this work. 

One of the places in this city where 
granite statuary is made a specialty is the 
establishment of F. Barnicoat & Co., at 
South Quiney. Mr. Barnicoat makes the 
most of his models himself, and this also is 
a profession in itself. Let us see how it is 
done. 

An order is received from way out west 
for the bust or a life sized figure of some 
noted man. Accompanying the letter is a 
photograph of the person, also, if possible, 
the measurement by which his clothes 
are made. The modeller takes these and 
with a mass of clay begins his tedious 
job, which sometimes requires weeks of 
hard work. The clay model made, it is 
boxed up and shipped to the customer 
for his inspection. If it is found to be 
Satisfactory it is shipped back to the 
modeller, who then makes a plaster cast 
which is turned over to the stone work- 
ers, who in accepting the contract guar- 
antee a perfect likeness. Sometimes the 
first mode] does not suit and then it has to 
be altered until it is as mear perfect as 
possible. 

Most of the ain is cut from West- 
erly and Barre granite as it has a finer 
grain than Quincy and looks more nat- 
ural. 

Messrs. Barnicoaf have at present a 
number of fine pieces of work under way, 
one of which is four Quincy granite Egyp- 
tian Sphinx which are to form the corners 
of a tomb in Philadelphia which was 
erected some years ago by Messrs. Barker 
& Sons of this city. 

Another isa bust of A. L. Crawford of 
New Castle, Penn., late President of the 
Beaver Valley R. R., and associated in the 
the iron and coal business in Shenango and 
Beaver Valley. This bust is being cut in 
Westerly granite and will surmount a mon- 
ument being erected to his memory. 

Still another, and perhaps the most 
costly single piece this firm are vow at 
work upon, is a full life size figure of 
Augustus B. Ferguson of Oneonta, N. Y. 
It will take one man nearly four months to 
complete this statue and the cost will 
be several hundred dollars. They have al- 
sounder way two statues of Memory, 
which are being cut in Barre granite. _ -,.

The character of the soil in and around 
Rapid City, S. D., has a peculiar and 
marvelous property; a wonderful char- 
acteristic which completely controverts 
the Biblical injunction, ‘Dust thou art, 
and to dust thou shalt return.” For the 
last fifty years the “Bad Land,” lying 
seventy-five miles to the southeast of the 
little city above mentioned, has been the 
wonderland of America, it being a local- 
ity unequalled in the world as a recep- 
tacle for petrefactions of animals of 
both the land and water kind.

Yale holding the time record. Harvard’s 
plucky victory is the biggest surprise that 
has occurred in college athletics for many 
years. The good judges of rowing conceded 
the race to Yale almost to a man, and so 
strong was this sentiment in favor of Yale 
that stacks of Yale moncy left at the pool 
rooms went uncovered, even at odds of 
$100 to $70 and $100 to 360. 
A Procession. 

Harvard took the lead at the start and 
forged ahead with a rush, and as their 
shell forged ahead the crimson supporters 
on the observation train and innumerable 
steamers became frantic with excitement, 
which, as Harvard continued to gain a 
commanding lead, continued to increase. 

The whole story of the boat race might 


be told in one line—Harvard took the lead | 


and held it to the end, adding to it at their 
pleasure and winning handsdown. The 
struggle, interesting as it was to see, fur- 
nished little matter for description. From 
the very first, Yale was outrowed, and for 
the first time in many years lagged hope- 
lessly at the tail ond of the procession. She 
was a length to the bad at the end of the 
first half mile, but her friends were not 
discouraged, for they remembered that a 
year.ago Harvard was ahead at the mile 
flag and yet was hopelessly beaten five 
minutes later. 

Even when a wide space of clear water 
was between the two boats at the end of 
the mile. they did not despair, but there 
was a distinct note of anxiety in their yell. 


The Yale crew were manifestly falling | 


more and more tothe rear, in spite of their 
efforts to quicken. Their spirits began to 
fail them, and they were unable to responsi 
to the hilarious outcries of the Harvard 
men, to whom victory was already assured. 


There is no mystery about Yale’s defeat. | 


Harvard had by all odds the best crew,and 
there is the beginning and ending of it. 
Nor did Harvard, as has been said, adopt 
the Yale stroke. She rowed in her old 


style, whichisas distinct from the Cook | 


stroke as one thing can be from another. 
The difference between the two crews was 
very marked. 

The victory of Harvard is very popular 
in New London. When Yale wins her vo- 
taries always take the first train back to 
New Haven and celebrate there, leaving 
New London with nothing but the mem- 
ory of a noise. Harvard spends money 
aftera victory,and wins popularity ac- 
cordingly. 

How It Was Done. 

Promptly at 11:30 the crews came down 
the river toward the stake boats, Harvard 
paddling in theirshell and Yale on their 
launch. Harvard backed into position at 
11:31, and Yale, after embarking at a float, 
came into place at 11:40. The crews were 
atopce cautioned and given the word. 
Harvard caught the water first, and set- 
tingafast stroke of 40, at onee pushed 
the bow of their boat slightly in front. 
Yale started with 38 strokes, and 
though they put a great deal of power in 
their stroke, the Yale boat did not moveas 
quickly as was expected. Harvard held 
her fast strokefor a time, during which, 
150 yards from the mart, they had in- 
creased their leadjto nearly one length. For 
afew strokes both crews caught a swell, 
and splashed quite badly. Then settling 
down, each crew gave a pretty exhibition 
of rowing. - 

The Harvards, however, were clearly 
sending their boat along at better speed 
than they ever have shown in practice, and 
were gradually creeping away from Yale, 
stroke by stroke. Yale’s work, on the 
other hand,was much inferior to that seen 
in their daily practice pulls, and there was 
a perceptibl hang and settling of the boat 
after each stroke. At the half-mile Har- 
vard led by aclear length, Harvard pull- 


ing 38 strokes and Yale 34, the time being | 


Harvard 2:27 and Yale 2:33. All during 


the second half mile Harvard eontinued to | 


gain, and it became evident that, barring 
accident, the Cambridge crew would win. 
Here the steamers crowéed in on the boats 
and the wash caused bothto do some 
ragged veork for a few strokes.

THE FLOODED WEST. 


IOWA VILLAGE DESTOYED. 


Portion of Omaha Under Water—Dam- 
age to Railroads and Other Property 


Will Be Enormous—Destruction Being 
Supplemented by Another Storm. 


Fort DopcgE, Ia., June 27.—An eye-wit- 
ness of Tuesday’s flood, who has just ar- 
rived from Cherokee, states that it is 
necessary for one to see to have the least 
idea of the great amount of damage done. 
Said he: “It is simply terrible the way 
the immense body swept things before it. 
Houses were but bubbles on its crest. I 
was at Cherokee when the cloudburst 
came, and in less time than it takes to tell 
it,a flood was-upon the town. Houses 
were seen to tremble, swing half around, 
and be carried along by the torrents. Trees 
were bent and broken like reeds and not 4 
thing could stop the terrific onward rush 
of the water, and all this occurred before 
the people could possibly realize what had 
happened. Themost remarkable feature 
of the disaster is that any of the people in 
the track of the flood escaped with their 
lives. As far as I know np lives were lost 
at Cherokee and the immediate vicinity. 
The storm rendered between 300 and 400 
families homeless in and about Cherokee. 
The Illinois Central lost 12,777 feet of road- 
bed and 987 feet of filling. This does not 
include the bridge taken out over the 
Sioux river. The amount of damage will 
reach a quarter of a million dollars.” 

An Appeal for Aid. 

CHEROKEE, Ia., June 27.—Mayor Bloom 
has issued an appeal to the public for aid 
to relieve the wants of the flood victims. 
He has telegraphed to the governor for 100 


tents. Contributions may be sent to Mayor | 


Bloom, who will acknowledge the receipt 
and place it in the hands of a responsible 
executive committee, which has been ap- 
pointed to distribute aid. 


AND IT STILL RAINS. 


An Iowa Town Almost Swept Away by 
Floods—Many Bridges Gone. 


Boone, Ia., June 27.—The first direct 
news from the scene of the floodsin the 
Maple River branch of the Northwestern 
raod {has just been received. The dispatch 
is from the operator at Moville, and says 
that the town is almost wiped out. The 
water ranin through the depot windows, 
and is up to the ceilings of the buildings. 
All the houses in the flat portion of the 
town have been swept away. Three miles 
of track are gone between Moville and 
Kingsley, also most of the smail bridges 
and the bridges over the Siouxriver. This 
destrection is now being supplemented by 
another storm raging at present in the 
same vicinity, and extending south to the 
main line of the Northwestern. It is rain- 
ing very hard, and the storm is traveling 
east. 


Omaha Flooded. 

OMAHA, June 27.—Considerable damage 
was done in Omaha by the storm, which 
raged all day yesterday and did not cease 
until last evening. East Omaha was badly 
flooded and a thickly populated section of 
the northern part of the city was inun- 
dated. On Twenty-fourth street the water 
is from two to six feet deep in the street, 
andthe street car traffic is abandoned. 
The police and fire departments sent a 
force of mento the inundated streets to 
rescue the distressed people and their ef- 
fects. No lives were lost, but there were 
several narrow escapes. 

Several washouts are reported on 
branches of the Burlington and Elk Horn, 
causing the abandonment of the trains, 
The break on the Wnion Pacific at Central 
City has been repaired. and the overland 
trains, which had been delayed since 
Thursday morning, reached Omaha last 
night. 


Report from Sioux City. 

Sioux City, June 27.—Further reports 
here place the loss at Sutherland by the 
storm at $75,000 to buildings alone. 
Seventy miles of Illinois Central railroad 
tracks are submerged in water. The loss 
will reach $100,000, but it will take many 
days to repair it. The loss of the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad will be fully as 
great as the Illinois Central. 

Advices from Correctionville say that 
the place is yet under water. At Aurelia 
the water stood six feet deep in the streets 
yesterday, but is slowly going down. The 
valley of asmall creek running into the 
Little Sioux river at Cherokee was the 
only outlet for the water during the storm, 
and every house, nearly 100 in number, 
was swept away. 

A Summer Blizzard. ? 

New York, June 27.—A storm yester- 
day afternoon created considerable havoc 
in the upper district of the city. Hail fell 
in considerable quantities and the wind 
blew a hurricane. A number of telegraph 
poles were blown across the railroad tracks 
of the New York Central line, obstructing 
travel in both directions., A number of 
police telegraph wires were also blown 
down and broken. 


Nebraska City’s Dose. 
NEBRASKA City, Neb., June 27,—A ter- 
rific rain storm prevailed here yesterday 
afternoon. Cellars and houses were 
flooded, the damage aggregating several 


thousand dollars. Small grain was beaten 
down and badly damaged, 


German Villages Destroyed by Floods. 

BERLIN, June 27.--Thunder storms in 
Germany and Switzerland yesterday 
caused enormous damage to property and 
crops. At Coblentz and in the upper 
Rhine district, local railways have been 
stopped by floods. A cloudburst damaged 
the Soden mineral springs _ It is reported 
that the villages of Holenzdorf, Wernsdort 
and Murk have been totally destroyed 
and the inhabitants have become terror- 


stricken.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—The ship Pal- 
estine from Tacoma,struck on tke bar yes- 
terday and sunk almost immediately.

ON THE second page today will be found 
a good account of the great university boat 
race between Harvard and Yale, It was a 
great victory for the Cambridge crew, which 
has been second best for five years. 


BROCKTON with a population of twenty- 
seven thousand, over two thousand more 
than Quincy, has but 602 more school 
children. The gain the past year in this 
city was 380 against 363 for Brockton. The 
largest ward of Brockton has but 833 child- 
ren, West Quincy has 1281 and South 
Quincy 1158.

Has anybody seen those 43 trains each 
way ? We did have 32, but have lost 10 of 
these.

THE MOsT important if not the only 
argument advanced why Water street 
should be forty-five feet wide, is the fact 
that the street railway takes up so much 
of the street. Now if the city is to be 
compelled to put an extra $10,000 into this 
half mile of street, just to accommodate 
the street raiiway, it would seem as if the 
betterment act should apply to the railway. 
But it isafact that the railway will not 
have such exclusive use of a part of the 
street when all is paved and the rails are 
less of an obstruction. If the track is re- 
located in the centre of the street,and there 
is room each side for a team, there will be 
little danger of a blockade in a forty-foot 
paved street, for it will be as wide as many 
of the principal streets of Boston. Wide 
streets when well built are very desirable, 
but they cost more to keep in repair, and 
the city already has more than it can well 
look after properly.

Rescuing Stranded Fishes. 

~ In reply to a letter of complaint pub- 
lished in Forest and Stream the United 
States fish commissioners give an ex- 
planation of their apparent neglect of 
the fish in the upper Mississippi. The 
complainant says in his letter that while 
on the river between Dubuque and St. 
Louis he saw tons of black bass and 
great northern pike rotting in shallow 
pools, wherein they had been left by the 
falling of the river, and asks why the 
fish commission does not scoop them up 
and transport them to safer waters. 

In 1888, say the commissioners, two 
cars of the commission were lent to the 
Illinois commissioners, together with the 
necessary number of men, for the pur- 
pose of rescuing the fish left in the pools 
along the river. From July 15 to Oct. 5 
twenty-six car loads of fish were reseved 
and transported to Illinois waters. In 
1889 two cars were used, and in 18% 
three. The fish deposited were from 4 
to 14 inches long. 

Since then the government has been 
actively engaged in the work on a large 
scale, and has rescued many millions of 
valuable food fishes. The comuission- 
ers say that all states subject to any con- 
siderable mortality of fish life should 
take steps immediately to regcue the fish. 


An English Blunder. 

There was an amusing literary blun- 
der in the leading article of an “evening 
contemporary” recently. It was a com- 
munistic robbing of Peter to pay Paul, 
which was the more astonishing in such 
an unexceptionably Tory quarter. Rid- 
iculing American proposals to amalga- 
mate with any portion of the British 
empire, and patriotically disparaging 
American claims to glory as compared 
with English, the writer proceeds to 
quote, or, rather, misquote:

Steering by Electricity. 

The excellent electrical device fo T gi 
ing an alarm when a ship deviates from 
her course, which was the subject of :

The 
compass card carries a light wire elec- 
trically connected with a metallic cup at 
the center containing a few dro 
mercury. This wire is bent over the 
edge of the compass, and as long as the 
ship maintains its course the wire re 
mains out of contact with either of two 
metallic stops placed ata certain dis 
tance on either side of the bent end of 
the wire. Should, however, the vessel 
depart from its course the wire fixed t 
the card is brought into contact with one 
or other of the stops, closing the circult 
and ringing a bell in the captain’s cadu 
or the navigator’s room.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

| HELD THEIR END UP. 


ITALY’S FOREIGN POLICY. 


Debate on the Subject Leads to Scenes 


of Wild Disorder. 


Rome, June 29.—There was another 
scene of wild disorder in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday when the foreign policy 
of the government came up for considera- 
tion. After afew preliminary skirmishes 
Admiral Brin, ex-minister of marize, who 
was speaking Saturday when the sitting 
had to be suspended on account of the 
tumult in the chamber, rose to proceed 
with the foreign interpellation, but he was 
met with such a storm of Radical protests 
that he was only able to repeat the text of 
the interpellation. _ 

Premier Rudini then arose and declared 
in the most emphatie terms that the gov- 
ernment would adhere firmly and stolidly 
to the dreibund, adding that Italy and Eu- 
rope might rest assured that the alliances 
would be maintained, and that European 
peace would long be preserved. 

With this, the whole house, with the ex- 
ception of the extreme Left, rose and 
cheered long and heartily. After further 
bickerings some deprecatory allusions 
made by Signor Martino excited (he anger 
of the Radicals, who sprang from their 
seats, gesticulating violently, and drown- 
ing the voice of the speaker with their 
shouts. 

Signor Cavallotti made a rush at Signor 
Martino and would have struck him but 
for the interference of friends, who parted 
the two men. The scene at this point de- 
fied description. Every member stood, 
shouting, disputing and menacing in the 
wildest manner. Finally the president, 
finding himself unable to pacify the mem- 
bers, donued his hat and abruptly sus- 
pended the sitting. When the sitting was 
resumed Signor Cavalletto, the senior 
member of the chamber; Signor Bovio, a 
Radical, and the president of the chamber, 
appealed for concord and all three were 
enthusiastically applauded by the whole 
house. Finally parliament was prorogued 
for the summer holidays. 

In the midst of the confusion Signor Son- 
nine threw a bundle of papers in Signor 
Cavallotti’s face, and the latter rushed to 
attack Sonnine. when friends interfered. 
A general scuffle then took place. Only 
the ministers remained in their seats, the 
whole house seeming to be transformed 
intoan arena crowded with comvatants., 
In the scuffle several deputies were more 
or less badly hurt. 

The scene was unprecedented in the his- 
tory of the chamber of deputies. 


Manhattan Athletes Capture 
Prizes from Englishmen. 


CREDITABLE SHOWING MADE 


Im Several Hotly Contested Events—Ox- 
ford University Will Not Row with 
Yale, but Would Like to Tackle Har- 
vard—The Crimsons Not Likely to 
Arrange a Match. 


MANCHESTER, Eng., June 29.—The visit- 
ing team of the Manhattan Athletic club 
of New York competed Saturday afternoon 
with the crack athletes of England at the 
English amateur championship meeting 


This meeting is the principal athletic 
event of England, and is held under the 
auspices of the Amateur Athletic Associa 
tion of Great Britain. The attorney gen- 
eral, Sir Richard Webster, is president of 
the association, and the committee of 
arrangements is made up of prominent 
members of the leading clubs of England. 

Cary, Manhattan A. C., easily won the 
first heat for the 100-yard championship 
challenge cup in 10 4-5s. In the half-mile 
flat race, Holmes, an Englishman, won in 
2m.45s. Roddy, M. A. C., was fifth, and 
Dadmun, M. A. C., was last. George, M. 
A. C., retired at the three-quarter mark. 

In the hammer-throwing event there 
were ten contestants. C. A. J. Queck- 
berner, M. A.C., was first, covering 129 
feet 10% inches. Robbie, an Englishman, 
was second, covering 127 feet. 

The final heat in the 100 yards flat race 
was won by Cary, M. A. C. 

In the quarter of a mile run, trial heats, 
Mortimer Remington (Manhattan) won 
the first heat 

By Two Yards 
in 45s. after a hard struggle. The second 
heat was won by Shuter, an Englishman. 
There was a dead heat for second place be- 
tween J.S. Reddy (M. A.C.) and Basan 
of London. 

Morton of England easily won the four- 
mile run by sixty yards in 20m. 53 3-5s. W. 
T. Young (M. A. C.) retired from the race 
after covering a mile and a half. 

The final heat of the quarter of a mile 
Tun was won by Mortimer Remington, 
who touched the tape eighty yards ahead 
of the second man. Remington’s time was 
5is. 


A BAR HARBOR SENSATION. 


Twin Brother and Sister Perish by Sui- 
cide and Drowning. 


Bar Harbor, Me., June 29.—A sad 
double tragedy occurred here Saturday, 
ending in the death of a twin sister and 
brother, one by suicide and the other by 
drowning. The deaths occurred within a 
few hours of each other, and each of the 
victims must have been ignorant of the 
other’s death. Addie B. Dorr, a servant 
girl, aged 25, committed suicide by hang- 
ing. Despondency is the only cause as- 
signed. Later in the day her twin brother 
Edward was drowned by the upsetting of 
a sailboat in the harbor. He was accom- 
panied by a young man of about the same 
age, who was drowned also. 


In the high jump for the challenge cup, 
valued at 35 guineas, Jennings won with 5 
feet 9'¢ inches to his credit. H. L. Hal- 
Tock (M. A. C.) and Watkinson of England 
tied for second place with 5 feet 81 inches 
credited to them in the contest for the 
high-jump challenge cup. 

In putting the 16-pound weight from 
a 7-foot square, Barry, an Irishman, made 
acast of 40 feet Sinches. C. A. J. Queck- 
berner (M. A. C.) put the weight 37 feet 10 
tnches. 

In the Seven-Mile Walk, 
for a cup valued at 30 guineas, Curtis, the 
English champion, secured the prize, do- 
ing the distance in 54m. 1-5s. At the finish 
Curtis was 600 yards ahead of C. L. Nicoll, 
the crack walker of the Manhattan club.

HE KILLED HIS MAN. 


Sensational Tragedy in a 
Brooklyn Apartment House. 


THE BEATING OF A WOMAN, 


Se “Deacon” Meserole Claims, Led Him 
to Shoot Her Assailant—The Woman 
in the Case Lives Apart From Her 
Rich Husband. 


role, the young man who shot and killed 
Theodore Larbig in Brooklyn on Saturday 
night, because Larbig assaulted Mrs. 
Bovie F. Comstock, in whose flat they 
were, was committed to the Raymond 
street jail yesterday by @ustice Tighe. 
Mrs. Comstock, also, was committed to 
the jail asa witness. Both will stay there 
until Coroner Rooney’s jury decide 
whether or not the killing was done in 
self-defense, as Meserole says it was. 

Mrs. Comstock, the canse of the trouble, 
is the wife of a wealthy man now living in 
Providence. She had been separated from 
him a long time, but whether she is 
divorced or not is not known. Her neigh- 
bors say that Larbig, the dead man, has 
visited her pretty steadily ever since she 
has been in Brooklyn. Meserole is a new 
acquaintance of the woman. About a 
week ago he rented a room in her flat. It 
adjoined her own room. Larbig at this 
time 

Was Away on a Trip. 

The first that was known of the shooting 
was when Meserole and Mrs. Comstock 
walked up Butler street, arm ‘in arm, and 
into the police station, both fashionably 
dressed, and the former told the officers 
that he had just shot a man. 

The story that Meserole told was this: 
His father and mother were out of town, 
and he was sick. He rented a room of 
Mrs. Comstock because at her house he 
would receive proper nursing. 

He had never seen Larbig until noon of 
Saturday, when he called, and Mrs. Com- 
stock introduced him. He knew nothing 
of any relations that might have existed 
between the man and Mrs. Comstock. He 
had no business to attend to Saturday af- 
ternoon, and he invited Mrs. Comstock to 
go to Coney Island with him. Toward 
evening they went to the Brighton Hotel 
and had dinner. While eating they saw 
Larbig walking by, and Larbig saw him, 

But Neither Spoke. 

They got back in Brooklyn about 9:10 
o'clock. Mrs. Comstock went out to the 
grocer’s, She returned ina few minutes 
and had not been in long when the door 
bell rang. He was lying on the bed in his 
room at the time. He heard Mrs. Com- 
stock go the door and come into the dining 
room with her visitor. Soon afterward he 
heard some loud talk. 

Finally, he heard Mrs. Comstock utter a 
piercing shriek, and then another. He 
jumped off the bed and rushed into the 
room adjoining his (Mrs. Comstock’s bed- 
room). Hesaw Mrs. Comstock lying on 
the bed, held tightly by Larbig, who was 
striking her in the face. He rushed at 
Larbig and seized him. Larbig let go of 
Mrs. Comstock, and turned on him and 
bit him in the face. Then in self-defense he 

Drew His Revolver and Fired. 

Young Meserole’s many friends in Brook- 
lyn are greatly astonished at his act. He 
was always known as a peaceable young 
man, and was so good that some of :them 
nicknamed him ‘Deacon Meserole.” He 
was never known to carry a revolver, and 
they cannot understand how he came to 
have one with him. 

He has always been in delicate health, 
and the past year he spent in traveling 
through the west and in Europe. He re- 
turned from Europe only a month ago, so 
that his story of his short acquaintance 
with Mrs. Comstock is probabty true. 

Mrs. Cemstock is good looking. She is 
about 5 feet 2inches tall, and has long 
dark-brown hair and gray eyes. She has 
two children, who are living with her hus- 
band in Providence. 


Beaten by Masked Men. 
MEDWAY, Mass., June 29.—At midnight 
Saturday ten masked men assaulted Her- 
bert Pratt, George Gibbs and John Welch 
of West Medway while they were fishing 
on the Medfield meadows.

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THE COIN QUESTION. 


A Few Pointers Regarding the 
Administration’s Course. 


IMMIGRANTS’ NEW SCHEME, 


Getting Under Uncle Sam's Banner by 
Wriggling in Through Canada—Belief 
That Balmaceda is Not Conducting His 
War According to Civilized Usages. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—The opposition 
critics do not seem to be pleased that the 
administration has not decided to continue 
the coinage of the silver dollars. One 
thing is quitesure. The policy which has 
been determined upon will acd to the 
volume of the currency more rapidly than 
adecision to continue the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar would have done. It 
has been the aim of congress in all recent 
financial legislation to increase within safe 
and reasonable limits the volume of circu- 
lation, and the administration has all 
along favored the movement to enlarge the 
volume of the currency to meet the de- 
mands of a constantly growing volume of 
business. 

In deciding to coin at once the old trade- 
dollar bars now held in the treasury, and 


| to re-coin the stock of abraded half dollars, 


rather than to continue to coin standard 
dollars from the monthly purchases of 
silver bullion, the cabinet was influenced 
largely by the suggestion that the former 
pelicy would increase the general volume 
of circulation by at least $5,000,000; while 
under the latter policy the amount of 
money in circulation would remain actu- 


| ally at a standstill. 


The continued coinage of standard silver 
dollars under the act of July 14, 1890, can- | 
not, in fact, possibly affect the volume of 
circulation.

ALMOST A MIRACLE. 


Notwithstanding the Damage at Cherokee 
Not a Life Was Lost. 


CHEROKEE, Ia., June 29.—The work of 
caring for those made homeless by the 
has been systematized. All the publie 
buildings have been placed at their disposal, 
and cots fill the spacions halls. The worst 
of the storm felt by the Illinois Central 
struck between Storm Lake and Sioux 
City, and between Calumet and Quawa, on 
the Sioux Falls division. The damage 
between Storm Lake and Ongwa was re- 
paired in two days after the storm ceased. 
The line between Cherokee and Sioux Falls 
will be fixed by tonight~and business re- 
sumed tomorrow to Sioux City.

The crops on the I Illinois Cenfral are not 
seriously damaged except in the ravines 
and lowlands. The lower part of this city 
was entirely cut off and surrounded by 
water. A fireman on the Central road went 
out to investigate, and becoming frigzht- 
ened sent a neighber to ring the fire bell 
while he gave the alarm. The bell quickly 
called the entire city to the danger, and 
undoubtedly was the meaus of saving hun- 
dreds of lives. In two hours after the 
alarm the entire Sioux valley was inun- 
dated. Fifty houses are lost and at least 
109 wrecked. 

Thomas McCull, editor of The Times, 
rendered heroic and valuable aid to the 
flooded district. With a frail canvas boat 
he braved the terrible current that was 
Sweeping everything away and saved 
many lives. This was repeated in many 
cases by others. The greatest wonder is 
that not one life was lost so far as can be 
ascertained.

Founder of California Missions. 

A number of people went to Monterey 
June 3 to attend the ceremonies incident 
to unveiling theSerra monument. There 
were delegations of Native Sons, Pio- 
neers and members of the Young Men’s 
institute. Mrs. Stanford did not go 
down. The monument is the gift of Mrs. 
Stanford, as a tribute to the memory of 
Father Junipero Serra, the founder of 
the California missions. It has been 
erected on a hill near the old wooden 
cross that marks the presumed spot 
where the padre first landed. The mon- 
ument is of granite, and represents 
Father Serra standing by the prow of a 
small boat, from which he has apparent- 
ly just landed. 

Father Serra was born in the island of 
Majorca, Nov, 24, 1713, and was edu- 
cated in the school of the Franciscan 
Fathers at San Bernardino, where even 
at an early age he was remarkable for 
his piety and zeal in all religious duties. 
He took high rank as a scholar, and all 
the honors and dignities of the church 
were open to him, but he preferred the 
life of a missionary, and in 1749 he set 
sail for Mexico. In that country he 
spent many years, partly as a teacher in 
a Franciscan college and partly in mis- 
sionary work, but in 1767 his great op- 
portunity came, and he was sent out to 
establish those missions which began the 
civilization of California. 

For fourteen years he carried on these 
apostolic labors with tireless energy. He 
died at Monterey, Aug. 28, 1784.—San 
Francisco Bulletin.

Who is Selfish? 


People of Quincy and other places nearer 
Boston are not satisfied with the multipli- 
city of trains they now have, but are hard 
at work to induce the railroad man 
ment to stop the long distance trains for 
their accommodation. Our Plymouth ex- 
press, which now is just suited to this town, 
Kingston, Whitman and North Abington, 
is one which they desire to have added so 
that they may linger five minutes later 
over their breakfasts if they choose, and 
then inconvenience our people to pick them 
up. Oar train will soon cease to be an ex- 
press if one stop after another is added, as 
residents of the towns now accommodated 
by it readily recognize; accordingly Ply- 
mouth, Kingstow, Whitman and North Ab- 
ington, with people on the Hanover 
Branch, are protesting vigorously by peti- 
tion against the selfishness Quincy is dis- 
playing. If the railroad has succeeded in 
giving us a good thing it is hoped they-will 
stick to it.—Plymouth Memorial. 

Come now, Messrs. Editors, if you are 
going to be as hoggish as all that we are 
not particular about riding in the same car, 
You had 9 trains to Boston under the old 
time table where now you have 12, a gain 
of thirty-three per cent. Quincy had 32 
and now has but 21, a loss of over 33 per 
cent., a difference of sixty-six per cent.. in 
favor of Plymouth. Many of our citizens 
have found it very convenient to spend a 
day at Plymouth without a change of cars 
and waits, and it is possible they have left 
a few dollars in that town, but it will not be 
as handy in the future and they will not 
go, that is all. The first train will require 
a wait of 23 minutes, the next 11 minutes, 
the third 40 minutes, the fourth 11, and 
this comprises all the morning trains. It 
is the same returning, your 5.10 Pp. m. 
train requires a stop over of 42 minutes at 
Braintree, while your others are too early 
or too late. Possibly Plymouth has not 
looked at it in this light and is too greedy 
for her own good. 

Quincy people, as we have said, are not 
particular about riding in Plymouth ex- 
presses, but think they are entitled to as 
many trains in the future as in the past, 
particularly as the Old Colony carries six 
times as many passengers from Quincy as 
it does from Plymouth, There is astation 
at which many through trains should stop 
and Quincy is that station on the Old Col- 
ony, and Plymouth should not object. If 
Quincy was a minor station it would be 
different.

Costly Litigation. 

A case involving seventy-five cents 
claimed by aman in‘Joledo to be due 
him from another Toledoan for cow feed 
has just been appealed from a justice's 
court in that city to the Lucas common 
pleas.

who wasin charge of the north wing of 
the prison, was unlocking the doors of 
cells on the west side of the prisop, for the 
purpose of giving supper to some convicts 
who were ill, five convicts—Fred Sturte- 
vant, alias Brick; Churles W. Baxter, 
alias Charley Orne, John C. Lynch, James 
H. Coffey, alias Frank Kennedy, and Dan- 
iel Mullin, alias John Sullivan—sawed off 
abarof the second window inthe wall 
facing the officers’ houses, making an 
aperture 12 by 18 inches, through which 
they crawled into the little space, ouside 
the prison known as the park. They 
pulled a piece of timber out with them, 
which they leaned up against the wall 
that divides the prison from the outside, 
They then climbed up this timber to the 
top of the wail, which is about twelve feet 
high, jumped down and ran : 

How the piece of timber came there, or 
how five men could take out an iron 
window at that time of day, and actually 
get out, is something which has not been 
learned. 

A guard saw three of the men as they 
jumped from the wall, and gave the 
alarm. Officer Townsend ot the prison 
office pursued Baxter and succeded in 
capturing him before he got off the prison 
grounds. Officer Pillsbury of the prison 
force gave chase to Sturtevant, and caught 
him on Union street near Main street. 
Neither of the prisoners made any resist- 
ance. They were quickly returned to their 
cells and locked up. 

Warden Lovering. who wassitting in the 
reception room at the time, at once com- 
municated with Captain Gaskin, station 
15, who had a detail of officers at the prison 
in four minutes after receiving the mes- 
sage. These, with the prison officers, 
started in every direction 

To Hunt the Fagitives, 

for it was not known how many had es- 
eaped. The roll was called and it was 
found that Coffey, Lynch and Mullen 
were missing. Every police station in the 
city was at once notified and the men put 
on the alert to watch for the escaped con- 
victs. Captain Gaskin of station 15 had 
thirty men hunt‘»g for the escaped prison- 
ers besides the prison officials. Every 
bridge was guarded and the utmost vigi- 
lance was uged to effect their capture. 

There is some difference of cpinion as to 
the time the prisoners sawed off the iron 
bar of the window. Warden Lovering 
thought they did it while the guard was 
absent feeding the sick prisoners; but that 
would have been impossible without at- 
tracting the attention of somebody. Some 
of the officers think they had been at it for 
months. It seems strange, if that was the 
case, thata guard could pass and repass 
that window as often as he ought to every 
day and not see that one of the bars was 
sawed in two. Officer Norris was on duty 
in that part of the building only for one 
day; but he is an officer, and has been on 
duty in the prison for thirty years. The 
regular officer on that duty is Officer Piper, 
who is also an experienced and faithful 
officer. 

The Escaped Criminals. 

Baxter was convicted Jan. 7, 1890, of 
breaking and entering at Worcester, and 
sentenced to thirteen years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Coffee and Mullen are the men who 
robbed the jewelry store of Nathaniel 
Leonard, Charlestown, in broad daylight. 
They passed the store and seeing no one 
present but an old man named George H. 
Grisby. they entered the store. Coffee 
jumped over the showcase,knocked Grisby 
down and beat him into a state of insensi- 
bility, and then the two robbed the store 
of about $500 worth of jewelry.

KILLED BY ITALIANS. 


Stabbing Affray at Full River Results in 
the Death of Matthew Cullen. 
FALL RIVER, Mass., June 30.—Matthew 
| Cullen was killed by Italians in this city. 
Raffaele Scarpio, Luigi Rosse. Paolo 
Duneo, Alesiandro Leoni and, Pedroella 
Augelo are under arrest, charged with the 
crime. AH are unable to speak English. 
William Fraser reported the case at the 
eastern station. He said Cullen had gone 
into his house at 4 Quarry street, and had 
fallen in an unconscious condition to the 
floor. Sargeant Ling and a posse of 
patrolmen went to the scene at once and 
found Cullen insensible and bleeding 
freely. 

The injured man was removed to the 
Good Samaritan hospital, where he died. 
As fa” as can be learved at this time the 
facts leading up to the death are as fol- 
lows: Itis said that Cullen was walking 
with others up Bedford street, near Plain, 
and stopped to engage ina quarrel with 
the five Italians named. One of the latter 
states that Cullen struck him. His com- 


and one of them passed Pedroella Angelo 
aknife. Angelo stabbed Cullen and the 
Italian ran away. Cullen stagged up the 
street and fell on the floor of William 
| Fraser’s house, 200 yards from the scene 
of the fight. Sofarascan be learned he 
did not speak after the stabbing occurred. 

After the police had cared for the mur- 
| dered man they went to a house on Bed- 
{ford street, where several Italians live, 
| and arrested them at midnight. In the 
| cell room the men told an interpreter that 
| Cullen and his companiovs insulted them 
| as they were going along the street, anda 
| mob fight resulted. Cullen was about 26 
| years of age and was employed as a team- 
ster by Thomas Doyle, fruit dealer. 

In the district court the prisoners were 
committed without bail to allowtime for 
au investigation. . 


CATHOLIC BANKS. 


Efforts to Be Made to Establish an In- 


ternational Syndicate. 


Rome, June 30.—The Catholic Rona 
here is endeavoring, in order to mitigate 
the economic crisis, to promote in the 
European capitals Catholic banks, which, 
working in connection with each other, 
would form a kind of international 
syndicate. In order te attain this end the 
argument of Boutoux is advanced, alleg- 
ing the necessity of withdrawing capital, 
resources and finances of the Catholic 
world from what is now practically an ab- 
solute Jewish control. The present pro- 
moters have issued the following appeal: 

We learn that an important Catholic 
bank is about to be founded at London, 
and a similar one, having £4,000,000 capi- 
taland named Le Credit, will soon be 
established at Paris, by ‘the side of the 
smnaller bank, Les Etats Catholiques,which 
is already in existencé. We also under- 
stand that a like financial institution is in 
the course of formation at Berlin. 

It isaflirmed that efforts will be made 
in New York to obtain support to the 
scheme. The holy see has been approached 
with a view to obtaining its support, but 
it has formally declared that it will have 
no connection” with any combination of 
this kind. Cardinal “Rampolla has for- 
mally made known this decision of the 
holy see to the pontifical diplomatic corps.

JAPS MUST GO BACK. 


Immigration Case in Which “Skilled 
Labor” and a “‘New Industry’ Figured, 


WASHINGTON, June 30.--Immigration 
Inspector Stitch of Chicago recently re- 
ported to the treasury department that 
Isaac Woolf, a reputable business man in 
Chicago, has imported from Japan two 
vehicles known there as jinrikshas,and two 
Japanese to propel them by hand, the in- 
tention being to have them placed in the 
public park in Chicago for the purpse of 
hauling or drawing children free of charge, 
Mr. Woolf agreeing to pay the men $20 
each per month for a period of six months, 
The inspector inquired whether it was a 
violation of the alien contract labor law. 

Assistant Secretary Nettleton has in- 
formed him that the department holds 
that although this is so far as known an 
entirely new enterprise in this country, 
yet it can hardly be called a “new indus- 
try” in the sense of the law, nor would it 
seemingly be necessary to import ‘“‘skilled 
labor’? to- propel the jinrikshas, and 
therefore Mr. Woolf must be held to have 
violated the law by importing these Japan- 
ese laborers under contract made prior to 
their importation. As, however, Mr. 
Woolf declares that he had no intention of 
Violating the law and as the imported 
laborers have not come into competition 
with home laborers, it is advised that no 
suit be commenced against him, providing 
he will immediately have those men re. 
turned to their own country.

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The following 
order has been issued from the war depart- 
ment:

By direction of the president, under author. 
ity conferred by section4of the act of con- 
gress approved Oct. 1, 1890, entitled “An act to 
increase the efficiency and reduce the expenses 
of the signal corps of the army, and to trans- 
fer the weather service to the department of 
agriculture,” the following named officers are 
assigned to duty with the weather bureau, es- 
tablished by the act cited, to take effect July 
1, 1801: 

Major Henry H. C. Dunwoody, signal corps; 
First Lieutenant William A. Glassford, signal 
corps; First Lieutenant Joseph E. Maxfield, 
signal corps; Second Lieutenant John P. Fins 
ley, Nineteenth infantry. The officers named 
will report by letter tothe secretary of agri- 
culture,and tothe chief of the weather bu- 
reau accordingly. L. B. Grant, 

Acting Secretary of War. 

Under the terns of the law the chief of 
the new weather service may be either a 
civilian or the present chief signal officer, 
General Greely, who is eligible for detail 
to the place. The property of the present 
Weather {bureau has been in*entoried,

CRISIS NEAR AT HAND. 
Serious Difficulties Between Capital and 
Labor in the Iron Working District. 

PITTSBURG, June 30.—Labor troubles are 
growing here, the most portentous being 
the unexpected attitude of the western 
manufacturers toward the new ‘scale of 
the Amalgamated association. The con- 
ference hel | yesterday between a commit- 
tee of the manufacturers and the men re- 
sulted in nothing but a wider breach. The 
manufacturers are opposed to every new 
clause in the scale, but especially to that 
making a nine-hour heat. They say by 
this rule they would lose one heat out of 
every three or four, thus increasing the 
cost of production 12 per cent. The exist- 
ing scale expires today, and unless some 
agreement is reached, the mills must shut 
down, or attempt to run without the 
Amalgamated men. Some manufacturers 
declare that if the nine-hour rule is not 
dropped, their mills will be shut down; 
others that they wHl ignore the Amalga- 
mated association and start up with non- 
unionmen. —__

Rubber and Rabber Goods. 

How much pure rubber is contained 
in the manufactured article? About 70 
per cent. The best Para gum costs 
ninety-five cents a pound, so you see 
rubber boots and shoes cannot be made 
for nothing. In the’ smallest rubber 
shoe made there are about four ounces 
of pure rubber, and from that to prob- 
ably four pounds in a pair of rubber 
boots. 

Old rubbers are ground up, lining and 
all, into what we call rag carpet, and it 
is used for insoles. 

The work is nearly all done by hand, 
and in the factories ure employed young 
children, men and women. A bootmak- 
er gets twenty cents a pair for making 
them, and a good man can turn out 
from ten to twelve pairs a day. 

There are between fifteen and twenty - 
rubber boot and shoe factories in the 
country, with a total capacity of over 
150,000 pairs of boots and shoes a day. 

There are four factories having a ca- 
pacity..of over 25,000 pairs each, and 
one which has a capacity of 40,000 pairs. 
It isa mystery where they ‘all go to.— 
Denver News.

For a time they suc- 
ceeded, until the company raised its mini- 
mum rates, and since then they have had 
to pay for water which the meters show 
they do not use. 

Situated as Quincy is, the only remedy 
now appears to be tlre purchase of the works 
of the company. The city may have to 
pay for them more than they are worth, 
but that is one of the uncertain things. 
Certain it is, however, that if the city 
wants better and cheaper service, it should 
own the works, The mains should be ex- 
tended.

Nine Rules for Bathers.

Avoid remaining too long in the water; 
leave the water immediately if there is the 
slightest feeling of cbilliness. 

The vigorous and strong may bathe 
early in the morning on an empty stomach, 
The young and those who are weak had 
better bathe two or three hours after a 
meal—the best time for such is from two 
to three hours after breakfast. 

Those who are subject to attacks of

suffer from palpitation and other sense 
of discomfort at the heart, should not 
bathe.—Ladies’ Home Journal.
